1.  Ships  placed  in  quarantine  by  the  Harbour  Master  or  Yisiting  Sections  5 
Officer  are  to  hoist  the  yeUow  flag  at  the  foretop-gaUant  masthead  ^'^^  ^^■ 
and  are  to  take  up  an  anchorage  without  delay  in  the  quarantine  General  rules. 
ground,  where  they  are  to  remain  until  released  by  order  of  the 
Quarantine  Board. 

2.  The  quarantine  ground  shall  be  pointed  out  by  the  Yisiting 
Officer. 

3.  A  constable  is  to  be  placed  on  board  each  ship  in  quarantine 
and  is  to  see  that  all  rules  and  regulations  in  respect  of  quarantine 
are  strictly  carried  out. 

4.  No  ship  in  quarantine  shall  be  allowed  to  anchor  within  a 
hundred  yards  of  the  centre  of  the  quarantine  grounds  during  the 
observance  of  quarantine ;  a  quarantine  boat  or  a  buoy  shall  be 
moored  to  mark  the  centre  of  the  quarantine  ground. 

5.  Lighters  or  boats  conveying  cargo  or  other  supplies  to  ships 
in  quarantine  may,  with  the  assent  of  the  Quarantine  Board,  or  of 
the  Harbour  Master  or  Yisiting  Officer,  be  towed  to  the  quarantine 
boat  or  buoy,  and  to  prevent  personal  communication  with  the 
ships  in  quarantine  aU  persons  on  board  such  boats  or  lighters 
must  then  quit  them  and  return  outside  the  Umits  of  the  quarantine 
ground. 

6.  The  boats  or  lighters  so  left  may  be  towed  alongside  the 
ship  in  quarantine  by  the  ship's  crew  and  unloaded,  but  no 
packages  are  to  be  returned  to  the  boats  or  Kghters  from  the 
ship.  When  the  boats  or  lighters  are  empty,  they  are  to  be 
towed  back  by  the  crew  of  the  ship  to  the  quarantine  boat  or 
buoy,  and  after  the  men  so  employed  have  left  them  the  persons 
who  may  be  in  charge  of  such  boats  or  lighters  may  proceed  to 
the  quarantine  boat  or  buoy  to  fetch  them  away. 

7.  Ships  may  be  coaled  in  the  following  manner,  viz. : — The 
lighters  or  boats  containing  the  coal  may  be  towed  or  otherwise 
worked  alongside  the  quarantine  boat  or  buoy  and  fastened  thereto, 
the  persons  working  such  lighters  or  boats  and  the  ship's  crew 
thereafter  complying  with  the  last  two  preceding  rules  in  like 
manner  as  if  the  coals  were  goods  or  provisions. 

b2 
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8.  All  boats  belonging  to  ships  in  quarantine  are  to  hoist  a 
yellow  flag  in  the  bow  when  absent  from  their  ships. 

9.  Passengers  in  ships  that  are  placed  in  quarantine  may,  with 
the  sanction  of  the  Quarantine  Board,  be  landed  under  the 
instructions  and  supervision  of  the  Visiting  Officer,  in  the  ship's 
boats,  at  such  lazaretto  or  place  as  may  be  pointed  out  by  him  and 
there  undergo  such  a  period  of  detention  as  may  be  considered 
necessary  by  the  Quarantine  Board. 

10.  Oases  of  sickness  among  the  crew  or  passengers  of  ships  in 
quarantine  may,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Quarantine  Board,  and 
under  the  instructions  and  supervision  of  the  Visiting  Officer,  be 
landed  in  the  ship's  boats  at  the  lazaretto. 

11.  No  articles  of  clothing  or  bedding  that  have  been  used  in 
cases  of  disease  shall  be  permitted  to  be  landed. 

12.  The  mail  bags  from  a  ship  in  quarantine  shall  before  being 
landed  undergo  such  process  of  fumigation  as  the  Visiting  Officer 
may  consider  necessary. 

13.  Any  person  who  may  have  died  on  board  a  ship  in  quaran- 
tine shall  be  buried  in  such  place  as  shall  be  approved  of  by  the 
Quarantine  Board  and  pointed  out  by  the  Visiting  Officer. 

14.  In  case  of  a  ship  in  quarantine  proceeding  to  sea  the 
constable  shall  be  previously  landed  at  the  lazaretto.  The  pilot 
who  accompanies  the  ship  to  sea  shall  proceed  on  his  return  to  the 
lazaretto,  and  both  constable  and  pilot  shall  remain  there  in 
quarantine  for  the  same  period  as  the  ship  would  have  been  kept 
if  she  had  remained  at  anchor. 

15.  In  cases  where  the  Quarantine  Board  may  think  that  the 
nature  of  the  contagious  or  infectious  disease  is  such  as  to  render 
it  unnecessary  to  keep  the  ship  in  which  any  case  of  such  disease 
shall  have  occurred  in  quarantine  for  so  long  a  period  as  fourteen 
days,  or  if  there  be  other  circumstances  to  justify  any  shortening 
of  the  period  of  fourteen  days  of  quarantine,  the  Quarantine 
Board  may,  if  they  shall  think  fit,  admit  a  vessel  to  pratique 
at  any  earlier  period  than  the  period  of  fourteen  days  provided 
in  Section  17  of  Ordinance  No.  18  of  1882. 

16.  Any  person  who  may  be  found  guilty  of  any  infringement 
of  any  of  these  rules  or  regulations  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty 
not  exceeding  twenty  pounds. 

17.  All  rules  made  previously  to  the  passing  of  these  rules  are 
hereby  cancelled.

of  the  Inspector  of  Health  of  shipping  for  the  Port  of  Freetown 
for  the  time  being. 
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3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspector  of  Health  of  Shipping 
during  the  continuance  of  such  restrictions  to  visit  the  lazaretto 
as  frequently  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  with  a  view  to  ascertain 
the  health  of  the  inmates,  and  in  case  of  the  existence  or  out- 
break of  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease  or  plague,  cholera, 
smaU-pox  or  yeUow  fever,  the  Inspector  of  Health  of  Shipping 
shall  be  empowered  to  take  all  necessary  measures  to  secure  the 
separation  and  isolation  of  those  who  are  sick  of  any  such  infectious 
disorder  from  those  who  are  well. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  take  charge 
and  care  of  the  equipment  of  the  lazaretto,  to  receive  and  issue 
stores,  and  to  superintend  the  ordering  and  preparation  of  meals, 
to  direct  and  control  the  nurses  and  domestic  servants  placed 
under  him,  and  to  maintain  the  cleanliness  of  the  wards  and 
domestics. 

5.  The  inmates  of  the  lazaretto  are  strictly  enjoined  not  to 
damage  or  destroy  the  property  of  the  institution. 

6.  The  inmates  are  also  strictly  enjoined  to  observe  the 
sanitary  arrangements  that  may  be  made  by  the  Medical  Officer, 
and  the  domestic  arrangements  made  by  the  Superintendent,  and 
in  case  of  the  violation  of  any  such  arrangements  any  such 
inmate  shall  be  liable  to  fine  or  penalty  not  exceeding  ten  pounds. 

7.  Smoking  within  the  dormitories  is  strictly  prohibited  under 
a  fine  or  penalty  not  exceeding  forty  shillings. 

8.  All  lights  in  dormitories,  other  than  those  sanctioned  by 
the  Medical  Officer,  shall  be  extinguished  at  10  p.m.,  after 
which  hour  all  loud  conversations,  singing  or  noise  must  cease  and 
quietude  conducive  to  sleep  must  be  maintained  during  the 
night.  Any  person  violating  this  rule  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  or 
penalty  not  exceeding  five  pounds.

21.  The  Board  is  not  a  party  to  the  engagement  of  pupil 
teachers  and  only  ascertains  whether  the  prescribed  certificates 
are  produced  and  the  prescribed  examination  passed. 

22.  Whatever  other  questions  arise  upon  the  engagement  may 
be  referred  to  the  Board  provided  that  all  the  parties  agree  in 
writing  to  be  bound  by  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Education 
as  final,  otherwise  they  must  be  settled  as  in  any  other  hiring  or 
contract. 

23.  At  the  termination  of  their  engagements  pupil  teachers 
who  elect  to  continue  in  the  profession  of  elementary  school 
teachers  may,  under  the  conditions  stated  in  the  following  rules, 
become : — 

(a)  Students  in  a  recognised  Training  College. 

(b)  Assistant  Teachers, 

(c)  Provisionally  Certificated  Teachers. 

v.— Examination  for  Admission  to  Training  Colleges. 

24.  The  examination  of  candidates  for  admission  into  a  Training 
College  will  he  held  in  March  of  each  xjear.  The  names  of  all  candi- 
dates must  le  notified  to  the  Board  not  later  than  the  1st  December 

'  next  preceding. 

26.  The  examination  shall  extend  to  all  subjects  in  which  pupil 
teachers  during  their  engagement  are  required  to  be  instructed  as 
specified  in  Schedule  C. 
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26.  Candidates  attending  the  examination  must  he  not  less  than 
eighteen  years  of  age  at  the  date  of  e.m  mi  nation. 

27.  Successful  candidafcs  shall  he  arranged  in  three  classes  in 
order  of  merit.  To  be  in  the  first  class  a  candidate  will  hare  to 
obtain  at  least  60  per  cent.,  in.  the  second  50  per  cent.,  and  iii-  the 
third  class  So  per  cent,  of  flic  aggregate  marls  allotted  to  the  subjects 
and  not  less  than  30  per  cent,  of  the  marl's  in.  each  sahject  of 
c.raminatlon. 

Assistant  Teachers. 

28.  The  following  persons  may  he  recognised  as  assistant 
teachers  : — 

(a)   Persons  loho  hold  a  second-class  certificate  under  Education 

Rules  of  17th  January,  1895. 
(h)   Persons  who   hold  a  third-class  certificate  under  Education 

Rules  of  17th  January,  1895. 
(e)   Per.Hons  loho  have  passed  the  Admission  Examination  under 

these  Rules. 


Provisionally  Certificated  Teachers. 

29.  Wlien     circumstances    so    require     the    following    assistant  Conditioim  of 
teachers  may  be  recognised  as  " proiusionally  certificated  teachers,"  recognition, 
provided  they   are   recommended  by   the   Inspector   of  Schools  for 

such  appointment : — 

(a)   Persons  who  hold  a  second-class  certificate  under  Education 

Rules  of  17th  January,  1895. 
(h)  Persons  who  have  passed  in  the  first  class  at  the  Admission 

Examination  under  these  Rules. 

30.  Temporary  certificates,  for  such  periods  as  the  Board  may 
decide,  loill  be  issued  to  provisionally  certificated  teachers  in  the 
form. set  forth  in  Schedule  E. 

31.  Provisionally  certificated  teachers  may  cease  to  be  recognised  Lapse  of 
as  such  if  the  schools  or  classes  of  which  they  are  in   charge  are  recognition, 
twice  reported  to  be  inefficient  by  the  Inspector. 

Certificated  Teachers. 

32.  To  obtain  a  teacher's  certificate  a  candidate  shall,  except 
where  it   is  otherwise  provided  in  these  Rules,  pass  the  certificate 


33.  The   examination  for  certificates   will  he   held  each  year  in  Examination. 
June.     A  syllabus  of  the  examination  may  be  had  on  application 
to  the  Board, 
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34.  (!)  The  examination  is  open  to — 
(a)  Students    who    have    completed    two    years    training    at    a 

Training  College, 
(h)  Provisionally    certificated   teachers    ivho    have    received    two 
favourable  reports  ■  upon    their  loork   by  the  Inspector  of 
Schools. 

(2)  As  a  result  of  the  examination  certificates  of  three  classes 
shall  be  awarded.  In  order  to  obtain  a  first-class  certificate  a 
candidate  shall  obtain  not  less  than  75  per  cent,  of  the  aggregate 
marks  allotted  to  such  subjects  as  he  shall  have  been  examined  in ;  for 
a  second-class  certificate  he  shall  obtain  60  per  cent,  of  such  marks, 
and  for  a  third-class  certificate  not  less  than  40  per  cent,  of  such 
aggregate  marks.  Provided  that  to  pass  in  any  subject  a  candidate 
shall  obtain  not  less  than  33^  per  cent,  of  the  marks  allotted  to  such 
subject. 

35.  Candidates  who  are  not  teachers  in  assisted  schools  shall  be 
recmtimended  by  the  managers  of  the  school  in  which  they  last 
served. 

36.  All  applications  to  the  Board  for  admission  to  the  certificate 
examinations  must  he  made  on  or  before  the  1st  March  in  each 
year  and  be  accompanied  in  each  case  by  two  testimonials  of  good 
character  from  the  managers  of  the  schools  in  which  the  candidates 
are  serving  or  have  last  served. 

Recognition  37.  The   examinations  for   admission   into    a  Training    College 

Teachln""*"^    ««(^/or  certificates  shall  be  conducted  by  examiners  appointed  by  the 
Governor  with  the  sanction  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

38.  Teachers  who,  on  or  before  the  passing  of  these  Rules,  held- 
first-class  certificates  under  the  Education  Rules  of  the  17th  of 
January,  1895,  shall  be  recognised  as  certificated  teachers. 

39.  A  list  will  be  published  in  the  Gazette  showing  the 
successful  candidates  in  the  examination,  whether  students  or  not.

40.  A  teacher  who  has  been  employed  as  a  certificated  teacher 
for  not  less  than  two  years  in  one  and  the  same  school  and  has 
obtained  a  favourable  report  from  the  Inspector  at  the  end  of 
each  year,  or  for  any  two  consecutive  years,  shall  be  awarded  a 
parchment  certificate  in  the  form  set  forth  in  Schedule  G. 

41.  The  certificates  held  under  previous  rules  will  continue  to 
be  recognised,  but  any  further  advancement  as  regards  status  and 
certificates  can  only  be  obtained  under  these  Rules. 

Recall  or  Suspension  of  Certificates. 

42.  A  certificate  may  at  any  time  be  recalled  or  suspended,  but 
not  until ^  the  Board  have  informed  the  teacher  of  the  charges 
against  him  and  given  him  an  opportunity  of  explanation. 
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43.  A  complete  register  of  all  certificates  issued  by  the  Board  Records  of 
of  Education   shall   be   kept   in    the   Inspector   of  Schools'    office,  "^''t^fi""^''  *<> 
An  application  to  search   the   Certificate  Register  shall  he  granted  ^  ''^*' 
to  any  person  upon  payment  into  the  Colonial  Treasury  of  a  fee 
of  one  shilling;    an   officially  certified   copy   of  a   certificate    may 
be  granted  to   an    applicant   upon    the  payment   into   the  Colonial 
Treasury  of  a  further  sum  of  one  shilling. 

VI. — School  Staff. 

45.  The  recognised  teachers  employed  in  any  school  form  the 
school  staff. 

46.  Before  the  commencement  of  the  school  year  a  list  of  the  Board  to 
school  staff  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  which,  if  approved  by  '^^"'1®- 
them,  shall  be  entered  in  the  log-book  and  signed  by  the  local 
manager.     The  entry  will  show  the  school  staff  at  the  beginning 

of  the  school  year.  An  entry  must  be  made  of  any  change  in  the 
staff  occurring  during  the  school  year. 

47.  In  estimating  what  is  the  minimum  school  staff  required,  Minimum 
the    Board    consider   the    principal   certificated    teacher   to    be  ^'^^°°^  ^^''^f- 
sufficient   for   an    average    attendance   of    60 ;   each   additional 
certificated  teacher  for  an  additional  average  attendance  of  80 ; 

each  assistant  teacher  or  provisionally  certificated  teacher  for 
an  additional  average  attendance  of  60 ;  each  pupil  teacher  for 
an  additional  average  attendance  of  40  ;  each  probationer  for  an 
additional  average  attendance  of  20. 

Schools  with  an  average  attendance  of  below  60  and  infant 
schools  as  defined  in  Rule  71  are  not  included  in  the  above 
arrangement,  but  the  Board  expect  that  managers  will  make 
suitable  arrangements  for  the  scholars  in  such  schools. 

48.  On  and  after  the  1st  January  of  the  third  year  following 
the  passing  of  these  rules,  no  school  shall  be  recognised  by  the 
Board  as  an  assisted  school  in  which  the  staff  is  less  than  the 
minimum  recognised  by  the  Board  under  Eule  47. 

49.  Where  vacancies  in  the  office  of  any  teacher,  other  than 
the  principal  teacher,  occur  in  the  course  of  a  school  year  and 
are  duly  reported  to  the  Board,  probationers  employed  in  the 
place  of  the  teachers  causing  the  vacancies  may  be  recognised 
as  part  of  the  school  staff,  each  probationer  being  accepted  as 
equivalent  to  a  pupil  teacher,  provided  always  that  the  vacancies 
are  supplied  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  the  next  school  year  by 
the  appointment  of  duly  qualified  teachers. 

50.  Notice  shall  at  once  be  given  to  the  Board  of  any  change 
in  the  school  staff  occurring  during  the  school  year ;  and  the  date 
of  birth  of  the  new  teacher  and  the  name  of  the  school  in  which 
he  or  she  was  last  employed,  and  of  that  (if  any)  in  which  he  or 
she  served  as  pupil  teacher  shall  be  specified. 
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YII. — Applications  fob  Enrolment  of  Schools.

VIII. — Annual  Grant. 

63.  The  conditions  required  to  be  fulfilled  by  a  school  in 
order  to  obtain  an  annual  Government  Grant  are  those  set  forth 
in  "  The  Education  Ordinance,  1895,"  and  in  these  rules.  The 
Board's  decision  whether  these  conditions  are  fulfilled  in  any 
case  shall  be  final  and  conclusive. 

54.  Before  any  grant  shall  be  made  in  aid.  of  a  school  the 
Board  shall  be  satisfied — 

(a)  That  the  school  fulfils  the  conditions  contained  in  Section  8 

of  the  Ordinance ; 

(b)  That  the  school  premises  are  healthy,  properly  constructed, 

and  supplied  with  suitable  offices,  and  contain  sufficient 
accommodation  for  the  scholars  attending  the  school ; 

(c)  That  the  local  managers  of  the  school  have  furnished  a 

proper    and    accurate    statement    of    its    income    and 
expenditure ; 

(d)  That  at  the  last  preceding  examination  of  the  school  not 

less  than  forty  per  cent,  of  the  presentees  were  proficient ; 

(e)  That  the  school  has  a  sufficient  stafE  and  is  adequately 

provided  with  furniture,  books,  maps  and  other  apparatus 
for  elementary  instruction. 

55.  The  Board  shall  annually  make  grants  in  aid  of  schools  at 
the  respective  rates  specified  in  these  rules.  Provided  that  under 
Eules  56,  68  and  69  no  grant  shall  be  made  on  account  of  any 
pupil  who  is  not  a  proficient  at  the  examination. 

56.  The  Board  shall,  for  every  pass  obtained  by  the  proficients 
in  any  of  the  subjects  mentioned  in  Rule  4  (except  plain  needle- 
work), make  a  grant  of  two  shillings,  and  for  every  pass  in 
plain  needlework  one  shilling ;  and  in  any  of  the  standards 
above  the  second,  m  which  no  less  than  one-half  of  the  pupils 
examined  under  such  standards  shall  individually  obtain  a  good 
pass  m  each  of  the  elementary  subjects,  an  additional  award  of 
sixpence  for  every  subject  pass  obtained  by  each  proficient  in  that 
standard. 
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57.  The  Board  shall  for  every  pass  in  drawing  make  a  grant  Grant  for 
of  two  shillings  and  sixpence  in  aid  of  the  school  of  the  successful  drawing. 
candidates. 

58.  The   Board   shall   award  to   every  school   of   which  the  Grant  for 
Inspector  shall  have  reported  the  organisation  and  discipline  as  organisation 
good  a  grant  of  ninepence  for  each  unit,  or  as  fairly  good  a  grant  discipline. 
of  sixpence  for  each  unit  of  average  attendance  at  such  school. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  grant  the  Inspector  will  have  special  Conditions 
regard  to  the  moral  training  and  conduct  of  the  children,  to  ^  ^®  fulfilled. 
the  neatness  and  order  of  the  school  premises,  furniture  and 
apparatus,  and  to  the  proper  classification  of  the  scholars  both 
for  teaching  and  examination.  The  local  managers  and  teachers 
will  be  expected  to  satisfy  the  Inspector  that  all  reasonable 
care  is  taken,  in  the  ordinary  management  of  the  school,  to 
bring  up  the  children  in  habits  of  punctuality,  of  good  manners 
and  language,  of  cleanliness  and  neatness,  and  also  to  impress 
upon  the  children  the  importance  of  cheerful  obedience  to  duty, 
of  consideration  and  respect  for  others  and  of  honour  and  truth- 
fulness in  word  and  act. 

59.  Where  the  organisation  and  discipline  of  a  school  shall  have  Grants  for  a 
been  reported  as   good  and  not  less  than  eighty  per  cent,  of  the  ^^^  standard 
pupils  under  instruction  in  the  standards  have  been  presented  for  "ailed  meriT 
examination  the  Board  shall  award   to   such   school  for   every  grants. 
proficient  pass  in  a  standard  subject — 

(a)  If  no  less  than  sixty  per  cent,  of  such  presentees  shall  have 

passed  an  extra  grant  at  the  rate  of  sixpence  for  each 
such  pass  ; 

(b)  If  no  less  than  seventy  per  cent,  shall  have  passed  an  extra 

grant  at  the  rate  of  one  shilling  for  each  such  pass ; 

(c)  If  no  less  than  eighty  per  cent,  shall  have  passed  an  extra 

grant  at  the  rate  of  one  shilling  and  ninepence  for  each 
such  pass ;  and 

(d)  If  no  less  than  ninety  per  cent,  shall  have  passed  an  extra 

grant  at  the  rate  of  two  shillings  for  such  pass.

60.  The  Board  shall  award  to  every  school  a  grant  of   two  Average 
shillings  for  each  unit  of  average  attendance.  attendance. 

61.  Whenever   it   is  proposed  to  erect  an  elementary  school  Grants  in 
building,  or  to  add  to  or  enlarge  an  existing  elementary  school  "^^fP®?*/**., , 
building,  a  grant  may  be  made  in  aid  of  the  cost  of  the  erection  ingB°furniture 
or  extension  thereof  of  not  more  than  one-tenth  of  the  estimated  audapparatus. 
or  actual   cost  of   building  whichever  may  be  least,  or  of  such

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less  sum  as  the  Board  may  have  previously  determined  in  every 
particular  case,  where  before  the  commencement  of  the  building — 

(a)  The    approval    of   the   Board   has   been    obtained  for  the 

erection  of  or  addition  to  or  enlargement  of  the  school 
building,  for  the  plans  and  estimated  cost  for  the  same, 
and  the  position  of  the  proposed  site ;  and 

(b)  Security  has  been  given  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board 

to    the    amount   of   the  grant-in-aid  that  the  building 

shall  continue  to  be  used  as  an  elementary  school  until 

the    said   grant  has  been  repaid  or  an  order  has  been 

obtained  from  the  Board  authorising  the  discontinuance 

of  such  school  building  for  the  purpose  of  an  elementary 

school. 

Provided   that   the    Board    shall    not   signify  its  approval  as 

provided  in  (a),  unless  it  is  satisfied  that  the  accommodation  to 

be  provided  is  actually  requisite,  having  regard  to  that  already 

existing  in  the  district,  and  that  no  grant  shall  be  paid  unless 

the   Board   has   been   satisfied   that   the   buildings    have   been 

erected  in  accordance  with  the  approved  plans  (except  so  far  as 

any  variation  therefrom    may  be   approved  by  the  Board)  and 

vouchers  have  been  produced  to  its  satisfaction  in  support  of  the 

expenditure  incurred.

2nd. — A  plan  of  each  floor  of  the  schoolroom  also  drawn  to  scale.

All  school  buildings  must  be  fitted  with  sufficient  number  of 
hat-pegs,  and  a  separate  latrine  for  boys  and  girls,  which  must  be 
at  a  suitable  distance  from  and  not  attached  to  the  school.

Pupil  Teachers'  Grants. 

62.  A  teacher  shall  receive  from  the  Board  of  Educatimi  for 
every  pupil  teacher  prepared  hy  him  a  grant  of  £3  if  he  obtains  a  good 
or  first  class  pass,  and  a  grant  of  £2  if  he  obtains  a  fair  or  second 
class  pass  m  the  examination  of  the  first,  second  or  third  year.  If  the 
pupil  teacher  has  been  prepared  not  by  an  individual  teacher  but  by 
central  or  other  classes,  the  aforesaid  grant  shall  be  applied  towards 
the  expenses  of  such  central  or  other  classes.  A  pupil  teacher  shall 
receive  from  the  Board  of  Education  a  grant  of  £6  on  passing  the 
first  years  examination,  of  £9  on  passing  the  second  year's  examina- 
tion and  of  £12  on  passing  the  third  year's  examination. 

lo  pass  a  good  or  fair  examination  in  the  first  or  second  year  a 
pupil  teacher   must   obtain   at  least   75  per  cent,   m-  50  per  cent. 
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respectively  of  the  aggregate  marks  allotted  to  the  subjects  taken  up  hy 
him  and  not  less  than  33\  per  cent,  of  the  marks  allotted  to  any  one 
of  these  subjects,  and  with  respect  to  the  Gorernment  scholarship  he 
micst  obtain  for  a  good  or  fair  pass  the  proportion  of  marks  laid  down 
respectively  for  passes  in  the  first  or  second  class  in  Bale  27 . 

This  rule  shall  not  apply  to  p)upil  teachers  who  hacc  obtained  pupil 
teacher's  scholarships  and  have  entered  the  Grammar  School  or  High 
School,  save  that  such  pupil  teachers  and  the  teachers  of  such  pupil 
teachers  or  the  funds  of  the  central  or  other  classes  by  which  such 
pupil  teachers  have  been  prepared  shall  receive  any  grant  due  in  respect 
of  a  pass  obtained  by  such  pupil  teachers  before  their  entrance  to  the 
Grammar  School  or  High  School. 

Grant  on  Passing  Examination  for  Certificate. 

63.  A  grant  of  ten  pounds  will  be  made  in  respect  of  each 
teacher  who  has  passed  the  second  year's  examination  for  a 
certificate  under  Rule  34,  2  (b)  and  (c).  The  grant  under  this 
rule  shall  be  applied  to  the  funds  of  any  school  or  central  or  other 
class  in  which  the  teacher  may  have  been  prepared  for  the 
examination. 

Teachers'  Grants. 

65.  The  grants  in  respect  of  the  teachers  of  assisted  schools 
will  be  made  as  follows  : — 

Parchment  Certificated  Teachers  . . .     £15 
Certificated  Teachers  ...         ...     £10 

Assistant  Teachers ...         ...         ...       £6 

Provisionally  certificated  teachers  will  receive  the  same  grant  as 
certificated  teachers  whilst  acting  on  a  recognised  school  staff  as 
certificated  teachers. 

66.  For  the  purpose  of  these  grants  certificated  teachers 
under  the  Board  of  Education  Rule  7  of  the  17th  January,  1895, 
will  be  classed  as  follows : — 

A  teacher  holding  a  first-class  certificate  as  a  parchment 
certificated  teacher,  a  teacher  holding  a  second-class  certificate 
as  a  certificated  teacher,  and  a  teacher  holding  a  third-class 
certificate  as  an  assistant  teacher. 

67.  No  grant  will  be  given  in  any  case  in  respect  of  teachers, 
classified  as  in  Rule  14,  or  certificated  teachers  under  the  Board 
of  Education  Rules  of  17th  January,  1895,  unless  they  are 
holding  situations  in  a  school  staff  recognised  under  Rule  48. 

68.  Teachers'  grants  shall  be  paid  in  each  case  quarterly  at  the 
end  of  every  quarter  for  which  payment  is  claimed. 
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Teachers'  Salaries. 

69.  From  and  after  the  1st  of  January,  1900,  the  salaries  of 
teachers  in  assisted  schools  shall  be  paid  as  under  ;  and  no  school 
shall  after  that  date  he  recognised  as  an  assisted  school  in  which 
such  salaries  are  not  paid  : — 

A  parchment  certificated  teacher  shall  be  paid  by  the  managers 
a  salary  of  not  less  than  £60  a  year,  which,  with  the  teacher's 
grant  (Rule  65),  makes  a  total  salary  of  not  less  than  £75  a  year. 

A  certificated  teacher,  or  a  provisionally  certificated  teacher,  shall 
be  paid  by  the  managers  a  salary  of  not  less  than  £40  a  year, 
which,  with  the  teacher's  grant  (Rule  65),  makes  a  total  salary  of 
not  less  than  £50  a  year. 

An  assistant  teacher  shall  be  paid  by  the  managers  a  salary  of 
not  less  than  £28  a  year,  which,  with  the  teachers'  grant  (Rule  65), 
makes  a  total  salary  of  £34  a  year. 

The  above  payments  shall  be  exclusive  of  the  remuneration  a 
teacher  may  earn  under  Rule  76.

Grants-in-aid  f(yr  Infant  Schools. 

70.  A  separate  register  shall  be  kept  for  such  infants  between 
the  ages  of  four  and  seven  who  are  not  sufiiciently  advanced  for 
the  standards. 

71.  The  conditions  of  the  average  attendance  grant  (Rule  60) 
shall  be  equally  applicable  to  them. 

72.  Where  the  Inspector  is  satisfied  that  proper  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  their  instruction  and  that  they  have  been 
suitably  taught,  the  Board  shall  award  a  grant  of  one  shilling 
on  account  of  every  such  infant  who  shall  have  attended  that 
school  for  at  least  the  last  three  months  in  the  preceding  school 
year  and  was  present  at  the  examination  ;  but  where  the  Inspector 
is  not  so  satisfied  the  Board  may  award  a  grant  of  sixpence. 

73.  "Where  instruction  in  an  infant  school  shall  have  been 
imparted  continuously  during  the  preceding  school  year 

(a)  In  a  separate  building ;  or 

(b)  In  the  same  building  but  not  on  the  same  floor ;  or 

(c)  On  the  same  floor  but  in  a  separate  room,  the  partition  walls 

whereof  are  sufiiciently  thick  so  as  to  exclude  the  sound 
of  teaching  from  the  other  part  of  the  school ;  and 

(d)  By  a  competent  adult  teacher  by  means  of  object  lessons, 

lessons  m  form  or  colour  or  a  variety  of  useful  and 
instructive  employments,  in  addition  to  the  subjects 
specified  m  Schedule  "  A,"  the  Inspector  may,  if  satisfied, 
recommend  a  grant  of  2s.  6d.  on  account  of  every  such 
infant  who  shaU  have  attended  that  school  for  at  least 
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the  last  three  months  of  the  preceding  school  year,  and  was 
present  at  the  examination ;  or,  if  only  partially  satisfied, 
he  may  recommend  a  grant  of  2s.  per  head. 

IX. — Payment  ov  Grants-in-aid  made  by  the  Board. 

74.  There   shall  be  paid  to  the  managers  or  local  managers  How  and  to 
of   assisted   schools,  as   the   Board   directs,  as   soon  as  may  be  ^^o-^^  to  be 
after   the   receipt   by  the  Board  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  ""*  "' 
Inspector  of   schools,  as   an  advance   towards  the  grants-in-aid, 

a  sum  not  exceeding  one-half  of  the  amount  of  the  grant 
reported  by  the  Inspector  as  having  been  apparently  earned  by 
them,  and  the  balance  of  the  grants-in-aid,  if  any,  shall  be  paid 
to  such  managers  or  local  managers  as  the  Board  directs  as 
soon  as  may  be  after  the  actual  amount  of  grants  to  which 
such  schools  are  entitled  shall  have  been  finally  ascertained. 
Provided  always  that  if  it  shall  appear  that  any  school,  on  behalf 
of  which  an  advance  has  been  made,  is  entitled  to  no  grants-in-aid 
under  these  Rules,  or  to  a  less  grant  than  the  amount  advanced, 
the  managers  or  local  managers  of  such  school  shall  be  called 
upon  to  repay  the  amount  of  the  advance  made  to  them,  or 
such  portion  thereof,  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  they  may 
not  have  been  entitled  to  as  aforesaid.  And  in  the  event  of 
their  not  repaying  the  same  within  one  month  of  the  date  of  such 
application  as  aforesaid,  the  amount  demanded  by  the  Board  shall 
be  recoverable  from  the  managers  or  local  managers  of  the  school 
concerned,  in  a  summary  manner  as  liquidated  damages,  upon 
proof  of  such  demand  having  been  sent  to  such  managers  or  local 
managers  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  a  registered  letter  addressed 
to  any  one  of  such  managers  or  local  managers. 

X. — Application   of  Grants-in-aid  made  by  the  Board, 

75.  All  moneys   paid  to  the   managers  or  local  managers  of  Grant  money 
any  school  in  respect  of   any  grant-in-aid  made   by  the  Board  *°  ^^  applied 
shall   be    applied    to    the   improvement    or    maintenance  of   the  purposes.'™^ 
building,  furniture  or  apparatus,  and  to  increasing  the  remunera- 
tion  of   the  teachers,  including  pupil  teachers  of  such  schools, 

and  to  such  other  purposes  as  the  Board  may  sanction  either 
generally  or  in  any  particular  instance. 

76.  Unless  otherwise  provided  by  the  Board  under  the  powers  Eemuneration 
reserved  to  it  under  Section  6  of  the  Ordinance,  not  less  than  one-  ^°  teachers 
half  of  the  grant-in-aid  earned  by  any  school  under  the  following  °(.hoois°  ^ 
grants  shall  be  devoted  to  increasing  the  emoluments  of  the  teachers 

as  classified  in  Rule  14,  namely : — 

(a)  Average  attendance,  proficiency,  good  pass,  organisation 

and  discipline  and  merit ;  and 

(b)  Sewing. 

(c)  Drawing. 
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Distribution.  In  the  oase  of  grants  in  Class  (a)  at  least  a  quarter  of  the  total 
grants  earned  shall  be  assigned  to  the  principal  teacher  of  the 
school,  and  in  Class  (b)  at  least  a  half,  and  in  Class  (o)  at  least 
three-fifths,  of  the  grant  earned  in  each  subject  shall  be  assigned 
to  the  principal  teacher  in  the  subject  for  which  the  grant  is  given  ; 
but  before  a  teacher  can  be  considered  qualified  to  instruct  in 
drawing  he  must  either  be  an  assistant  or  certificated  teacher  who 
has  passed  the  course  of  instruction  laid  down  in  these  Eules,  or 
if  a  teacher  under  the  Eules  of  the  17th  January,  1895,  have 
passed  an  examination  in  drawing  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board. 

Proviso.  Provided  always  that  it  shall  not  be  incumbent  on  the  managers 

or  local  managers  of  any  school  to  pay  any  portion  of  the 
grant-in-aid  to  any  teacher  who  shall  have  been  connected  with 
the  school  for  any  term  less  than  six  months  in  the  school  year 
for  which  the  grant  is  made,  or  who  has  been  dismissed  from, 
or  has  resigned  his  connection  with,  such  school  by  reason  of 
serious  misconduct.  Any  teacher  who  would  have  been  entitled 
to  receive  a  portion  of  the  grant  under  this  Eule  had  he  not 
resigned  or  been  dismissed  may,  if  dissatisfied  with  the  decision 
of  the  managers,  or  local  managers,  appeal  in  writing  to  the 
Board  within  any  period  not  exceeding  one  month  from  such 
decision,  and  thereupon  the  Board  shall  inquire  into  the  case 
and  decide  whether  any  and  if  so  what  portion  of  the  grant  shall 
be  paid  to  such  teacher ;  and  the  decision  of  the  Board  shall  be 
final  and  binding  upon  all  parties  concerned. 

77.  As  a  provisional  measure,  and  until  the  Board  determines, 
classes  will  be  held  at  the  technical  school  for  the  instruction  of 
teachers  desirous  of  qualifying  themselves  as  instructors  in 
drawing. 

The  course  will  consist  of  forty  lectures  extending  over  a 
period  of  five  months,  and  each  teacher  attending  it  wiU  be 
required  to  pay  in  advance  a  fee  of  three  shillings  and  sixpence, 
and  the  Board  shall  grant  at  the  conclusion  of  such  course  to 
the  technical  school  fifteen  shillings  for  each  student  who  may 
have  obtained  a  pass.  Provided  that  the  number  of  students 
who  enter  for  the  course  shall  not  be  less  than  five.  If  the  sum 
of  the  grants  so  earned,  added  to  that  of  the  student's  fees  for 
any  one  course,  is  less  than  £9,  which  amount  is  calculated  to  be 
the  expenses  which  have  to  be  defrayed  in  connection  with  the 
course  of  lectures  by  the  technical  school,  then  the  Board  shall 
award  a  sufficient  sum  to  make  up  the  amount  to  £9. 

In  the  event  of  the  sum  of  the  grants  and  the  student's  fees 
exceeding  £9  the  surplus  shall  go  to  the  funds  of  the  technical 
school. 

XI. — Limitation  to  Grants-in-Aid. 

78.  The  proportion  of  fees  to  be  recovered  and  obtained  under 
Section  8  of  the  Ordinance  shall  be  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the 
total  fees  payable  by  the  children  in  attendance  at  the  school 
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No  annual  grant-in-aid  to  any  sclaool  shall  in  any  case  exceed  Grant-in-aid 
half  of  its  annual  income  derived  from  all  sources :  Provided,  "°*  *°  exceed 
however,  that  this  shall  not  affect  the  share  of  the  grants  to  which  annufr'""'^'' 
teachers  are  entitled  on  the  Inspector's  annual  report,  but  the  income. 
same  shall  be  paid  to  them  as  otherwise  provided  in  these  Rules. 

XII. — Minimum  Number  of  Meetings. 

79.  No  school  shall  receive  a  grant  unless  it  shall  have  met  no  Minimum 
less  than  380  times  during  the  preceding  school  year  and  instruc-  numter  of 
tion  has  been  given  in  the  subjects  mentioned  in  Schedule  A  for  "'^^*™s^- 
at  least  two  consecutive  hours  at  each  such  meeting. 

XIII. — Eecords  to  be  kept  at  Assisted  Schools. 
Marldng  and  Examination  of  Registers,  8fc. 

80.  No  school  shall  receive  a  grant  unless  the  following  records  Records,  &c., 
are  kept  to  the  satisfaction  of  and  in  the  manner  directed  by  the  '°  ^''-  ^^v^- 
Inspector  of  Schools,  viz.,  a  register  of  attendance  and  school  fees, 

a  register  of  admission,  progress  and  withdrawal,  a  summary 
register,  a  log  book  and  a  cash  book.  There  shall  also  be  kept  in 
the  school  a  time  table,  a  copy  of  Schedule  A,  mounted  and  con- 
spicuously hung  up  in  the  school  room,  and  a  copy  of  the  Ordinance 
and  Board  Eules. 

81.  The  presence  of  a  child  at  a  meeting  of  a  school  for  instruc-  Attendance 
tion  shall  not  be  counted  as  an  attendance  unless  he  shall  have  ^hen  counted. 
been  under  instruction  for  at  least  two  consecutive  hours  in  one  or 

more  of  the  subjects  mentioned  in  Eule  5. 

82.  At  every  meeting  of  a  school  for  instruction  under  Eule  79  Time  for 
the  attendance  of  the  children  present  shall  be  recorded  in  the  recording- 
attendance  register  at  least  two  hours   before  the  close  of  such  fn*re'^reter 
instruction  and  the  register  then  closed ;  but  in  the  event  of  any 

child  leaving  before  he  has  been  under  such  instruction  for  two 
consecutive  hours  his  attendance  shall  be  cancelled  by  striking 
out  the  entry  in  red  ink,  which  must  be  done  immediately  the 
child  leaves. 

83.  Any  teacher  who  fails  to  comply  with  the  preceding  Eule  Penalty  for 
as  to  marking  the  attendance  register  will  be  considered  to  have  teacher's 
falsified  it  within  the  meaning  of  Section  12  of  the  Ordinance,  and  anee  with  '" 
in  addition  to  his  personal  liability  under  that  section  it  shall  be  EuleSi.

84.  The  attendance  register  shall  be  checked  at  least  once  in  Periodical 
every  six  weeks  by  one  or  more  of  the  local  managers  during  regLter^bv 
a  meeting  of  the  school  for  instruction  under  Eule  79,  at  a  visit  manager  or 
of  which  no  previous  notification  has  been  made  to  any  person  local  manager.

85.  Upon  failure  to  comply  with  the  Rule  immediately  pre- 
ceding it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Board  to  forfeit  the  whole  or  any 
part  of  the  attendance  grant  for  which  the  school  would  otherwise 
have  been  eligible.

87.  The  local  managers  of  every  assisted  school  shall  furnish 
to  the  Inspector  for  the  information  of  the  Board  a  statement  of 
the  income  and  expenditure  of  the  school  for  the  school  year 
preceding  the  annual  examination  of  such  school,  and  also  a 
statement  concerning  the  school  of  such  particulars  and  under  such 
heads  as  the  Inspector  shall  require.  A  certificate  shall  be 
furnished  by  the  local  managers  as  to  the  moral  conduct  of  the 
teachers  during  the  school  year  authenticated  by  their  signatures.

XIV.  —  SCHOLAESHIPS. 

88.  The  following  regulations  will  be  observed  in  granting 
scholarships  under  the  provisions  of  Section  13  of  the  Ordinance, 
provided  that  sufficient  funds  have  been  voted  by  the  Legislature 
for  the  purpose  : — 

(1)  When    there  are  sufficient   eligible  candidates  there  shall 

in  every  year  be  granted  under  Sub-section  (a)  of  Sec- 
tion 13  of  the  Ordinance  three  scholarships  of  the  annual 
value  of  £10,  which  shall  be  tenable  in  the  first  instance 
for  one  year  only,  but  may,  upon  its  being  shown  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  that  the  scholar  continues  • 
to  be  of  good  character  and  conduct  and  is  persevering 
in  and  benefiting  from  the  instructions  received,  be 
extended  from  year  to  year  for  a  further  term  of  two 
years :  Provided  that  the  Board  may  at  any  time  suspend 
or  withdraw  any  scholarship  without  assigning  any 
reason  for  so  doing. 

(2)  Every  candidate  for  one  of  the  above  scholarships  must 

fulfil  the  following  conditions  : — 

The  candidate  must  present  a  certificate,  signed  by  the  principal 
teacher  of  the  school  he  has  last  attended,  to  the  following 
effect :  ° 
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(a)  That  he  is  of  good  character  and  conduct,  that  his  parents 

or  guardians  are  unable  of  themselves  to  provide  him 
with  further  education. 

(b)  That  he  has  been  in  regular  attendance  at  that  or  some 

other  primary  school  in  the  Colony  for  the  two  school 
years  immediately  preceding  his  candidature,  and  has 
within  that  period  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  in 
Standard  Y.  or  VI.,  under  these  Rules. 

(3)  The  candidate  must  consent  to  attend  a  secondary  school 
approved  by  the  Board  during  the  currency  of  the 
scholarship,  but  may  elect  the  school  he  desires  to  attend. 

(41  The  candidate  must  pass  an  examination  in  Standard  YII., 
at  which,  in  order  to  qualify,  he  must  obtain  at  least 
50  per  cent,  of  the  aggregate  marks  allotted  to  the 
subjects  taken  up  by  him  and  not  less  than  33^ per  cent, 
of  the  marks  allotted  to  any  one  of  these  subjects,  and 
whenever  the  number  of  eligible  candidates  exceeds  the 
number  of  scholarships  to  be  granted  the  above  examina- 
tion shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  competitive  and  the 
scholarships  shall  be  awarded  to  the  candidates  who, 
having  qualified,  obtained  the  highest  aggregate  marks. 

(5)  Every  such  scholarship  shall  be  tenable  only  so  long  as  the 

holder  thereof  shall  attend  a  Secondary  school  within  the 
Colony  and  remain  of  good  behaviour. 

(6)  The  granting  of  any  scholarship  under  Sub-section  (b)  of  Scholarship 

Section  13  of  the  Ordinance  and  aU  particulars   and  ^f^'jj^^M 
conditions  thereof  shall  in  every  instance  depend  upon  Section  13  of 
the  special  circumstances  of  the  case.  Ordinance. 

XV. — Training  Colleges. 

89.  A  Training  College  is  an  institution  either  for  boarding, 
lodging  and  instructing,  or  for  merely  instructing  students  who 
are  preparing  to  become  certificated  teachers  in  elementary 
schools.  Training  Colleges  are  required  to  include,  either  on 
their  premises  or  within  a  convenient  distance,  a  practising 
school  in  which  the  students  may  learn  the  practical  exercise  of 
their  profession.  Only  those  institutions  will  be  recognised  by 
the  Board  as  Training  Colleges  which  have  been  approved  of 
by  the  Government  and  which  continue  to  fulfil  the  conditions 
required  by  the  G-overnment. 

Admission  into  Training  Colleges. 

90.  The  recognised  students  in  a  Training  College  are  called  Government 
Government  scholars.  scholars. 

Qualifications 

91.  The  authorities  of  a  Training  College  or  a  manager  may  *°^  admission. 
propose  to  the  Board  for  admission  as  a  Government  scholar  on  or  leamcember 
before  the  15th  of  August  any  candidate  teho  has  obtained  a  place  in  i904.  ' 
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the  first  or  second  class  at  the  last  preceding  Oovermnent  scholarship 
examination.     (Rules  25  and  26.) 

92.  The  Board  shall  in  each  year  on  or  before  the  30th  May 
fix  the  number  of  Government  scholars  tvhom  it  will  accept  to  be 
trained  during  the  ensuing  year  in  a  Training  College.  The  number 
fo  be  trained  will  be  selected  from  those  candidates  proposed  for 
admission  under  the  preceding  Rule. 

93.  Before  a  candidate  is  admitted  into  a  Training  College  he, 
together  with  one  approved  surety,  shall  give  a  bond  to  the 
Grovernor  binding  him  (a)  to  be  of  good  behaviour  during  his 
course  of  training,  and  (b)  to  teach  for  a  period  of  five  years  at 
least  either  in  a  Training  College,  Grovernment  school  or  an 
assisted  school  after  the  conclusion  of  his  course  of  training, 
whether  at  the  end  of  the  first  or  the  second  year.  Provided  that 
if  the  candidate  should  be  dismissed  for  misbehaviour  before  the 
conclusion  of  his  course  of  training,  he  and  his  surety,  separately 
or  together,  shall  forfeit  to  the  Grovernment  the  sum  of  £13  in  the 
case  of  a  resident  student,  or  £6  in  the  case  of  a  day  student :  and 
similarly  they  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  £50  if  the  candidate  shall 
fail  to  teach  for  five  years  as  hereinbefore  mentioned ;  such  pay- 
ment to  be  recoverable  from  them  in  a  summary  manner  as 
liquidated  damages.

94.  The  authorities  of  a  Training  College  may  settle  their 
own  terms  of  admission  for  a  student  as  far  as  the  discipline 
and  regulations  of  the  college  are  concerned,  and  upon  proof 
by  such  authorities  that  students  have  not  fulfilled  the  conditions 
signed  by  them  on  admission  into  the  college  the  Board  may 
refuse  to  recognise  them  as  certificated  teachers. 

95.  The  period  of  training  shall  be  tu'o  years,  vMch  period  shall 
com.mrnoe  in  September  of  each  y 


96.  Students  who  are  Grovernment  scholars  and  are  qualified  to 
attend  the  examinations  for  certificates  (Eule  34  (1)  (a))  and 
(34  (2)  (a))  are  required  to  attend  such  examinations,  unless 
prevented  hj  illness  or  other  cause  approved  by  the  Board. 


97.  The  number  of  Q-overnment  scholars  for  whom  grants 
will  be  allowed  in  each  year  will  be  four  resident  students  and 
two  day  students,  provided,  however,  that  the  Board  may  with  the 
sanction  of  the  Grovernor  at  any  time  increase  the  number 
according  to  the  requirements  for  teachers  in  elementary  schools. 

The  Grovernment  Scholarship  in  any  year  will  be  open  to 
competition  by  the  pupil  teachers  attending  the  Grovernment 
Scholarship  examination  (Rule  21  (f) )  in  the  preceding  year 
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Grant  to  a  Training  College. 

98.  The  annual  grant  to  a  Training  College  shall  be  £50  for  Grant  to 
each  student  in  residence  as  a  Grovernment  scholar,  and  £20  for  training 
each  day  student  enrolled  for  continuous  training  as  a  Govern- ""  ^^^' 
ment  scholar  throughout  the  year  for  which  it  is  being  paid.     In 

the  case  of  a  day  student  the  Board  may  grant  a  sum  not  exceeding 
£20  per  annum  towards  the  support  of  such  student  during  the 
period  of  his  training. 

In  case  such  day  student  does  not  desire  to  attend  the 
Scripture  classes  at  the  Training  College  he  is  to  enter,  the 
manager  by  whom  he  may  be  recommended  must  guarantee 
to  provide  the  necessary  instruction  in  the  Scriptures  for  such 
student. 

99.  The  annual  grant  to  a  Training  College  will  be  paid  to  the  instalments 
authorities  of  such  college  as  follows : —  of  grant, 

(a)  An   instalment  of  £13,  on  31st  March,  30th   June  and 

30th  September,  in  respect  of  every  Grovernment  scholar 
in  residence  for  continuous  training  throughout  the  year. 

(b)  An   instalment   of   £5   on   31st    March,   30th   June   and 

30th  September,  in  respect  of  each  day  student  enrolled 
for  continuous  training  throughout  the  year. 

(c)  The   payment   of  the   balance  for  each   student  will   be 

contingent  on  his  or  her  passing  successfully  the  year's 
examination. 

(d)  In   each   case   of   a   student  failing  "to   pass    the    year's 

examination  the  balance  will  be  forfeited  to  the  Govern- 
ment unless  he  or  she  has  been  excused  such  examination 
on  account  of  illness  of  other  cause  accepted  as  satisfac- 
tory by  the  Board. 

100.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  Rules  91  and  92,  Rules  of 

it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Board  to  select  from  the   candidates  for  ^5th  February, 
admission  into  a  Training  College  such  number  of  Government  scholars 
as  it  has  decided  to  accept. to  be  trained  in  a  Training  College  during 
the  ensuing  year.

— In  case  any  such  Declaration  shall  not  be  true,  or  if 
any  person  shall  at  any  time  have  or  hold  or  be  possessed  of  any 
deposit  or  funds  in  more  than  one  Savings  Bank,  every  such 
person  shall  forfeit  and  lose  all  rights  and  title  to  any  deposit  in 
or  to  any  funds  of  the  Post  Ofiice  Savings  Bank.

4.  On  making  a  Declaration,  and  in  all  cases  in  which  the 
signature  of  the  Depositor  is  required,  if  the  Depositor  cannot 
write,  his  mark  must  be  affixed  in  the  presence  of  a  witness  and 
attested  by  the  signature  of  that  witness.

19.  Withdrawal  Warrants  shall  be  entered  daily  in  the  Cash 
Book  in  the  order  in  which  payments  are  made ;  and  all  such 
entries  shall  be  compared  with  the  corresponding  entries  in  the 
Pass  Books  to  see  that  they  agree.  At  the  close  of  the  day  the 
corresponding  Notices  of  Withdrawals  shall  be  attached  to  the 
Warrants  and  carefully  put  away  with  the  business  papers  of 
the  day ;  and  also  the  surrendered  Pass  Books  of  accounts  closed 
on  that  day.

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21.  All  the  transactions  of  the  day  shall  be  promptly  posted 
from  the  Cash  Book  into  the  Ledger.  The  Ledger  shall  be 
regularly  and  carefully  checked  to  see  that  all  entries  therein 
agree  with  the  corresponding  entries  in  the  Cash  Book. 

22.  The  entries  in  Depositors'  Pass  Books  shall  be  totalled  at 
the  foot  of  each  page  when  the  full  number  of  entries  shall  have 
been  made  thereon,  and  the  amounts  carried  forward  from  page 
to  page.  All  Pass  Books  received  shall  be  balanced  annually  at 
the  time  of  making  the  entries  therein  of  interest  credited  to 
Depositors,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  Pass  Books  may  be 
received  and  the  balances  verified  with  the  corresponding  balances 
in  the  Ledger.

26.  Every  depositor  shall,  on  the  31st  day  of  Deoemher  in 
every  year,  forward  his  book  to  the  Colonial  Postmaster  Greneral, 
in  a  cover  to  he  obtained  at  the  Savings  Bank,  in  order  that  the 
entries  in  the  said  book  may  be  compared  vi^ith  the  entries  in  the 
books  of  the  Colonial  Postmaster  General,  and  that  the  interest 
due  to  the  depositor  may  be  inserted  in  his  book,  and  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  Colonial  Postmaster  Greneral  to  close  the  account  of 
any  depositor  who  fails  to  forward  his  book  to  him  within  sixty 
days  after  the  posting  of  a  notice  to  the  depositor  to  that  effect. 

Charges. 

27.  No  charge  shall  be  made  upon  the  depositors  for  the 
transmission  of  their  books  to  the  Colonial  Postmaster  Greneral 
or  for  the  return  thereof  to  them,  or  for  any  applications  they 
may  have  to  make  for  acknowledgments  of  deposits,  or  for  any 
application  or  necessary  letter  of  inquiry  respecting  the  sums 
deposited  by  them,  or  the  replies  thereto. 

Duties  of  the   Colonial  Postmaster   General. 

28.  The  Colonial  Postmaster  Greneral  will  endeavour  to  prevent 
fraud  and  to  identify  every  depositor  transacting  business  with 
the  Savings  Bank ;  but  if  any  person  shall  fraudulently  represent 
himself  to  be  a  depositor,  and  by  forwarding  the  proper  Notice  of 
Withdrawal,  and  by  presentation  of  the  depositor's  book,  and 
comphance  with  the  rules  of  the  Department,  shall  obtain  any 
sum  of  money  belonging  to  that  depositor,  the  Colonial  Postmaster 
Greneral  will  not  be  responsible  for  the  loss  thereof. 

29.  The  Colonial  Postmaster  Greneral  shall  daily  inspect  the 
Savings  Bank  ledger  and  see  that  it  is  posted  up  to  date,  and  the 
posting  of  the  ledger  shall  be  done  by  an  officer  other  than  the 
one  charged  with  the  receipt  and  repayment  of  deposits. 

30.  The  Officer  charged  with  the  duty  of  receiving  and  paying 
deposits  shall  enter  in  a  cash  book  all  such  receipts  and  repay- 
ments with  the  number  of  the  account  and  the  address  of  the 
depositor;  and  the  production  to  such  Officer  of  the  Colonial 
Postmaster  Greneral's  warrant,  together  with  the  depositor's  pass 
book,  shall  be  a  complete  authority  for  him  to  make  the  payments 
specified  in  the  warrant  without  reference  to  the  Savings  Bank 
ledger. 

31.  The  Officer  charged  with  the  duty  of  receiving  and  paying 
deposits  at  Freetown  shall  hand  in  his  cash  book  with  the 
vouchers  supporting  the  same  at  the  close  of  each  day's  trans- 
actions, and  account  to  the  Colonial  Postmaster  General. 
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32.  The  Officer  charged  with  the  duty  of  receiving  and  paying 
deposits  in  the  Districts  shall  forward  an  abstract  of  his  cash 
book  made  up  monthly  with  the  original  vouchers  supporting  the 
same  to  the  Colonial  Postmaster  General  without  delay,  and  shall 
account  at  the  close  of  each  day's  transactions  to  the  Officer  in 
charge  of  the  District  Treasury. 

33.  The  Post  Office  Savings  Bank's  books  and  documents  shall 
be  kept  under  lock  and  key.  The  business  papers  of  each  bank 
day  shall  be  kept  carefully  arranged  in  the  order  in  which  the 
transactions  take  place.  The  transactions  of  each  bank  day 
shall  be  kept  in  separate  packages  so  as  to  show  consecutively  all 
the  transactions  of  the  bank.  At  the  end  of  each  month  all  the 
business  papers  of  the  bank  days  for  the  month  shall  be  arranged 
according  to  their  dates,  and  put  away  in  a  package  endorsed 
with  the  name  of  the  month  and  year  to  which  it  refers. 

34.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  these  Regulations,  a  depositor 
of  the  age  of  16  years  or  upwards  may  nominate  any  person  to 
receive  any  sum  due  to  such  depositor  at  his  decease. 

35. — (1)  Every  such  nomination  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall 
be  signed  by  the  depositor  in  the  presence  of  a  witness,  and  shall 
be  sent  by  post  or  otherwise  to  the  Manager  of  the  Post  Office 
Savijigs  Bank  during  the  life-time  of  the  Depositor. 

(2)  Every  such  nomination  shall  be  in  the  prescribed  form 
[which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Manager  of  the  Post  Office 
Savings  Bank],  or  in  some  other  form  to  be  approved  by  the 
Colonial  Postmaster  Greneral. 

36.  Every  such  nomination  shall  be  registered  by  the  Colonial 
Postmaster  G-eneral. 

37. — (1)  Any  such  nomination  may  be  revoked  by  the 
depositor  by  writing  under  his  hand  signed  in,  the  presence  of  a 
witness. 

(2)  Any  such  revocation  shall  be  sent  by  post  or  otherwise  to 
the  Manager  of  the  Post  Office  Savings  Bank  during  the  life- 
time of  the  Depositor,  and  shall  be  registered  by  the  Colonial 
Postmaster  General  in  like  manner  as  in  the  case  of  a  nomination. 

38. — (1)  A  nomination  may  relate  to  the  whole  of  the  deposits 
standing  in  the  name  of  a  depositor  or  to  part  only  of  such 
deposits. 

(2)  Except  where  otherwise  stated  a  nomination  shall  be 
deemed  to  extend  to  all  sums  to  which  a  depositor  is  entitled  at 
the  time  of  his  decease  in  respect  of  Post  Office  Savings  Bank 
deposits,  but  a  depositor  may  in  a  nomination  expressly  exclude 
any  of  such  sums  from  the  operation  of  such  nomination. 
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39.  A  noniinatLon  may  be  in  favour  of  one  person  or  several 
persons,  and  in  the  latter  case  may  direct  that  specific  sums  shall 
be  paid  to  one  or  more  of  the  persons  named  in  the  nomination, 
or  that  the  persons  named  in  such  nomination  may  take  the 
deposits  in  specified  shares,  or  may  give  directions  to  both  effects. 

40.  No  person  who  witnesses  the  signature  of  a  depositor  to 
a  nomination  shall  take  any  benefit  under  such  nomination. 

41. — (1)  Where  the  sum  due  on  the  decease  of  a  depositor  does

Instructions  to  the  Deputy-Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures 
appointed  under  Ordinance  No.  9  of  1900. 

1,  A  Deputy-Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  shall  not.  General 
during  the  time  he  holds  office,  be  a  person  deriving  any  profit  ''''"'^  ''*''"^'- 
from  or  employed  in  the  making,  adjusting  or  selling  of  weights, 
measures,  or  measuring  or  weighing  instruments. 

p2 
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2.  The  Inspectors  are  expected  to  make  theraselves  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  all  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance,  a  copy  of 
which  has  been  supplied  to  them,  and  they  must  be  particularly 
careful  that  no  weights  or  measures  of  any  other  denomination 
whatever  other  than  those  specified  in  the  Schedule  to  the 
Ordinance  are  in  use. 

3.  Every  shop,  store  or  other  business  place  having  weights, 
measures,  weighing  instruments  liable  to  inspection  should  be 
visited  by  the  Inspector  at  least  once  in  every  year. 

4.  Any  Inspector  who  stamps  or  marks  any  weight  or  meastire 
without  duly  verifying  the  same  by  comparison  with  the  proper 
secondary  standard  in  his  possession  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence 
and  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  five  potinds. 

5.  The  Deputy-Inspectors  will  be  held  responsible  for  all 
secondary  standard  weights  and  measures  entrusted  to  them  for 
use  by  the  Inspector  being  clean  and  in  good  order,  and  that 
they  are  not  used  in  a  rough  or  careless  manner.  When  not 
in  use  they  must  be  carefully  locked  up  in  the  charge  room  or 
other  part  of  the  Police  Station  in  the  district  where  they  are 
being  used. 

6.  The  Deputy-Inspector  for  the  Police  District  of  Freetown 
shall  produce  his  weights  and  measures  inspection  book  once  a 
week  to  the  Inspector,  and  shall  pay  into  the  Treasury,  not  later 
than  Saturday  morning  in  each  week,  aU  fees  received  by  him. 

The  Deputy-Inspectors  for  Waterloo  and  Sherbro  shall  as 
soon  after  the  last  day  of  each  month  as  possible  forward  to  the 
Inspector  an  abstract  of  their  weights  and  measures  inspection 
book,  which  abstract  shall  contain  the  whole  of  the  entries  in  the 
book  for  that  month,  together  with  an  account  of  all  fees. 

(1)  The  foUowiag  fees  are  to  be  charged  for  verifying  and 
stamping  weights  and  measures.  {See  Order-in-Oouneil, 
1st  April,  1903— Gazette  No.  763  of  10th  April,

(2)  The   certificate   shall    include   all  weights   and   measures 

stamped  and  verified  for  the  same  person  on  the  same 
occasion. 

(3)  The  Inspector  who  stamps  or  verifies  any  weight  or  measure 

shall  be  the  person  to  whom  the  fees  are  payable  in  the 
first  instance. 

(4)  Each  Inspector  shall  keep  an  account  of  and  be  responsible 

for  all  fees  received  by  him  and  shall  at  the  end  of  each 
month  forward  the  same  to  the  Inspector  of  "Weights 
and  Measures,  with  the  accounts  and  vouchers  relating 
thereto,  to  be  certified  by  him  and  paid  into  the  Colonial 
Treasury. 

(5)  The  Inspector  and  Deputy-Inspectors   shall   be   granted 

remuneration  for  the  duties  performed  by  them  at  such 
rate  as  the  Governor-in-Oouncil  may  from  time  to  time 
determine. 

(6)  All  fees  received  under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance 

shall  be  paid  into  the  Colonial  Treasury  and  be  applied 
in  aid  of  the  General  Eevenue  of  the  Colony. 

8.  By  an  Order-in-Oounoil,  dated  October  7th,  1905,  the 
following  fees  are  allowed  to  the  Inspector  and  Deputy- 
Inspectors  : — The  Deputy-Inspector  who  stamps,  marks  or  verifies 
any  weight  or  measiu'e  shall  be  entitled  to  one-half  of  the  fee, 
the  Inspector,  one-fourth,  and  the  remaining  one-fourth  to  be 
placed  to  General  Eevenue.  Vouchers  certified  by  the  Inspector 
must  be  presented  by  the  Deputy-Inspectors  for  the  fee  due  to 
them  from  the  Treasury  at  the  end  of  each  month. 
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9.  An  Inspector  is  bound  hj  law  to  examine  every  weight  and 
measure  which  is  of  the  same  denomination  as  one  of  his  second 
standards,  and  is  brought  to  him  for  the  purpose  of  verification, 
and  if  he  finds  the  same  to  be  just  shall  mark  the  same  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  described. 

Mode  ov  Stamping. 

(1)  On  ordinary  scale  beams  and  counter  weighing  machines 

the  Inspector's  stamp  may  be  placed  on  a  small  stud  or 
plug  made  of  copper,  lead,  white  metal  or  fusible  metal. 

(2)  On  bright  steel  or  brass  beams,  etc.,  the  verification  mark 

may  be  etched  thereon. 

(3)  On  the  commonest  forms  of  scale  beams,  counter  machines 

•  and  steelyards  the-  stamp  may  be  directly  stamped  on 
the  arms  of  the  instrument,  and  without  the  iise  of  metal 
studs,  or  on  the  "  cheeks  "  of  the  beam,  or  on  any  part 
of  the  scale  beam  or  lever  which  is  permanently  attached 
thereto. 

(4)  On  dial  machines,  including  spring  balances,  the  mark  may 

also  be  made  on  white  metal  studs  fixed  on  the  dials,  or 
it  may  be  stamped,  etched  or  engraved  on  the  dials  or 
other  fixed  parts  of  the  machine. 

(5)  On  weighbridges  the  marks  should  be  placed  either  on  the 

shoulder  of  the  beam  or  on  the  steelyard,  or  on  the  dial 
of  the  machine. 

(6)  All  weights  must  be  stamped  on  the  adjusting  hole  or  plug 

provided  for  that  purpose  and  no  iron  weight  less  than 
5  lb.  will  be  stamped. 

(7)  Measures  of  capacity  should  be  stamped  on  the  outside  and, 

where  possible,  in  the  angle  at  the  bottom  as  well. 

(8)  Dry  measures,  when   made  of  wood,  should  be  branded 

both  on  the  outside  and  in  the  angle  at  the  bottom  of 
the  measure. 

(9)  Measures  of  length  should  be  stamped  or  branded  on  any 

conspicuous  part  of  the  measure. 

10.  When  an  Inspector  stamps,  marks  or  verifies  any  weight 
or  measure  he  is  bound  to  give  a  certificate  of  justness,  which 
certificate  must  contain  the  denomination  of  every  weight  and 
measure  so  verified,  and  every  Inspector  who  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  deliver  such  certificate  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  five  pounds  for  each  siich  offence. 

11.  The  certificate  of  justness  is  for  one  year  only,  dating  froni 
the  day  that  it  is  granted. 

12.  Every  Inspector  may  at  all  reasonable  times  enter  anj 
shop,  store,  warehouse,  yard,  stall  or  other  place  within  his  district 
wherein  he  has  reasonable  cause  to  believe  that  any  goods  are 
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bought,  sold,  exposed  or  kept  for  sale,  or  weighed  or  measured 
for  conveyance  or  carriage,  and  may  require  the  production  of 
and  examine  all  weights,  counterpoises,  weighing  machines  and 
measures  that  may  he  there,  and  if  on  such  examination  he  has 
reasonable  cause  to  believe  that  any  one  of  such  weights,  machines 
or  measures  is  made  or  used  contrary  to  any  provisions  of  the 
Ordinance,  he  may  seize,  carry  away  and  detain  the  same  for 
the  purpose  of  comparison  thereof  with  the  secondary  standard ; 
great  care  is  necessary  in  carrying  out  the  above  section. 

13.  Care  must  be  exercised  that  no  weight  of  whatever 
denomination  exceeding  one-quarter  of  an  ounce  avoirdupois  is 
stamped  that  does  not  bear  in  legible  figures  and  letters  on  the 
top  or  side  of  its  denomination. 

14.  All  counterpoises  of  four  ounces  and  over,  used  with  any 
weighing  machine,  shall  have  conspicuously  and  legibly  stamped 
or  marked  thereon  the  letter  0  and  the  denomination  of  the 
weight  of  which  it  purports  to  be  the  equivalent. 

15.  No  weight  or  counterpoise  made  of  lead  or  pewter,  or  any 
mixture  thereof,  shall  be  stamped  unless  the  same  be  wholly  and 
substantially  cased  with  brass,  copper  or  iron  and  legibly  stamped 
or  marked  "  cased,"  but  should  be  seized  if  found  in  use. 

16.  All  iron  weights  should  have  a  plug  of  softer  metal  upon 
which  to  affix  the  stamp. 

17.  Every  measure,  whether  of  capacity  or  length,  to  have  its 
denomination  expressed  in  legible  figures  and  letters  thereon  and 
in  the  case  of  a  measure  of  capacity  on  the  outside  thereof.  And 
no  Inspector  shall  repair  or  adjust  any  weight,  counterpoise, 
weighing  machine  or  measure  examined  by  him  under  pain  of 
dismissal. 

18.  All  measures  of  capacity  used  for  any  other  purpose  than 
measuring  liquids  must  be  tested  by  being  stricken  with  a  round 
stick  or  roller,  straight  and  of  the  same  diameter  from  end  to 
end,  01",  if  the  articles  sold  cannot  from  its  size  and  shape  con- 
veniently be  stricken,  shall  be  filled  in  all  parts  as  nearly  to  the 
level  of  the  brim  as  the  size  and  shape  of  the  article  will  admit. 

19.  Weights  or  measures  when  repaired  or  re-adjusted  should 
be  re-stamped ;  weighing  machines  do  not  require  to  be  re-stamped 
after  ordinary  re-adjustment  unless  the  stamp  has  become  defaced. 

20.  Should  it  become  necessary  to  reject  weights,  measures  or 
weighing  machines  which  had  formerly  been  passed  as  correct  the 
stamp  should  be  defaced,  but  no  fee  is  to  be  charged  on  rejected 
weights  or  measures. 
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21.  No  weights  should  be  stamped  wMeli  are  found  to  differ 
from  the  Inspector's  standards  by  more  than  the  amounts  in  the 
following  table.  No  light  weights  should  be  stamped,  errors  being 
allowed  in  excess  only. 

22.  These  simple  instructions  have  been  drawn  up  for  the 
guidance  of  the  Deputy-Inspectors  and  are  taken  from  the  Ordi- 
nance and  from  the  English  Board  of  Trade  Eules ;  they  are 
intended  to  assist  the  Deputy-Inspectors  in  carrying  out  their 
important  duties  and  must  not  be  expected  to  meet  every  case 
of  difficulty  which  may  occur,  but  close  attention  to  them,  com- 
bined with  a  knowledge  of  the  Ordinance,  will  be  found  of  great 
assistance  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The 
great  object  which  the  Ordinance  aims  at  is  the  encouragement 
and  enforcement  of  honest  trading  and  the  prevention  of  fraud, 
so  that  in  commencing  the  enforcement  of  the  Ordinance  great 
tact  and  carefulness  on  the  part  of  the  Deputy-Inspectors  will 
be  necessary,  and  where  weights  and  measures  in  the  first  instance 
are  found  not  to  be  properly  adjusted  the  Deputy-Inspector 
should  (unless  he  be  of  opinion  fraud  is  intended)  give  a  trader 
or  shopkeeper  a  reasonable  time  in  which  to  get  his  weights  and 
measures  adjusted. 

23.  No  measures  of  capacity  in  ordinary  use  in  trade  should 
be  stamped  which  are  estimated  to  differ  from  the  Inspectors 
standards  by  more  than  the  amounts  shown  in  the  following 
tables,  errors  in  excess  only  permitted  : —

AViiEREAS  it  is  provided  by   Section   39  of   "  The   House   Tax  A.hisury 
Ordinance,  1900  "  (No.  U  of  1900),  that  the  Governor-in-Counoil  ^^*"'^''- 
may  from  time  to  time  make  rules  or  regulations  for  the  better 
carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  : 

And  whereas  it  is  desirable  to  make  rules  and  regulations  for 
summoning  meetings  of  the  Advisory  Boards  constituted  by  the 
said  Ordinance,  and  for  laying  down  the  procedure  thereat  and 
in  respect  of  other  matters  connected  therewith  : 

Now  therefore  I,  Leslie  Probyn,  Esquire,  Companion  of  the 
Most  Distinguished  Order  of  Saint  Michael  and  Saint  Greorge, 
Governor  and  Oommander-in-Ohief  of  the  Colony  of  Sierra  Leone, 
with  the  advice  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Colony,  do 
hereby  make  the  following  regulations : — 

SUMMONIKG    OF    THE    MEETINGS. 

1.  Ten  days'  notice  in  writing  shall  be  served  upon  every 
member  of  the  Board,  which  shall  be  acknowledged  in  writing. 
The  notice  to  clearly  state  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting 
and  the  business  to  be  transacted. 

2.  The  Board  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  quarter  for  the  dis- 
cussion of  business  on  such  a  date  and  at  such  a  place -as  may 
be  selected  by  the  Board  at  its  preceding  meeting,  or  in  default 
of  such  selection  on  a  date  and  at  a  place  to  be  fixed  by  the 
President. 

3.  An  extraordinary  meeting  for  the  discussion  of  urgent 
business  may  be  summoned  by  the  Secretary  under  the  direction 
of  the  President,  at  least  twenty-four  hours'  clear  notice  in  writing 
being  gi^'en  to  all  members.  The  notice  to  specify  the  place 
and  hour  of  meeting  and  the  subject  to  be  dealt  with. 

Constitution  of  the  Board. 

4.  The  Board  shall  consist  of  a  President,  a  Secretary  and 
ordinary  members ;  the  President,  the  Secretary  and  two-thirds 
of  the  ordinary  members  forming  a  quorum. 

5.  In  the  ease  of  the  unavoidable  absence  of  the  President,  the 
members -present  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  to  preside,  and 
the  member  so  elected  shall  for  that  meeting  have  all  the 
privileges,  rights  and  authority  of  the  President. 
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6.  In  the  case  of  the  unavoidable  ahsenoe  of  the  Secretary,  the 
President  shall  appoint  one  of  the  members  present  to  perform 
the  duties  of  Secretary  for  that  meeting. 

Pkocedube  and  Okder  of  Business. 

7.  Minutes  of  every  meeting  held  shall  be  kept,  and  the  name 
of  every  member  attending  recorded. 

8.  The  President  shall  declare  the  meeting  open  and  call 
upon  the  Secretary  to  read  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meetmg 
for  confirmation. 

9.  No  debate  shall  be  allowed  upon  the  minutes,  except  as  to 
any  inaccuracy  in  the  record  of  minutes. 

10.  Questions  asked  by  members  arising  put  of  the  minutes 
of  any  meeting  shall  be  answered  by  the  President. 

11.  After  the  confirmation  of  the  minutes  of  the  preceding 
meeting  the  Board  will  proceed  to  transact  the  business  for 
which  it  has  met. 

12.  Every  member  shall  stand  when  addressing  the  meeting 
or  the  President. 

13.  A  member  rising  to  a  point  of  order  shall  address  himseK 
to  the  President,  whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

14.  In  the  event  of  two  members  rising  at  the  same  time 
the  President  shall  decide  who  is  to  have  priority  of  speech. 

16.  No  member  may  speak  more  than  once  on  any  one 
question,  except  with  the  consent  of  the  President. 

16.  Any  amendment  to  an  original  motion  or  to  a  previous 
amendment  if  moved  and  seconded  shall  be  considered  before  the 
original  motion,  or  the  amendment  with  which  it  deals. 

17.  All  matters  before  the  Board  shall  be  decided  by  a 
majority  of  votes,  and  in  the  case  of  an  equal  division  of  votes, 
the  President  shall  have  the  right  to  a  casting  vote. 

18.  The  Board  may  at  any  time  on  a  motion  being  carried 
adjourn  its  meeting  to  any  other  day  and  hour. 

19.  Any  member  at  any  meeting  may  give  notice  of  a  motion 
stating  at  the  time  at  what  meeting  he  intends  to  make  such 
a  motion. 
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Removal  of  Members. 

20.  The  Board  shall  have  the  power  to  recommend  by  resolutioii 
at  a  meeting  the  removal  of  any  member  as  disqualified  to  serve 
on  the  Board : — 

(a)  If  he  is   absent  for  more  than  two  consecutive  meetings 

without  reasonable  cause. 

(b)  If  he  fails  to  comply  with  the  rulings  of  the  President 

and  the  standing  orders  of  the  Board. 

(c)  If   in  the   opinion   of   two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the 

Board — although  not  disqualified  under  Clause  (a) — 
he  does  not  give  that  attention  to  the  work  of  the 
Board  which  the  Board  has  a  right  to  expect.

Section  32.  1.  No  badge  shall  be  issued  to  any  person  unless  the  applicant 

Freetown        has  satisfied  the  Harbour  Master  as  to  his  ability  to  handle  a  boat 
Harbour.        j^jj^  }j^g  received  from  the  Commissioner  of  Police  a  certificate 
that  he  is  of  good  character. 

2.  No  boatman  shall  transfer  or  attempt  to  transfer  his  badge 
to  another  boatman  or  any  other  person. 

3.  On  arrival  of  an  incoming  ship  boatmen  shall,  unless  other- 
wise ordered,  approach  with  their  boats  such  vessel  in  rotation  and 
in  regular  order,  and  obey  the  orders  of  the  Harbour  Master  or 
any  other  person  or  persons  empowered  to  regulate  the  trafiic. 

4.  Boatmen  upon  taking  passengers  off  or  to  any  vessel  shall 
not  remain  with  their  boats  alongside  so  as  to  impede  the  arrival 
or  departure  of  boats. 

5.  Upon  the  occasion  of  the  mail  bags  being  removed  from  or 
taken  to  the  ship  no  boatman  shall  approach  or  remain  with  his 
boat  near  the  mail  boat. 

6.  No  boatman  shall  create  a  disturbance  alongside  or  on  board 
of  a  ship. 

7.  No  boatman  shall  jostle  with  his  boat  any  other  boat 
proceeding  to  or  alongside  any  ship. 

8.  No  boatman  shall,  unless  authorised,  approach  with  his  boat 
any  ship  before  she  is  granted  pratique. 

9.  No  boatman  shall  climb  up  the  side  or  up  the  proper  ladder 
of  a  ship  in  a  disorderly  manner. 

10.  Any  boatman  infringing  any  of  the  above  rules  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  two  pounds  or  to  a  term  of 
one  month's  imprisonment  in  addition  to  a  forfeiture  of  his 
badge.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Harbour  Master  to  refuse  to 
re-issue  a  badge  to  any  hoatman  who  has  twice  forfeited  the 
same. 


11.  When  the  holder  of  a  boatman's  badge  shall  be  convicted 
of  any  criminal  offence  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Court  before 
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whom  suoli  Holder  is  convicted,  in  addition  to  inflicting  any 
punishment  by  law  prescribed,  to  direct  that  his  badge  shall  be 
forfeited. 

12.  The  owner  or  person  in  charge  of  a  boat  shall  demand  and 
receive  from  each  passenger  for  the  carriage  of  such  passenger  in 
his  boat  or  canoe,  to  or  from  any  vessel  lying  at  anchor,  the  fares 
specified  in  the  rule  next  following. 

13.  Fares  for  the  carriage  of  passengers  in  any  boat  or  canoe 
shaU  be  as  follows : — 

(a)  From  Government  wharf  or  the  wharfs  adjacent  thereto, 

to  and  from  any  vessel  lying   at  anchor  within  the 
following  limits : — 

(i.)  Within  lines  running  due  north  from  the  Government  wharf 
at  King  Tom  and  due  north  from  Falconbridge  Battery 
respectively —

(b)  From  the  wharf  at  the  Saw  Pit  in  Susan's  Bay  to  and  from 

any  vessel  lying  at  anchor  within  the  following  limits : —

and  due  north  from  Nicol's  Brook  respectively — 

For  each  and  every  passenger &d. 

(ii.)  Within  lines  running  due  north  from  the  Government 
wharf  at  King  Tom  and  due  north  from  Falconbridge 
Battery  respectively — 

For  each  and  every  passenger Is. 

14.  The  owner  or  person  in  charge  of  a  boat  demanding  or 
receiving  from  any  passenger  in  his  boat  or  canoe  higher  rates 
than  those  mentioned  in  the  last  preceding  rule,  or  refusing  to 
carry  a  reasonable  quantity  of  luggage  for  any  person  hiring 
or  intending  to  hire  such  boat  or  canoe,  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  five  pounds  or  to  imprisonment,  with  or 
without  hard  labour,  for  any  period  not  exceeding  six  months. 

16.  The  regulations  made  under  Section  418  of  "  The  Merchant 
Shipping  Act,  1894,"  and  approved  by  the  Queen's  Most  Excellent 
Majesty-in-Council  on  the  27th  November,  1896,  shall  apply  to 
the  Harbour  of  Freetown. 

16.  The  master  or  other  person  in  charge  as  the  case  may  be 
of  any  vessel  contravening  any  of  the  regulations  referred  to  in 
the  last  preceding  rule  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
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five  pounds,  or  to  imprisoTiment,  with  or  without  hard  labour,  for 
any  period  not  exceeding  six  mouths. 

Order  of  loth       17.  Unarmed  sailors  belonging  to  foreign  ships  of  war  and 

October,  190S.  transports  may  land  for  purposes  of  recreation,  but  in  cases  where 

it  is  desired  to  land  large  numbers  of  men  notice  should  be  given 

by  the  commanders  of  such  foreign  ships  of  war  or  transports  to 

the  Commissioner  of  Police. 

18.  With  the  consent  of  the  Commissioner  of  Police  unarmed 
pickets  maybe  landed  to  assist  the  local  police. 

19.  Armed  parties  may  be  landed  in  connection  with  funerals 
or  to  take  part  in  public  ceremonies  of  an  exceptional  nature, 
but  only  when  permission  has  been  obtained  from  the  Governor, 
to  whom  application  for  such  permission  should  be  addressed. 

20.  Nothing  in  the  three  preceding  regulations  contained  shall 
be  deemed  to  prohibit  ofRcers  of  foreign  ships  and  transports  from 
carrying  arms  when  on  shore, 

21.  The  rules  made  by  the  Grovernor-in-Council  on  the  Second 
day  of  August,  1901,  and  the  Twenty-eighth  day  of  November, 
1907,  respectively  are  hereby  repealed. 

22.  These  rules  and  regulations  shall  come  into  force  and  be  in 
operation  on  publication  in  the  Gazette.

1.  The  prisons  shall  be  kept  in  a  cleanly  state,  and  the  walls  Eegulationa 
and  ceilings  of  the  wards,  cells,  rooms,  and  passages  throughout  government 
the  prisons  shall  either  be  painted  with  oil  or  limewashed  or  be  of  the 
partly  painted  and  partly  limewashed.     Where  painted  with  oil  prisons  in  the 
the  painting  shall  be  washed  with  hot  water  and  soap  once  at  least  s°erra,'Leone 
in  every  six  months.     Where  limewashed  the  limewashing  shall 

be  renewed  once  at  least  in  every  six  months.  The  passages, 
wards  and  cells  shall  be  washed  or  cleaned  once  a  week,  or  oftener 
if  requisite. 

2.  Nothing  shall  be  allowed  to  grow  against  the  outer  walls 
of  the  prisons,  nor  shall  any  rubbish  or  other  articles  be  laid 
against  them,  nor  shall  any  tools  or  implements  of  any  kind 
likely  to  facilitate  escape  be  left  unnecessarily  exposed. 

3.  No  dogs  shall  be  kept  in  the  prisons,  and  no  poultry, 
pigs  or  rabbits  on  any  part  of  the  premises. 

4.  No  person,  except  the  Governor,  the  Colonial  Secretary, 
the  officers  of  the  prisons  and  persons  furnished  with  an  order 
in  writing  under  the  hand  of  the  Superintendent,  shall  be  allowed 
to  enter  or  leave  the  prisons  between  the  hours  of  eight  o'clock 
at  night  and  six  o'clock  in  the  morning. 

5.  No  person,  except  the  Governor,  the  Colonial  Secretary, 
the  officers  of  the  prisons,  the  surgeon  and  the  prisoners,  shall 
be  allowed  to  be  or  remain  in  the  prisons  between  the  hours  of 
eight  o'clock  at  night  and  six  o'clock  in  the  morning  without  an 
order  in  writing  under  the  hand  of  the  Superintendent,  and  no 
ingress  or  egress  shall  be  allowed  into  o»  out  of  the  prisons 
between  the  hours  of  10  p.m.  and  5  a.m. 

6.  No  prisoner  shall  be  employed  in  enforcing  the  discipline  of 
the  prisons,  or  in  the  service  of  any  officers  thereof,  or  in  the 
service  of  any  other  prisoner,  except  by  special  authority  of  the 
Superintendent,  which  shall  be  entered  in  his  journal. 

7.  No  gaming  shall  be  permitted  in  the  prisons,  and  no  dice, 
cards  or  other  instruments  of  gaming  shall  be  allowed  to  be  intro- 
duced into  the  prisons. 

8.  The  prisoners  shall  be  so  confined  as  to  prevent  them,  to  the 
utmost  practicable  extent,  from  holding  any  intercourse  or 
conversation  with  each  other. 
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A.DMISSION    AND    DISCHARGE    OF    PRISONERS. 

9.  Prisoners  on  admission  shall  be  searched  only  in  the  presence 
and  by  persons  of  their  own  sex,  and  all  money,  effects  and 
articles  whatsoever  shall  be  taken  from  them,  but  nothing  shall 
be  taken  from  debtors  except  dangerous  weapons,  articles 
calculated  to  facilitate  escape,  and  prohibited  articles. 

10.  All  money,  effects  or  articles  taken  from  any  prisoner  or 
sent  to  the  prison  for  his  use  and  not  allowed  to  be  received 
and  retained  by  him  shall  (if  not  prohibited  articles)  be  placed 
in  the  custody  of  the  keeper,  who  shall  keep  an  inventory  of 
them  in  a  separate  book;  and  such  money,  effects  or  articles 
shall  be  returned  to  the  prisoner  on  his  discharge. 

11.  The  name,  age,  height,  features,  particular  marks,  and 
general  appearance  of  each  criminal  prisoner  shall  upon  his 
admission  be  noted  in  a  nominal  record  of  prisoners  to  be  kept  by 
the  prison  clerk. 

12.  Every  prisoner  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  his  admission, 
be  examined  by  the  surgeon,  who  shall  enter  in  a  book  to  be  kept 
by  the  keeper  a  record  of  the  state  of  health  of  the  prisoner  and 
any  observations  he  may  deem  expedient  to  add. 

13.  All  prisoners  previously  to  being  discharged  from  prison 
shall  be  examined  by  the  surgeon,  and,  if  it  be  found  that  a 
prisoner  is  suffering  from  any  illness  that  renders  him  unfit  to  be 
at  large,  he  shall  be  removed  on  discharge  to  the  Colonial  hospital. 

Food,  Clothing  and  Bedding  of  Prisoners. 

14.  Money  shall  not  be  introduced  into  any  prison  for  the 
use  of  prisoners  without  the  authority  of  the  keeper.  Smoking 
shall  not  be  allowed«in,  nor  shall  tobacco,  pipes,  matches  or  snuff 
be  introduced  into  any  prison.  No  liquor  on  tap  shall  be  kept 
in  any  prison,  nor  shall  spirituous  liquors  of  any  kind  be  admitted 
for  the  use  of  any  of  the  prisoners  therein  under  any  pretence 
whatever,  unless  by  a  written  order  of  the  surgeon  specifying 
the  quantity  to  be  a,dmitted  and  the  name  of  the  prisoner  for 
whose  use  it  is  intended;  but  this  regulation  shall  not  apply 
to  any  stock  of  spirituous  liquors  kept  in  the  prison  for  the  use  of 
the  infirmary  and  under  the  control  of  the  surgeon. 

15.  All  orders  by  the  surgeon  for  the  admission  of  spirituous 
liquors  shall  be  entered  by  him  in  his  journal. 

16.  A  debtor  shall  be  permitted  to  maintain  himself  and  procure 
or  receive,  at  proper  hours,  food,  wine,  malt  liquor,  clothing, 
bedding  or  other  necessaries,  but  subject  to  the  examination  of  the

keeper  and  to  such  rules  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Visiting 
Committee. 

17.  No  part  of  any  food,  wine,  malt  liquor,  clothing,  bedding, 
or  other  necessaries  belonging  to  any  debtor  shall  be  sold  to  any 
other  prisoner ;  and  any  debtor  transgressing  this  regulation 
shall  lose  the  privilege  of  receiving  or  purchasing  any  wine 
oi-  malt  liquor  for  such  time  as  the  Yisiting  Committee  may  deem 
proper. 

18.  A  prisoner  before  sentence  may  procure  for  himself,  or 
receive  at  proper  hours,  food  and  malt  liquor,  clothing,  bedding 
or  other  necessaries,  subject  to  examination  of  the  keeper  and 
to  such  restrictions  as  may  be  imposed  by  the  Visiting  Committee. 
■No  part  of  such  food,  malt  liquor,  clothing,  bedding  or  other 
necessaries  shall  be  sold  or  transferred  to  any  other  prisoner  ;  and 
any  prisoner  transgressing  this  regulation  shall  be  prohibited  from 
procuring  any  food  or  other  necessaries  for  such  time  as  the 
Visiting  Committee  may  deem  proper. 

19.  Every  prisoner  shall  receive  the  quantity  of  food  specified 
in  the  scale  of  dietary  appended  to  these  rules.

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20.  Prisoners  under  care  of  the  surgeon  shall  receive  such  diet 
as  he  shall  direct. 

21.  Prisoners  in  solitary  confinement  as  punishment  shall  he 
supplied  daily  with  low  diet  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing 
dietary  scale. 

22.  Prisoners  for  trial  or  examination,  when  they  do  not  supply 
themselves  with  food,  are  to  receive  half  diet. 

23.  All  convicted  prisoners  engaged  in  hard  labour  shall  receive 
full  diet.  Convicted  prisoners  not  engaged  in  hard  labour  shall 
receive  half  diet. 

24.  No  convicted  prisoner  shall  be  allowed  any  wine,  beer  or 
other  fermented  liquor,  except  under  a  written  order  from  the 
surgeon  (to  be  entered  in  his  journal)  specifying  the  quantity 
and  the  name  of  the  prisoner  for  whose  use  it  is  intended,  nor 
shall  he  receive  any  food,  clothing,  bedding  or  necessaries  other 
than  the  prison  allowance,  except  under  special  circumstances  to 
be  judged  of  by  the  surgeon. 

25.  Care  shall  be  taken  that  all  provisions  supplied  to  the 
prisoners  are  of  proper  quality  and  weight,  and  scales  and  legal 
weights  and  measures  shall  be  provided,  open  to  the  use  of  the 
prisoners,  for  weighing  the  food  supplied  to  them. 

26.  Every  convicted  prisoner  shall  be  provided  with  a  complete 
prison  dress,  and  shall  be  required  to  wear  it,  and  no  articles  shall 
be  worn  except  those  provided  by  the  prison. 

27.  On  the  discharge  of  a  prisoner  his  own  clothes  shall  be 
returned  to  him  unless  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  destroy 
them  or  unless  they  are  unfit  to  wear,  in  either  of  which  case 
he  shall  be  prcvvided  with  clothing  of  a  suitable  kind,  but  such 
that  it  shall  in  no  way  indicate  the  fact  of  his  having  been  a 
prisoner. 

28.  If  necessary,  the  clothes  of  a  prisoner  shall  be  purified 
before  he  is  allowed  to  wear  them  in  prison  or  to  take  them  on 
his  discharge. 

29.  Every  male  prisoner  shall  sleep  in  a  cell  by  himself,  or  in 
a  ward  containing  not  fewer  than  two  other  male  prisoners,  and 
sufficient  bedding  shall  be  provided  for  every  prisoner. 

30.  The  prison  clothing  shall  be  worn  by  all  convicted  prisoners 
and  by  prisoners  before  trial  whose  clothing  is  insufficient,  improper 
or  necessary  to  be  laid  up  for  some  special  purpose. 
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31.  The  dress  of  male  convicted  prisoners,  other  than  convicts, 
shall  consist  of  cap,  trousers  and  shirt,  and  shall  be  marked  by 
the  broad  arrow.  The  dress  of  remand  prisoners  and  others 
awaiting  trial  shall,  when  supplied  by  the  prison,  as  far  as  the 
shirt  and  trousers  are  concerned,  be  of  a  different  colour,  but 
the  prison  mark  shall  not  be  in  evidence. 

The  dress  of  male  convicts  shall  consist  of  cap,  breeches  and 
shirt,  and  shall  be  marked  as  before  mentioned. 

The  dress  of  female  prisoners  shall  consist  of  frock,  shift  of 
white  nankeen  or  domestic  and  white  handkerchief. 

32.  Any  prisoner  whose  health  shall  require  it  shall  be  allowed 
such  other  articles  of  clothing  or  shoes  as  shall  be  ordered  by  the 
surgeon. 

Personal  Cleanliness. 

33.  Prisoners  shall  be  made  to  take  a  bath  on  reception,  and 
shall  be  required  to  keep  themselves  clean  and  decent  in  their 
persons,  and  to  conform  to  such  rules  as  may  be  laid  down  for 
that  purpose. 

34.  Convenient  places  shall  be  provided  for  the  prisoners  to 
wash  themselves,  with  a  suiBcient  allowance  of  soap  and  towels. 

35.  The  hair  of  a  female  prisoner  shall  not  be  cut  without 
her  consent,  except  on  account  of  vermin  or  dirt,  or  when  the 
surgeon  deems  it  requisite  on  the  ground  of  health.  The  hair 
of  male  convicted  prisoners,  not  being  convicts,  shall  be  kept 
closely  out  and  shall  not  be  cut  closer  than  may  be  necessary 
for  the  purposes  of  health  and  cleanliness  within  a  fortnight  of 
their  discharge. 

36.  Male  prisoners  shall  be  classified  as  under : — 

(1)  Debtors. 

(2)  Untried  prisoners — adults. 

(3j  Untried  prisoners — juveniles  under  16  years. 

(4)  Convicted  prisoners  other  than  convicts. 

(5)  Convicts. 

37.  Prisoners  of  each  class  shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  kept 
apart  from  prisoners  of  other  classes. 

38.  Soldiers  convicted  of  breaches  of  discipline  only  shall,  so 
far  as  may  be  practicable,  be  kept  separate  and  distinct  from 
prisoners  convicted  of  offences  of  an  immoral,  dishonest,  shameful 
or  criminal  character. 

39.  The  same  system  of  classification  shall  be  applied,  as  far 
as  practicable,  to  female  prisoners. 
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Employment  of  Prisoners. 

40.  Debtors  may  be  permitted  to  work  and  follow  their  respec- 
tive trades  aad  professions,  provided  their  employment  does  not 
interfere  with  the  regulations  of  the  prison. 

41.  Prisoners  before  trial  shall  not  be  compelled  to  perform 
hard  labour,  but  may,  at  their  own  request,  be  permitted  to  do 
the  ordinary  work  of  prisoners  within'  the  prison-.  They  may,  if 
they  desire  it,  hire  a  person  to  make. their  beds  and  clean  and 
sweep  their  cells,  but  otherwise  shall'  perform  aU  such  work 
themselves. 

42.  The  hours  of  labour  shall  be  from  .sunrise  until  4  o'clock, 
Avith  an  interval  of  an  hour  and  a-half  in  the  forenoon  for  breakfast 
dinner  being  served  between  four  and  sunsetr    '     ' 

43.  Every  male  prisoner  of  sixteen  years  of-a:g'e  and  upwards, 
sentenced  to  hard  labour,  shall,  during  the  whole  of  his  sentence 
where  it  does  not  exceed  three  months,  and  during  the  first  three 
months  of  his  sentence  where  it  does  exceed  three  months,  and 
further  during  the  first  two  months  of  every  subsequent  year 
of  his  sentence,  where  such  sentence  exceeds  one  year,  be  put 
to  shot  drill  daily  for  two  hours  in  each  day  and  to  work  on 
the  treadmill  for  two  hours  in  each  day,  i.e.,  one  hour  at  shot 
drill  and  one  hour  on  the  treadmill  in  the  forenoon  and  one  hour 
at  shot  driU  and  one  hour  on  the  treadmill  in  the  afternoon. 
The  weight  of  the  shot  to  be  used  for  shot  drill  shall  be  24  lbs. 

44.  No  convicted  prisoner  shall  be  put  to  shot  drill  or  to  work 
on  the  treadmill  until  he  has  been  examined  by  the  surgeon  and 
certified  to  be  fit  to  be  so  put. 

45.  During  the  portion  of  the  working  hours  of  the  day  in 
which  a  prisoner  is  not  at  shot  drill  or  at  the  treadmill  he  may  be 
employed  within  the  walls  of  the  prison,  in  the  same  manner  as 
prisoners  not  liable  to  be  put  to  shot  drill. 

46.  Every  male  prisoner  of  sixteen  years  of  age  and  upwards, 
sentenced  to  hard  labour  for  a  period  exceeding  three  months, 
shall,  after  the  expiration  of  the  first  three  months  of  his  sentence, 
be  put  to  work  at.  breaking  stones  or  cleaning  the  yards,  cells 
and  other  parts  of  the  prison,  or  to  such  work  without  the  prison 
as  may  be  directed  by  the  Superintendent. 

47.  Male  prisoners  under  sixteen  years  of  age  shall  be  employed 
within  the  walls  of  the  prison  at  such  labour  as  may  be  directed 
by  the  keeper. 
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48.  Female  prisoners  shall  be  employed,  within  the  walls  of 
the  prison,  in  making,  washing  and  mending  the  clothing  of  the 
prisoners  generally,  cleaning  the  yards  and  cells,  or  breaking 
stones,  or  on  such  other  work  as  may  be  directed  by  the  keeper. 

49.  Convicted  prisoners,  not  sentenced  to  hard  labour,  shall  be 
employed  in  cleaning  the  yards  and  cells  or  in  working  at  their 
regular  trades  or  occupations,  but  shall  not  be  required  to  work  at 
shot  drill  or  stone  breaking,  and  shall  not  be  employed  without 
the  walls  of  the  prison. 

50.  No  prisoner  shall  be  employed  at  hard  labour  on  Sundays, 
Grood  Friday  or  Christmas  Day,  or  at  any  hours  or  times  in  which 
the  surgeon  shall  certify  in  writing  that  such  prisoner  is  unfit  to 
be  employed  ;  such  certificate  is  to  hold  good  for  not  more  than 
one  week  unless  renewed. 

Visits  to  axd  Commdnicatio.x  with  Prisoners. 

51.  Prisoners  awaiting  trial  shall  be  jjermitted  to  see  their 
legal  advisers  daily  between  the  hours  of  8  a.m.  and  4  p.m.,  such 
visits  to  be  in  sight  of  but  not  in  the  hearing  of  a  prison  officer. 
They  may  also  be  permitted  to  see  their  friends  and  relatives,  not 
exceeding  four  persons,  on  Mondays,  between  10  a.m.  and  3  p.m., 
such  visits  to  be  in  the  sight  and  hearing  of  a  prison  officer  and 
to  be  of  quarter  hour  duration. 

52.  Debtors  shall  be  allowed  to  see  their  relatives  and  friends 
daily  within  such  hours  as  shaU  be  prescribed  by  the  Super- 
intendent. 

53.  Convicted  prisoners  will  be  permitted  to  see  their  relatives 
and  friends  at  the  expiration  of  six  months  from  date  of  sentence 
for  twenty  minutes,  and  once  in  every  three  months  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  twenty  minutes,  between  the  hours  of  1  and  4  p.m. 
on  Saturdays,  and  on  any  occasion  when  they  may  be  seriously 
ill,  provided,  however,  that  their  visitors  will  not  be  admitted 
into  the  prison  unless  by  a  pass,  obtainable  on  application  to  the 
Superintendent,  such  pass  to  be  obtained  on  the  Friday  preceding 
the  Saturday  on  which  the  visit  is  to  take  place. 

54.  No  prisoner  whatever  shall  be  permitted  to  receive  more 
than  four  visitors  on  a  visiting  day. 

55.  On  every  visiting  day  the  number  of  visitors  admitted  into 
the  prison  at  any  one  time  shall  not  exceed  four. 

56.  The  keeper  may  demand  the  name  and  address  of  any 
visitor  to  a  prisoner  and,  when  he  has  any  ground  for  suspicion, 
may  search,  or  cause  to  be  searched,  male  visitors,  and  may  direct 
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tlie  matron  or  other  female  officer  to  search  female  visitors,  such 
search  not  to  he  in  the  presence  of  any  prisoner  or  of  another 
visitor,  and  in  case  of  any  visitor  refusing  to  he  searched  the 
keeper  may  deny  him  or  her  admission,  the  ground  for  such 
proceeding,  with  the  particulars  thereof,  to  he  entered  in  his 
journal. 

57.  No  prisoner  shall  he  allowed  to  send  or  receive  a  letter  or 
parcel  without  previous  inspection  of  the  letter  or  parcel  hy  the 
keeper. 

Health  of  Prisoners. 

58.  Debtors  and  prisoners  before  trial  shall  have  the  means  of 
daily  taking  exercise  in  the  open  air,  within  the  precincts  of  the 
prison. 

59.  Prisoners,  if  employed  at  work  in  their  own  cells  or  wards, 
shall  he  permitted  to  take  such  exercise  in  the  open  air  as  the 
surgeon  may  deem  necessary  for  their  health. 

60.  The  names  of  prisoners  who  desire  to  see  the  surgeon,  or 
appear  out  of  health,  shall  he  reported  without  delay  by  the  officer 
attending  them  to  the  keeper  and  hy  him  to  the  surgeon. 

61.  All  directions  given  by  the  surgeon  in  relation  to  any 
prisoner,  with  the  exception  of  orders  for  the  supply  of  medicines, 
or  directions  in  relation  to  such  matters  as  are  carried  into  effect 
by  the  surgeon  himself  or  under  his  superintendence,  shall  be 
entered  day  by  day  in  his  journal,  which  shall  have  a  separate 
column  in  which  entries  are  to  be  made  by  the  keeper  stating 
in  respect  of  each  direction  the  fact  of  its  having  been,  or  not 
having  been,  complied  with,  accompanied  by  such  observations,  if 
any,  as  the  keeper  may  think  fit  to  make  and  the  date  of  entry. 

62.  A  prison  infirmary  or  proper  place  for  the  reception  of  sick 
prisoners  shall  be  provided. 

Religious  Instruction. 

63.  A  suitable  room  in  the  prison  shall  be  set  apart  for  use  as 
chapel. 

64.  The  chaplain  shall  on  every  Sunday,  and  on  Christmas 
Day  and  Grood  Friday,  perform  the  appointed  services  of  the 
Church  of  England  and  preach  at  such  time  or  times  as  shall  be 
fixed  by  him  with  the  approval  of  the  Grovernor.  He  shall  give 
religious  and  moral  instruction  to  the  prisoners  who  are  willing 
to  receive  it.  He  shall  administer  the  Holy  Sacrament  of  the 
Lord's  Supper,  on  suitable  occasions,  to  such  prisoners  as  shall  he 
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desirous  and  as  he  may  deem  to  be  in  a  proper  frame  of  mind  to 
receive  the  same. 

65.  Special  attention  shall  he  paid  hy  the  chaplain  to  the  sick 
and  to  the  prisoners  confined  in  punishment  cells. 

66.  The  chaplain  shall  communicate  to  the  keeper  any  abuse  or 
impropriety  in  the  prison  which  may  come  to  his  knowledge,  and 
the  keeper  shaU  enter  the  same  in  his  journal. 

67.  Prisoners  shall  attend  Divine  service  on  Sundays,  and 
on  other  days  when  such  service  is  performed,  unless  prevented 
by  illness  or  other  reasonable  cause,  to  be  allowed  by  the 
keeper,  or  unless  their  attendance  is  dispensed  with  by  the 
Governor.  This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  any  prisoner  who 
is  attended  or  visited  by  a  minister  of  a  church  or  persuasion 
differing  from  the  Church  of  England.  And  no  prisoner  shall 
be  compelled  to  attend  any  religious  service  held  or  performed, 
or  any  religious  instruction  given  by  a  chaplain,  minister  or 
religious  instructor  of  a  church  or  persuasion  to  which  he  does 
not  belong. 

68.  If  any  prisoner  is  of  a  religious  denomination  other  than 
the  Church  of  England,  a  minister  of  such  persuasion  shall,  at  the 
request  of  such  prisoner,  be  permitted  to  visit  and  afford  him 
religious  instruction  at  such  times,  and  under  such  regulations, 
as  the  Grovernor  may  prescribe. 

Prison  Offences. 

69.  No  punishments  or  privations  of  any  kind  shall  be  awarded 
against  convicts  or  prisoners  except  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Prisons  or  the  Visiting  Committee. 

70.  The  Superintendent  shall  have  power  to  hear  complaints 
respecting  any  of  the  offences  following  committed  by  prisoners  : — 

(1)  Malingering. 

(2)  Disobedience  of  the  regulations  of  the  prison. 

(3)  Common  assaults  by  one  convict  or  prisoner  on  another. 

(4)  Profane  cursing  or  swearing. 
(6)  Indecent  behaviour. 

(6)  Irreverent  behaviour  at  chapel. 

(7)  Insulting  or  threatening  language. 

(8)  Absence  from  chapel  without  leave. 

(9)  Idleness  or  negligence  at  work. 

(10)  "Wilful  mismanagement  of  work. 

(11)  Wilful  injury  or  destruction  of  any  tools,  implements  or 

materials  of  work. 

(12)  Defacing  or  injuring  the  walls  or  the  furniture  or  other 

property  of  the  prison. 

(13)  Eefusing  to  obey  the  orders  of  any  prison  officer. 

(14)  Having  in  his  possession  any  prohibited  articles. 
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71.  All  the  above  acts  are  declared  to  be  offences  against 
prison  discipline,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Superintendent 
of  Prisons  to  examine  any  person  touching  such  offences  and 
to  determine  thereupon  and  to  punish  such  offences  by  ordering 
any  offender,  for  any  time  not  exceeding  seven  days,  to  close 
confinement  in  a  punishment  cell,  not  being  a  dark  cell,  to  he 
kept  there  on  low  diet,  or  to  be  placed  on  the  treadmill  for 
two  hours  daily  for  a  period  not  exceeding  seven  days.  He  , 
may  also  in  the  case  of  a  convict  order  the  loss  of  a  certain 
number  of  remission  marks  not  exceeding  60.  Provided  that 
no  prisoner  shall  be  punished  until  he  has  had  an  opportunity  of 
hearing  the  charges  and  evidence  against  him  and  of  making  his 
defence. 

72.  The  Superintendent  shall  enter  in  a  separate  book  a 
statement  of  the  nature  of  any  offence  that  he  has  punished  in 
pursuance  of  the  preceding  regulation,  with  the  addition  of  the 
name  of  the  offender,  the  date  of  the  offence,  and  the  amount  of 
punishment  inflicted. 

73.  If  any  prisoner  is  guilty  of  repeated  offences  against 
prison  discipline  or  any  of  the  following  offences,  viz. : — 

(1)  Mutiny  or  open  incitement  to  mutiny  in  a  prison  ; 

(2)  Persona]  violence  to  any  one,  or  threats  of  such  violence ; 

(3)  Grossly  offensive  or  abusive  language ; 

(4)  Escape  or  attempt  to  escape ; 

the  keeper  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Visiting  Committee,  any 
one  or  more  of  whom  shall  have  power  to  inquire  on  oath  into 
such  complaint  and  may  adjudge  the  offender  to  be  imprisoned  in 
a  punishment  cell,  not  being  a  dark  cell,  on  low  diet  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  14  days,  and,  in  addition,  may  order  such  offender 
(if  a  male  over  the  age  of  sixteen  years)  to  receive  any  number  of 
lashes  not  being  more  than  twenty-four,  or  (if  a  male  under  the 
age  of  sixteen  years)  to  receive  any  number  of  strokes  not  being 
more  than  twelve  with  a  tamarind  rod. 

Nothing  in  this  regulation  shall  affect  the  right  of  the 
Attorney-Greneral  to  indict  and  prosecute  before  the  Supreme 
Court  any  convict  for  escape  or  attempt  to  escape  if  in  the 
exercise  of  his  discretion  he  thinks  fit  to  do  so,  but  so  that  no  such 
prisoner  is  punished  twice  for  the  same  offence. 

74.  Minutes  of  the  inquiry  upon  oath,  together  with  any 
statements  for  the  defence  and  the  order  for  the  punishment, 
shall  be  entered  in  the  punishment  book  by  the  Visiting  Committee 
or  any  member  thereof. 

75.  The  punishment  book  or  an  abstract  thereof  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  Governor  at  the  earliest  opportunity,  and  no 
corporal  punishment  shall  be  carried  out  until  approved  by  the 
Governor. 
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76.  The  keeper  shall  attend  aU  corporal  punishments  and  shall 
enter  in  his  journal  the  day  and  hour  at  which  the  punishment 
is  inflicted,  the  numher  of  lashes  given,  and  any  orders  which  he 
or  the  prison  surgeon  may  have  given  on  the  occasion. 

77.  The  District  Commissioner  of  each  district  shall  have  the 
sanie  power  of  punishing  for  the  foregoing  prison  offences  as  is 
vested  by  the  Prison  Ordinance  and  these  regulations  in  the 
Superintendent  and  the  Visiting  Committee. 

78.  No  prisoner  shall  be  put  in  irons,  or  under  mechanical 
restraint,  by  the  keeper,  except  in  case  of  urgent  necessity  ; 
and  the  particulars  of  every  such  case  shaU  be  forthwith  entered 
in  the  journal,  and  no  prisoner  shall  be  kept  in  irons,  or  under 
mechanical  restraint,  for  more  than  twenty-four  hours  without 
au  order  in  writing  from  the  Grovernor,  or,  if  in  a  prison  other 
than  Freetown,  by  the  District  Commissioner,  specifying  the 
cause  thereof  and  the  time  during  which  the  prisoner  is  to  be 
kept  in  irons  or  under  mechanical  restraint,  which  order  shall 
be  preserved  by  the  keeper  as  his  warrant. 

79.  No  irons  or  other  means  of  restraint  shall  be  made  use  of 
except  those  of  such  patterns  as  have  been  approved  by  the 
Governor. 

80.  Handcuffs,  leg-irons  and  body-belts  are  to  be  used  only  as 
a  means  of  restraint  and  not  as  a  punishment.  Prisoners  may  be 
thus  restrained  to  prevent  escape  or  assaults  on  warders  or 
prisoners,  or  injury  to  themselves,  but  not  otherwise. 

81.  If  any  prisoner,  not  sentenced  to  hard  labotu',  shall  refuse 
or  neglect  to  do  any  work  which  he  is  required  by  these  regula- 
tions to  do,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Superintendent  to  punish 
such  prisoner  by  such  reduction  of  his  allowance  of  food  as  may 
be  approved  by  the  surgeon. 

Prisoners  under  Sentence  ,of  Death. 

82.  Every  prisoner  under  warrant  or  order  for  execution  shall, 
immediately  on  his  arrival  in  the  prison  after  sentence,  be  searched 
by  or  by  order  of  the  keeper,  and  all  ar.ticles  shall  be  taken  from 
him  which  the  keeper  shall  deem  it  dangerous  or  inexpedient  to 
leave  in  his  possession. 

83.  He  shall  be  confined  in  a  cell  apart  from  all  other  prisoners 
and  shall  be  placed-by  day  and  by  night  under  the  constant  charge 
of  an  officer. 

84.  He  shall  be  allowed  such  dietary  and  amount  of  exercise 
as  the  Superintendent  may  direct. 
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85.  The  chaplain  shall  have  free  access  to  every  such  prisoner, 
unless  the  prisoner  be  of  a  religious  persuasion  differing  from 
that  of  the  Church  of  England  and  be  visited  by  a  minister  of 
such  persuasion,  in  which  case  the  minister  of  such  persuasion 
shall  have  free  access  to  him. 

86.  With  the  above  exceptions,  no  person,  not  being  a  member 
of  the  Yisiting  Committee  or  an  officer  of  the  prison,  shall  have 
access  to  the  prisoner,  except  in  pursuance  of  an  order  from  the 
Superintendent. 

Prison  Officers. 

87.  No  officer  of  a  prison  shall  sell  or  let  to,  nor  shall  any 
person  in  trust  for  or  employed  by  him  sell  or  let  to,  or  derive  any 
benefit  from  the  selling  or  letting  of,  any  article  to  any  prisoner. 

88.  No  officer  of  a  prison  shall,  nor  shall  any  person  in  trust 
for  or  employed  by  him,  have  any  interest,  direct  or  indirect,  in 
any  contract  for  the  supply  of  the  prison. 

89.  No  officer  of  a  pi^son  shall  at  any  time  receive  money,  fee 
or  gratuity  of  any  kind  for  the  admission  of  any  visitors  to  the 
prison  or  to  prisoners,  or  from  or  on  behalf  of  any  prisoner  on  any 
pretext  whatever. 

90.  Female  prisoners  shall  in  all  cases  be  attended  by  female 
officers. 

91.  Officers  shall  not  be  absent  from  the  prison  during  hours 
of  duty  without  leave  from  the  Superintendent  and,  before  quitting- 
the  prison  at  any  time,  they  shall  leave  their  keys  and  books  in 
the  office  of  the  keeper. 

92.  Officers  shall  not  receive  visitors  in  the  prison  without 
permission  of  the  Superintendent. 

93.  Officers  shaU.  hold  no  communication  with  prisoners  except 
such  as  is  necessary  in  the  execution  of  their  duties.  They  are 
strictly  forbidden  to  use  provoking  language  or  unnecessary 
violence  towards  prisoners. 

94.  No  officer  or  servant  on  any  pretence  whatever,  through 
favour  or  mistaken  notions  of  kindness,  shall  fail  to  make  an 
immediate  report  to  the  Superintendent,  or  other  his  superior 
officer,  of  any  misconduct  or  wilful  disobedience  of  the  prison 
regulations. 

95.  On  proceeding  with  prisoners  to  their  labour,  the  officer 
in  charge  of  each  party  will  count  the  number  of  prisoners  as 
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they  are  told  off,  and  repeat  the  number  aloud  to  the  chief 
warder  or  other  appointed  officer,  after  which  the  officer  in  charge 
shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  safe  custody  and  regular  conduct 
of  such  prisoners  on  the  works,  and  especially  that  they  do  not 
straggle  or  hold  communication  with  workmen  or  other  un- 
authorised persons  or  with  one  another,  or  in  any  way  get 
possession  of  prohibited  articles.  The  officer  in  charge  shall  also 
see  that  the  prisoners  are  properly  searched  on  their  return  to 
the  prison  to  ascertain  that  they  have  no  improper  articles  in  their 
possession. 

96.  If  any  prison  officer  shall  permit  any  prisoner  to  escape  by 
reason  of  his  wilful  misconduct,  or  if  any  prison  officer  shall  be  in 
a  state  of  intoxication  whilst  on  duty  or  in  charge  of  any  prison 
gang,  and  any  prisoner  shall  escape,  such  prison  officer  shall,  on 
summary  conviction  before  any  Magistrate,  be  liable  to  imprison- 
ment, with  hard  labour,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  three  months, 
in  addition  to  his  liability  to  dismissal  from  the  prison  service 
with  forfeiture  of  pay  and  pension. 

97.  No  prison  officer  shall  incur  any  debt  which  he  is  not 
reasonably  certain  of  being  able  to  meet,  nor  shall  he  be  a  party 
to  any  promissory  note  or  other  bill. 

Any  infringement  of  this  rule  will  be  viewed  as  tending  to 
impair  the  service  of  an  officer  and  will  in  all  likelihood  lead  to 
his  dismissal. 

The  "Visiting  Committee. 

98.  The  Yisiting  Committee  shall  hold  half-yearly  meetings 
at  the  Freetown  Prison  and  shall  make  a  report  to  the  Grovernor 
after  each  such  meeting  on  the  state  of  the  buildings,  the  con- 
dition of  the  prisoners,  the  conduct  of  the  officers,  and  on  any 
alterations  in  the  system  of  discipline  which  experience  may  have 
suggested  as  being  desirable  and  proper,  more  especially  such  as 
may  require  expense  to  be  incurred  in  carrying  them  into  effect. 

99.  Any  member  of  the  Yisiting  Committee  shall  have  the 
opportunity  of  seeing,  at  his  visits,  all  prisoners  then  in  confine- 
ment in  order  to  receive  any  complaint  or  application  which  the 
prisoners  may  have  to  make  to  him. 

100.  He  shall  also  have  the  right  to  see  any  prisoner  and  any 
part  of  the  prison  at  all  times. 

101.  All  books  kept  by  the  keeper  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Visiting  Committee  at  their  half-yearly  meetings  for  inspection. 

102.  The  Yisiting  Committee  shall  keep  a  book  to  be  called 
"  The  Yisiting   Committee   Minute   Book,"  in  which   are  to  be 
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entered  all  visits  and  observations  made ,  by  them,  either  in^- 
dividually  or  colleotively  ;  the  minutes  of  each  meeting  to  contain 
the  names  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  present.  The  Minute 
Book  is  to  be  kept  in  the  prison. 

103.  The  Yisiting  Committee  shall  in  rotation  visit  the  Free- 
town Prison  once  every  fortnight,  or  oftener  if  directed  by  the 
Governor,  or  if  called  upon  by  the  Superintendent,  and  try  any 
breach  of  the  prison  regulations  vs^hich  the  Superintendent  is  not 
empowered  to  deal  with. 

Sdpekintendent  and  Keeper. 

104.  The  Superintendent  shall  also  be  the  Superintendent  of 
District  Prisons,  and,  subject  to  the  orders  and  directions  of  the 
Grovernor,  shall  have  the  charge  and  general  direction  of  the 
Freetown  Prison  and  the  District  Prisons  in  the  Colony,  and 
shall  have  control  over  all  the  subordinate  officers  thereof. 

105.  The  keeper  shall,  at  least  once  in  each  day,  visit  every 
cell  in  which  a  convict  is  located  in  solitary  confinement. 

106.  The  keeper  shall  reside  in  the  prison,  except  by  the 
special  permission  of  the  Governor.     He  shall  not  be  concerned 

\fn  any  other  employment. 

107.  The  keeper  shall  strictly  conform  to  the  prison  regula- 
tions, and  -shall  be  responsible  for  the  due  observance  of  them 
by  others.  He  shall  observe  the  conduct  of  the  prison  officers, 
anid  enforce  on  each  of  them  the  due  execution  of  his  duties, 
and  shall  not  permit  any  subordinate  officer  to  be  employed  in 
any  private  capacity,  either  for  any  other  officer  of  the  prison  or 
for  any  prisoner. 

108.  The  Superintendent  shall,  in  case  of  misconduct,  have 
power  to  suspend  any  subordinate  officer,  and  shall  report  the 
particulars,  without  delaj^,  to  the  Governor,  who  shall  enquire  into 
and  deal  with  the  same. 

109.  The  Superintendent  may,  in  the  case  of  a  minor  act 
of  negligence  or  misconduct,  impose  upon  any  subordinate  officer  - 
a  fine  not  exceeding  five  shillings:  provided  that  he  shall  not 
be^  empowered  to  inflict  more  than  one  such  fine  in  each  month 
in  the  case  of  any  officer,  and  such  fine  shall  be  subject  to  con- 
firmation by  the  Governor. 

110.  The  keeper  shall  visit  the  whole  of  the  prison,  and  see 
every  prisoner,  once  at  least  in  every  twenty-four  hours,  and, 
in  default  of  such  daily  visits  and  inspections,  he  shall  state 
in   his  journal  how  far  he   has  omitted  them,  and  the  cause 
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thereof.  He  shall,  at  least  once  during  the  week,  go  through 
the  prison  at  an  uncertain  hour  of  the  night,  which  visit,  with  the 
hour  and  state  of  the  prison  at  the  time,  he  shall  record  in  his 
journal.  When  visiting  the  female  prison,  he  shall  he  attended 
hy  the  matron  or  some  other  female  officer. 

111.  The  keeper  shall,  without  delay,  call  the  attention  of  the 
surgeon  or,  where  the  surgeon  is  not  available,  the  medical  dresser, 
to  any  prisoner  whose  state  of  mind  or  hody  appears  to  require 
attention,  and  shall  carry  into  effect  the  written  directions  of  the 
surgeon  respecting  alterations  of  the  discipline  or  treatment  of  such 
prisoner. 

112.  The  keeper  shall  notify  to  the  surgeon  or,  where  the 
surgeon  is  not  available,  the  medical  dresser,  without  delay,  the 
illness  or  death  of  any  prisoner,  and  shall  deliver  to  him  daily 
a  list  of  such  prisoners  as  complain  of  illness,  or  are  removed 
to  the  infirmary  or  confined  to  their  wards  or  cells  by  illness, 
and  he  shall  daily  deliver  to  the  surgeon  lists  of  such  prisoners 
as  are  confined  in  punishment  cells. 

113.  Upon  the  death  of  a  prisoner  the  Superintendent  of 
Prisons  shall  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  Coroner  of 
the  District  in  which  the  prison  is  situated,  and  to  one  of  the 
members  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  as  well  as  to  the  nearest 
relative  of  the  deceased  where  practicable. 

114.  The  keeper  shall,  without  delay,  report  to  the  Governor 
any  case  of  insanity,  or  apparent  insanity,  occurring  among  the 
prisoners. 

115.  The  keeper  shall  read  or  cause  to  be  read  over  to  each 
prisonei",  on  his  or  her  admission,  those  clauses  of  the  regulations 
which  relate  to  their  conduct,  to  the  discipline  of  the  prison,  and 
to  the  punishments  to  which  they  are  subject  on  any  infringe- 
ment of  them  or  for  escape,  and  once  in  every  three  months  shall 
repeat  the  same. 

116.  The  Superintendent  shall  cause  such  of  the  regulations 
as  relate  to  the  diet,  treatment,  and  conduct  of  the  prisoners 
to  be  printed  and  to  be  fixed  up  in  conspicuous  parts  of  the 
prison  so  that  every  prisoner  may  have  access  to  them. 

117.  The  keeper  shall  keep  the  following  records  and  accounts : — 

(1)  A  register  of  the  churches  or  religious  persuasions  to  which 

the  prisoners  belong. 

(2)  A  journal  in  which  he  shall  record  all  such  matters  as  he 

is  directed  to  record  tlierein  by  these  regulations,  and 
all  other  occurrences  of  importance  within  the  prison. 
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(3)  A  register  of  names,  description,  offences,  &c.,  of  prisoners 

according  to  the  form  now  in  use. 

(4)  A  punishment  book,  for  the  entry  of  the  punishments 

inflicted  for  prison  offences. 

(5)  A  visitors'  book,  for  entry  of  any  observations  made  by 

visitors  to  the  prison. 

(6)  A  record  of  articles  taken  from  prisoners. 

(7)  A  record  of  the   employment  of  prisoners   sentenced  to 

hard  labour,  and  the  manner  in  which  they  have  been 
so  employed. 

(8)  A  list  of  books  and  documents  committed  to  his  care. 

(9)  A  register  of  all  furniture  and  public  property  belonging 

to  the  prison. 

(10)  An  account  of  all  prison  receipts  and  disbursements. 

(11)  A  register  of  commitments. 

(12)  An  account  of  all  fines  and  penalties  paid  by  prisoners. 

(13)  A  book  for  the  entry  of  acts  of  misconduct  of  officers. 

(14)  A  medical  journal. 

(15)  A  register  of  marks  earned  by  each  convict. 

118.  The  Superintendent  shall  transmit  a  daily  report  to  the 
Governor,  and  also  an  annual  return  of  all  cases  of  flogging  for 
breaches  of  prison  discipline. 

119.  The  keeper  shall  be  responsible  for  the  safe  custody  of  the 
journals,  registers,  books,  commitments  and  all  other  documents 
confided  to  his  care. 

120.  The  Superintendent  shall  not  absent  himself  or  ever 
remain  away  from  the  prison  at  night  time  during  the  absence 
of  the  chief  warder,  unless  the  performance  of  any  duty  imposed 
upon  him  in  the  execution  of  his  oflice  requires  him  so  to  absent 
himself.  All  absences  at  night  time  shall  be  recorded  in  his  daily 
report  to  the  Governor. 

121.  The  keeper  shall  inspect  the  supplies  of  provisions 
furnished  by  the  purveyor  or  contractor,  and  in  any  instance 
in  which  he  may  find  them  to  be  deficient,  or  otherwise  objection- 
able, either  in  quantity  or  quality,  he  shall  reject  the  same  and 
immediately  report  to  the  Colonial  Secretary. 

122.  The  keeper  shall  take  all  possible  care  and  shall  be 
held  responsible  that  no  prisoner  receives  any  article,  whether  of 
provisions,  clothing  or  of  any  other  description,  not  permitted  by 
the  regulations. 

123.  The  keeper  shall  afford  such  advice  and  assistance  as  may 
be  necessary  to  enable  prisoners  to  forward  petitions  to  any 
authority. 
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124.  The  keeper  is  to  take  care  that  the  rooms,  cells  and 
passages  of  the  prison  be  kept  clean  by  daily  sweeping,  and  that 
in  suitable  weather  they  are  washed  once  in  each  week  or  oftener 
if  necessary.  He  shall  also  inspect  daily  the  latrines  and  see 
that  they  are  clean  and  that  the  buckets  are  properly  supplied 
with  earth.  He  shall  also  make  sure  that  they  are  emptied  at 
least  twice  every  day  in  a  place  appointed  by  the  sanitary  inspector 
or  surgeon  and  that  this  place  be  kept  according  to  their 
instructions. 

125.  The  keeper  shall  hear  and  inquire  into  any  complaints 
which  may  be  made  by  any  prisoner  respecting  the  dietary,  its 
quality  and  quantity.  If  he  shall  be  of  opinion  after  such  inquiry 
that  the  prisoner's  complaint  is  frivolous  and  vexatious  and  that 
his  conduct  is  subversive  of  the  prison  discipline,  the  Superintendent 
may  punish  such  prisoner  for  disobedience  of  the  regulations  of 
the  prison. 

126.  The  keeper  shall  not  allow  any  person  to  view  the  prison 
except  as  provided  by  "  The  Prisons  Consolidation  Ordinance, 
1900,"  or  the  rules  or  by  an  order  signed  by  the  Governor  or 
Colonial  Secretary  or  by  peseons  authorised  according  to  instruc- 
tions from  time  to  time,  and  shall  be  careful  that  no  visitor  holds 
any  communication  with  any  prisoner  unless  duly  authorised  to 
do  so. 

The  Chief  Wardek. 

127.  The  chief  warder  shall  keep  a  journal  in  which  he  shall 
record  all  such  matters  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Grovernor  or  by 
the  Superintendent. 

128.  The  chief  warder,  after  locking  up  the  prisoners,  shall 
inspect  all  locks,  bars  and  bolts  and  report  the  same  each  night. 
He  shall  also  see  that  all  keys  are  securely  disposed  of  for  the 
night  under  such  regulations  for  this  object  as  may  be  estab- 
lished by  the  Superintendent,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  make 
such  occasional  inspections  during  the  night  as  the  Superintendent 
may  direct,  recording  the  same  in  his  journal. 

129.  He  shall  reside  in  the  prison  and  thoroughly  acquaint 
himself  with  all  the  regulations.  He  shall  see  that  all  subordinate 
officers  and  servants,  immediately  on  joining  the  prison  and  at  all 
times  afterwards,  are  fully  instructed  in  their  particular  duties. 

130.  He  shall  daily  inspect  every  part  of  the  prison,  especially 
the  cells  and  bedding,  and  see  that  they  are  clean  and  in  order 
and  that  the  means  of  security  in  the  different  wards,  yards  and 
work  sheds  are  effective. 
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131.  On  no  occasion  whatever  shall  he  leave  the  prison  during 
the  temporary  absence  of  the  Superintendent  without  the  per- 
mission of  the  Governor,  nor  during  the  presence  of  the  Super- 
intendent without  his  permission. 

Matron  . 

132.  The  matron  shall  reside  in  the  prison. 

133.  She  shall  have  the  care  and  superintendence  of  the  whole 
female  department. 

134.  The  wards,  cells  and  yards  where  females  are  confined 
shall  he  secured  by  locks  different  from  those  securing  the  wards, 
cells  and  yards  allotted  to  male  prisoners,  and  the  keys  of  those 
locks  shall  he  kept  in  the  custody  of  the  matron. 

135.  She  shall  visit  and  inspect  every  part  of  the  prison 
occupied  by  females  and  see  every  female  prisoner  once  at  least 
in  every  twenty-four  hours,  and  in  default  of  such  daily  visits 
and  inspections  she  shall  state  in  the  journal  how  far  she  has 
omitted  them  and  the  causes  thereol  She  shall,  at  least  once 
during  the  week,  go  through  such  parts  of  the  prison  at  an 
uncertain  hour  of  the  night,  which  visit,  with  the  hour  and  state 
of  the  prison  at  the  time,  shall  be  recorded  in  her  journal. 

136.  She  shall  keep  a  journal  in  which  she  shall  record  all 
occurrences  of  importance  within  her  department,  and  the  punish- 
ment of  female  prisoners,  and  shall  lay  the  journal  before  the 
Superintendent  daily  and  before  the  Visiting  Committee  at  their 

visits. 

137.  She  shall  make  a  daily  written  report  to  the  Super- 
intendent, at  some  stated  time  fixed  by  him,  of  the  general 
condition  and  conduct  of  her  department,  of  the  names  of  female 
prisoners  in  the  infirmary  or  under  medical  treatment  in  their 
own  cells  or  wards,  or  wanting  to  see  the  surgeon,  and  the  names 
of  such  as  are  under  punishment. 

138.  She  shall  attend  Divine  Service  with  the  female 
prisoners,  unless  prevented  by  some  duty  or  other  sufficient 
cause,  inserting  the  omission  and  cause  thereof  in  her  daily  report 
to  the  Superintendent  in  her  journal. 

139.  She  shall  not  absent  herself  from  the  prison  without  the 
permission  of  the  Superintendent.  During  her  absence  she  is  to 
give  charge  of  the  female  department  to  the  under  matron,  or,  if 
there  is  no  under  matron,  to  such  other  female  (not  being  a 
prisoner)  as  the  Superintendent  shall  approve,  and  the  name  of 
the  substitute  is  to  be  inserted  in  the  matron's  journal. 
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140.  Whenever  slie  thinks  it  necessary,  or  whenever  directed 
hy  the  Superintendent,  she  shall  search  any  female  visitor  to 
prisoners,  the  search  to  he  in  the  presence  of  females  only. 

141.  She  shall  read  or  cause  to  be  read  to  every  female  prisoner 
on  admission  such  of  the  rules  as  relate  to  the  conduct  or  treatment 
of  female  prisoners,  and  once  in  every  three  months  repeat  the 
same. 

142.  She  shall  superintend  the  work  done  by  female  prisoners, 
see  that  the  female  prisoners  committed  to  hard  labour  are  con- 
stantly employed  during  the  appointed  hours  of  labour,  in  such 
labour  or  employment  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Visiting  Com- 
mittee ;  as  far  as  practicable  provide  employment  for  other 
convicted  female  prisoners,  and  also  for  prisoners  before  trial  who 
may  be  wilKng  to  be  employed,  and  keep  a  record  of  the  clothes 
made  and  the  issue  thereof. 

143.  She  shall  have  charge  of  the  prison  clothing,  bedding  and 
linen  and,  if  required,  assist  in  the  purchase  of  any  articles 
required  for  her  department,  and  shall  report  from  time  to  time 
to  the  Superintendent  any  deficiencies  of  the  stock  required  for 
carrying  on  the  prison  work  in  her  department. 

Subordinate  Officers. 

144.  All  officers  or  attendants,  other  than  the  Superintendent, 
the  prison  surgeon  and  the  chaplain,  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
subordinate  officers. 

145.  All  officers  of  the  prison  shall  obey  the  directions  of  the 
Superintendent,  subject  to  these  regulations,  and  all  subordinate 
officers  shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
Superintendent,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  and 
the  duties  of  each  subordinate  officer  shall  be  inserted  in  a  book 
to  be  kept  by  him,  to  be  called  his  instruction  book. 

146.  Subordinate  officers  shall  not  absent  themselves  from  the 
prison  without  leave  from  the  Superintendent,  and,  before  absenting 
themselves,  shall  leave  their  keys,  instruction  books  and  report 
books  in  the  office  of  the  keeper. 

147.  They  shall  not  be  permitted  to  receive  any  visitors  within 
the  prison  without  permission  of  the  Superintendent. 

148.  They  shall  count  the  prisoners  at  locking  and  unlocking 
time,  and  shall  report  to  the  keeper  the  number  present  each 
time. 

149.  They  shall  daily  examine  the  state  of  the  cells,  furniture, 
looks  and  other  fastenings  as  soon  as  the  prisoners  leave  the  cells 
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in  the  morning,  and  shall  seize  all  prohibited  articles  which  they 
may  find,  and  deliver  them  to  the  keeper. 

150.  Subordinate  officers  desirous  of  obtaining  leave  will 
consult  the  chief  warder,  who  will  forward  their  application  to  the 
Superintendent,  in  order  that  he  should  have  sufficient  time  to 
arrange  their  places. 

151.  The  officer  in  charge  of  the  shed  shall  see  that  the 
prisoners  under  medical  treatment,  convalescents  and  those  for 
trial  are  at  all  times  kept  apart  from  felons  and  misdemeanants. 

152.  The  officer  in  charge  of  the  cooks  shall  not  leave  the 
kitchen  under  any  pretence,  without  being  properly  relieved. 
He  shall  take  the  whole  of  the  cooks  to  receive  the  rations 
from  the  chief  warder,  who  shall  superintend  the  weighing  of 
them  when  brought  in  by  the  contractor ;  he  shall  also  march 
the  whole  of  them  into  the  shed  for  the  purpose  of  distributing 
the  rations,  morning  and  evening  ;  he  shall  not  leave  knives, 
axes  or  anything  likely  to  facilitate  escape  in  a  loose  manner 
about  the  kitchen,  and,  before  leaving  the  yard,  such  articles 
as  shall  be  in  his  use  during  each  day  shall  be  taken  to  the 
chief  warder,  who  shall  lock  them  up  in  the  store ;  tin  plates, 
cups,  &c.,  shall  not  be  kept  in  any  part  of  the  yard  except  the 
kitchen. 

153.  The  officer  in  charge  of  shot  drill  and  tread-mill  men 
shall  keep  the  proper  time ;  for  every  ten  minutes  on  the  mill, 
five  minutes  rest,  and  the  same  at  shot  drill.  He  shall  see 
that  both  places  are  secured  and  locked  each  day  before  leaving, 
and  shall  not  allow  any  prisoner  or  officer  to  be  loitering  about 
that  part  of  the  premises  while  the  men  are  undergoing  their 
punishment. 

154.  All  subordinate  officers  shall  pay  strict  attention  to 
cleanliness  of  person  and  dress,  and  shall  at  all  times  while  on 
duty,  within  the  prison,  wear  a  plain  uniform,  the  materials  to  be 
provided  by  the  Colonial  G-overnment,  and,  further,  shall  conform 
to  such  regulations  concerning  their  dress  as  may  be  established. 

_  155.  The  uniform  shall  be  issued  to  the  officers  as  may  be 
directed. 

156._  Mackintoshes  shall  be  issued  for  the  use  of  officers  con- 
cerned in  the  discipline  of  the  prison  and  for  gate-keepers.  They 
are  to  last  three  years  and  then  become  the  property  of  the 
officers. 

157.  All  wrangling  or  disputes  about  points  of  duty  between 
officers  of  the  prison  are  strictly  prohibited.  Any  question  of 
this  kind  must  be  referred  immediately  for  the  decision  of  the 
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Superintendent,  and,  if  it  should  te  found  that  any  such 
complaints  are  frivolous  or  vexatious  or  arise  from  a  spirit  of 
ill-feeling,  malice  or  revenge,  a  minute  thereof  is  to  he  entered  in 
the  "  Officers'  Misconduct  Book." 

158.  Any  wrangling  or  discussion  ahout  private  matters  between 
officers  and  servants,  within  the  prison  or  elsewhere  on  duty,  is 
also  strictly  forbidden,  and  they  must  be  careful  to  avoid,  as  much 
as  possible,  speaking  about  or  discussing  any  of  the  arrangements 
or  any  occurrence  within  the  prison,  either  among  themselves  or 
with  any  person  not  connected  with  the  establishment. 

159.  Any  subordinate  officer  or  servant  having  any  grievance 
connected  with  his  duty  or  situation  in  the  prison  must  state  the 
same  respectfully  in  writing  for  the  decision  of  the  Superintendent, 
or  if  necessary  for  appeal  to  higher  authority. 

Gtate-Keeper. 

160.  The  officer  acting  as  gate-keeper  may  examine  all  articles 
carried  in  or  out  of  the  prison,  and  may  stop  any  person  suspected 
of  bringing  into  the  prison  spirits  or  other  prohibited  articles,  or 
of  carrying  out  any  property  belonging  to  the  prison,  giving 
immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  keeper. 

161.  The  gate-keeper  posted  at  the  entrance  of  the  prison 
shall  have  charge  of  the  keys  of  the  gates,  and  shall  unlock 
them  in  the  morning  for  the  admission  of  the  officers  and 
persons  authorised  to  enter,  and  lock  them  for  the  night  at  such 
hours  as  the  Superintendent  shall  from  time  to  time  direct. 

162.  He  shall  not  leave  his  post  without  permission  from  the 
keeper,  except  at  such  stated  times  daily  as  he  may  be  relieved 
by  another  officer  for  the  purpose  of  taking  his  meals. 

163.  He  shall  search  all  prisoners  leaving  the  prison,  and 
when  returning  from  labour,  and  shall  take  away  any  articles 
he  may  find  in  their  possession,  and  report  the  men  on  whom 
he  may  find  such  articles  to  the  chief  warder,  for  the  information 
of  the  Superintendent. 

164.  He  shall  be  on  duty  at  all  times  during  the  day,  and 
shall  take  alternate  night  duty,  and  is  to  appear  properly  dressed 
and  clean. 

165.  He  shall  assist  the  matron  when  called  upon  in  case  of 
misconduct  of  the  female  prisoners,  reporting  the  same  to  the 
Superintendent,  and  allow  no  prisoner  to  leave  the  prison  unless 
marched  out  in  charge  of  a  warder,  taking  the  orders  of  the 
Superintendent  as  a  guarantee,  or  in  his  absence  those  of  the  chief 
warder. 
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166.  He  shall  admit  miKtary  officers  or  other  authorised  persons 
visiting  military  prisoners  confined  in  the  prison. 

167.  He  shall  be  watchful  and  on  no  account  allow  any 
prisoner  to  pass  out  unless  under  charge  of  an  officer,  and  not 
allow  any  person,  not  being  an  officer  or  servant  of  the  prison 
or  duly  authorised  person,  to  pass  through  the  gate  without 
authority  from  the  Superintendent  or  chief  warder. 

168.  When  prisoners  are  employed  for  any  purpose  between 
the  gate  and  boundary  wall,  he  shall  keep  an  eye  on  their 
movements  and  immediately  report  any  irregularity  that  he  may 
observe  in  their  conduct. 

169.  He  shall  be  watchful  to  prevent  the  escape  of  prisoners ; 
and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  observe  carefully  the  appearance  of 
workmen,  labourers  or  other  strangers  passing  out  through  the 
gate,  in  order  to  detect  any  attempt  on  the  part  of  a  prisoner 
to  escape  in  disguise ;  he  shall  stop  and  search  any  person  whom 
he  may  have  cause  to  suspect  of  making  such  attempt. 

SUKGEON. 

170.  The  surgeon  shall  visit  the  prison  and  see  every  prisoner 
at  least  once  in  each  week,  and  oftener  (if  necessary).  He  shall 
daily  visit  the  prisoners,  if  any,  confined  in  punishment  cells ;  and 
he  shall  visit  daily,  and  oftener  (if  necessary) ,  such  of  the  prisoners 
as  are  sick,  and,  when  necessary,  shall  direct  any  prisoner  to  be 
removed  to  the  infirmary. 

171.  He  shall  examine  every  prisoner  brought  into  prison,  and 
shall  write  in  his  journal  the  state  of  health  of  such  prisoner. 

172.  He  shall  enter,  in  the  English  language,  day  by  day  in 
his  journal,  to  be  kept  in  the  prison,  an  account  of  the  state  of 
every  sick  prisoner,  the  name  of  his  disease,  a  description  of  the 
medicines  and  diet,  and  any  other  treatment  which  he  may  order 
for  such  prisoner. 

173.  He  shall,  once  at  least  in  every  three  months,  inspect 
every  part  of  the  prison  and  enter  in  his  journal  the  result  of 
such  inspection,  recording  therein  any  observations  he  may  think 
fit  to  make  as  to  its  cleanliness,  drainage  or  ventilation,  the 
quality  of  the  provisions,  any  insufficiency  of  clothing  or  bedding, 
any  deficiency  in  the  quantity  or  defect  in  the  quality  of  the 
water,  or  any  other  cause  which  may  affect  the  health  of  the 
prisoners. 

174.  Whenever  the  surgeon  has  reason  to  believe  that  the 
mind  of  a  prisoner  is  or  is  likely  to  be  injuriously  affected  by 
the  discipline  or  treatment  to  which  he  is  subjected,  he  shall 
report  the  case  in  writing  to  the  Superintendent,  together  with 
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such  directions  as  he  may  think  proper,  and  whenever  the  surgeon 
is  of  opinion  that  the  life  of  any  prisoner  is  endangered  by 
continuance  in  prison,  the  surgeon  shall  report  such  opinion  and 
the-  grounds  thereof  to  the  Colonial  Secretary  for  the  information 
of  the  Grovernor. 

176.  In  the  event  of  any  prisoner  being  found  to  be  insane  the 
keeper  shall  forthwith  report  the  same  to  the  surgeon  who  shall, 
and  he  is  hereby  authorised  to,  take  the  necessary  steps  for  the 
conveyance  of  such  insane  person  to  the  lunatic  asylum,  in  the 
mode  pointed  out  by  the  *Lunacy  Eegulation  Ordinance,  1872. 

176.  The  surgeon  may,  in  any  case  of  danger  or  difficulty 
which  appears  to  him  to  require  it,  call  in  additional  medical 
assistance,  and  no  serious  operation  shall  be  performed  without  a 
previous  consultation  being  had  with  another  medical  practitioner 
except  under  circumstances  not  admitting  of  delay,  such  circum- 
stances to  be  recorded  in  his  journal. 

177.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  surgeon,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Grovernor,  to  remove  for  treatment,  under  the  charge  of  a 
warder,  any  prisoner  suffering  from  an  infectious,  contagious  or 
other  disease  to  any  hospital  within  the  Colony.  Any  such 
hospital  shall  for  the  purpose  of  this  regulation  be  regarded  as 
a  prison,  and  these  rules  and  regulations  shall  extend  to  any 
such  hospital  in  which  the  prisoner  is  a  patient. 

178.  Upon  the  recovery  of  such  prisoner  the  warder  in  charge 
shall  take  him  back  to  the  prison  to  serve  the  residue  of  his 
sentence. 

179.  The  surgeon  shall  forthwith  on  the  death  of  any  prisoner 
enter  in  his  journal  the  following  particulars,  viz.,  at  what  time 
the  deceased  was  taken  ill,  when  the  illness  was  first  communicated 
to  the  surgeon,  the  nature  of  the  disease,  when  the  prisoner 
died,  and  an  account  of  the  appearance  after  death,  together  with 
any  special  remarks  that  appear  to  him  to  be  required. 

180.  In  case  of  sickness,  necessary  engagement,  or  leave  of 
absence,  the  surgeon  shall  appoint  a  substitute,  approved  of  by 
the  Colonial  Secretary.  The  name  and  residence  of  his  substitute 
shall  be  entered  in  his  journal. 

181.  The  surgeon  shall  attend  any  resident  officer  or  sub- 
ordinate officer  or  servant  of  the  prison  who  may  be  unwell  and 
shall  make  known  the  nature  of  the  illness  to  the  Superintendent. 

182.  The  surgeon  is  authorised  to  direct  that  a  prisoner  be 
placed  at  lighter  labour  than  that  assigned  to  him  under  these 
regulations,  if  he  shall  be  of  opinion  that  it  is  proper  to  do  so  and 

*  Now  Ordinance  No.  6  of  1902. 
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provided  that  such  order  and  the  grounds  thereof  are  duly  entered 
in  his  journal. 

183.  He  shall  attend  all  corporal  punishments  and  his  instruc- 
tions thereon  for  preventing  injury  to  health  shall  be  obeyed. 

184.  In  every  such  case,  before  corporal  pupishment  is  inflicted, 
the  surgeon  shall  ascertain  that  the  prisoner  is  in  a  fit  state  to 
undergo  such  punishment. 

185.  He  shall  be  required  to  certify  before  any  prisoner  is 
made  to  undergo  dietary  punishment  that  such  prisoner  is  able  to 
bear  the  same. 

186.  He  is  to  examine,  when  required,  all  candidates  for 
employment  as  subordinate  officers  or  servants  of  the  prison  who 
may  be  sent  to  him  for  that  purpose,  and  report  whether  they 
possess  the  necessary  qualifications  as  to  health  and  strength  and 
their  capability  to  perform  their  work. 

187.  When  he  shall  observe,  or  be  called  on  to  attend  any 
subordinate  officer  or  servant  of  the  establishment  who  may  be 
incapacitated  by  illness  from  the  performance  of  his  duties,  he 
shall  report  upon  the  nature  of  such  illness  to  the  Superintendent 
and  shall  afterwards  report  from  time  to  time  the  state  of  such 
officer's  or  servant's  health. 

188.  He  shall  from  time  to  time  examine  the  prisoners  sentenced 
to  hard  labour  during  the  time  of  their  being  so  employed. 


Prison  Dresser. 

189.  The  prison  dresser  shall  be  an  officer  of  the  prison,  reside 
in  the  prison  and  perform  the  duties  of  hospital  warder. 

190.  All  irregularities  or  offences  connected  with  the  manage- 
ment of  the  infirmary  shall  be  dealt  with  by  the  surgeon,  who 
shall  report  the  more  serious  offences  to  the  Colonial  Secretary. 

191.  Minor  breaches  of  discipline  or  regulations  connected 
with  the  prison,  as  apart  from  the  infirmary,  shall  be  dealt  with 
by  the  Superintendent  and  punished  by  admonition  or  fine,  the 
latter  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Grovernor.  More  serious 
offences  of  the  above  nature  shall  be  investigated  by  the  Super- 
intendent who  shall  forward  his  report,  together  with  any 
explanation  the  dresser  may  have  to  give,  to  the  Colonial 
Secretary,  who  shall  transmit  it  to  the  surgeon  for  his  remarks 
previous  to  submitting  it  to  the  Governor. 
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192.  All  leave  of  absence  shall  be  granted  by  the  surgeon  who 
shall,  on  doing  so,  report  to  the  Superintendent  the  time  and 
duration  of  the  leave  and  the  name  and  address  of  a  substitute. 

193.  Should  the  substitute  provided  to  attend  at  the  prison  in 
the  absence  of  the  prison  dresser  commit  any  breach  of  the  prison 
regulations,  he  will  be  reported  by  the  Superintendent  to  the 
surgeon,  who  shall  deal  with  the  case  in  the  usual  manner. 

Officers  in  Gteneeal. 

194.  It  is  the  duty  of  all  officers  to  treat  the  prisoners  with 
kindness  and  humanity,  to  listen  patiently  to  and  report  their 
complaints  or  grievances,  being  at  the  same  time  firm  in  main- 
taining order  and  discipline  and  enforcing  complete  observance 
of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  prison. 

195.  No  officer  shall  strike  a  prisoner  unless  compelled  to  do 
so  in  self  defence. 

PART  II. 

Mark  System. 

196.  Every  convict  sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  three  years 
or  upwards  shall  have  his  time  of  detention  represented  by  a 
certain  number  of  marks,  calculated  at  the  rate  of  six  marks  for 
each  day  of  his  sentence ;  and  if  in  accordance  with  these  rules 
he  shall,  by  hard  and  steady  labour,  earn  that  number  of  marks 
before  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  he  is  sentenced,  he 
shall  thereupon  be  released  on  such  conditions  as  the  Governor 
may  order. 

197.  Every  convict  may  earn  a  remission  of  one-fourth  part 
of  his  sentence. 

198.  If  a  convict's  conduct  is  bad  he  shall  be  liable  to  be 
fined  by  the  Superintendent  a  certain  number  of  marks  according 
to  the  nature  and  degree  of  the  offence,  and  shall  tbus  lose 
by  his  misconduct  the  whole  or  portion  of  the  remission  he 
may  have  gained  by  his  industry.  This  rule  shall  not  affect 
the  power  of  the  Superintendent  to  punish  by  other  legal  means, 
as  an  alternative  or  in  addition  to  the  forfeiture  of  marks ;  the 
Superintendent's  power  to  fine  convicts  for  any  one  offence  is 
restricted  to  60  marks. 

199.  The  soaie  of  marks  shall  be  as  follows : — 

Eight  marks  for  a  full  day's  hard  and  steady  labour. 
Seven  marks  for  a  less  degree  of  industry. 
Six  marks  for  a  minimum  day's  work. 
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200.  The  marks  are  to  be  calculated  at  the  rate  of  6  per  diem 
commencing  from  the  date  of  conyiction. 

201.  If  hy  hard  and  steady  labour  a  convict  gains  8  marks 
every  day  and  loses  none  for  misconduct,  he  shall  receive  a 
remission  of  one-fourth  part  of  his  sentence  and  a  proportionate 
remission  for  any  less  number  of  marks. 

202.  Convicts  on  light  labour  shall  be  able  to  earn  only 
7  marks  at  the  most,  unless  specially  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
Superintendent,  who  shall  give  special  attention  to  cases  in  which 
prisoners  are  losing  marks  by  being  kept  upon  light  labour. 

203.  Convicts  undergoing  punishment  for  prison  offences  shall 
receive  6  marks  a  day  during  the  period  of  such  punishment. 

204.  Convicts  in  hospital  shall  receive  6  marks  a  day,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Superintendent. 

205.  On  Sundays  and  other  non-working  days  marks  shall  be 
given  for  conduct  as  indicated  by  the  previous  week's  record. 

206.  Whenever  any  convict  shall  have  gained  the  necessary 
marks  for  remission  the  Superintendent  shall  at  once  report  the 
same  to  the  Colonial  Secretary  for  the  Grovernor's  directions. 

207.  A  register  of  marks  shall  be  kept  by  the  chief  warder, 
and  shall  be  in  the  Form  A  hereto  annexed. 

208.  The  marks  shall  be  awarded  by  the  officer  in  charge 
of  each  working  gang  and  entered  by  him  in  his  gang-book  at 
the  end  of  each  day's  work.  The  officer  shall,  on  his  return 
to  the  prison,  hand  in  his  record  of  marks  for  the  day  to  the 
chief  warder,  who  shall  file  the  same  and  enter  the  marks  in  the 
register  at  the  earliest  opportunity  and  not  later  than  the  following 
Monday.  The  prison  dresser  shall  also  keep  a  record  of  marks, 
which  he  shaU  hand  in  daily  to  the  chief  warder,  who  shall  enter 
the  same  in  the  mark  register  not  later  than  the  following 
Monday. 

209.  The  attention  of  the  Superintendent  is  directed  to  the 
importance  of  paying  constant  attention  to  the  details  of  the 
working  of  the  system  of  marks,  in  order  to  ensure  care  in 
awarding  and  recording  the  marks  gained  by  convicts,  and  a 
proper  check  on  the  correctness  of  the  entries  of  marks  gained  or 
forfeited. 

210.  The  Superintendent  shall  take  every  means  of  seeing 
that  the  officer  in  charge  of  each  working  gang  awards  bis  marks 
fairly,  and  for  that   purpose   shall   visit   the  works  in  progress 
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or  any  of  them  from  time  to  time  and  take  such  other  steps 
as  he  may  think  necessary  and  desirable  for  the  proper  carrying 
out  of  the  "  Mark  System." 

211.  The  Superintendent  shall  enter  in  the  marks  register  and 
record  sheet  of  each  convict  any  forfeiture  of  marks  he  may  inflict, 
and  the  chief  warder  shall  exercise  great  care  in  transferring  the 
same  to  the  "  Marks  Eegister." 

212.  The  Superintendent  shall  carefully  inspect  and  initial 
the  register  of  marks  once  a  week. 

213.  No  oiBcer  shall  be  appointed  to  take  charge  of  a  working 
gang  until  the  Superintendent  is  satisfied  that  he  thoroughly 
understands  the  system  of  marking. 

214.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  warder  to  take  every 
means  of  seeing  that  the  officers  award  the  marks  fairly,  and 
he  shall  frequently  explain  the  system  to  them  and  shall  be 
responsible  for  their  understanding  their  duty  in  this  respect. 

215.  Every  officer  not  executing  this  duty  efficiently  shall  be 
at  once  reported  to  the  Superintendent. 

216.  Every  convict  shall  have  explained  to  him  at  reasonable 
times  his  mark  sheet  and  the  whole  system  generally. 


PART  III. 
Rules  to  be  obseuved  by  Prison  Officers  in  charge  of 

GrANGS    WORKING    OUTSIDE    THE    PrISON    WaLLS. 

217.  At  5.20  a.m.  the  prison  officers  in  charge  of  gangs  shall 
parade  in  the  prison  yard. 

218.  Upon  receiving  his  gang  of  prisoners,  each  officer  shall 
count  them,  and  he  shall  also  count  the  tools  which  he  receives. 
These  numbers  shall  be  entered  in  his  gang-book  before  he 
leaves  the  prison,  and  the  entries  must  be  checked  by  the  chief 
warder  or  other  officer  detailed  for  that  purpose,  who  shall  not 
despatch  the  gangs  until  he  is  satisfied  that  they  are  correct. 

219.  The  officer  in  charge  shall  then  march  the  different 
gangs  of  prisoners  two  abreast  by  the  most  direct  roads  to  the 
place  of  labour,  keeping  always  to  the  left  hand  side  of  the 
road.  He  shall  not  allow  more  than  one  pace  between  each  pair 
of  prisoners. 
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220.  The  escort  shall  march  at  equal  distances  from  each 
other  on  hoth  sides  of  the  gangs  and  ahreast  of  them.  Each 
officer  in  charge  of  a  gang  shaU  march  in  a  position  from  which 
he  can  see  the  whole  of  his  gang. 

221.  No  prisoner  shall  he  allowed  to  break  gang  while  on  the 
public  road  except  in  case  of  illness,  when  the  whole  gang  shall  be 
halted  until  the  prisoner  so  falling  out  with  the  officer's  permission 
returns  or  is  sent  back  to  the  prison  under  escort. 

222.  On  reaching  the  place  of  labour,  the  officer  in  charge  shall 
first  count  his  gang  ;  he  shall  then  himself  distribute  the  tools  and 
place  the  escort  in  a  circle  round  the  gang. 

223.  No  prisoner  shall  be  allowed  to  pass  the  line  of  escort ; 
but,  if  a  prisoner  reports  that  he  requires  to  use  the  latrine  screen, 
he  shall  be  permitted  to  do  so  in  charge  of  one  man  of  the  escort. 

224.  One  man  of  the  escort  shall  not  be  despatched  in  charge 
of  more  than  one  prisoner. 

225.  At  9.45  a.m.  work  shall  cease  and   the  gang  shall  be 
marched  back  to  the  prison  for  breakfast.     At  11.30  a.m.  work' 
shall  be  resumed,  and  it  shall  cease  for  the  day  at  3.45  p.m., 
when  the  officer  in  charge  shall  cause  the  prisoners  to  fall  in  and 
march  them  to  the  prison. 

226.  When  any  gang  is  visited  by  the  Superintendent,  the 
chief  warder  or  other  officer  detailed  for  that  purpose,  the  officer 
in  charge  shall  at  once  count  the  prisoners,  salute  and  report, 
"  All  correct.  Sir,  No.  5  party,  15  men,"  or  as  the  case  may  be, 
or  make  any  complaint  he  may  think  proper. 

227.  In  the  event  of  any  gross  misconduct  or  insubordination 
on  the  part  of  any  prisoner,  he  is  to  be  marched  back  to  the  prison 
in  charge  of  one  man  of  the  escort. 

228.  When  an  escape  occurs  the  officer  in  charge  shall  at  once 
cause  his  gang  _  to  fall  in.  He  shall  then  send  one  of  the 
escort  in  pursuit  of  the  escaped  prisoner  or  prisoners  and 
immediately  march  his  gang  back  to  the  prison  as  rapidly  as 
possible.  On  arriving  at  the  prison  he  shall  report  the  escape 
to  the  chief  warder,  or  other  officer  detailed  for  that  purpose, 
and  having  done  so  shall  at  once  return  with  the  remaining 
escort  to  the  place  where  the  escape  took  place  and  commence 
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a  search,  with  the  assistance  of  the  escort,  which  must  he 
continued  until  the  prisoner  is  re-oaptured  or  darkness  sets  in. 

229.  The  officer  in  charge  shall  watch  carefully  during  the  day 
how  each  prisoner  does  his  work  and  at  the  end  of  the  day's  work 
shall  place  marks  against  the  number  of  each  prisoner  in  the  gang 
book,  thus : — 

Eight  against  the  number  of  each  prisoner  who  does  his  full 
task  and  labours  hard  and  steadily  all  day ; 

Seven  against  the  number  of  each  prisoner  who  does  his  full 
task  but  with  less  industry  ; 

Six  against  the  number  of  each  prisoner  who  does  only  a 
minimum  day's  work  ; 

but  if  a  prisoner  only  earn  six  marks  daily  for  three  days  in 
succession  he  shall  be  reported  for  idleness.  Prisoners  who  are 
idle  and  loiter  shall  be  reported. 

230.  Officers  in  charge  of  gangs  shall  not  take  orders  from 
any  persons  except  their  superior  officers.  But  if  there  is  any 
foreman  of  works  or  other  person  in  charge  of  the  work  his 
direction  shall  be  obeyed  as  to  actual  work  to  be  done  at  the 
particular  place  where  the  gang  has  been  ordered  to  work,  if  such 
directions  can  be  carried  out  without  breaking  any  of  these  rules. 

231.  Any  breach  of  prison  rules  by  any  prisoner  shall  be  noted 
in  the  gang  book  of  the  officer  in  charge  of  his  gang,  which  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  chief  warder  on  returning  to  the  prison. 


232.  The  officer  in  charge  shall  take  the  name  and  address 
of  any  civilian  who  speaks  to,  interferes  with  or  in  any  way 
communicates  with  any  prisoner ;  if  such  person  refuses  to  give 
his  name  and  address,  the  said  officer  may  arrest  such  person  and 
despatch  one  of  the  escort  to  report  the  matter  to  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  Civil  Police.  Every  such  offender  shall  be  liable, 
on  conviction  before  any  magistrate,  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
ten  pounds. 


233.  At  least  once  every  three  months  the  prison  officers  shall 
parade  in  the  prison  yard  when  Part  III.  of  these  rules  shall  be 
read  to  them  by  the  keeper,  who  shall  record  that  he  has  done  so 
in  his  journal. 


234.  Each  officer  shall  carefully  study  these  rules.  If  he  breaks 
any  one  of  them,  he  is  liable  to  instant  dismissal.  When  on  duty 
he  shall  carry  a  copy  of  Part  III.

Medical  officers  and  dressers  appointed  for  service  with  the 
Frontier  Police  are  not  interchangeable  with  other  members  of 
the  medical  department  unless  the  convenience  of  the  public  service 
requires  it. 

2,  In  the  interests  of  discipline  they  must  be  subject  to  the 
orders  of  the  officer  commanding  the  Frontier  Police  in  the 
district  or  station  in  which  they  are  serving  and,  as  a  matter 
of  course,  in  cases  of  emergency  within  the  Protectorate,  it  will 
be  competent  for  such  commanding  officer  or  the  Inspector- 
General,  when  within  the  Protectorate,  to  dispose  of  their  services, 
according  to  his  discretion  and  the  exigencies  of  the  service,  but 
as  a  usual  rule  the  channel  through  which  orders  must  be  sent 
to  them  will  be  the  Principal  Medical  Officer,  who,  however, 
excepting  those  relating  to  the  routine  of  his  department,  will 
not  issue  them  without  previous  reference  to  the  Colonial  Secretary, 
who,  after  referring  them  to  the  Inspector  General  for  his 
observations,  will  submit  them  for  the  approval  of  the  Governor.

Whereas  it  is  provided  by  Section  2  of  the  Wild  Animals,  Birds  Regulations 

and  Fish  Preservation  Ordinance,  1901  (No.  30  of  1901),  that  the  as  to  the 

Grovernor-in-Council  may  make,  alter  and  revoke  regulations  with  orwUd^*^"'^ 

respect  to  the  issue  and  forms  of  licences,  and  the  conditions  under  animals  in  the 

which  such  licences  may  he  issued,  and  also  with  respect  to  the  Colony  and 

prohibition  of  the  hunting  of  wild  animals  by  any  persons  except  o/s^en-T^*^ 

holders  of  such  licences :  Leone. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Charles  Anthony  King-Harman,  Governor  of 

the  Colony  of  Sierra  Leone,  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive 

Council  of  the  Colony,  do  hereby  revoke  the  regulations  made  in 

the  Executive  Council  on  the  30th  day  of  September,  1902,  and 

which  came  into  force  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1903,  and  in 

lieu  thereof  do  make  the  following  regulations : — 

1.  In  these  regulations  : — 

"  Non-native  "  means  any  person  not  born  in  or  domiciled  in 

the  Colony  or  the  Protectorate,  as  the  case  may  be. 
"  Hunt"  includes  killing  or  capturing  by  any  methods,  and  all 

attempts  to  hunt,  kill  or  capture. 
"  Wild   animal "  means   any  of  the   animals    mentioned    in 

Schedules   I.  to   IV.    of    the   said    Ordinance,    except 

Erancolin,  Guinea  fowl  and  other  game  birds. 

2.  No  non-native  shall  hunt  any  wild  animal  within  the 
Colony  or  Protectorate  of  Sierra  Leone  without  having  a  licence 
from  the  Governor  in  one  of  the  forms  in  the  schedule  hereto 
or  as  provided  by  Regulation  7  hereof. 

3.  Any  non-native  hunting  any  wild  animal  without  a  licence 
or  contrary  to  the  terms  of  his  licence  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine 
not  exceeding  £2-5,  or  imprisonment  with  or  without  hard 
labour  not  exceeding  six  months. 

4.  The  Governor  before  issuing  a  licence  may  in  his  discretion 
require  the  applicant  to  deposit  £100  as  security  for  his  com- 
pliance with  the  terms  of  the  licence.

5.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Governor,  before  issuing  a  licence, 
to  modify  such  licence  in  any  one  or  more  of  the  following 
ways : — 

(a)  By  prohibiting  the  killing  or  capturing  of  more  than  one 

of  the  wild  animals  permitted  by  a  licence  to  be  hunted ; 

(b)  By  prohibiting  the  hunting  of  any  wild  animal  mentioned 

in  any  licence ; 

(c)  By  adding  to  the  list  of  wild  animals  in  any  licence  pro- 

hibited  to   be   hunted   the   names   of   any  other  wild 
animals. 

6.  Every  licence  must  be  produced  when  called  for  by  any 
officer  of  the  Colony  or  Protectorate.  Its  non-production  without 
good  and  sufficient  reason  when  demanded  shall  render  the  holder 
liable  to  the  same  penalty  as  if  he  had  no  licence. 

7.  If  a  licence  is  lost  or  destroyed,  the  licensee  may,  on  pay- 
ment of  a  fee  not  exceeding  one-fifth  of  the  original,  obtain  a 
fresh  licence  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  for  which  his  former 
licence  was  available.

the  right  bank  of  that  river  to  a  point  due  east  of  Kenema,  thence 
by  a  direct  line  to  Kenema,  thence  along  the  road  leading  through 
Serabu,  Dehema  and  Tenne  to  Faiama,  thence  along  the  road 
leading  through  Koranko,  Baoma  and  Bo  to  Jama,  thence  along 
the  boundary  of  the  Ronietta  District  to  the  spot  on  the  left  bank 
of  the  Jong  Eiver,  half  a  mile  below  Matuba.

KARENE  DISTEICT.

INSTEUCTIONS. 

2.  By  law  the  house  tax  in  the  Protectorate  becomes  due  on  Collection  of 
January   Ist.     This   fact  must  not  be  regarded  as  placing  any  ^°g^pgg''^^g 
obligation  on  the  chiefs   to  commence  collecting  the  house  tax  in  the  Pro- ' 
before  January,  but   arrangements   have   been   made  by  which  tectorate  and 
the  chiefs  are  enabled  to  lodge  any  moneys  thus  collected  for  i?*+®- ^^^''^''■" 
safe    custody  in   the    Post-Office   Savings   Bank.     The   danger 
connected  with  the  collection   of  house  tax  by  the  paramount 
chiefs  before  January  1st  lies  in  the  facility  thereby  afforded 
to  a  bad  chief   to   collect  from   a   town  more  than  the   latter 
would   have   to    pay   on    January    1st.     This    danger    can    be 
obviated : — 

(a)  By    instructing  the   paramount   chiefs   that   they    should 

inform  the  various  towns  in  their  chiefdom  that  it  is 
better  for  these  towns  to  gradually  collect  during  the 
year  money  towards  meeting  the  tax  on  January  1st 
of  the  succeeding  year.  The  paramount  chief  should 
point  out  the  unwisdom  of  selling  rice  immediately  it 
is  garnered  :  it  should  be  sold  when  the  price  rises. 

(b)  By  instructing  the  paramount  chiefs  that  where  a  town 

has  collected  moneys  in  anticipation  of  the  house  tax, 
and  where  that  town  is  anxious  to  pay  over  the  money 
thus  collected  for  safe  custody  to  the  paramount  chief, 
such  payment  must  be  made  by  the  town  to  the  para- 
mount chief  in  the  presence  of  the  District  Commissioner. 

(c)  By    instructing    the    paramount    chiefs    that    under    no 

circumstances  must  they  fine  any  town  for  not  making 
payments  towards  the  house  tax  before  January  Ist. 

3.  The  ideal  system  of  collecting  house  tax  would  be  for  the 
District  Commissioner  to  collect  the  amount  in  the  principal  town 
of  each  chiefdom ;  it  is  impracticable,  however,  to  make  this 
system  of  collection  compulsory  in  all  cases.  It  is  possible  for 
District  Commissioners  to  decide  upon  5  or  6  (or  more) 
conveniently  situated  towns  in  their  district  as  being  places  at 
which  the  house  tax  will  be  collected  in  their  district. 

The  system  of  collectiag  the  house  tax  solely  at  headquarters 
must  be  discontinued  from  and  after  the  1st  January,  1905.  The 
District  Commissioners  will  decide  upon  5  or  6  (or  more)  different 
towns  within  their  districts  to  which  they  will  journey  after 
January  1st,  for  the  purpose  of  their   collecting  the  house  tax. 

The  District  Commissioners  will  fix  the  date  at  which  they  will 
visit  each  such  town,  and  they  will  arrange  a  sufficient  period  of

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time  for  their  stay  at  each  such  place  for  a  period  sufficiently  long 
to  enable  them  to  receive  the  house  tax  from  the  paramount 
chief  in  which  each  such  place  is  situated,  and  also  from  the 
paramount  chiefs  of  chiefdoms  neighbouring  to  each  such  place. 
The  number  of  places  to  be  thus  determined  should  be  such  as  to 
make  it  possible  for  the  chief  of  every  town  to  bring  the  house  tax 
to  the  place  of  collection  and  to  return  to  his  town  within  a  total 
period  of  two  days. 

4.  The    system  of   receiving    payment  of   the  house  tax  will 
in  future  be  as  follows  : — 

Those  towns  who  voluntarily  decide  so  to  do  may  pay  to  the 
paramount  chief  the  amount  of  the  house  tax,  but  the 
paramount  chief  shall  not  have  power  (save  as  herein- 
after mentioned)  to  fine  any  town  for  not  making  the 
payment  to  him  otherwise  than  in  the  presence  of  the 
District  Commissioner. 

Every  chief  who  does  not  voluntarily  elect  to  pay  the  house 
tax  direct  to  the  paramount  chief  shall  attend  at  the 
towns  fixed  by  the  District  Commissioner  for  the 
collection  of  house  tax  in  that  part  of  the  district. 

Each  chief  will  attend  at  the  town  during  the  period  fixed  by 
the  District  Commissioner  for  the  collection  of  the  house 
tax.  The  several  paramount  chiefs  concerned  would  also 
attend  at  such  town  during  the  period  prescribed. 

The  District  Commissioner  (who  will  bring  with  him  the 
necessary  books,  &c.)  will  receive  the  house  tax  from 
each  paramount  chief,  but  the  paramount  chiefs  will  only 
receive  the  house  tax  from  the  chiefs  in  the  presence  of 
the  District  Commissioners. 

To  make  the  procedure  clear,  a  definite  example  is  given : — 
The  chief  or  headman  of  the  town  or  fakai  will  come 
into  the  room  in  which  the  District  Commissioner  is 
receiving  the  house  tax  from  the  paramount  chief 
concerned :  the  chief  or  headman  will  produce  the  house 
tax  and  will  pass  the  same,  in  the  presence  of  the 
District  Commissioner,  to  the  paramount  chief,  the 
latter  will  pass  the  amount  on  to  the  District  Com- 
missioner in  the  presence  of  the  chief  or  headman. 

The  District  Commissioner  will  then  check  the  account  in  the 
presence  of  the  paramount  chief  and  the  chief  or 
headman. 

If  the  amount  paid  is  in  excess  of  that  due,  the  excess  will 
be  passed  by  the  District  Commissioner  to  the  chief 
or  headman.  If  the  amount  is  under  the  sum  due, 
the  money  will  be  taken  on  account  and  the  balance 
will  be  paid  within  a  period  to  be  then  fixed  by  the 
District  Commissioner. 

If  there  is  a  dispute  as  to  the  correctness  of  the  roll,  the  District 
Commissioner  should  endeavour  to   settle  the   dispute 
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there  and  then,  but  if  the  dispute  cannot  be  quickly 
settled,  the  District  Commissioner  will  give  directions 
for  its  settlement  at  a  future  date. 

5.  The  above  system  will  afford  protection  to  the  sub-chiefs 
and  headmen  against  extortion,  but  the  defect  is  that  the  total 
amount  paid  may  be  less  than  that  which  is  actually  due.  To 
guard  against  this  danger,  political  officers,  while  on  patrol, 
should  compare  the  number  of  towns  in  each  town  or  fakai 
with  the  number  given  on  the  roll. 

6.  At  the  commencement  of  the  dry  season,  {i.e.,  during  the 
autumn  of  each  year)  the  District  Commissioner  should,  as  far 
as  possible,  amend  the  roll.  As  a  general  rule,  the  return 
made  by  the  paramount  chiefs  could  be  accepted,  that  is,  the 
District  Commissioners  should  not  attempt  to  check  the  accuracy 
of  the  return  made  as  to  the  number  of  houses  in  every  town  or 
fakai,  but  should  select,  according  to  their  discretion,  a  certain 
number  of  towns  or  fakais  in  each  chiefdom,  with  a  view  of 
checking  the  accuracy  of  the  return  made  by  the  paramount  chief 
with  respect  to  such  towns  or  fakais. 

7.  The  whole  of  the  commission  of  5  per  cent,  will  be  paid  to 
the  paramount  chief.  Any  sub-division  of  such  commission 
between  the  paramount  chief  and  the  sub-chiefs  and  headmen 
must  be  left  to  the  paramount  chief.  The  commission  should  be 
regarded  as  a  subsidy  to  the  paramount  chief  for  general  super- 
vision of  his  chiefdom,  and,  like  all  subsidies,  will  usually  be 
divided,  according  to  native  custom,  by  a  paramount  chief, 
between  himself  and  the  chiefs  and  headmen. 


8.  The  house  tax  payable  in  respect  of  houses  occupied  by 
non-natives  should  be  paid  by  the  persons  concerned  direct  to 
the  District  Commissioner.  A  separate  list  of  such  houses  (with 
the  name  of  the  non-native  occupier)  should  be  kept  by  each 
District  Commissioner,  so  that  he  may  be  able  when  inspecting 
a  town  to  know  whether  the  total  number  of  houses  therein 
agrees  with  the  number  of  houses  reported  by  the  paramount 
chief  plus  the  number  in  respect  of  which  the  house  tax  is  paid 
to  him  direct.  The  house  tax  in  respect  of  the  houses  referred 
to  in  this  paragraph  can  be  received  either  at  headquarters  or  at 
the  places  of  collection  above-mentioned. 

9.  The  first  week  in  January  should  be  spent  by  the  District 
Commissioners  at  the  headquarters  of  the  district  which  will 
naturally  be  a  "  place  of  collection  "  for  the  house  tax  payable  in 
respect  of  the  chiefdom  in  which  the  headquarters  are  situated  as 
well  as  for  the  neighbouring  chiefdoms. 
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10.  District  OommissioDers  should  endeavour  to  give  ample 
notice  to  the  inhabitants  concerned  : — 

(a)  Of  the  fact  that  any  town  or  place  is  to  be  a  "  place  of 

collection." 

(b)  Of  the   period  during  which   the   District   Commissioner 

will  visit  and  remain  at   each   such  town  or  place  of 
collection. 

11.  As  soon  as  possible  after  the  first  of  January  in  every 
year,  each  District  Commissioner  should  forward  to  the  Colonial 
Secretary  a  list  of  the  towns  or  places  of  coUeclion  fixed  by 
him  in  accordance  with  the  above  instructions,  and  also  a  state- 
ment showing  the  period  during  which  he  will  visit  and  stay 
at  such  towns  or  places  of  collection. 

12.  When  issuing  the  notices  with  respect  to  the  above  towns 
or  places  of  collection,  the  District  Commissioner  should  also 
announce  that  he  will  collect  moneys,  due  for  store  licences, 
spirit  licences,  &c.,  and  that  he  will  also  issue  such  licences  to 
persons  applying  for  the  same  at  such  towns  or  places  of 
collection. 

As  a  result  of  the  above  arrangement  it  will  be  necessary  for 
the  District  Commissioner  to  take  with  him  the  licence  books,  &c. 

13.  The  procedure  above  detailed  will  necessitate  the  District 
Commissioner  making  a  tour  during  the  commencement  of  each 
year  to  all  the  central  points  in  his  district.  During  sojourn  at 
place  of  collection,  the  District  Commissioner  should,  as  far  as 
practicable,  decide  all  local  disputes,  and  should  devote  sufficient 
time  to  hearing  and  determining  cases  in  the  District  Com- 
missioner's Court.  For  this  purpose  it  would  be  necessary  for 
him  to  hold  "District  Commissioner's  Court"  at  each  place  of 
collection,  and  for  this  purpose  he  should  take  with  him  the 
necessary  Court  books,  &c. 

14.  One  subject  aimed  at  in  prescribing  the  procedure  with 
respect  to  the  collection  of  house  tax,  is  to  remove  impression  from 
the  minds  of  the  natives  that  the  paramount  chief  is  that  of  a 
ruler  and  representative  of  the  native  inhabitants  in  his  chief dom. 

15.  Any  chief  or  headman  who  fails  to  pay  the  amount  of 
house  tax  due  in  respect  of  his  town  or  village,  in  the  manner 
above  described,  at  the  proper  place  of  collection,  should  be 
treated  as  a  defaulter,  and  payment  of  the  amount  due  from  him 
must  be  enforced  by  the  paramount  chief.  The  District 
Commissioner,  in  such  cases,  should  inform  the  chief  or  headman 
that  he  _  must  pay  the  amount  due  (plus  a  small  fine  for  the 
delay)  within  a  specified  time  and  that  in  default  the  payment 
of  the  amount  will  be  enforced  by  the  paramount  chief  plus  a 
further  fine   to  be  fixed  by  the  latter   as   punishment  for  the 
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failure  of  the  chief  or  headman  to  comply  with  the  law.  The 
District  Commissioner  will  authorise  the  paramount  chief  to 
take  the  necessary  action  against  the  chief  or  headman  if  the 
amount  due  is  not  paid  within  the  stipulated  period.  Care  must 
be  taken  not  to  treat  any  town  as  in  default  if  the  date  of  pay- 
ment sanctioned  in  paragraph  4  supra  has  not  expired. 

16.  The  District  Commissioners  should  take  every  opportunity 
of  explaining  that  the  system  of  collection  above  pKesoribed  is  the 
only  system  authorised  by  the  Government,  and  such  explanation 
should  be  given  by  them  not  only  to  the  paramount  chiefs,  but 
also  to  the  sub-chiefs,  headmen  and  the  traders  in  the  district. 
The  explanation  to  the  paramount  chiefs,  sub-chiefs  and  headmen 
should  be  given,  whenever  practicable,  at  a  public  meeting  so  that 
all  classes  may  be  made  acquainted  with  the  system.  Chiefs, 
traders  and  the  people  should  be  instructed  to  report  forthwith  to 
the  District  Commissioner  any  case  in  which  the  prescribed  system 
of  collection  is  not  being  followed. 

17.  If  a  chief dom  lies  partly  in  one  district  and  partly  in 
another,  the  whole  ehiefdom  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  and  form 
part  of  the  district  in  which  the  principal  town  of  the  paramount 
chief  is  situated  and  the  present  boundaries^  of  all  districts  are 
hereby  amended  according  to  all  purposes. 

18.  Two  and  one  half  per  cent,  commission  may  be  paid  by 
tbe  District  Commissioner  to  any  sub-chief  who,  by  reason  of 
scattered  fakai  or  other  cause,  had  been  put  to  exceptional  labour 
in  collecting  the  house  tax.

(b)  Any  sub-chief  or  headman  who  wilfully  makes  a  wrong 
assessment  of  House  Tax  to  the  paramount  chief  shall  be  liable  to 
a  fine  not  exceeding  £10. 

(c)  Any  paramount  chief  who  neglects  to  arrange  for  the 
assessment  of  his  dbiefdom  to  House  Tax,  or  who  neglects  to 
summon  the  sub-chiefs  or  headmen  to  attend  at  the  place  appointed 
by  the  District  Commissioner  for  the  collection  of  the  House  Tax 
shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  £20.

Eonietta  District  aforesaid ;  And  it  is  hereby  further  ordered 
that  in  the  Kwaia  Country  situated  in  the  Headquarters  District 
aforesaid  each  person  who  may  be  placed  in  charge  of  an  Alimami- 
ship  or  Sub-chiefdom  shall  so  long  as  the  office  of  Paramount 
Chief  remains  vacant  collect  the  amount  due  for  House  Tax  in 
respect  of  such  Alimamiship  or  Sub-chiefdom  and  shall  receive  a 
Commission  of  five  per  centum  in  respect  of  the  total  amount  to 
be  so  collected  by  him,  and  such  person  may  at  his  own  option 
either  send  the  amount  so  collected  to  the  Nem  Ghanna  or  Deputy 
Paramount  Chief  for  transmission  to  the  District  Commissioner, 
or  may  himself  pay  such  amount  to  the  District  Commissioner  in 
the  presence  of  the  said  Nem  Ghanna  or  Deputy  Paramount 
Chief :  And  it  is  hereby  further  ordered  that  the  said  Nem 
Gbanna  or  Deputy  Paramount  Chief  shall  receive  a  special  com- 
mission of  2^  pej'  centum  in  respect  of  the  total  amount  of  House 
Tax  collected  and  paid  in  respect  of  the  Kwaia  Country. 

Provided  always  that  no  commission  shall  in  any  case  be 
payable  unless  and  until  the  total  amount  due  for  House  Tax  in 
respect  of  the  Chiefdoms  hereinbefore  referred  to  shall  have  been 
paid.

1.  In  these  regulations  the  term  "The  Ordinance"  means  General 

"  The  Freetown  Waterworks  Ordinance,  1901 "  (No.  35  of  1901).  -regulations. 

"Principal  Ordinance"  means  "The  Freetown  Municipality 
Ordinance,  1893  "  (No.  6  of  1893),  and  any  Ordinance  amending 
the  same. 

2.  The  Water  Authority  shall  be  The  City  Council  of  Freetown 

I. 
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3.  The  Water  Aiithority  shall  at  its  first  regular  meeting  after 
the  coming  into  force  of  these  regulations  appoint  a  committee, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Principal  Ordinance,  to  manage  the 
waterworks  subject  to  the  general  control  of  the  Water  Authority. 


4.  The  Water  Authority  shall  appoint  a  suitable  officer  and 
staff  for  the  purpose  of  caiTying  on  the  undertaking  of  the  water- 
works and  shall  pay  all  such  salaries  and  expenses  as  are  directed 
in  the  Ordinance  to  be  paid  by  the  Water  Authority. 

Provided  that  the  officer  appointed  shall  be  a  person  nominated 
by  the  Grovemor.

AU  other  rates  and  charges  for  water  from  the  waterworks  shall 
be  payable  in  advance  to  the  City  coUeotor  and  be  recovered 
summarily  before  the  Police  Magistrate. 
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11,  All  water  rates  not  payable  in  advance  shall  be  levied,  paid, 
collected,  charged  and  secured  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  in 
the  Principal  Ordinance  in  respect  of  the  City  rate. 


12.  In  default  of  the  payment  of  any  water  supply  rate  the 
Water  Authority  shall  be  empowered,  after  fifteen  days'  notice,  to 
cut  off  or  disconnect  the  service. 


13.  The  service  may,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Water  Authority, 
be  re-laid  on  payment  of  all  sums  overdue  and  all  costs  and 
expenses  incurred. 

14.  The  Water  Authority  shall  be  empowered  to  cut  off  or 
disconnect  a  service  from  any  unoccupied  dwelling  for  which 
the  water  rates  for  the  current  year  shall  not  be  paid  unless  the 
owner  of  such  unoccupied  dwelling  shall  agree  with  the  Water 
Authority  to  be  responsible  for  the  payment  of  any  arrears  due 
for  such  service  and  of  any  sums  which  may  become  due  in 
respect  thereof  while  the  dwelling  remains  unoccupied. 


15.  Every  person  requiring  a  serviae  shall  apply  in  writing  to 
the  Water  Authority. 

16.  On  receipt  of  such  application  the  Water  Authority  shall 
cause  to  be  estimated  the  cost  of  laying  on  the  service  from  the 
nearest  main  to  the  points  on  the  tenement  where  the  supply  taps 
are  to  be  placed  and  shall  furnish  the  applicant  with  a  statement 
thereof,  and  on  payment  to  the  Water  Authority  of  the  amount 
as  estimated,  the  service  shall  be  laid  down. 


17.  In  the  event  of  the  amount  estimated  being  insufficient 
to  cover  the  cost  of  laying  down  the  service,  the  applicant  shall 
be  furnished  with  a  statement  and  shall  pay  the  difference  within 
one  month,  and  in  default  of  such  payment  the  service  may  be 
cut  off  or  disconnected  after  ten  days'  notice,  and  should  the 
amount  paid  be  in  excess  the  Water  Authority  shall  refund  the 
excess  to  the  applicant.

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any  leak  or  damage  that  may  occur  to  the  pipes  and  taps  and 
other  appliances  on  his  premises. 

20.  The  owner  or  occupier  of  tenements  provided  with  services 
prior  to  the  passing  of  these  regulations  shall  within  thirty  days 
after  the  receipt  of  notice  in  writing  from  the  Water  Authority 
cause  the  service  to  he  so  altered,  repaired  or  renewed  as  is 
certified  by  the  Water  Authority  to  he  necessary  to  prevent  waste 
of  water  or  damage  to  the  waterworks  or  to  the  public  distribution 
of  water. 

21-  If  the  said  owner  or  occupier  fail  to  alter,  repair  or  renew 
the  service  as  hereinbefore  directed  within  thirty  days  after  the 
receipt  of  such  notice  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Water  Authority 
to  cause  the  defective  service  to  be  disconnected  from  the  water- 
works, and  it  shall  not  be  re-connected  until  the  service  is  renewed, 
altered  or  repaired  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Water  Authority. 

22.  The  expenses  of  constructing,  altering  or  re-adjusting  all 
services  shall  be  borne  by  the  owner  of  the  tenement  to  which 
such  services  are  laid.

23.  The  Water  Authority  may  in  its  discretion  construct,  alter 
or  repair  any  service  at  the  request  of  the  owner  or  occupier,  and 
the  expenses  shall  be  payable  by  the  person  so  requesting  in  the 
same  manner  as  provided  in  these  regulations  with  regard  to  laying 
a  new  service. 

24.  The  Water  Authority  shall  have  the  right  to  finally  deter- 
mine all  matters  concerning  the  construction  or  alteration  of  a 
service,  such  as  the  size  and  quality  of  the  pipe  to  be  used  and  the 
manner  it  shall  be  laid  down  and  the  number,  size,  pattern  and 
position  of  every  tap. 

25.  The  master,  owner  or  agent  of  any  boat,  vessel  or  steamer 
requiring  water  shall  apply  to  the  Water  Authority.  The  sum 
of  tenpence  shall  be  payable  in  advance  for  every  100  gallons  or 
fractional  part  thereof  so  required.  The  water  shall  be  supplied 
under  the  supervision  of  an  officer  of  the  Water  Authority  and 
shall  be  taken  from  the  pipe  provided  for  that  purpose  on  payment 
in  advance  as  aforesaid. 

26.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Water  Authority,  or  any  person 
duly  authorised  in  writing  by  such  Authority,  at  any  time 
between  the  hours  of  6  a.m.  and  6  p.m.,  or  in  ease  of  urgency 
at  any  other  time  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned,  to 
enter  into  and  upon  any  tenement  into  or  upon  which  any  service 
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has  been  laid  or  into  and  upon  which  water  from  the  waterworks 
is  supplied  or  flows : — 

(1)  To  inspect  any  service  and  to  ascertain  whether  there  is 

any  waste,  leakage,  obstruction  or  damage  to  any  service 
or  meter  therein,  or  anything  in  connection  therewith 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  or  any 
regulations  made  thereunder. 

(2)  To  regulate,  repair  or  make  additions  to  any  service  or 

meter. 

(3)  To  read  or  take  the  register  of  any  entry  for  the  purpose  of 

ascertaining  the  amount  of  water  taken  or  used. 

Provided  always  that  the  power  to  enter,  regulate  or  repair  or 
make  additions  under  Sub-section  (2)  shall  not  be  exercised  except 
upon  two  hours  previous  notice  being  given  to  the  occupier  unless 
he  dispenses  therewith. 

27.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Water  Authority  to  diminish, 
withhold,  suspend,  stop,  turn  off  or  divert  the  supply  of  water 
through  or  by  means  of  any  service  or  public  fountain,  either 
wholly  or  in  part,  whenever  such  Water  Authority  may  think 
fit  and  without  prejudice  to  any  water  rate,  meter  rent  or  other 
sums  due,  or  to  become  due  under  the  Ordinance  or  any  regulation 
made  thereunder: — 

(1)  Whenever  the  available  supply  of  water  from  the  water- 

works shall  in  the  opinion  of  the  Water  Authority  be 
insufficient ;  or 

(2)  Whenever  it  may  be  expedient  or  necessary  for  the  purpose 

of  extending,  altering  or  repairing  the  waterworks,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  connection  of  services  or  for  the  fixing 
of  meters ;  or 

(3)  Whenever  any  public  fountain  is  damaged  or  the  waters 

thereof  are  polluted  or  wasted  ;  or 

(4)  If  the  construction  or  laying  of  any  service  by  the  owner  of 

the  tenement  is  not  made,  altered  or  adjusted  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  or  any 
regulations  made  thereunder ;  or 

(5)  If  default  be  made  in  the  payment  of  mone)'s  due  under 

the  Ordinance,  or  any  regulations  made  thereunder, 
from  the  occupier  or  owner  of  the  tenement,  or  so  long 
as  such  default  continues,  or  at  the  request  of  the  owner 
of  the  tenement ;  or 

(6)  In  the  case  of  fire ;  or 

(7)  If  any  act  or  thing  be  done  or  omitted  contrary  to  the 

provisions  of  the  Ordinance  or  any  regulations  made 
thereunder  in  relation  to  such  service  or  public  fountain. 

28.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Water  Authority  to  fix  meters 
for    measuring    the    consumption    of    water    in    all    oases    of 
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non-domestic  supply,  and  the  Water  Authority  shall  call  upon 
the  owner  or  occupier  of  any  tenement  to  which  a  non-domestic 
supply  is  given  and  measured  by  meter  to  enter  into  an  agree- 
ment with  the  Water  Authority  to  pay  for  the  water  consumed 
in  or  upon  such  tenement  at  the  price  per  thousand  gallons 
hereinafter  set  forth,  and  to  pay  quarterly  in  advance  for  the 
use  of  the  meter  according  to  the  scale  of  rents  hereinafter  set 
forth.  Such  meter  shall  be  kept  in  repair  by  the  Water 
Authority.  If  such  owner  or  occupier  declines  or  neglects  to 
enter  into  such  agreement  for  a  period  exceeding  fourteen  days 
from  the  date  of  notice,  or  such  extended  period  as  may  be 
conceded  by  the  Water  Authority,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Water  Authority  to  disconnect  the  service  of  the  said  tenement 
from  the  waterworks. 

29.  A  deduction  of  three-quarters  of  the  general  water  rate 
will  be  allowed  in  all  eases  of  metered  supplies.

The  following  shall  be  the  scale  of  charges  for  water  and  meter 
rents  for  the  first  year  : — 

(a)  The  general  water  rate  payable  upon  all  tenements  situated 
within  the  prescribed  waterworks  area,  whether  provided 
with  services  or  not,  shall  be  2J  per  cent,  upon  the 
assessed  rental  of  lands,  houses  and  buildings. 

The  water  supply  rate  payable  with  respect  to  all  tenements 
provided  with  services  shall  be  one  pound  per  annum 
for  a  single  tap  and  thirty  shillings  if  more  than  one 
tap,  in  addition  to  the  aforesaid  general  rate.

1.  Every   concession   granted   under  the   authority   of  "  The  General  rules. 
Concessions    Ordinance,    1902,"    shall    be     registered    with    a 
distinguishing  name  and  number. 

2.  The  holder,  agent  or  representative  of  any  concession  shall 
furnish  to  the  Governor  or  to  any  officer  nominated  by  him 
a  monthly  return  in  duplicate  according  to  Form  A  of  these 
Rules,  in  respect  of  each  concession,  showing  the  amount  ^nd 
value  of  each  class  of  mineral,  precious  stone,  timber,  rubber 
or  other  products  obtained  from  any  land  the  subject  of  any 
concession,  and  such  return  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Grovernor 
of  the  Colony  within  30  days  after  the  close  of  each  month, 
and  shall  bear  the  distinguishing  name  and  registered  number  of 
the  concession  in  respect  of  which  the  return  is  furnished. 

3.  The  account  of  every  concession  granted  under  "  The 
Concessions  Ordinance,  1902,"  shall  be  kept  in  such  a  form  as  to 
allow  the  return  required  by  Rule  2  of  these  regulations  to  be 
easily  verified,  and  the  Treasurer  shall  have  the  right  to  direct 
that  modifications  be  made  in  the  method  of  keeping  the  accounts 
of  any  concession,  so  that  the  quantities  and  values  of  the  products 
in  the  monthly  return  may  be  promptly  and  easily  checked. 

4.  The  Treasurer  or  any  person  appointed  by  him  for  that 
purpose  shall  have  power  to  call  for  all  the  books,  vouchers, 
bills  and  accounts  of  any  concession  for  the  purposes  of  examina- 
tion or  for  comparison  with  the  return  prescribed  in  Rule  2 
of  these  Rules,  for  assessing  the  correct  amount  of  profits,  or 
for  any  other  purpose  he  may  consider  necessary  for  the  effectual 
carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance. 

6.  Upon  the  Treasurer  being  satisfied  as  to  the  correctness  of 
the  statement  of  profits  required  to  be  made  under  Section  29  of 
"  The  Concessions  Ordinance,  1902,"  by  the  holder  of  any 
concession,  he  shall  at  once  assess  the  duty  payable,  and  such  duty 
shall  be  paid  at  the  Colonial  Treasury  or  to  any  District 
Commissioner  or  Sub-Accountant  as  the  Treasurer  may  direct 
within  30  days  from  the  date  on  which  the  duty  was  assessed.

Court  Ordinance,  1904,"  and  Section  6  of  "The  Concessions 
Ordinance,  1902,"  I,  Philip  Crampton  Smyly,  the  Chief  Justice 
of  the  Colony  of  Sierra  Leone,  do  hereby  make  the  following  Rules 
under  the  said  Concessions  Ordinance,  1902. 

1.  In  these  Rules  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires  : — 
"  The  Ordinance  "'  means  "  The  Concessions  Ordinance,  1902." 
"  Claimant"  has  the  meaning  attached  to  it  in  Section  9  of  the 

Ordinance. 
"Court"  means  the  Concessions   Court  as   constituted  under 

Section  6  of  "  The  Concessions  Court  Ordinance,  1902." 


'  Approved  by  Legislative  Council  28th  September,  1904. 
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2.  Except  in  so  far  as  they  are  herein  or  in  the  Ordinance 
modified  the  rales  in  force  under  the  provisions  of  "  The 
Supreme  Court  Ordinance,  1904,"  shall  be  applied  in  all  matters 
and  proceedings  under  the  Ordinance  to  which  they  extend. 

3.  The  notice  of  a  concession  to  be  filed  under  Section  9  of  the 
Ordinance  shall  be  in  the  Form  A  in  the  Schedule  to  these  Rules. 

The  notice  shall  be  signed  by  the  claimant  or  his  agent  or 
attorney,  and  the  person  signing  it  shall  give  an  address  within 
two  miles  of  the  Court  House  in  Freetown. 

Any  notice  or  other  document  to  be  served  on  the  claimant 
shall  on  delivery  to  some  adult  inmate  at  such  address  be  deemed 
to  have  been  duly  served. 

The  Registrar  shall  number  each  notice  consecutively  as  it 
is  filed,  and  such  number  shall  be  the  number  of  the  enquiry 
as  to  such  concession  in  the  Court.

opposition  be  deemed  to  be  a  party  to  the  enquiry  into  such 
concession. 

Any  person  so  served  who  has  not  given  due  notice  as  aforesaid, 
and  any  person  not  so  served  may  at  any  time  by  leave  and 
on  such  terms  as  the  Court  may  think  just  be  made  a  party 
to  the  enquiry  for  the  purpose  of  opposition  or  otherwise.  Any 
opposition  may  be  generally  to  the  grant  of  any  certificate,  of 
validity,  or  to  a  grant  to  the  particular  person  claiming  the 
certificate,  or  to  the  grant  of  a  certificate  of  vahdity  in  the  terms 
claimed. 

Any  costs  incurred  in  consequence  of  the  intervention  of  any 
party  either  by  such  party  or  by  the  claimant  shall  be  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Court. 

13.  On  proof  of  the  service  of  the  Notice  B  or  H  as  the 
ease  may  be  on  the  claimant,  and  on  the  Court  being  satisfied 
that  the  notice  served  has  not  been  duly  complied  with,  the 
Court  shall,  unless  it  sees  good  reason  to  the  contrary,  strike 
out  the  enquiry. 

14.  The  Court  may  in  its  discretion  permit  a  party  to  appear 
by  any_  agent,  attorney,  linguist  or  other  representative  who 
may  satisfy  the  Court  that  he  has  authority  to  appear  for  such 
party. 

15.  At  the  opening  of  any  enquiry  into  the  validity  of  any 
concession  the  Court  shall,  before  going  into   enquiry,   require 
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proof  that  all  notices  under  Section  12  of  the  Ordinance  have 
beea  duly  published,  affixed  and  served :  Provided  that  the  Court 
may  for  good  reason  to  be  stated  in  the  judge's  notes  postpone 
such  proof  or  any  part  thereof  until  a  later  stage  in  the 
proceedings. 

16.  Where  an  enquiry  on  the  cause  list  has  been  called,  if  no 
party  appears  the  Court  shall,  on  being  satisfied  that  the  parties 
have  had  notice  of  the  date  of  the  hearing,  strike  the  enquiry 
out  of  the  cause  list,  and  shall  cause  notice  of  such  cause  having 
been  struck  out  to  be  served  on  the  claimant. 

17.  If  the  claimant  does  not  appear  the  Court  shall  ordinarily 
postpone  the  enquiry  and  direct  notice  of  the  postponement  to 
be  served  on  him,  but  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Court  for  good 
reason  to  be  stated  on  the  judge's  notes  to  proceed  with  the 
enquiry  or  strike  it  (5ut,  making  such  order  as  to  costs  in  favour 
of  any  party  appearing  as  seems  just. 

18.  If  the  claimant  appears  but  any  other  party  does  not 
appear  or  sufficiently  excuse  his  absence  or  neglects  to  answer 
when  duly  called  the  Court  may  postpone  the  hearing  and  direct 
notice  of  such  postponement  to  be  served  on  the  party  not 
appearing,  or,  on  proof  that  such  party  has  had  notice  of  the  date 
of  hearing,  may  proceed  with  the  enquiry. 

19.  Any  judgment  obtained  against  the  claimant  in  his  absence 
may,  on  sufficient  cause  being  shown,  be  set  aside  by  the  Court  upon 
such  terms  as  may  seem  fit. 

20.  Any  enquiry  struck  out  may,  by  leave  of  the  Court,  and 
on  such  terms  as  to  the  Court  mny  seem  just,  at  any  time  within 
three  months  from  the  date  of  such  striking  out  be  replaced  on 
the  cause  list.  Where  an  enquiry  has  been  struck  out  and  no 
application  to  replace  it  has  been  made  within  such  three  months, 
all  proceedings  with  respect  to  such  enquiry  shall  lapse  and  shall 
be  of  no  effect. 

21.  The  Court  shall  keep  a  book  (to  be  called  the  Concessions 
Record  Book)  containing  the  particulars  in  the  Form  I  in  the 
Schedule  to  these  Rules.  In  such  book  the  Registrar  shall  enter 
with  respect  to  each  concession  of  which  notice  has  been  filed 
in  the  Court  the  various  particulars  required  in  the  said  form. 

Any  entry  duly  made  in  such  book,  and  any  copy  of  such  entry 
duly  certified  by  the  Registrar  of  the  Court,  shall  be  deemed 
prima  facie  evidence. 

Such  book  shall  on  payment  of  the  prescribed  fee  be  open  to 
the  inspection  of  the  public  during  office  hours. 
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22.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Court  in  its  discretion  to  postpone 
the  hearing  or  further  hearing  of  any  enquiry  or  the_  issue  of  a 
certificate  of  validity  until  the  claimant  shall  have  paid  any  fees 
or  other  expenses  for  which  he  may  have  been  adjudged  liable 
under  Section  48  of  the  Ordinance. 

23.  Where  an  enquiry  has  been  postponed  or  adjourned 
without  any  definite  date  being  fixed  for  its  coming  before  the 
Court,  the  Court  may  of  its  own  motion  or  on  the  motion  of 
the  Attorney-General  direct  that  it  be  placed  on  the  cause  list  for 
a  certain  date  and  that  notice  be  given  to  the  claimant  and,  if  the 
Court  thinks  fit,  to  any  other  person. 

24.  An  appeal  to  the  Court  under  Section  42  of  the  Ordinance 
shall  be  commenced  by  the  appellant  filing  in  the  Supreme  Court 
sitting  in  its  summary  jurisdiction  a  notice  in  the  Form  J  in  the 
Schedule  to  these  Eules  stating  his  intention  to  appeal  and  the 
grounds  of  his  appeal. 

On  such  notice  being  filed  in  the  Supreme  Court  the  Registrar 
shall  cause  to  be  served  on  the  appellants  notice  of  the  day  fixed 
for  the  hearing  of  the  appeal,  and  on  the  Treasurer  a  similar 
notice,  together  with  an  office  copy  of  the  notice  filed  by  the 
appellant.

Light  dues.  By  virtue  of  the  powers  conferred  on  the  Grovernor-in-Counoil  by 
Section  2  of  the  Light  and  Harbour  Dues  Amendment  Ordinance, 
1908  (No.  22  of  1908)  (hereinafter  called  the  Amending

demand  from  such  master,  owner  or  agent  as  aforesaid  the  light 
dues  calculated  on  the  total  registered  tonnage  of  the  steam-ship, 
in  respect  of  which  the  light  dues  are  due,  and  if  such  master, 
owner  or  agent  shall  wilfully  give  a  false  certificate,  he  shall 
ho  liable  on  summary  conviction  to  the  penalties  provided  by 
Section  7  of  the  principal  Ordinance,  but  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  deemed  to  prevent  the  CoUecfor,  if  he  think  fit,  from 
requiring  measurements  or  weights  to  he  taken  in  such  manner 
as  he  may  direct  for  the  purpose  of  calculating  light  dues  by 
weight  or  measurement  'as  he  may  deem  fit,  or  from  requiring, 
if  he  shall  so  think  fit,  the  master,  owner  or  agent,  electing  to 
pay  dues  in  respect  of  any  steam-ship  as  provided  herein,  to 
make  provisional  payment  in  such  sum  as  he  may  deem 
sufficient. 

3.  Entries  in  respect  of  all  cargo  shipped  on  board  steam-ships, 
the  masters,  owners  or  agents  of  which  elect  to  take  cargo  in  the 
manner  provided  by  Eegulation  2,  shall  be  presented  and  passed 
at  the  Customs  House  before  shipment  is  permitted  ;  such  entries 
will,  however,  only  be  accepted  and  passed  by  the  Collector  after 
certificate  thereon  of  the  master,  owner  or  agent  of  the  exporting 
steam-ship  that  such  cargo  can  l3e  shipped. 

4.  It  shall  he  lawful  for  the  Collector  to  stay  delivery  of  any 
cargo  until  all  necessary  measurements  hare  been  arrived  at  to  his 
satisfaction. 

5.  For  the  purpose  of  computing  tonnage  by  measurement 
for  the  assessment  of  light  dues,  one  ton  shall  be  held  tt)  be 
40  cubic  feet. 

6.  For  the  purpose  of  assessing  light  dues,  any  fraction  of  one 
ton  shall  be  regarded  as  one  ton. 

7.  Whenever  the  master,  owner  or  agent  of  any  steam-ship 
notifies  the  Collector  of  his  intention  to  pay  light  dues  in 
accordance  with  Sub-section  2  of  Section  2  of  the  amending 
Ordinance,  such  master,  owner  or  agent  shall  in  case  of  cargo 
imported  stack  the  cargo  in  the  place  appointed  by  the  Collector 
and  in  such  manner  as  he  shall  direct.  Should  the  master, 
owner  or  agent  so  fail  to  stack  the  cargo  or  to  do  so  in  the 
manner  so  directed  by  the  Collector,  such  master,  owner  or 
agent  shall  be  liable  on  summary  conviction  to  a  fine  not 
exceeding  ten  pounds. 
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8.  Nothing  in  these  regulations  shall  preclude  the  master,  owner 
or  agent  of  any  steam-ship  from  paying  light  dues  on  the  total 
registered  tonnage  of  any  steam-ship,  should  he  so  require. 

9.  The  Collector  of  Customs  shall  not  grant  clearance  to  the 
master  of  any  steam-ship  until  all  light  and  harbour  dues  due 
have  been  accounted  for  to  his  satisfaction.

representatives,    engaged    in      wholesale     export    and    import 

trade. 

The  power  aforesaid  shall,  in  the  first  instance,  apply  only 
to  such  merchants  or  residents  at  the  Port  of  Sherbro,  but  may 
from  time  to  time  be  extended  by  order  of  the  Governor  to  other 
ports, 

2.  General  permits  as  hereinafter  mentioned  shall  only  be 
granted  to  firms  who  give  bonds  with  sureties  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Colonial  Secretary  or  the  Crown  Agents  for  the  due 
observance  of  the  conditions  subject  to  which  the  permits  are 
granted.  Provided  that  in  lieu  of  the  bond  with  sureties  it 
shall  be  lawful  to  accept  a  bond  coupled  with  a  deposit  of  money 
or  securities. 

3.  The  conditions  subject  to  which  general  permits  are  granted 
are  as  follows  : — 

(a)  That  the  grantee  shall  arrange  with  those  who  consign 
goods  to  him  for  the  transmission  of  invoices  showing 
the  value,  quantity,  measurement  and  natuie  of  the 
goods  consigned  in  so  far  as  such  particulars  are  wanted 
to  facilitate  the  making  of  an  accurate  calculation  of 
the  duty :  in  particular  such  invoices  shall  show  in 
the  case  of  spirits  the  degree  of  proof  and  number  of 
Imperial  gallons,  in  the  case  of  wines  the  number  of 
such  gallons,  and  in  the  case  of  tobacco  and  such  other 
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articles  as  are  subject  to  a  specific  duty  based  on  weight, 
the  gross,  the  tare  and  the  net  weight.  Such  invoices 
shall  be  presented  to  the  Customs  Authority  at  the  time 
when  the  entries  are  passed  or  at  any  subsequent  time, 
if  so  desired  by  the  Authority. 

(b)  That    the    grantee    shall   keep   a   warehouse  or  part  of  a 

warehouse  for  the  purpose  of  storing  such  goods,  being 
part  of  his  importations,  as  the  Customs  Authority 
may  desire  to  examine  :  such  warehouse  shall  be  under 
two  locks,  the  one  being  controlled  by  such  Authority 
and  the  other  by  the  grantee,  and  the  goods  aforesaid 
shall  be  placed  and  kept  stored  therein  in  a  manner  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Customs  Authority,  and  shall  be 
ready  for  examination  and  testing  at  all  times. 
Provided  that  if  the  importer  does  not  produce  proper  invoices 
in  respect  of  the  goods  stored  as  aforesaid  for  the 
purpose  of  examination  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  Customs  Authority  to  assess  the  value  of  or  to 
measure  or  weigh  the  goods  aforesaid,  and  the  importer 
shall  thereupon  be  liable  to  pay  and  shall  pay  the  duties 
on  such  goods  so  ascertained,  and  the  assessment  of 
duties  as  aforesaid  shall  for  all  purposes  be  deemed  to 
be  final. 

(c)  That   the    grantee    and   all   acting    for    him    shall    keep 

separate  all  goods  which  such  Authority  may  desire 
to  examine,  and  shall  undertake  that  such  goods  shall 
remain  intact,  unchanged  and  available  for  inspection 
or  testing  from  the  time  when  the  same  leave  the 
ship  until  the  time  when  the  Authority  has  tested, 
inspected  or  examined  the  same. 

(d)  That  proper  entries  be   made   within  seven  days  of  the 

landing  of  the  goods.  That  duties  be  paid  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Customs  Authority  on  all  goods 
imported,  and  according  to  the  account  taken  over  the 
ship's  side  :  Provided  that  nothing  in  these  regulations 
shall  aifect  goods  which  are  bonded  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  of  the  "  Sierra  Leone  Customs  Consolidation 
Ordinance,  1902,"  or  any  regulations  thereunder. 
Provided  that  if  proper  entries  are  not  made  within  seven  days 
as  aforesaid  owing  to  the  importer  not  having  received 
proper  invoices  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Customs  Authority,  on  application  by  the  importer,  to 
examine  the  goods,  or  such  part  thereof  as  he  may  think 
needful,  and  to  assess  the  duties  payable  in  respect  of 
such  goods  as  established  by  such  examination.  There- 
upon the  importer  shall  make  a  provisional  entry  and 
shall  pay  such  sum  as  the  Customs  Authority  may  deem 
sufiioient  as  a  deposit  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the 
duties  payable  in  respect  of  such  goods.  Importers 
who  under  the  circumstances  aforesaid  make  application 
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as  aforesaid  and  comply  in  all  respects  with  the  con- 
ditions and  procedure  set  out  in  this  proviso  shall,  subject 
to  their  producing  proper  invoices  and  passing  proper 
entries  in  respect  of  such  goods  within  a  period 
regarded  as  reasonable  by  the  Customs  Authority,  not 
be  deemed  to  have  forfeited  their  bond  under  Eule  4 
of  these  Regulations  in  consequence  of  their  not  having 
made  proper  entries  within  the  period  of  seven  days 
aforesaid. 

(e)  That  if  at  any  time  the  amount  of  the  duties  payable  by 

the  grantee  in  respect  of  goods  dealt  with  under  the 
general  permit  reaches  in  the  estimate  of  the  Customs 
Authority  the  amount  fixed  by  the  bond  and  secured 
as  aforesaid,  the  grantee,  as  a  condition  precedent  to 
dealing  with  further  goods  under  the  permit,  shall  deposit 
at  the  Local  Treasury,  or  at  other  place  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Governor,  a  sum  sufHcient  in  the  estimate 
of  the  Customs  Authority  to  cover  the  duty  payable  in 
respect  of  such  further  goods. 
Whenever  a  grantee  is  notified  by  the  Customs  Authority  as 
aforesaid  that  in  the  estimate  of  such  Authority  the 
limit  of  the  bond  has  been  reached,  and  it  is  necessary 
that  the  unloading  should  continue  before  or  in  default 
of  deposit  being  made  as  aforesaid,  the  further  goods 
shall  be  moved  from  the  ship  to  the  warehouse  provided

(1)  AU  dutiable  samples  brought  or  imported  by  commercial 

travellers. 

(2)  All  dutiable  non- consumable  articles  of  every  description

1.  The  officers  of  Customs  at  any  port  at  which  such  articles 
may  be  imported  shall  ascertain  the  amount  of  duty  chargeable 
thereon.  A  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  cover  the  amount  of  such 
duty  shaU.  either  be  deposited  by  the  importer  with  the  Collector 
of  Customs  or  the  importer  shall  enter  into  a  bond,  with  one  or 
more  sufficient  sureties,  in  a  sum  equal  at  least  to  the  amount  of 
such  duty. 

2.  At  the  expiration  of  one  month,  or  such  further  period  as 
the  Collector  of  Customs  may  allow,  not  exceeding  three  months 
in  all,  unless  it  is  proved  that  the  articles  have  been  previously 
re-exported  or  placed  in  a  bonded  warehouse,  the  amount  of  duty 
deposited  or  the  amount  recovered  under  the  bond  shall  be  paid 
into  and  form  part  of  the  general  revenue  of  the  Colony. 

3.  If  before  the  expiration  of  the  appointed  time  the  articles 
are  presented  at  the  Custom  House  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
exportation, or  for  the  purpose  of  being  placed  in  a  bonded 
warehouse,  the  officers  of  Customs  shall  satisfy  themselves  by 
examination  that  the  articles  which  are  brought  to  them  are  the 
same  as  those  for  which  the  permit  of  entry  was  granted.     On

1.  The  following  regulations  shall  be  in  force  in  the  public 
roads,  streets  and  squares  in  the  Police  District  of  Freetown. 

2.  Any  person  who  shall  wilfully  obstruct  or  prevent  the  free 
passage  through  the  above-named  roads,  streets  and  squares  of 
any  person  or  any  cart,  sedan  chair,  hammock  or  vehicle,  or  shall 
aid,  abet  or  incite  any  other  person  in  such  obstruction  or 
prevention,  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence,  and  shall  be  liable  on 
summary  conviction  to  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  ive  ^pounds,  or  in  : 
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the  alternative  to  imprisonment,  with  or  without  hard  labour,  for 
a  period  not  exceeding  three  calendar  months. 

3.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  or  otherwise  so 
congregate  upon  the  said  roads,  streets  or  squares,  or  shall  stand 
or  he  in  such  position  or  place  thereon  as  to  cause  or  tend  to  cause 
an  obstruction  to  the  free  passage  through  such  road,  street  or 
square,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  member  of  the  Police  force  to 
request  such  person  or  persons  to  move  from  such  position  or  place 
to  such  a  distance  as  to  leave  a  clear  passage.

1.  Firing  may  take  place  on  any  week  day  at  any  time  between  ^-^^  "^^^  at 
sunrise  and  sunset,  Grassfields. 
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2.  Notice  that  firing  will  take  plaoe  shall  he  given  hy  the 
previous  hoisting  of  a  large  red  flag  on  the  hill  south-east  of  the 
hutts  and  such  flag  shall  remain  hoisted  till  firing  has  ceased  for 
the  day. 

3.  So  long  as  the  flag  remains  hoisted  no  person  shall,  save  as 
hereinafter  provided,  come  or  be  upon  the  range  or  danger  zone 
or  permit  any  animal,  vehicle  or  other  impediment  to  come  or  he 
upon  the  range  or  danger  zone  without  the  consent  of  the  officer- 
in-charge,  and  the  ofiicer-in-charge  may  cause  to  be  removed  any 
such  person,  animal,  vehicle  or  impediment  found  upon  the  range 
or  danger  zone  as  aforesaid.

The 
look-out  man  so  applied  to  shall  forthwith  communicate  with  the 
ofiicer-in-charge,  and  the  ofiicer-in-charge  shall  without  delay  give 
the  order  to  cease  firing  and  thereupon  the  look-out  man  shall 
permit  the  person  to  pass  and  firing  shall  not  re-commence  till 
he  has  reached  the  look-out  man  sl^ationed  on  the  road  or  path 
on  the  other  side  of  the  range.

1. — (1)  Every  headman  of  each  gang  of  Kroomen  shipped  on 
board  a  ship  shall  pay  to  the  tribal  authority  out  of  the  amount 
which  he  receives  by  custom  from  each  member  of  the  gang  a  sum 
equal  to  one  shilling  for  each  member  of  the  gang. 

(2)  The  moneys  thus  paid  to  the  tribal  authorities  shall  be 
disbursed  by  the  latter  on  objects  considered  to  be  by  such 
authority  for  the  good  of  the  Kroo  people  in  Freetown ;  such 
objects  shall  include  : — 

The  relief  of  poor  and  sick. 

Burial  of  the  poor  having  no  relatives  at  time  of  death. 

Education  of  the  children  of  the  poor. 

Relief  of  any  Krooman  in  distress. 

2.  Every  Krooman  shall  carry  out  the  instructions  of  the  tribal 
authority  with  respect  to  keeping  his  house  and  compound  clean. 

3.  No  Krooman  shall  interfere  with  the  tribal  authority  or 
shall  disturb  the  meetings  convened  by  the  tribal  authority. 
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4.  Every  Krooman  being  the  father  of  a  newly  born  child 
shall  within  seven  days  of  the  birth  report  the  same  to  the 
Registrar  of  Births.  If  the  father  is  absent  at  the  date  of  the 
birth  or  is  prevented  by  any  legitimate  cause  from  reporting  such 
birth,  the  report  aforesaid  shall  be  made  by  the  one  of  the  father's 
brothers  who  is  next  junior  to  him. 

6.  No  Krooman  shall  go  to  sea  without  reporting  the  same  to 
the  tribal  authority. 

6.  The  eldest  member  of  each  Kroo  famUy  in  which  a  death

(No.  19  of  1905) :  And  whereas  such  tribal  ruler,  acting  with  the  Gaz.  No.  976 
headmen  of  the  K!roo  people,  has  under  Section  3  of  the  said  °f  i^^^- 
Ordinance  power  to  make  certain  regulations :  And  whereas  the  ^'^  ^°"  ' 
said  tribal  ruler,  acting  with  the  headmen  and  with  their  approval,  -working  on 
has  agreed  that  the  following  regulations  shall  apply  to  the  Kroo  hoard  ships, 
people  in  Freetown : — 

1.  Any  Krooman  engaged  on  any  steamer  or  vessel  who 
disobeys  the  order  of  the  head  Krooman  on  board  such  steamer 
or  vessel  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  pound.  Pro- 
vided that  if  the  act  of  disobedience  has  been  punished  by  the 
master  of  such  steamer  or  vessel,  or  by  the  head  Krooman  afore- 
said, no  additional  punishment,  in  the  nature  of  a  fine  under  this 
regulation,  shall  be  inflicted  on  the  Krooman  in  default. 

2.  Any  Krooman,  whether  a  headman,  a  fireman,  a  seaman 
or  deck-hand,  who  on  boarding  any  steamer  or  vessel  or  whilst 
serving  on  any  steamer  or  vessel,  claims  wages,  pay  or  rations 
contrary  to  any  agreement  to  which  the  owner  of  such  steamer 
or  vessel,  and  also  the  tribal  ruler  and  headmen,  have  agreed 
as  regulating  the  wages,  pay  or  rations  of  headman,  fireman, 
seaman  or  deck-hand,  serving  or  agreeing  to  serve  on  such  steamer 
or  vessel,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  pound.

the  credit  of  an  account  with  the  Post  Office  Savings  Bank  in 
the  names  of  the  tribal  authority,  i.e.,  the  head  Krooman  and  two 
of  the  principal  headmen. 

4.  The  tribal  ruler  shall  not  disburse  any  of  the  moneys  received 
by  him  under  these  regulations  save  with  the  consent  of  the  two 
headmen  to  whose  joint  credit  the  contributions  as  aforesaid  have 
been  received  hv  the  Post  Office  Savings  Bank  aforesaid. 


5.  If  the  master  of  au}-  vessel  or  steamer  shall  requisition 
that  a  particular  Krooman  shall  be  appointed  by  the  tribal  ruler 
to  be  headman  on  such  steamer  or  vessel,  the  tribal  ruler  shall 
appoint  the  Krooman  thus  designated  to  be  the  head  Krooman 
of  the  deck-hands,  of  seamen,  or  as  the  case  may  be  of  the  fire- 
men, on  board  such  steamer  or  vessel,  and  thereupon  the  headman 
so  designated  shall  select  forthwith  such  number  of  seamen, 
deck-hands  or  firemen  as  the  tribal  ruler  shall  tell  him  is  required 
by  the  master  of  such  steamer  or  vessel,  and  such  headman 
designated  as  aforesaid  shall,  together  with  the  seamen  and 
deck-hands  or  as  the  case  may  be  the  firemen  required  by  the 
master  of  such  steamer  or  vessel,  forthwith  report  himself  to 
the  tribal  ruler  and  shall  thereafter  do  all  things  necessary  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  master  of  such  steamer  or  vessel. 
If  any  headman  designated  as  aforesaid  is  unable  to  obtain  the 
number  of  seamen,  deck-hands  or  as  the  case  may  be  firemen 
as  aforesaid  the  deficiency  shall  be  made  good  by  the  tribal 
ruler. 

6.  If  any  Krooman  refuses,  neglects  or  fails  to  work  efficiently 
in  loading  or  unloading  a  steamer  or  vessel  in  the  harbour  of 
Freetown  or  fails  or  neglects  to  perform  any  act  required  to  be 
done  in  connection  with  the  loading  or  unloading  of  any  steamer 
in  the  harbour  of  Freetown,  such  Krooman  shall  be  liable  to  a 
fine  not  exceeding  one  pound.  Provided  that  no  fine  shall  be 
imposed  on  any  person  under  this  regulation  if  the  pay,  salary  or 
rations  offered  by  the  master  of  such  steamer  or  vessel  are  less 
than  the  amount  agreed  to  be  paid  for  such  harbour  work  under

1 .  There  are  two  systems  of  registration  of  births  and  deaths —  Regulations 

(1)  Compulsory  registration  applicable  to  the  City  of  Freetown  trationof 

District  and  such  other  districts  as  are  from  time  to  time  births  and 
constituted  under  the  Ordinance.  deaths. 

(2)  Permissive  registration  carried   on  by  local  registrars  of 

places    outside  the   districts   to   which   the   Ordinance 
applies. 

Under  the  latter  system  Local  Registrars  are  required  to  register 
births  and  deaths  occurring  in  their  respective  districts  only  on 
application  and  on  receipt  from  the  informant  of  an  appointed 
fee  of  Qd.,  in  stamps,  for  each  birth  or  death  registered. 

2.  The  Registrar  must  have  a  known  office  within  the  district 
for  which  he  is  appointed,  and  must  fix  or  cause  to  be  fixed  in 
some  conspicuous  position  on  or  near  the  outer  door  of  such  office 
a  notice  painted  on  a  board  in  black  letters  on  a  white  ground,  in 
the  following  form : —

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The  Eegistrar-Greneral  may  require  the  Eegistrar  to  alter  these 
hours  as  he  may  consider  necessary  for  the  convenience  of  the 
public.  The  Eegistrar  may,  if  he  so  desire,  make  his  private 
residence  his  office. 

3.  In  cases  of  illness  or  leave  of  absence  being  applied  for  the 
Eegistrar  should  give  the  Eegistrar-Greneral  timely  notice  thereof. 

Supply  of  Books,  Forms  and  Boxes. 

4.  The  Eegistrar-Greneral  will  furnish  registers  and  forms  to 
the  Eegistrars,  who  should  apply  in  writing  for  such  registers 
and  forms  one  month  at  least  before  they  are  required. 

5.  Before  using  the  register  books  the  Eegistrar  should  care- 
fully examine  them  in  order  to  ascertain  that  they  are  properly 
paged  and  numbered,  and  he  should  return  forthwith  to  the 
Eegistrar-G-eneral  any  book  foimd  defective. 

6.  A  strong  wooden  box,  to  hold  the  registers,  forms  and 
seal,  is  supplied  to  each  Eegistrar,  and  the  register  books  of  the 
district,  when  not  in  iise,  must  always  be  kept  in  the  register 
box,  which  should  never  be  left  unlocked.  A  duplicate  key  of 
each  box  will  be  retained  in  the  possession  of  the  Eegistrar- 
General,  who  may  at  any  time  during  business  hours  visit  the 
office  of  the  Eegistrar  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  contents 
of  such  box. 

Ink  and  Writing. 

7.  One  class  and  quality  of  ink  should  be  used  in  making 
entries  in  the  register  books  and  in  the  certified  copies.  The  ink 
must  not  be  diluted. 

8.  Every  entry  in  the  registers  should  be  very  carefully  written ; 
each  letter  should  be  distinctly  formed,  and  all  particulars  in  the 
register  books  and  certified  copies  clearly  and  legibly  written,  in 
order  that  they  may  be  indexed  with  accuracy. 

9.  Abbreviations,  such  as  "  St."  for  "  Street,"  etc.,  should  not 
appear  in  the  registers. 

Eegistration  of  Births. 

10.  Before  beginning  the  entry  of  a  birth  in  the  register  book 
the  Eegistrar,  in  order  to  secure  a  proper  registry,  should  satisfy 
himself : — 

(1)  That  the  place  where  the  birth  occurred  is  within  his  district, 

or,  if  such  birth  took  place  out  of  his  district,  that  he  is 
furnished  with  an  attested  declaration  within  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  13  of  the  Ordinance. 

(2)  Of  the  exact  date  of  birth,  observing  that  if  more  than 

three  months  (Section  10)  have  elapsed  since  the  date 
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of  birth,  it  can  only  be  registered  after  a  solemn 
declaration  made  by  the  informant.  If  more  than 
twelve  months  have  elapsed  from  the  date  of  birth  it 
can  only  be  registered  (Section  12)  with  the  written 
authority  of  the  Registrar-General,  and  the  "  fact  of 
such  authority  "  must  appear  in  the  register. 

This  sub-section  does  not  apply  to  permissive  registration. 

(3)  That  the  "  inforniant "  is  legally  qualified  to  sign  the 
register,  and  is  acquainted  with  all  the  particulars 
required  to  be  registered. 

11.  The  only  persons  legally  qualified  to  sign  as  informant,  in 
case  of  births,  are  those  appearing  in  the  first  column  of  the  table^ 
below;  and  the  terms  to  be  used,  when  describing  their  qualifica- 
tions in  the  register,  should  be  after  the  following  pattern  : —

16.  Except  when  a  registered  medical  practitioner  furnishes 
the  information,  the  entry  must  be  signed  by  the  informant

The  sex  of  the  deceased  should  be  ascertained  from  the 
informant  and  be  entered  "  male  "  or  "  female,"  as  the  case  mav  be. 


18.  The  age  should  be  stated  in  figures,  writing  under  the 
figures  the  word  "  years, "  and  the  ages  of  children  who  die  in 
their  first  year  should  be  stated  in  "  months,"  "  days,  "  "  hours  "  or 
"  minutes." 


19.  In  oases  of  deaths  occurring  in  prisons,  hospitals  or  other 
public  institutions,  the  former  "  rank  "  or  "  profession  "  of  deceased 
should  be  given  where  possible. 

20.  In  oases  of  married  women  and  children  who  have  not 
followed  any  occupation,  the  column  (6)  "  rank  or  profession " 
should  be  filled  thus :— "  Wife,"  "  widow,"  "  son,"  "  daughter  "  (as 
the  case  may  be)  "  of  a  surgeon,"  "  labourer,"  etc.  (as  the  case 
may  be). 

21.  In  cases  of  "cancer,"  the  situation  of  the  cancer  should  be 
given ;  in  cases  of  "  injuries,"  it  should  be  stated  how  such  injuries 
were  caused ;  in  cases  of  "  poisoning,"  "  hanging,"  "  gunshot 
wounds,"  "  drowning,"  etc.,  it  should  be  stated  whether  accidental, 
homicidal  or  suicidal. 


Medical  Certificates  of  Death. 

22.  The  Registrar  should  furnish  the  printed  forms  of  certificates 
of  cause  of  death  supplied  to  him  by  the  Eegistrar-Greneral  to 
all  registered  medical  practitioners  who  reside  within  his  district. 
This  includes  all  army  surgeons  whose  regiments  are  stationed 

■  in  the  district,   as   well  as   the  medical   attendants   of  lunatic 
asylums  and  public  institutions  situated  within  his  district. 

23.  When  the  Registrar  has  been  furnished  with  a  certificate 
■of  death  by  a  registered   medical  practitioner,  he   should  copy 

the  cause  of  death  from  it  into  the  proper  column  of  his  register 
book,  adding  the  word  "  certified. "  When  a  certificate  is  so 
furnished,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  any  person  to  sign  the 
register  as  informant,  but  the  column  headed  "  signature,  descrip- 
tion and  residence  of  informant "  should  be  filled  thus : — 
"  Information  received  from  registered  medical 

practitioner"  with  his  residence.  At  the  same  time  it  is  open 
to  a  qualified  informant  in  such  cases  to  give  information  and 
to  sign  the  register.  For  every  death  registered  as  "  certified  " 
the  Registrar  should  send  to  the  Registrar-General  a  correspond- 
ing "  certificate  of  death "  with  his  certified  copies  at  the  end  of 
each  of  the  quarters  specified  in  Section  34.

25,  Should  the  Registrar  ascertain  that  a  registered  medical 
practitioner  has  been  in  attendance,  but  has  not  furnished  a 
certificate  within  the  provisions  of  Section  27,  Sub-section  2, 
he  should  send  such  medical  practitioner  a  requisition  within 
the  provisions  of  Section  21.  The  Registrar  should  not  in 
the  meantime  leave  this  column  of  the  entry  in  his  register 
book  blank,  but  should  enter  the  "  cause  of  death "  from  the 
statement  of  the  qualified  informant,  adding  the  word 
"uncertified,"  and  taking  care  to  leave  room  for  entering  the 
certified  cause  of  death,  with  the  addition  of  the  word  "  certified." 
The  date  of  entry  of  the  certified  cause  of  death  should  be  given 
in  figures,  after  the  words  "  certified,"  thus  : — 2/4/07. 


26.  If  the  attendance  of  the  medical  practitioner  has  not  been 
such  as  to  enable  him  to  certify  to  the  cause  of  death,  the 
Registrar  should  add  the  word  "  no  medical  attendant "  after  the 
word  "  uncertified." 

27.  If  the  certified  "  cause  of  death  "  be  added  to  any  entry 
after  the  quarterly  returns  to  which  it  belongs  have  been 
furnished,  a  certified  copy  of  the  amended  entry  should  be 
transmitted,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  receipt  thereof,  to  the 
Registrar-Q-eneral's  ofiiee. 


Geneeal  Observations. 

28.  The   Registrar  is   not  to  sign  as  informant  in  his  own 
register. 


29.  Every  entry  should  be  made  in  order  from  the  beginning 
to  the  end  of  the  books.  If  any  space  or  leaf  in  a  register  is 
accidentally  passed  over,  or  a  partial  entry  made  in  mistake,  it 
should  be  cancelled,  and  an  accurate  copy  of  such  space  or  partial 
entry,  with  the  cancelling  lines,  should  appear  in  its  proper 
position  in  the  certified  copies.  Spaces  should  not  be  left  blank 
for  expected  entries,  nor  entries  be  commenced  to  be  completed  at 
a  future  time.  _  Care  should  be  taken  to  fill  in  the  heading  of  each 
leaf  of  the  register. 

_  30.  If  an  informant  can  write,  he  must  sign  his  name,  qualifica- 
tion and  residence.  If  he  cannot  write,  the  Registrar  will  write 
the  informant's  name,  qualification  and  residence,  leaving  a  space 
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between  the  name  and  surname  for  the  mark  which  must  be 
affixed  by  the  informant  in  presence  of  the  Registrar,  thus : —

31.  The  Registrar  must  distinctly  understand  that  in  no  case 
can  the  signature  or  mark  of  an  informant  be  written  into  a 
register  book  by  any  person,  subject  to  Regulation  2'6,  but  by  the 
informant  himself  and  in  his  own  presence. 

32.  The  Registrar  should  carefully  ascertain  the  mode  in  which 
the  names  and  surnames  are  usually  spelled  by  the  informants 
themselves  before  making  the  entry  in  the  register. 

33.  Before  an  entry  is  begun  it  is  recommended  that  the 
particulars,  especially  names,  surnames  and  residences,  be  written 
on  a  slip  of  paper  and  shown  or  read  to  the  informant.  The 
Registrar  should  carefully  examine  and  read  to  the  informant 
what  has  been  written.  Any  errors  which  are  discovered  in  any 
entry  should  be  corrected,  numbered,  initialled  and  dated  thus : — 
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34.  As  soon  as  the  infonnant  has  signed  the  entry,  the  Eegistrar 
should  insert  the  date  of  registration  and  his  own  signature  in 
the  proper  columns. 

35.  Nothing  except  the  particulars  required  hy  the  headings 
should  be  written  in  any  of  the  columns  of  an  entry,  and  such 
particulars  should  be  entered  in  the  same  order  as  in  the  heading, 
care  being  taken  that  the  particulars  belonging  to  one  column 
do  not  extend  into  the  adjoining  column  or  into  the  margin  of 
the  entry.  The  day  and  month  of  dates  should  be  in  words,  the 
year  in  figures. 

36.  In  cases  where  the  particulars  required  to  be  entered  in 
any  column  cannot  be  ascertained  diagonal  strokes  should  be 
drawn  across  the  column  thus : — 


37.  If  any  error  in  an  entry  is  of  such  a  character  that  it 
cannot  be  easily  corrected,  or  if  there  are  more  than  two  errors  in 
the  same  entry,  such  entry  should  be  cancelled  and  a  new  entry 
of  the  birth  or  death  should  be  made  before  the  informant  leaves 
the  Registrar's  office. 

38.  Cancellation  of  an  entry  is  effected  by  drawing  two  diagonal 
lines  from  angle  to  angle  of  the  entry. 

39.  In  no  case,  either  when  making  an  entry  or  copy  of  an 
entry,  must  the  Eegistrar  endeavour  to  correct  an  error  by 
smearing  it  out,  or  by  writing  upon  it,  and  even  an  accidental 
blot  should  not  be  erased  from  a  register  or  from  a  certified  copy 
with  a  knife  or  by  other  means. 

Certified  Copies  of  Bieths  and  Deaths. 

40.  The  certified  copies  must  be  written  on  the  forms  supplied 
for  that  purpose. 

41.  The  writing  should  be  clear  and  distinct  and  blotting 
paper  should  not  be  used.     The  Eegistrar-Greneral  may  require 
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the  Registrar  to  make  a  new  copy  of  any  entries  which  are 
illegible  or  which  are  not  written  in  one  description  and  quality 
of  ink. 

42.  It  is  not  necessary  that  the  Registrar  should  himself 
make  out  the  certified  copies,  but  it  is  incumbent  on  him,  before 
he  certifies  them,  to  satisfy  himself  that  they  are  true  copies  by 
comparing  them  carefully  with  the  original  entries.  In  order 
to  avoid  errors  in  copying  Registrars  are  recommended  to  copy 
the  entries  immediately  after  registering  the  birth  or  death  instead 
of  leaving  it  all  to  be  done  at  the  end  of  the  quarter. 

43.  If  any  entry  is  cancelled  after  the  certified  copies  for  the 
quarter  to  which  it  belongs  have  been  returned  to  the  Registrar- 
General,  a  certified  copy  of  such  cancelled  entry  and  marginal 
note  or  notes  made  on  an  entire  leaf  of  the  forms  used  for 
quarterly  returns  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Registrar-General's 
office.  Subject  as  aforesaid,  all  the  spaces  on  the  pages  of  the 
certified  copies,  with  the  exception  of  the  last  page  returned  for 
the  quarter,  if  occasion  demands  it,  should  be  filled  before  entries 
are  begun  on  a  fresh  page. 

44.  The  entries  must  be  copied  in  the  same  order  as  they 
appear  in  the  register  books  and  the  number  of  each  entry  be 
given. 

45.  Cancelled  entries  or  spaces  should  not  be  omitted  from  the 
certified  copies,  as  every  numbered  space  in  the  register  books 
must  be  accounted  for,  and  every  particular  which  has  been 
entered  in  a  cancelled  space  in  the  register  should  also  appear  in 
the  copy. 

46.  The  certified  copies  must  be  exact  and  literal  transcripts 
of  the  original  entries,  and  must  show  every  alteration  and 
correction  made  in  the  registers,  whether  in  the  margin  or  in 
the  body  of  the  entry ;  if  a  name  or  other  word  is  mis-spelled 
in  the  original  entry  the  Registrar  is  not .  authorized  to  correct 
it  in  the  copy.  The  certified  copies  should  reproduce  the  original 
entries  as  faithfully  as  if  they  were  photographs. 

47.  The  Registrar  should  take  care  that  the  certified  copies  are 
not  soiled,  creased,  mildewed,  worm-eaten  or  unduly  exposed  to 
damp ;  and  to  prevent  injury  from  wet  during  their  transmission 
to  the  Registrar-General,  should  carefully  pack  all  register  books 
and  certified  copies  in  the  waterproof  bags  supplied  to  him  for  the 
purpose. 

48.  In  these  regulations  the  expression  "Registrar"  shall 
include  a  Local  Registrar.

Lymph.  1,  Never  take  lymph  from  cases   of  re-vaccination.     Take 

lymph  only  from  subjects  who  are  in  good  health.  Examine 
carefully  the  subject  as  to  any  existing  skin  disease,  fever, 
diarrhoea,  and  enquire  as  to  whether  any  case  of  erysipelas  be  or 
have  been  recently  in  the  house,  and  do  not  take  lymph  from 
such,  or  from  children  who  have  any  sort  of  sore  at  the  anus  or 
elsewhere.  Take  lymph  only  from  well  characterised  uninjured 
vesicles.  Take  it  at  the  stage  when  the  vesicles  are  fully  formed 
and  plump.  Do  not  take  it  from  a  vesicle  around  which  there  is 
any  undue  or  unusual  amount  of  inflammation.  Open  the  vesicles 
with  scrupulous  care  to  avoid  dravsdng  blood.  Take  no  lymph 
which  as  it  issues  from  the  vesicle  is  not  perfectly  clear  and 
transparent.  Never  squeeze  or  scrape  or  drain  any  vesicle.  Be 
careful  never  to  transfer  blood  from  the  subject  you  vaccinate  to 
the  subject  from  whom  you  take  the  lymph.

2.  Calf-lymph  is  supplied  gratuitously  to  Public  Yaccinators 
in  their  capacity,  and  for  the  performance  of  their  duty,  as  such.

3.  Keep  scrupulously  clean,  and  in  good  repair  and  condition, 
the  lancets,  needles,  or  other  instruments  which  you  use  for 
vaccinating,  and  do  not  use  them  for  any  other  purpose.  When 
you  vaccinate,  have  soap  and  clean  water,  some  antiseptic  lotion, 
and  other  things  at  hand  which  are  necessary  for  the  safe  and 
cleanly  performance  of  the  operation,  and  use  them  with  due 
regard  to  the  responsihility  incurred  by  you  should  the  after 
effects  prove  unsatisfactory,  owing  to  neglect  in  these  matters. 
Invariably  cleanse  carefully  your  hands,  the  skin  of  the  subject 
over  the  area  on  which  you  propose  to  vaccinate,  and  the  instrument 
before  and  after  each  time  it  is  used.

2.  All  explosives  imported  into  the  Colony,  except  such  as  are 
consigned  to  the  Imperial  or  Colonial  Grovernments,  and  except 
ammunition  for  firearms,  shall  be  landed  at  the  Magazine  Wharf 
as  heretofore  and  deposited  at  the  magazines  or  public  storehouses 
appointed  for  the  storage,  warehousing  or  temporary  deposit  of 
such  explosives. 

3.  With  respect  to  the  importation  from  any  place  of  any 
explosives,  the  following  provisions  shall  have  effect,  that  is  to 
say:— 

(a)  The  owner  and  master  of  any  ship  having  on  board  any 

such  explosives  shall  not  permit  the  same  to  be  unloaded 
and  delivered  to  any  person,  other  than  a  landing 
contractor,  who  does  not  hold  a  licence  from  the  Colonial 
Treasurer  to  keep  or  sell  the  same,  except  as  provided  in 
Section  5  of  the  Ordinance,  and  any  transhipment  for 
the  purpose  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
delivery.

On  first  arrival  in  the  Colony  on  appointment  European  officials 
•will  he  entitled  to  20  carriers  to  convey  their  luggage  from  the 
vrharf  to  their  quarters. 

Officials  leaving  Freetown  on  duty  either  by  railway  or  by 
water  will  be  allowed  transport  from  their  quarters  to  the  railway 
station  or  wharf  as  laid  down  under  "A  (1),  B  (1),  C  (1),  D  (1)."

32.  The  Governor  is,  to  the  utmost  of  his  power,  to  promote 
religion  and  education  among  the  native  inhabitants  of  the  Colony, 
and  he  is  especially  to  take  care  to  protect  them  in  their  persons 
and  in  the  free  enjoyment  of  their  possessions,  and  by  all  lawful 
means  to  prevent  and  restrain  all  violence  and  injustice  which  may 
in  any  nlanner  be  practised  or  attempted  against  them. 

33.  Whenever  any  offender  shall  have  been  condemned  to 
suifer  death  by  the  sentence  of  any  Court  in  the  Colony,  the 
Governor  shall  call  upon  the  Judge  who  presided  at  the  trial  to 
make  to  him  a  written  report  of  the  case  of  such  offender,  and 
shall  cause  such  report  to  be  taken  into  consideration  at  the  first 
meeting  thereafter  which  may  be  conveniently  held  of  the 
Executive  Council,  and  he  may  cause  the  said  Judge  to  be 
specially  summoned  to  attend  at  such  meeting  and  to  produce  his 
notes  thereat.  The  Governor  shall  not  pardon  or  reprieve  any 
such  offender  unless  it  shall  appear  to  him  expedient  so  to  do, 
upon  receiving  the  advice  of  the  Executive  Council  thereon ;  but 
in  all  such  cases  he  is  to  decide  either  to  extend  or  to  withhold  a 
pardon  or  reprieve,  according  to  his  own  deliberate  judgment, 
whether  the  Members  of  the  Executive  Council  concur  therein  or 
otherwise ;  entering,  nevertheless,  on  the  Minutes  of  the  Executive 
Council  a  Minute  of  his  reasons  at  length,  in  case  he  should  decide 
any  such  question  in  opposition  to  the  judgment  of  the  majority 
of  the  Members  thereof.

"  Blue  Book,"  relating  to  the  Revenue  and  Expenditure,  Defence, 
Public  Works,  Legislation,  Civil  Establishments,  Pensions, 
Population,  Schools,  Course  of  Exchange,  Imports  and  Exports, 
Agricultural  Produce,  Manufactures,  and  other  matters  in  the  said 
Blue  Book  more  particularly  specified,  with  reference  to  the  state 
and  condition  of  the  Colony. 

36.  The  Governor  shall  not  upon  any  pretence  whatever  quit  Governor's 
the  Colony  withoiit  having  first  obtained  leave  from  Us  for  so  '^^s®"''^- 
doing  under  Our  Sign  Manual  and  Signet,  or  through  one  of  Our 
Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  except  during  his  passage  by  sea  to 

or  from  any  place  included  in  his  Government. 

The  Governor  during  any  such  passage,  or  when  in  discharge 
of  his  duties  he  is  in  any  territories  adjacent  to  the  Colony, 
shall  not  be  considered  absent  from  the  Colony  within  the  meaning 
of  Our  said  Letters  Patent.

Whenever  upon  any  special  occasion  the  Governor  desires  to 
obtain  the  advice  of  any  persons  within  the  Colony  touching  Our 
affairs  therein,  he  may,  by  an  Instrument  under  the  Public  Seal 
of  the  Colony,  summon  for  such  special  occasion  any  such  persons 
as  Extraordinary  Members  of  the  Executive  Council.

STANDING   RULES  AND   ORDERS 


OF   THE 


Legislative  Council  of  Sieeea  Leone,  framed  in  pursuance  of 
Article  21  of  the  Royal  Instructions  of  the  28th  day  of 
November,  1888,  and  passed  by  the  Legislative  Council  on 
the  18th  day  of  October,  1892. 

Oedinaey  Meetings. 

1.  Ordinary  Meetings  of  the  Legislative  Council  shall  be  held 
on  Tuesdays  at  2.30  p.m.,  but  this  shall  not  prevent  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  Council  to  any  other  day  or  hour  that  to  the  Governor 
shall  seem  fit. 

EXTEAOEDINAEY   MEETINGS. 

2.  Extraordinary  Meetings  of  the  Council  may  be  held  whenever 
ordered  by  the  Governor  or  officer  administering  the  Government, 
provided  that  except  in  cases  of  great  emergency  twenty-four 
hours'  notice  shall  be  previously  given  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council 
to  each  Member. 

GOVEENOE    TO    PkESIDE    IF    POSSIBLE. 

3.  The  Governor  shall  preside  at  all  Meetings  of  the  Council 
unless  prevented  by  illness  or  other  grave  cause,  and  in  his  absence 
that  Member  shall  preside  who  is  first  in  precedence  of  those 
present. 

QxJOEUM. 

4.  The  Legislative  Council  shall  not  be  disqualified  from  the 
transaction  of  business  on  account  of  any  vacancies  among  the 
Members  thereof,  but  the  said  Council  shall  not  be  competent  to 
act  in  any  case  unless  (including  the  President)  there  be  present 
at  and  throughout  the  Meeting  of  the  Council  three  Membeis  at 
least. 
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Adjournment. 

5.  At  any  time  during  a  Meeting  the  Council  may,  on  motion 
to  that  effect  being  carried,  adjourn  to  any  other  day  or  hour, 
and  should  the  adjournment  be  to  any  subsequent  day,  notice 
of  such  adjournment  shall  be  given  to  Members  by  the  Clerk : 
Provided  that  nothing  herein  shall  affect  the  power  of  the 
Governor  or  President  to  adjourn  the  Council  in  the  circum- 
stances mentioned  in  Rules  1  and  6  of  these  Standing  Orders. 

President  may  adjourn  during  Sitting. 

6.  The  President  may  at  any  time  suspend  or  adjourn  any 
Meeting. 

Confirmation  of  Minutes. 

7.  When  a  quorum  has  been  formed  the  Minutes  of  the  last 
preceding  Meeting,  whether  of  the  Council  or  of  the  Council  in 
Committee,  shall  be  read  by  the  Clerk  and  the  question  of  their 
confirmation  shall  be  put.  No  debate  shall  be  allowed  thereupon 
except  as  to  any  proposed  amendment  or  as  to  the  accuracy  of  the 
Minutes. 

Order  of  Business. 

8.  The  Minutes  having  been  confirmed  the  order  of  business 
shall  be  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Messages  or  Minutes  of  the  Governor ; 

(b)  Reports  from  Committees  ; 

(c)  Petitions  and  written  memorials ; 

(d)  Notices ; 

(e)  Questions; 

after  which  the  orders  of  the  day  shall  be  proceeded  with. 

Petitions. 

9.  Petitions  should  be  presented  and  laid  on  the  table  by  some 
Member  of  Council  whose  duty  it  will  be  to  inform  the  Council, 
if  required,  that  in  his  opinion  the  petition  is  properly  and 
respectfully  worded. 

Petitions  to  be  respectfully  worded  or  may  not  be 
Received. 

10.  It  shall  be  competent  to  any  Member  to  move  that  any 
petition  be  not  received  on  the  ground  that  it  is  not  properly  or 
respectfully  worded,  and  this  whether  the  Member  presenting  the 
same  has  expressed  any  opinion  or  not. 

Petition  may  be  Read,  &c. 

11.  Petitions  on  being  received  may  be  read  or  ordered  to  be 
printed  or,  if  relating  to  a  matter  before  a  Committee,  ordered  to 
be  referred  to  such  Committee  for  consideration  and  report. 
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Messages  from  the  Q-overnor. 

12.  Messages  or  Minutes  from  the  Q-overnor  may  be  read  at 
any  time  during  a  Meeting  notwithstanding  anything  to  the 
contrary  contained  in  Rule  8. 

Notice  of  Motion  to  be  given  at  a  Meeting. 

13.  A  Member  may  give  notice  of  a  motion  during  a  Meeting, 
mentioning  the  Meeting  of  Council  at  which  it  is  intended  to 
bring  forward  the  same. 

Motions  without  Notice. 

14.  The  following  motions  may  be  made  without  notice : — 

(a)  Any  motion  for  the  confirmation    or  amendment  of  the 

Minutes  of  the  Council  or  for  the  adoption,  modification 
or  the  rejection  of  the  report  of  any  Committee. 

(b)  Any  motion  that  a  petition  or  other  paper  do  lie  on  the 

table  or  be  printed  or  be  rejected. 

(c)  Any  motion  for  the  adjournment  of  the  Council  or  of  a 

debate. 

(d)  Any  motion  for  the  suspension  of  the  Standing  Orders. 

(e)  Any  motion  for  the  withdrawal  of  strangers. 

(f)  Any  motion  made  when  Council  is  in  Committee. 

(g)  Any  motion  the  urgency  of  which   is   admitted  by  the 

majority  of  the  Members  present. 

Notice  of  Quest roNS. 

15.  Notice  of  intention  to  ask  a  question  of  any  Member,  if 
not  given  at  a  Meeting,  must,  two  days  at  least  before  the 
Meeting  of  the  Council  at  which  such  question  is  to  be  asked, 
be  sent  in  writing  to  the  Clerk,  who  shall  communicate  the  same 
to  the  Q-overnor  and  to  the  Member  of  whom  the  question  is 
to  be  asked  not  less  than  twenty-four  hours  before  the  Meeting 
at  which  it  is  intended  to  ask  the  question.  Provided  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  a  Member  from  putting 
a  question  without  notice  if  the  President  so  permit. 

Questions,  &c.,  for  Debate.     Eules  of  Debate. 

16.  It  shall  be  competent  for  any  Member  of  the  Legislative 
Council  to  propose  any  question  for  debate  therein  and  such 
question,  if  seconded  by  any  other  Member,  shall  be  debated  and 
disposed  of  according  to  the  Eules  and  Standing  Orders  of  the 
Council.  Provided  that  no  Ordinance,  vote,  resolution  or  question, 
the  object  or  effect  of  which  may  be  to  dispose  or  charge  any 
part  of  the  revenue  arising  within  the  Colony,  shall  be  proposed 
by  any  Member  other  than  the  Q-overnor,  unless  the  proposal  of 
the  same  shall  have  been  expressly  allowed  or  directed  by  him. 
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Membeus  to  address  President  when  Speaking. 

17.  Every  Member,  except  the  President,  shall  speak  standing 
and  shall  address  himself  to  the  President,  and  this  whether  the 
Council  he  in  Committee  or  not. 

Members  not  to  be  referred  to  by  Name. 

18.  No  Member  shall  refer  to  any  other  Member  by  name, 
except  in  the  case  of  reference  to  an  unofficial  Member,  and  then 
only  in  so  far  as  is  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  the  debate. 

Interruption. 

19.  No  Member  shall  interrupt  another  who  is  speaking  except 
by  rising  to  order.  A  Member  rising  to  order  shall  simply  direct 
attention  to  the  point  which  he  desires  to  bring  to  notice  and 
submit  to  the  President  for  his  decision. 

Procedure  when  two  Members  rise  together. 

20.  If  two  or  more  Members  rise  at  the  same  time  the  President 
shall  decide  which  of  them  shall  address  the  Council  first. 

Speech  not  to  be  read. 

21.  A  Member  may  not  read  his  speech  but  he  may  read 
extracts  from  written  or  printed  documents  to  refresh  his  memory 
in  support  of  his  argument. 

President's  Authority. 

22.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  on  his  own  motion  to 
enforce  all  Eules  and  Standing  Orders,  and  when  the  President 
addresses  the  Council  any  Member  speaking  shall  immediately 
resume  his  seat. 

No  Speech  to  be  made  on  presenting  Petition. 

23.  No  speech  shall  be  made  when  presenting  a  petition  beyond 
such  remarks  as  may  be  necessary  to  state  the  number  and 
general  description  of  the  petitioners,  the  substance  of  the  petition 
and  the  Member's  opinion  that  the  petition  is  properly  and 
respectfully  worded. 

Disrespectfully  worded  Petitions. 

24.  If  any  Member  considers  that  a  petition  presented  is 
disrespectful  in  its  language,  or  that  there  is  any  sufficient  reason 
why  it  should  not  be  received,  he  may  move  its  rejection,  and  if 
such  motion  be  duly  seconded  and  carried  such  petition  shall  not 
be  received. 
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No  Debate  on  a  Question  asked. 

25.  When  a  question  has  been  asked  and  answered  no  further 
debate  thereon  shall  be  permitted. 

How  OFTEN  Members  may  Speak. 

26.  No  Member  may  speak  more  than  once  on  any  question 
except  when  the  Council  is  in  Committee  :  Provided  that  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  mover  of  any  motion  from 
a  right  of  reply  at  the  close  of  a  debate  nor  any  Member  offering 
a  personal  explanation  if  he  considers  that  he  has  been  mis- 
apprehended in  any  statement  made  by  him. 

Motion  or  Amendment  to  be  Seconded. 

27.  The  mover  of  any  motion  or  amendment  may  speak  in 
support  thereof,  but  no  further  debate  shall  be  allowed  whether 
the  Council  be  in  Committee  or  not  until  the  motion  or  amend- 
ment has  been  duly  seconded. 

Order  in  which  Amendments  should  be  Considered. 

28.  If  an  amendment  has  been  moved  and  seconded  it  shall  he 
considered  and  put  to  the  vote  before  the  original  question. 

If  an  amendment  of  a  proposed  amendment  be  moved  and 
seconded  it  shall  be  considered  as  if  the  previous  amendment 
thereto  were  an  original  question. 

President  may  require  Amendment  to  be  put  into  Writing, 

29.  Any  amendment  moved  and  seconded  may  be  required  by 
the  President  to  be  put  into  writing  by  the  mover  and  delivered 
to  the  Clerk. 

Eight  of  Speaking  not  lost  if  Motion  is  merely  Seconded 
without  Remarks. 

30.  A  Member  merely  seconding  a  motion  without  making 
any  further  comments  will  not  thereby  forfeit  his  right  of 
subsequently  addressing  the  Council  during  the  discussion  of  the 
motion. 


Clauses  or  Bills  to  be  Considered  in  Committee. 

31.  When  a  Bill  is  in  Committee  each  clause  shall  be  read 
by  the  Clerk  and  shall  be  put  without  motion  by  the  following 
question  :  "  That  this  clause  shall  stand  part  of  the  Bill."  The 
clause  shall  then   be   treated   as   a  motion  except  that  a  clause 
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may  te  amended   portion  by  portion,  the  earlier  amendments 
having  precedence  of  the  latter. 

Filling  up  of  Blanks. 

32.  In  filling  up  blanks  and  in  putting  questions  of  amendment 
respecting  amounts  of  money,  or  periods  of  time,  the  question 
of  the  smallest  amount  of  money  or  shortest  period  of  time 
proposed  shall  be  put  first. 

Questions  to  be  decided  by  Majority. 

33.  All  questions  proposed  for  debate  shall  be  decided  by 
the  majority  of  votes  and  the  President  shall  have  an  original 
vote  in  common  with  the  other  Members  of  Council,  as  also  a 
casting  vote  if  upon  any  question  the  votes  shaU.  be  equal. 

Manner  of  Voting. 

34.  On  a  division  the  votes  shall  be  taken  by  the  Clerk 
beginniug  with  the  junior  Member.  Each  Member  shall  in  his 
turn  declare  he  is  for  or  against  the  motion  made  and  every 
Member  present  when  a  division  is  taking  place  must  record  his 
vote  one  way  or  the  other. 

Member  Voting  in  Minority  may  have  his  Reasons  Recorded. 

35.  Any  Member  voting  in  the  minority  who  wishes  to  have 
his  reasons  recorded  for  so  voting  shall  state  so  forthwith  and 
the  reasons  shall  be  recorded  either  at  that  or  the  following 
Ordinary  Meeting  of  Council. 

36.  After  a  question  has  been  once  put  by  the  President  no 
further  discussion  thereupon  shall  be  allowed. 

Suspension  of  Standing  Orders. 

37.  Any  of  the  Standing  Orders  of  the  Council  may  be 
suspended  by  the  majority  of  votes  and  the  President  shall 
have  an  original  vote  in  common  with  the  other  Members  of 
the  Council,  as  also  a  casting  vote  if,  upon  the  motion  for  the 
suspension  of  any  Order,  the  votes  shall  be  equal. 

IhisiNEss  NOT  Disposed   of  to  be  Considered  next  Meeting. 

38.  Any  business  not  disposed  of  at  the  time  of  any  adjourn- 
ment shall  stand  as  an  order  of  the  day  for  the  next  Meeting  of 
Council. 
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Enactment  of  Ordinances. 

39.  In  the  passing  of  Ordinances  the  Grovernor  and  Legislative 
Council  shall  observe  as  far  as  practicable  the  following  rules : — 

Form  of  enacting  Ordinances. 

(a)  AU  laws   shall  be   styled    Ordinances   and   the   enacting 

words  shall  be  "Enacted  by  the  Grovernor  of  Sierra 
Leone,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative 
Council  thereof." 

Ordinances  to  be  Numbered,  &c. 

(b)  All  Ordinances  shall  be  distinguished  by  titles  and  shall  be 

divided  into  successive  clauses  numbered  consecutively 
and  to  every  such  clause  there  shall  be  annexed  in  the 
margin  a  short  summary  of  its  contents.  The  Ordi- 
nances of  each  year  shall  be  distinguished  by  consecutive 
numbers  commencing  in  each  year  with — Number  one. 

Printed  Copy  of  Bills  to  be  sent  to  Members. 

40.  A  printed  copy  of  every  Bill  shall,  in  so  far  as  may  be 
possible,  be  sent  to  ea-ch  Member  twenty-four  hours  at  least 
before  it  is  proposed  to  read  it  a  first  time. 

Bills  to  be  Published  in  Gtazette  after  First  Eeading. 

41.  After  having  been  read  a  first  time  every  Bill  shall,  if  such 
is  possible,  be  published  in  "  The  Sierra  Leone  Eoyal  Grazette." 

Bills  not  to  be  Read  a  Second  or  Third  Time  vs^ithout 
Interval  of  a  Week  between  each  Reading. 

42.  No  Bill  shall  be  read  a  second  time  without  an  interval  of 
one  week  from  the  first  reading,  and  no  Bill  shall  be  read  a  third 
time  without  an  interval  of  one  week  from  its  second  reading. 

When  a  Bill  is  Read  a  Second  Time  Council  to  go  into 

Committee. 

43.  When  a  Bill  has  been  read  a  second  time  the  Council  shall 
resolve  itself  into  Committee  to  consider  it  clause  by  clause  and 
amend  it  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  unless  the  Bill  at  this  stage 
be  referred  to  a  special  Committee. 

Bill  being  Read  a  Third  Time. 

44.  A  Bill  may  be  referred  to  a  special  Committee  at  any  time 
after  it  shall  have  passed  its  second  reading. 
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Bill  may  be  Re-committeb  before  Thied  Eeading  and 
Motion   carried. 

45.  If  on  the  third  reading  of  a  Bill  any  Member  desire  to 
amend  or  delete  any  provision  contained  in  the  Bill  or  to 
introduce  any  fresh  provision  he  may  move  that  the  Bill  be 
re-committed  and  if  the  motion  be  agreed  to  any  alteration 
proposed  may  be  discussed.  The  Council  may  then  resume  and 
the  Bill  be  read  a  third  time.  Amendments  merely  verbal  may 
be  made  previous  to  the  Bill  being  read  a  third  time  without 
the  Bill  being  re-committed. 

Special  Committees  of  Council,  how  Chosen. 

46.  The  Members  of  a  special  Committee  shall  be  chosen  by 
the  Council. 

Special  Committees  to  consist  of  Three  Members  at  least. 

47.  Every  special  Committee  shall  consist  of  at  least  three 
Members  of  Council  and  shall  not  be  competent  to  act  unless  two 
Members  are  present. 

Special  Committee  to  elect  Chairman  thereof. 

48.  Every  special  Committee  shall  elect  its  own  Chairman. 

Report  of  Special  Committee  to  be  signed  by  Chairman. 

49.  The  report  of  every  special  Committee  shall  be  signed 
by  the  Chairman  thereof  or  in  his  absence  by  the  senior  Member. 

Petitions  for  considering  Private  Rights  when  Affected. 

50.  In  any  case  where  individual  rights  or  interests  or  the 
property  of  any  private  person  may  be  affected  by  any. public 
or  private  Bill  all  parties  interested  may,  upon  petition  for  that 
purpose  and  on  motion,  made,  seconded  and  carried,  be  heard 
Ibefore  the  Council  or  any  Committee  thereof  either  in  person  or 
by  Counsel. 

Examination  or  Witnesses. 

51.  When  it  is  intended  to  examine  any  witnesses  the  person 
requiring  such  witnesses  shall  deliver  to  the  Clerk  a  list  con- 
taining the  names,  residences  and  occupations  of  such  witnesses 
at  least  two  days  before  the  day  appointed  for  their  examination. 
Any  such  witnesses  may  be  examined,  cross-examined  and  re- 
examined by  Council  in  the  same  manner  as  witnesses  in  any 
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action  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Colony  and  may  be  questioned 
by  any  Member  of  the  Council  or  of  any  Committee  thereof.  The 
evidence  of  every  such  witness  shall  be  taken  down  by  the  Clerk 
and  signed  by  the  witness. 

Notification  of  Private  Bill  to  be  Published. 

52.  Before  any  private  Bill  whereby  the  property  of  any  private 
person  may  be  affected  is  introduced,  notification  of  the  intention 
of  the  parties  to  apply  for  such  private  Bill  shall  be  given  by  them 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Council  who  shall  cause  the  same 
to  be  advertised  at  the  expense  of  such  parties  six  times 
consecutively  in  "  The  Sierra  Leone  Eoyal  Gazette  "  or  in  such 
other  manner  as  the  Legislative  Council  may  from  time  to  time 
determine.  No  private  Ordinance  shall  be  passed  whereby  the 
property  of  any  private  person  may  be  affected  in  which  there  is 
not  a  saving  of  the  rights  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen,  Her  heirs 
and  successors  and  of  all  bodies  politic  or  corporate  and  of  all  other 
persons  except  such  as  are  mentioned  in  the  Ordinance  and  those 
claiming  by,  from  and  under  them. 

Private  Bills  to   be   Printed,  &c.,  at  Expense  of  Parties 

Interested. 

53.  All  other  than  general  public  Bills  must  be  prepared  and 
printed  at  the  expense  of  the  parties  whom  they  may  concern. 

Clerk  of  Council  to  keep  Order  Book. 

54.  The  Clerk  of  the  Council  shall  keep  an  Order  Book  in 
which  he  shall  enter  and  number  in  succession  the  subjects 
intended  to  be  brought  under  discussion  at  each  Meeting. 

To  KEEP  Minutes  of  Proceedings. 

55.  The  Clerk  of  the  Council  shall  also  keep  minutes  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Council  and  shall  send,  two  clear  days  before 
each  Meeting  of  the  Council,  a  copy  of  the  order  of  the  day  to 
each  Member. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Council  shall  attend  upon  any  special  Committee 
of  the  Council  if  required  to  do  so. 

Strangers  may  be  Admitted  on  Orders  Obtained  from  Clerk. 

56.-  The  Clerk  of  the  Council  is  authorised  to  issue  orders  of 
admission  to  any  person  who  may  be  recommended  for  such  by 
any  Member  of  Council,  provided  that  not  more  orders  shall 
be  issued  than  there  is  accommodation  available  for  the  due 
comfort  of  strangers. 
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Admission  of  Reporters. 

Reporter  may  submit  Notes  taken  to  Clerk  previous  to  Publication. 

57. — (1)  The  reporter  of  any  journal  may  receive  a  general 
permission  from  the  Clerk  of  Council  to  attend  the  sittings  thereof. 

(2)  The  proprietor,  editor,  printer  or  publisher  of  any  journal 
or  newspaper  who  shall  publish  an  unfair  account  of  what  trans- 
pires in  Council  shall  be  deemed  to  have  committed  a  breach  of 
privilege. 

(3)  Any  reporter,  proprietor,  editor  or  other  person  who  takes 
notes  of  what  is  said  in  Council  may  before  publishing  the  same 
submit  his  notes  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  in  order  to  ensure 
a  correct  report  of  the  proceedings. 

Repeal  of  Rules. 

58.  The  Standing  Rules  and  Orders  of  the  Legislative  Council 
heretofore  in  force  are  hereby  repealed.

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  prosecution  and  trial  in  Her  Majesty's 
Colonies  of  offences  committed  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  the 
Admiralty. 

[1st  August,  1849.] 


Whereas  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  Eleventh  Tear  of  the  Eeign  lo  &  ii  w.  3 
of  King  William  the  Third,  intituled  an  Act  for  the  more  effectual  c.  7. 
suppression  of  piracy,  it  is  enacted  that  all  piracies,  felonies  and 
robberies  committed  on  the  sea,  or  in  any  haven,  river,  creek  or 
place  where  the  admiral  or  admirals  have  power,  authority  or 
jurisdiction,  may  be  examined,  inquired  of,  tried,  heard  and 
determined  and  adjudged  in  any  place  at  sea  or  upon  the  land  in 
any  of  His  Majesty's  islands,  plantations,  colonies,  dominions, 
forts  or  factories,  to  be  appointed  for  that  pui'pose  by  the  King's 
commission,  in  the  manner  thereiu  directed  and  according  to  the 
civil  law  and  the  method  and  rules  of  the  Admiralty :  And  whereas 
by  an  Act  passed  in  the  Forty-sixth  Year  of  the  Eeign  of  King  46  G.  3  c.  54. 
Greorge  the  Third,  intituled  an  Act  for  the  speedy  trial  of  offences 
committed  in  distant  parts  upon  the  sea,  it  is  enacted  that  all 
treasons,  piracies,  felonies,  robberies,  murders,  conspiracies  and 
other  offences,  of  what  nature  or  kind  soever,  committed  upon  the

An  Act  to  remove  doubts  as  to  the  rights  of  the  liberated  Africans 
in  Sierra  Leone. 

[20th  Aug-ust,  1853.] 


Whereas  doubts  have  been  entertained  whether  Africans  who 
have  been  liberated,  or  taken  and  received  under  the  protection 
of  the  Crown,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Acts  for  the  abolition 
and  suppression  of  the  slave  trade,  and  are  domiciled  in  the

For  remedy  thereof,  be  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual 
and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : — 

1.  The  laws  which  are  now  or  which  shall  hereafter  be  in  force  Laws  in  force

doubts  should  be  removed : 

Be  it  hereby  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  law  relating  to  the  removal 
of  prisoners  from  one  Colony  to  another  for  the  purposes  of 
punishment : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal 
and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : — 

1.  This  Act  maybe  cited  for  all  purposes  as  "The  Colonial  Short  title. 
Prisoners  Eemoval  Act,  1869." 

2.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act —  Definition  of 

terms : 

The.  term  "Colony"  shall  not  include   any  place  within  the  "Colony."

Islands,  or  within  such  territories  as  may  for  the  time

country : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  hy  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal, 
and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : —

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  "  The  Extradition  Act,  1870." 

2.  Where  an  arrangement  has  been  made  with  any  foreign 
state  with  respect  to  the  surrender  to  such  state  of  any  fugitive 
criminals,  Her  Majesty  may,  by  Order-in-Council,  direct  that 
this  Act  shall  apply  in  the  case  of  such  foreign  state. 

Her  Majesty  may,  by  the  same  or  any  subsequent  order,  limit

If  the  Secretary  of  State  is  of  opinion  that  the  offence  is  one  of 
a  political  character  he  may,  if  he  think  fit,  refuse  to  send  any 
such  order,  and  may  also  at  any  time  order  a  fugitive  criminal 
accused  or  convicted  of  such  offence  to  be  discharged  from  custody. 

8.  A  warrant  for  the  apprehension  of  a  fugitive  criminal, 
whether  accused  or  convicted  of  crime,  who  is  in  or  suspected  of 
being  in  the  United  Kingdom,  may  be  issued — 

(1)  By  a  police  magistrate  on  the  receipt  of  the  said  order  of 

the  Secretary  of  State,  and  on  such  evidence  as  would 
in  his  opinion  justify  the  issue  of  the  warrant  if  the 
crime  had  been  committed  or  the  criminal  convicted  in 
England;  and 

(2)  By  a  police  magistrate  or  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  any 

part  of  the  United  Kingdom,  on  such  information  or 
complaint  and  such  evidence  or  after  such  proceedings 
as  woiild  in  the  opinion  of  the  person  issuing  the  warrant 
justify  the  issue  of  a  warrant  if  the  crime  had  been 
committed  or  the  criminal  convicted  in  that  part  of  the 
United  Kingdom  in  which  he  exercises  jurisdiction. 

Any  person  issuing  a  warrant  under  this  section  without  an 
order  from  a  Secretary  of  State  shall  forthwith  send  a  report  of 
the  fact  of  such  issue,  together  with  the  evidence  and  information 
or  complaint,  or  certified  copies  thereof,  to  a  Secretary  of  State, 
who  may,  if  he  think  fit,  order  the  warrant  to  be  cancelled,  and 
the  person  who  has  been  apprehended  on  the  warrant  to  be 
discharged. 

A  fugitive  criminal,  when  apprehended  on  a  warrant  issued 
without  the  order  of  a  Secretary  of  State,  shall  be  brought  before 
some  person  having  power  to  issue  a  warrant  under  this  section, 
who  shall  by  warrant  order  him  to  be  brought,  and  the  prisoner 
shall  accordingly  be  brought,  before  a  police  magistrate. 

A  fugitive  criminal  apprehended  on  a  warrant  issued  without 
the  order  of  a  Secretary  of  State  shall  be  discharged  by  the 
police  magistrate,  unless  the  police  magistrate,  within  such  reason- 
able time  as,  with  reference  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  he 
may  fix,  receives  from  a  Secretary  of  State  an  order  signifying 
that  a  requisition  has  been  made  for  the  surrender  of  such  criminal. 
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9.  When  a  fugitive  criminal  is  brought  before  a  police  magis-  Hearing  of 
trate,  the  police  magistrate  shall  hear  the  case  in  the  same  manner,  "^^^  ^"'^ 
and  haye  the  same  jurisdiction  and  powers,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  political

The  police  magistrate  shall  receive  any  evidence  which  may  be 
tendered  to  show  that  the  crime  of  which  the  prisoner  is  accused 
or  alleged  to  have  been  convicted  is  an  offence  of  a  political 
character  or  is  not  an  extradition  crime. 

10.  In  the  case  of  a  fugitive  criminal  accused  of  an  extradition  Committal 
crime,  if   the  foreign   warrant   authorising   the   arrest  of   such  °J  discharge 
criminal  is  duly  authenticated,  and  such  evidence  is  produced  as  °  P'"'^""®'- 
(subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act)  would,  according  to  the 

law  of  England,  justify  the  committal  for  trial  of  the  prisoner 
if  the  crime  of  which  he  is  accused  had  been  committed  in 
England,  the  police  magistrate  shall  commit  him  to  prison,  but 
otherwise  shall  order  him  to  be  discharged. 

In  the  case  of  a  fugitive  criminal  alleged  to  have  been  convicted 
of  an  extradition  crime,  if  such  evidence  is  produced  as  (subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  Act)  would,  according  to  the  law  of  England, 
prove  that  the  prisoner  was  convicted  of  such  crime,  the  police 
magistrate  shall  commit  him  to  prison,  but  otherwise  shall  order 
him  to  be  discharged. 

If  he  commits  such  criminal  to  prison,  he  shall  commit  him  to 
the  Middlesex  House  of  Detention,  or  to  some  other  prison  in 
Middlesex,  there  to  await  the  warrant  of  a  Secretary  of  State  for 
his  surrender,  and  shall  forthwith  send  to  a  Secretary  of  State  a 
certificate  of  the  committal,  and  such  report  upon  the  case  as  he 
may  think  fit. 

11.  If  the  police  magistrate  commits  a   fugitive  criminal  to  Surrender  of 
prison,   he    shall  inform   such   criminal  that    he    will    not    be  ^"S'ti^e  to 
surrendered  until  after  the  expiration  of  fifteen  days,  and  that  he  ly  warrant  of 
has  a  right  to  apply  for  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus.

Fugitive  Criminals  in  British  Possessions. 

17.  This  Act,  when  applied  by  Order-in-Council,  shall,  unless  Proceedings 
it  is  otherwise  provided  by  such  order,  extend  to  every  British  as  to  fugitive 
possession  in  the   same  manner  as  if  throughout  this  Act  the  British 
British  possession  were  substituted  for  the  United  Eangdom  or  possessions. 
England,  as  the  case  may  require,  but  with  the  following  modifica- 
tions, namely : — 

(1)  The   requisition  for  the  surrender  of  a  fugitive  criminal 

who  is  in  or  suspected  of  being  in  a  British  possession 
may  be  made  to  the  governor  of  that  British  possession 
by  any  person  recognised  by  that  governor  as  a  consul- 
general,  consul  or  vice-consul,  or  (if  the  fugitive 
criminal  has  escaped  from  a  colony  or  dependency  of 
the  foreign  state  on  behalf  of  which  the  requisition 
is  made)  as  the  governor  of  such  colony  or  dependency.

surrender  of  a  fugitive  criminal,  may  be  done  by  the 
Grovemor  of  the  British  possession  alone. 

(3)  Any  prison  in  the  British  possession  may  be  substituted 

for  a  prison  in  Middlesex. 
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(4)  A  judge  of  any  court  exercising  in  the  British  possession 
the  like  powers  as  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench  exercises 
in  England  may  exercise  the  power  of  discharging  a 
criminal  when  not  conveyed  within  two  months  out  of 
such  British  possession. 

18.  If  hy  any  law  or  ordinance,  made  before  or  after  the 
passing  of  this  Act  by  the  Legislature  of  any  British  possession, 
provision  is  made  for  carrying  into  effect  within  such  possession 
the  surrender  of  fugitive  criminals  who  are  in  or  suspected  of 
being  in  such  British  possession,  Her  Majesty  may,  by  the 
Order-in-Oouncil  applying  this  Act  in  the  case  of  any  foreign 
state,  or  by  any  subsequent  order,  either — 

Suspend  the  operation  within  any  such  British  possession  of 
this  Act,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  so  far  as  it  relates  to 
such  foreign  state,  and  so  long  as  such  law  or  ordinance 
continues  in  force  there,  and  no  longer  ;   or 

Direct  that  such  law  or  ordinance,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall 
have  effect  in  such  British  possession,  with  or  without 
modifications  and  alterations,  as  if  it  were  part  of  this 
Act. 

General  Provisions. 

19.  Where,  in  pursuance  of  any  arrangement  with  a  foreign 
state,  any  person  accused  or  convicted  of  any  crime  which,  if 
committed  in  England,  would  be  one'  of  the  crimes  described  in 
the  first  schedule  to  this  Act  is  surrendered  by  that  foreign  state, 
such  person  shall  not,  until  he  has  been  restored  or  had  an 
opportunity  of  returning  to  such  foreign  state,  be  triable  or  tried 
for  any  offence  committed  prior  to  the  surrender  in  any  part  of 
Her  Majesty's  dominions  other  than  such  of  the  said  crimes  as 
may  be  proved  by  the  facts  on  which  the  surrender  is  grounded.

The  term  "fugitive  criminal"  means  any  person  accused  or 
convicted  of  an  extradition  crime  committed  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  any  foreign  state  who  is  in  or  is  suspected 
of  being  in  some  part  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions ;  and 
the  term  "  fugitive  criminal  of  a  foreign  state  "  means 
a  fugitive  criminal  accused  or  convicted  of  an  extradition 
crime  committed  within  the  jurisdiction  of  that  state. 

The  term  "Secretary  of  State"  means  one  of  Her  Majesty's 
Principal  Secretaries  of  State. 

The  term  "  police  magistrate  "  means  a  chief  magistrate  of  the 
metropolitan  police  courts,  or  one  of  the  other  magistrates 
of  the  metropolitan  police  court  in  Bow  Street. 

The  term  "  justice  of  the  peace  "  includes  in  Scotland  any  sheriff, 
sheriff's  substitute  or  magistrate. 

The  term  "  warrant,"  in  the  case  of  any  foreign  state,  includes 
any  judicial  document  authorising  the  arrest  of  a  person 
accused  or  convicted  of  crime. 


Repeal  of  Acts.

27.  The  Acts  specified  in  the  Third  Schedule  to  this  Act  are 
hereby  repealed  as  to  the  whole  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions, 
and  this  Act  (with  the  exception  of  anything  contained  in  it 
which  is  inconsistent  with  the  treaties  referred  to  in  the  Acts 
so  repealed)  shall  apply  (as  regards  crimes  committed  either 
before  or  after  the  passing  of  this  Act),  in  the  case  of  the  foreign 
states  with  which  those  treaties  are  made,  in  the  same  manner 
as  if  an  Order-in-Council  referring  to  such  treaties  had  been 
made  in  pursuance  of  this  Act,  and  as  if  such  order  had  directed 
that  every  law  and  Ordinance  which  is  in  force  in  any  British 
possession  with  respect  to  such  treaties  should  have  effect  as  part 
of  this  Act. 

Provided  that  if  any  proceedings  for  or  in  relation  to  the 
surrender  of  a  fugitive  criminal  have  been  commenced  under  the 
said  Acts  previously  to  the  repeal  thereof,  such  proceedings  may 
be  completed,  and  the  fugitive  surrendered,  in  the  same  manner 
as  if  this  Act  had  not  passed.

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  make  provision  for  the  regulation  of 
the  conduct  of  Her  Majesty's  subjects  during  the  existence  of 
hostilities  between  foreign  states  with  which  Her  Majesty  is  at 
peace : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritaal  and  Temporal, 
and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : — 

Peeliminaky. 

1,  This  Act  mav  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  "The  Foreign  Short  title  of 
Enlistment  Act,  1870."  ^<=t-

of  Act. 


2.  This  Act  shall  extend  to  all  the  dominions  of  Her  Majesty, 
including  the  adjacent  territorial  waters.

3.  This  Act  shall  come  into  operation  in  the  United  Kingdom 
immediately  on  the  passing  thereof,  and  shall  he  proclaimed  in

14.  If,  during  the  continuance  of  any  war  in  which  Her  Majesty 
may  be  neutral,  any  ship,  goods  or  merchandise  captured  as  prize 
of  war  within  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  Her  Majesty,  in 
violation  of  the  neutrality  of  this  realm,  or  captured  by  any  ship 
which  may  have  been  built,  equipped,  commissioned  or  despatched, 
or  the  force  of  which  may  have  been  augmented,  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  are  brought  within  the  limits  of  Her 
Majesty's  dominions  by  the  captor,  or  any  agent  of  the  captor,  or 
by  any  person  having  come  into  possession  thereof  with  knowledge 
that  the  same  was  prize  of  war  so  captured  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  original  owner  of  such  prize,  or  his  agent,  or  for 
any  person  authorised  in  that  behalf  by  the  Government  of  the 
foreign  state  to  which  such  owner  belongs,  to  make  application 
to  the  Court  of  Admiralty  for  seizure  and  detention  of  such 
prize,  and  the  court  shall,  on  due  proof  of  the  facts,  order  such 
prize  to  be  restored.

seizure  or  detention,  and  if  any  person  is  killed  or  maimed  by 
reason  of  his  resisting  such  officer  in  the  execution  of  his  duties, 
or  any  person  acting  under  his  orders,  such  officer  so  seizing  or 
detaining  the  ship,  or  other  person,  shall  be  freely  and  fully 
indemnified  as  well  against  the  Queen's  Majesty,  Her  heirs  and 
successors,  as  against  all  persons  so  killed,  maimed  or  hurt. 
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23.  If  the  Secretary  of  State  or  the  chief  executive  authority  Special  power

the  satisfaction  of  the  Court  that  the  ship  was  not  and  is  not 
being  built,  commissioned  or  intended  to  be  despatched  contrary 
to  this  Act.  The  Secretary  of  State  or  the  chief  executive 
authority  may  likewise  release  any  ship  detained  under  this 
section  on  the  owner  giving  security  to  the  satisfaction  of  such 
Secretary  of  State  or  chief  executive  authority  that  the  ship 
shall  not  be  employed  contrary  to  this  Act,  or  may  release  the 
ship  without  such  security  if  the  Secretary  of  State  or  chief 
executive  authority  think  fit  so  to  release  the  same. 

If  the  Court  be  of  opinion  that  there  was  not  reasonable  and 
probable  cause  for  the  detention,  and  if  no  such  cause  appear 
in  the  course  of  the  proceedings,  the  Court  shall  have  power  to 
declare  that  the  owner  is  to  be  indemnified  by  the  payment  of 
costs  and  damages  in  respect  of  the  detention,  the  amount  thereof 
to  be  assessed  by  the  Court,  and  any  amount  so  assessed  shall 
be  payable  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Treasury  out  of  any 
moneys  legally  applicable  for  that  purpose.  The  Court  of  Admiralty 
shall  also  have  power  to  make  a  like  order  for  the  indemnity  of

An  Act  to  amend  the  Extradition  Act,  1870. 
[5th  August,  1873.] 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal, 
and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : — 

1.  This  Act  shall  be   construed  as  one  with  the  Extradition  Construction 
Act,  1870  (in  this  Act  referred  to  as  the  principal  Act),  and  the  °^^^ftit°g^ 
principal  Act  and  this  Act  may  be  cited  together  as  the  Extradition  33  &  34  yigt.

be  surrendered  under  the  principal  Act,  and  it  is  expedient  to 
remove  such  doubts ;  it  is  therefore  hereby  declared  that— 

Every  person  who  is  accused  or  convicted  of  having  counselled, 
procured,  commanded,  aided  or  abetted  the  commission 
of  any  extradition  crime,  or  of  being  accessory  before 
or  after  the  fact  to  any  extradition  crime,  shall  be 
deemed  for  the  purposes  "of  the  principal  Act  and  this 
Act  to  be  accused  or  convicted  of  having  committed 
such  crime,  and  shall  be  liable  to  be  apprehended  and 
surrendered  accordingly.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal, 
and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  The  Courts 
(Colonial)  Jurisdiction  Act,  1874.

of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  are  not  directly  or  indirectly  liable  or 
responsible  for  the  payment  of  the  stock  or  of  the  dividends 
thereon,  or  for  any  matter  relating  thereto,  and  if  the  Com- 
missioners of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  require  the  statement  to  be 
made  in  any  particular  terms,  those  terms  shall  be  adopted.

ments as  is  under  a  local  legislature  is  deemed  to  be  a 
colony. 

The  expression  "  legislature "  means  any  bodies  or  body  of 
persons  or  person  who  can  exercise  legislative  authority 
in  a  colony,  and  where  there  are  local  legislatures  as 
well  as  a  central  legislature,  includes  both  each  of  the 
local  legislatures  and  the  central  legislature. 

The  expression  "  colonial  stock  "  includes  any  share  or  interest 
in  colonial  stock. 

The  expression  "register"  includes  any  books  kept  by  the 
registrar  for  the  purpose  of  colonial  stock  in  which  the 
names  and  addresses  of  the  several  persons  for  the  time 
being  entitled  to  such  stock,  and  the  amounts  to  which 
they  are  entitled,  and  the  transfers  thereof,  are  entered. 
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The  expression  "  stockholder  "  means  a  person  holding  colonial 
stock,  heing  entered  as  proprietor  thereof  in  the  register 
kept  under  this  Act. 

The  expression  "  person  "  includes  a  corporation.

An  Act  to  regulate  the  Law  relating  to  the  Trial  of  Offences 
committed  on  the  Sea  within  a  certain  distance  of  the  Coasts 
of  Her  Majesty's  Dominions. 

[16th  August,  1878.J 


Whereas  the  rightful  jurisdiction  of  Her  Majesty,  Her  heirs  and 
successors,  extends  and  has  always  extended  over  the  open  seas 
adjacent  to  the  coast  of  the  United  Kingdom  and  of  all  other 
parts  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions  to  such  a  distance  as  is  necessary 
for  the  defence  and  security  of  such  dominions : 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  all  offences  committed  on  the 
open  sea  within  a  certain  distance  of  the  coasts  of  the  United 
Kingdom  and  of  aU  other  parts  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions,  by 
whomsoever  committed,  should  be  dealt  with  according  to  law : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and

An  Act  to  amend  the  Law  with  respect  to  fugitive  oiienders  in 
Her  Majesty's  dominions,  and  for  other  purposes  connected 
with  the  trial  of  offenders.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal, 
and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same  as  follows,  that  is  to  say : — 

Short  title.  1.  This  Aot  may  be  cited  as  the  Fugitive  Offenders  Act,  1881.

PART  I. 

Return  of  Fugitives. 

2.  Where  a  person  accused  of  having  committed  an  offence 
(to  which  this  part  of  this  Act  applies)  in  one  part  of  Her 
Majesty's  dominions  has  left  that  part,  such  person  (in  this 
Act  referred  to  as  a  fugitive  from  that  part)  if  found  in 
another  part  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions,  shall  be  liable  to  be 
apprehended  and  returned  in  manner  provided  by  this  Act  to 
the  part  from  which  he  is  a  fugitive. 

A  fugitive  may  be  so  apprehended  under  an  endorsed  warrant 
or  a  provisional  warrant. 

Endorsing  g^  "^]iere   a   warrant  has   been   issued  in  one  part  of   Her 

apprehension"^  Majesty's   dominions  for  the  apprehension  of  a  fugitive  from 
of  fugitive,      that  part,  any  of  the  following   authorities   in  another  part  of 
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Her  Majesty's  dominions  in  or  on  the  way  to  which  the  fugitive 
is  or  is  suspected  to  be,  that  is  to  say  : — 

(1)  A  judge  of  a  superior  court  in  such  part ;  and 

(2)  In  the  United  Kingdom  a  Secretary  of  State  and  one  of 

the  magistrates  of  the  metropolitan  police  court  in  Bow 
Street;  and 

(3)  In  a  British  possession  the  Governor  of  that  possession ; 

if  satisfied  that  the  warrant  was  issued  by  some  person  having 
lawful  authority  to  issue  the  same,  may  endorse  such  warrant  in 
manner  provided  hy  this  Act,  and  the  warrant  so  endorsed  shall 
he  a  sufficient  authority  to  apprehend  the  fugitive  in  the  part  of 
Her  Majesty's  dominions  in  which  it  is  endorsed,  and  bring  him 
before  a  magistrate.

information,   and  under  such   circumstances,   as   would  in   his 

opinion  justify  the  issue  of  a  warrant  if  the  offence  of  which  the 

fugitive  is  accused  had  been  committed  within  his  jurisdiction, 

and  such  warrant  may  be  backed  and  executed  accordingly. 

A  magistrate  issuing  a  provisional  warrant  shall  forthwith  send 

a  report  of  the  issue,  together  with  the  information  or  a  certified 

copy  thereof,  if  he  is  in  the  United  Kingdom,  to  a  Secretary  of 

State,  and  if  he  is  in  a  British  possession,  to  the  Governor  of  that 

possession,  and  the  Secretary  of  State  or  Governor  may,  if  he

If  the  endorsed  warrant  for  the  apprehension  of  the  fugitive 
is  duly  authenticated,  and  such  evidence  is  produced  as  (subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  Act)  according  to  the  law  ordinarily 
administered  by  the  magistrate,  raises  a  strong  or  probable 
presumption  that  the  fugitive  committed  the  offence  mentioned  in 
the  warrant,  and  that  the  offence  is  one  to  which  this  part  of  this 
Act  applies,  the  magistrate  shall  commit  the  fugitive  to  prison 
to  await  his  return,  and  shall  forthwith  send  a  certificate  of  the 
committal  and  such  report  of  the  case  as  he  may  think  fit,  if  in 
the  United  Kingdom  to  a  Secretary  of  State,  and  if  in  a  British 
possession  to  the  Governor  of  that  possession. 

Where  the  magistrate  commits  the  fugitive  to  prison  he  shall 
inform  the  fugitive  that  he  wUl  not  be  surrendered  until  after  the 
expiration  of  fifteen  days,  and  that  he  has  a  right  to  apply  for  a 
writ  of  habeas  corpus,  or  other  like  process. 
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A  fugitive  apprehended  on  a  provisional  warrant  may  be  from 
time  to  time  remanded  for  such  reasonable  time,  not  exceeding 
seven  days  at  any  one  time,  as  under  the  circumstances  seems 
requisite  for  the  production  of  an  endorsed  warrant.

24.  Where  a  warrant  for  the  apprehension  of  a  person  accused  Issue  of

Warrants  and  Escape. 

26.  An  endorsement  of  a  warrant  in  pursuance  of  this  Act 
shall  be  signed  by  the  authority  endorsing  the  same,  and  shall 
authorise  all  or  any  of  the  persons  named  in  the  endorsement, 
and  of  the  persons  to  whom  the  warrant  was  originally  directed, 
and  also  every  constable,  to  execute  the  warrant  within  the  part

27.  Where  a  fugitive  or  pii'isoner  is  authorised  to  be  returned 
to  any  part  of  Her  Majestj^'s  dominions  in  pursuance  of  Part  One 
or  Part  Two  of  this  Act,  such  fugitive  or  prisoner  may  be  sent 
thither  in  any  ship  belonging  to  Her  Majesty  or  to  any  of  Her 
subjects. 

For  the  purpose  aforesaid,  the  authority  signing  the  warrant 
for  the  return  may  order  the  master  of  any  ship  belonging  to  any

hundred  tons  of  his  ship's  registered  tonnage,  or  more  than  one 
witness  for  every  fifty  tons  of  such  tonnage. 

The  said  authority  shall  endorse  or  cause  to  be  endorsed  upon 
the  agreement  of  the  ship  such  particulars  with  respect  to  any 
fugiti\'e  prisoner  or  witness  sent  in  her  as  the  Board  of  Trade 
from  time  to  time  require. 

Every  such  master  shall,  on  his  ship's  arrival  in  the  said 
part  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions,  cause  such  fugitive  or  prisoner, 
if  he  is  not  in  the  custody  of  any  person,  to  be  given  into  the 
custody  of  some  constable,  there  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  law. 

Every  master  who  fails  on  payment  or  tender  of  a  reasonable 
amount  for  expenses  to  comply  with  an  order  made  in  pursu- 
ance of  this  section,  or  to  cause  a  fugitive  or  prisoner  committed 
to  his  charge  to  be  given  into  custody  as  required  by  this  section, 
shall  be  liable  on  summary  conviction  to  a  fine  not  exceeding

An  Act  to  make  further  provision  respecting  the  removal  of 
Prisoners  and  Criminal  Lunatics  from  Her  Majesty's 
possessions  out  of  the  United  Kingdom. 


[28th  July,  1884.] 


Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  removal  of  prisoners 
undergoing  sentence,  and  of  criminal  lunatics  from  one  British 
possession  to  another  British  possession,  or  to  the  United 
Kingdom : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : — 

Preliminary. 

Short  title.  1.  This  Act  maybe  cited  as  the  Colonial  Prisoners  Eemoval 

Act,  1884. 

Prisoners  Eemoval. 

2.  Where  as  regards  a  prisoner  undergoing  sentence  of 
imprisonment  in  any  British  possession  for  any  offence  it  appears 
to  the  removing  authority  hereinafter  mentioned  either — 

.  (a)  That  it  is  likely  that  the  life  of  the  prisoner  will  be 
endangered  or  his  health  permanently  injured  by  further 
imprisonment  in  such  British  possession ;  or

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(b)  That  the  prisoner  belonged,  at  the  time  of  committing  the

the  limits  of  the  said  British  possession ;  or 

(d)  That  by  reason  of  there  being  no  prison  in  the  said  British 

possession  in  which  the  prisoner  can  properly  undergo 
his  sentence  or  otherwise  the  removal  of  the  prisoner  is 
expedient  for  his  safer  custody  or  for  more  efficiently 
carrying  his  sentence  into  effect ;  or 

(e)  That  the  prisoner  belongs  to  a  class  of  persons  who  under 

the  law  of  the  said  British  possession  are  subject  to 
removal  under  this  Act ; 

in  any  such  case  the  removing  authority  may,  subject  nevertheless 
to  the  regulations  in  force  under  this  Act,  order  such  prisoner  to 
be  removed  to  any  British  possession  or  to  the  United  Kingdom 
to  undergo  his  sentence  or  the  residue  thereof. 

3, — (1)  Where  a  prisoner  has  been  removed  in  pursuance  of  Eetum  of 
this  Act,  a  Secretary  of  State  or  the  Grovemment  of  a  British  removed 
possession  to  which  the  prisoner  has  been  so  removed,  may  order  P'^'^°°^''- 
the  prisoner,  for  the  purpose  of  undergoing  the  residue  of  his 
sentence,  to  be  returned  to  the  British  possession  from  which  he 
was  removed. 

(2)  If  a  Secretary  of  State  or  the  Grovemment  of  a  British 
possession  to  which  a  prisoner  is  removed  under  this  Act,  requires 
the  prisoner  to  be  returned  for  discharge  to  the  British  possession 
from  which  he  was  removed,  the  prisoner  shall,  in  accordance 
with  the  regulations  under  this  Act,  be  returned  to  the  said 
British  possession  for  the  purpose  of  being  there  discharged  at 
the  expiration  of  his  sentence.  In  any  other  case  a  prisoner 
when  discharged  at  the  expiration  of  his  sentence  shall  be  entitled 
to  be  sent,  free  of  cost,  to  the  British  possession  from  which  he 
was  removed. 

Provided  that  where  a  prisoner  at  the  date  of  his  sentence 
belonged  to  the  Eoyal  Navy  or  to  Her  Majesty's  regular  military 
forces,  nothing  in  this  section  shall  require  such  prisoner  to  be 
returned  to  the  British  possession  from  which  he  was  removed  or 
entitle  him  to  be  sent  there  free  of  cost. 

4. — (1)  It  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty  in  Council  from  RegulationB 
time  to  time  to  make  and,  when  made,  revoke  and  vary  regulations  as  to 
as  to  the  removal,  return  and  discharge  of  prisoners  under  this  '^^™°™- 
Act. 

(2)  The  regulations  may  provide  for  varying  the  conditions  of 
a  sentence  of  imprisonment  passed  in  a  British  possession,  where 
they  differ  from  the  conditions  of  a  sentence  of  imprisonment 
in  the  part  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions  to  which  the  prisoner 
is  removed,  with  a  view  to  bringing  them  into  conformity  with 
the  latter   conditions,  but  the  prisoner   shall  not  by  reason  of 
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such  variation  undergo  an  imprisonment  of  any  longer  duration ; 
and  wliere  tlie  latter  conditions  appear  to  a  Secretary  of  State 
to  be  more  severe  than  the  former  conditions,  the  Secretary  of 
State  may  remit  a  portion  of  the  imprisonment,  so  that  the 
punishment  undergone  by  the  prisoner  shall  not  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Secretary  of  State  be  more  severe  than  the  punishment 
to  which  the  prisoner  was  originally  sentenced,  and  the  sentence 
of  imprisonment  shall,  so  long  as  the  prisoner  remains  in  the  part 
of  Her  Majesty's  dominions  to  which  he  is  removed,  be  carried 
into  effect  as  if  the  conditions  thereof  as  so  varied  were  the 
conditions  of  the  original  sentence. 

(3)  The  regulations  may  also  provide  for  the  forms  to  be  used 
under  this  Act  and  generally  for  the  execution  of  this  Act. 

(4)  All  regulations  made  under  this  section  shall  be  duly 
observed  by  all  persons,  and  shall  be  laid  before  both  Houses  of 
Parliament  as  soon  as  may  be  after  they  are  made.

The  expression  "  Secretary  of  State  "  means  one  of  Her  Majesty's 
Principal  Secretaries  of  State. 

The  expression  "  Governor "  means  any  person  or  persons 
administering  the  government  of  a  British  possession, 
and  includes  the  Governor-General  of  India  and  also 
the  Governor  and  Lieutenant-Governor  of  any  part  of 
India. 

The  expression  "  Colonial  Secretary "  includes  a  person  per- 
forming the  like  duties  as  a  Colonial  Secretary,  whether 
known  as  Government  Secretary,  Chief  Secretary  to 
the  Government  or  by  any  other  title. 

The  expression  "  prison  "  includes  any  place  for  the  confinement 
or  detention  of  prisoners  whether  convicted  or  un- 
convicted. 

The  expression  "  sentence  of  imprisonment "  means  any 
sentence  involying  confinement  in  a  prison,  whether 
combined  or  not  with  labour,  and  whether  known  as 
penal  servitude,  imprisonment  with  hard  labour, 
rigorous  imprisonment,  imprisonment  or  otherwise,  and 
includes  a  sentence  awarded  by  way  of  commutation  as 
well  as  an  original  sentence  passed  by  the  court. 
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The  expression  "  criminal  lunatic  "  means  a  person  detained  in 
custody  by  reason  of  his  having  been  charged  with  an 
offence,  and  either  found  to  have  been  insane  at  the 
time  of  such  offence,  or  found  or  certified  or  otherwise 
lawfully  proved  to  be  unfit  on  the  ground  of  his  insanity 
to  be  tried  for  the  same,  and  includes  a  person  convicted 
of  an  offence  and  afterwards  certified  or  otherwise 
lawfully  proved  to  be  insane.

An  Act  to  amend  the  Law  respecting  the  exercise  of  Admiralty 
Jurisdiction  in  Her  Majesty's  Dominions  and  elsewhere  out 
of  the  United  Kingdom. 

[25th  July,  1890.] 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal, 
and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same  as  follows : — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Colonial  Courts  of  Admiralty  short  title 
Act,  1890. 

2. — (1)  Every  court  of  law  in  a  British  possession,  which  is  for  Colonial 
the  time  being  declared  in  pursuance  of  this  Act  to  be  a  Court  of  CourtB  of 
Admiralty,  or  which,  if  no  such   declaration  is  in  force  in  the    ^™'^^'*y- 
possession,  has  therein  original  unlimited  civil  jurisdiction,  shall 
be  a   Court  of  Admiralty,   with  the  jurisdiction  in  this  Act 
mentioned,  and  may  for  the  purpose  of  that  jurisdiction  exercise 
all  the  powers  which  it  possesses  for  the  purpose  of  its  other  civil 
jurisdiction,   and   such  court  in  reference  to  the    jurisdiction 
conferred  by  this  Act  is  in  this  Act  referred  to  as  a  Colonial  Court 
of  Admiralty.     Where  in  a  British  possession  the  Grovernor  is  the 
sole  judicial  authority,  the  expression  "  court  of  law "  for  the 
purposes  of  this  section  includes  such  Governor. 

(2)  The  jurisdiction  of  a  Colonial  Court  of  Admiralty  shall, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  be  over  the  like  places, 
persons,  matters  and  things  as  the  Admiralty  jurisdiction  of 
the  High  Court  in  England,  whether  existing  by  virtue  of  any 
statute  or  otherwise,  and  the  Colonial  Court  of  Admiralty  may 
exercise  such  jurisdiction  in  like  manner  and  to  as  full  an  extent 
as  the  High  Court  in  England,  and  shall  have  the  same  regard 
as  that  court  to  international  law  and  the  comity  of  nations. 

(3)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  any  enactment 
referring  to  a  Vice-Admiralty  Court,  which  is  contained  in  an 
Act  of  the  Imperial  Parliament  or  in  a  Colonial  Law,  shall  apply 
to  a  Colonial  Court  of  Admiralty,  and  be  read  as  if  the  expression 
"  Colonial  Court  of  Admiralty "  were  therein  substituted  for 
"  Vice-Admiralty  Court  "  or  for  other  expressions  respectively 
referring  to  such  Vice- Admiralty  Courts  or  the  judge  thereof, 
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and  the   Colonial  Court  of  Admiralty   shall   have   jurisdiction 
accordingly. 

Provided  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Any  enactment  in  an  Act  of  the  Imperial  Parliament 
referring  to  the  Admiralty  jurisdiction  of  the  High 
Court  in  England,  when  applied  to  a  Colonial  Court  of 
Admiralty  in  a  British  possession,  shall  he  read  as  if  the 
name  of  that  possession  were  therein  suhstituted  for 
England  and  Wales  ;  and

exclusively  on  the  High   Court  of  Admiralty  or  the 

High  Court  of  Justice ;  but,  unless  for  the  time  being 

duly  authorised,  shall  not  by  virtue  of  this  Act  exercise 

any  jurisdiction  under  the  Naval  Prize  Act,  1864,  or 

otherwise  in  relation  to  prize ;  and 

(c)  A  Colonial  Court  of  Admiralty  shall  not  have  jurisdiction 

under  this  Act  to  try  or  punish  a  person  for  an 
offence  which  according  to  the  law  of  England  is 
punishable  on  indictment ;  and 

(d)  A  Colonial  Court  of  Admiralty  shall  not  have  any  greater 

jurisdiction  in  relation  to  the  laws  and  regulations 
relating  to  Her  Majesty's  navy  at  sea,  or  under  any  Act 
providing  for  the  discipline  of  Her  Majesty's  navy, 
than  may  be  from  time  to  time  conferred  on  such  court 
by  Order-in-Council. 

(4)  Where  a  court  in  a  British  possession  exercises  in  respect  of 
matters  arising  outside  the  body  of  a  county  or  other  like  part  of 
a  British  possession  any  jurisdiction  exercisable  under  this  Act, 
that  jurisdiction  shall  be  deemed  to  be  exercised  under  this  Act 
and  not  otherwise. 

Power  of  3.  The  legislature  of  a  British  possession  may  by  any  Colonial

jurisdiction.  (a)  Declare  any  court  of  unlimited  civil  jurisdiction,  whether 
original  or  appellate,  in  that  possession  to  be  a  Colonial 
Court  of  Admiralty,  and  provide  for  the  exercise  by  such 
court  of  its  jurisdiction  under  this  Act,  and  limit, 
territorially  or  otherwise,  the  extent  of  such  jurisdic- 
tion ;  and 
(b)  Confer  upon  any  inferior  or  subordinate  court  in  that 
possession  such  partial  or  limited  Admiralty  jurisdiction 
under  such  regulations  and  with  such  appeal  (if  any)  as 
may  seem  fit : 
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Provided  that  any  such  Colonial  law  shall  not  confer  any 
jurisdiction  which  is  not  by  this  Act  conferred  upon  a  Colonial 
Court  of  Admiralty. 

4.  Every  Colonial  law  which  is   made  in  pursuance  of  this  Reservation 
Act,  or   affects  the   jurisdiction   of  or  practice  or  procedui-e  in  °^  Colonml 
any  court  of   such  possession  in  respect  of  the  jurisdiction  con-  Majesty's 
ferred  by  this  Act,  or  alters  any   such  Colonial  law   as   above  assent. 

in  this  section  mentioned,  which  has  been  previously  passed,  shall, 
unless  previously  approved  by  Her  Majesty  through  a  Secretary 
of  State,  either  be  reserved  for  the  signification  of  Her  Majesty's 
pleasure  thereon,  or  contain  a  suspending  clause  providing  that 
such  law  shall  not  come  into  operation  until  Her  Majesty's 
pleasure  thereon  has  been  publicly  signified  in  the  British 
possession  in  which  it  has  been  passed. 

5,  Subject  to  rules  of  court  under  this  Act,  judgments  of  a  Local  Admi- 
court  in  a  British  possession,  given  or  made  in  the  exercise  of  ^^'^  appeal. 
the   jurisdiction   conferred  on  it  by  this  Act,  shall  be  subject 

to  the  like  local  appeal,  if  any,  as  judgments  of  the  court  in 
the  exercise  of  its  ordinary  civil  jurisdiction,  and  the  court 
having  cognisance  of  such  appeal  shall  for  the  purpose  thereof 
possess  all  the  jurisdiction  by  this  Act  conferred  upon  a  Colonial 
Court  of  Admiralty. 

6. — (1)  The  appeal  from  a  judgment  of  any  court  in  a  British  Admiralty 
possession  in  the  exercise  of  the  jurisdiction  conferred  by  this  Act,  g'P^^^  *°  *^« 
either  where  there  is  as  of  right  no  local  appeal  or  after  a  decision  council. 
on  local  appeal,  lies  to  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  in  Council. 

(2)  Save  as  may  be  otherwise  specially  allowed  in  a  particular 
case  by  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  in  Council,  an  appeal  under  this 
section  shall  not  be  allowed — 

(a)  Prom  any  judgment  not  having  the  effect  of  a  definitive 

judgment  unless  the  court  appealed  from  has  given 
leave  for  such  appeal ;  nor 

(b)  Erom  any  judgment  unless  the  petition  of  appeal  has  been 

lodged  within  the  time  prescribed  by  rules,  or  if  no  time 
is  prescribed  within  six  months  from  the  date  of  the 
judgment  appealed  against,  or  if  leave  to  appeal  has 
been  given  then  from  the  date  of  such  leave. 

(3)  For  the  purpose  of  appeals  under  this  Act,  Her  Majesty 
the  Queen  in  Council  and  the  Judicial  Committee  of  the  Privy 
Council  shall,  subject  to  rules  under  this  section,  have  all  such 
powers  for  making  and  enforcing  judgments,  whether  interlocutory 
or  final,  for  punishing  contempts,  for  requiring  the  payment 
of  money  into  court,  or  for  any  other  purpose,  as  may  be 
necessary,  or  as  were  possessed  by  the  High  Court  of  Delegates 
before  the  passing  of  the  Act  transferring  the  powers  of  such 
court  to  Her  Majesty  in  Council,  or  as  are  for  the  time  being 
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possessed  by  the  High  Court  in  England  or  by  the  court  appealed 
from  in  relation  to  the  like  matters  as  those  forming  the  subject 
of  appeals  under  this  Act. 

(4)  All  Orders  of  the  Queen  in  Council  or  the  Judicial 
Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  or 
otherwise  in  relation  to  appeals  under  this  Act  shall  have  fuU 
effect  throughout  Her  Majesty's  dominions,  and  in  all  places 
where  Her  Majesty  has  jurisdiction. 

(5)  This  section  shall  be  in  addition  to  and  not  in  derogation  of 
the  authority  of  Her  Majesty  in  Council  or  the  Judicial  Committee 
of  the  Privy  Council  arising  otherwise  than  under  this  Act,  and 
all  enactments  relating  to  appeals  to  Her  Majesty  in  Council  or  to 
the  powers  of  Her  Majesty  in  Council  or  the  Judicial  Committee 
of  the  Privy  Council  in  relation  to  those  appeals,  whether  for 
making  rules  and  orders  or  otherwise,  shall  extend,  save  as 
otherwise  directed  by  Her  Majesty  in  Council,  to  appeals  to  Her 
Majesty  in  Council  under  this  Act. 

7. — (1)  Rules  of  court  for  regulating  the  procedure  and  practice 
(including  fees  and  costs)  in  a  court  in  a  British  possession  in  the 
exercise  of  the  jurisdiction  conferred  by  this  Act,  whether  original 
or  appellate,  may  be  made  by  the  same  authority  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  rules  touching  the  practice,  procedure,  fees  and  costs  in 
the  said  court  in  the  exercise  of  its  ordinary  civil  jurisdiction 
respectively  are  made. 

Provided  that  the  rules  under  this  section  shall  not,  save  as 
provided  by  this  Act,  extend  to  matters  relating  to  the  slave 
trade,  and  shall  not  (save  as  provided  by  this  section)  come  into 
operation  until  they  have  been  approved  by  Her  Majesty  in 
Council,  but  on  coming  into  operation  shall  have  full  effect  as  if 
enacted  in  this  Act,  and  any  enactment  inconsistent  therewith 
shall,  so  far  as  it  is  so  inconsistent,  be  repealed. 

(2)  It  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty  in  Council,  in 
approving  rules  made  under  this  section,  to  declare  that  the 
rules  so  made  with  respect  to  any  matters  which  appear  to  Her 
Majesty  to  be  matters  of  detail  or  of  local  concern  may  be 
revoked,  varied  or  added  to  without  the  approval  required  by  this 
section. 

(3)  Such  rules  may  provide  for  the  exercise  of  any  jui'isdiction 
conferred  by  this  Act  by  the  full  court,  or  by  any  judge  or  judges 
thereof,  and  subject  to  any  rules,  where  the  ordinary  civil 
jurisdiction  of  the  court  can  in  any  case  be  exercised  by  a  single 
judge,  any  jurisdiction  conferred  by  this  Act  may  in  the  like  case 
be  exercised  by  a  single  judge. 

8. — (1)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  section  nothing  in 
this  Act  shall  alter  the  application  of  any  droits  of  Admiralty 
or  droits  of  or  forfeitures  to  the  Crown  in  a  British  possession ; 
and  such  droits  and  forfeitures,  when  condemned  by  a  court  of 
a  British  possession  in  the  exercise  of  the  jurisdiction  conferred 
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by  this  Act,  shall,  save  as  is  otherwise  provided  by  any  other 
Act,  be  notified,  accounted  for  and  dealt  with  in  such  manner 
as  the  Treasury  from  time  to  time  direct,  and  the  officers  of 
every  Colonial  Court  of  Admiralty  and  of  every  other  court  in 
a  British  possession  exercising  Admiralty  jurisdiction  shall  obey 
such  directions  in  respect  of  the  said  droits  and  forfeitures  as 
may  be  from  time  to  time  given  by  the  Treasury. 

(2)  It  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  in  Council 
by  Order  to  direct  that,  subject  to  any  conditions,  exceptions, 
reservations  and  regulations  contained  in  the  Order,  the  said 
droits  and  forfeitures  condemned  by  a  court  in  a  British  possession 
shall  form  part  of  the  revenues  of  that  possession  either  for  ever 
or  for  such  limited  term  or  subject  to  such  revocation  as  may  be 
specified  in  the  Order. 

(3)  If  and  so  long  as  any  of  such  droits  or  forfeitures  by  virtue 
of  this  or  any  other  Act  form  part  of  the  revenues  of  the  said 
possession  the  same  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  any  law  for 
the  time  being  applicable  thereto,  be  notified,  accounted  for  and 
dealt  with  in  manner  directed  by  the  Government  of  the  possession, 
and  the  Treasury  shall  not  have  any  power  in  relation  thereto. 

9. — (1)  It  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty,  by  commission  Power  to 
under  the  Great  Seal,  to  empower  the  Admiralty  to  establish  in  eetablish 
a  British  possession  any  Yice-Admiralty  Court  or  Courts.  ^^^^'  q^II 

(2)  Upon  the  establishment  of  a  Vice-Admiralty  Court  in  a 
British  possession,  the  Admiralty,  by  writing  under  their  hands 
and  the  seal  of  the  office  of  Admiralty,  in  such  form  as  the 
Admiralty  direct,  may  appoint  a  judge,  registrar,  marshal  and 
other  officers  of  the  court,  and  may  cancel  any  such  appointment ; 
and  in  addition  to  any  other  jurisdiction  of  such  court,  may 
(subject  to  the  limits  imposed  by  this  Act  or  the  said  commission 
from  Her  Majesty)  vest  in  such  court  the  whole  or  any  part  of 
the  jurisdiction  by  or  by  virtue  of  this  Act  conferred  upon  any 
courts  of  that  British  possession,  and  may  vary  or  revoke  such 
vesting,  and  while  such  vesting  is  in  force  the  power  of  such 
last-mentioned  courts  to  exercise  the  jurisdiction  so  vested  shall 
be  suspended. 

Provided  that — 

(a)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  authorise  a  Vice-Admiralty

(b)  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  judge,  registrar, 

marshal  or  other  officer  of  any  Vice- Admiralty  Court  in 
a  British  possession,  the   Governor  of  that  possession 
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may  appoint  a  fit  person  to  fill  the  vacancy  until  an 
appointment  to  the  office  is  made  by  the  Admiralty. 

(3)  The  provisions  of  this  Act  with  respect  to  appeals  to  Her 
Majesty  in  Council  from  courts  in  British  possessions  in  the 
exercise  of  the  jurisdiction  conferred  by  this  Act  shall  apply  to 
appeals  from  Vice-Admiralty  Courts,  but  the  rules  and  orders 
made  in  relation  to  appeals  from  Vice-Admiralty  Courts  may 
differ  from  the  rules  made  in  relation  to  appeals  from  the  said 
courts  in  British  possessions. 

(4)  If  Her  Majesty  at  any  time  by  commission  under  the  Grreat 
Seal  so  directs,  the  Admiralty  shall  by  writing  under  their  hands 
and  the  seal  of  the  ofiice  of  Admiralty  abolish  a  Vice- Admiralty 
Court  established  in  any  British  possession  under  this  section,  and 
upon  such  abolition  the  jurisdiction  of  any  Colonial  Court  of 
Admiralty  in  that  possession  which  was  previously  suspended 
shall  be  revived.

10.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  affect  any  power  of  appointing 
a  vice-admiral  in  and  for  any  British  possession  or  any  place 
therein,  and  whenever  there  is  not  a  formally  appointed  vice- 
admiral  in  a  British  possession  or  any  place  therein  the  Governor 
of  the  possession  shall  be  ex-officio  vice-admiral  thereof.

11. — (1)  The  provisions  of  this  Act  with  respect  to  Colonial 
Courts  of  Admiralty  shall  not  apply  to  the  Channel  Islands. 

(2)  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Queen  in  Council  by  Order  to 
declare,  with  respect  to  any  British  possession  which  has  not  a 
representative  legislature,  that  the  jurisdiction  conferred  by  this 
Act  on  Colonial  Courts  of  Admiralty  shall  not  be  vested  in  any 
court  of  such  possession,  or  shall  be  vested  only  to  the  partial  or 
limited  extent  specified  in  the  Order.

12.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  in  Council 
by  Order  to  direct  that  this  Act  shall,  subject  to  the  conditions, 
exceptions  and  qualifications  (if  any)  contained  in  the  Order, 
apply  to  any  court  established  by  Her  Majesty  for  the  exercise 
of  jurisdiction  in  any  place  out  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions 
which  is  named  in  the  Order  as  if  that  court  were  a  Colonial 
Court  of  Admiralty,  and  to  provide  for  carrying  into  effect  such 
application.

13. — (1)  It  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  in 
Council  by  Order  to  make  rules  as  to  the  practice  and  procedure 
(including  fees  and  costs)  to  be  observed  in  and  the  returns  to 
be  made  from  Colonial  Courts  of  Admiralty  and  Vice-Admiralty 
Courts  in  the  exercise  of  their  jurisdiction  in  matters  relating 
to  the  slave  trade,  and  in  and  from  East  African  Courts  as  defined 
by  the  Slave  Trade  (East  African  Courts)  Acts,  1873  and  1879. 
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(2)  Except  when  inconsistent  with  such  Order-in-Council,  the  36  &  37  Vict, 
rules  of  court  for  the  time  being  in  force  in  a  Colonial  Court  of  <=■  59. 
Adiniralty  or  Vice- Admiralty.  Court  shall,  so  far  as  applicable,  *^'^  *^  ^''^'• 
extend  to  proceedings  in  such  court  in  matters  relating  to  the 

slave  trade. 

(3)  The  provisions  of  this  Act  with  respect  to  appeals  to  Her 
Majesty  in  Council,  from  courts  in  British  possessions  in  the 
exercise  of  the  jurisdiction  conferred  by  this  Act,  shaR  apply, 
with  the  necessary  modifications,  to  appeals  from  judgments  of 
any  East  African  Court  made  or  purporting  to  be  made  in 
exercise  of  the  jurisdiction  under  the  Slave  Trade  (East  African 
Courts)  Acts,  1873  and  1879. 

14.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty  in  Council  from  time  Orders  in 
to  time  to  make  Orders  for  the  purposes  authorised  by  this  Act,  Council, 
and  to  revoke  and  vary  such  Orders,  and  every  such  Order  while 
in  operation  shall  have  effect  as  if  it  were  part  of  this  Act. 

16.  In  the  construction  of  this  Act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  interpreta- 
requires —  tio"- 

The  expression  "  representative  legislature  "  means,  in  relation 
to  a  British  possession,  a  legislature  comprising  a  legis- 
lative body  of  which  at  least  one-half  are  elected  by 
inhabitants  of  the  British  possession. 

The  expression  "  unlimited  civil  jurisdiction  "  means  civil  juris- 
diction unlimited  as  to  the  value  of  the  subject  matter 
at  issue,  or  as  to  the  amount  that  may  be  claimed  or 
recovered. 

The  expression  "judgment"  includes  a  decree,  order  and 
sentence. 

The  expression  "  appeal "  means  any  appeal,  re-hearing  or 
review,  and  the  expression  "  local  appeal "  means  an 
appeal  to  any  court  inferior  to  Her  Majesty  in  Council. 

The  expression  "  Colonial  law  "  means  any  Act,  Ordinance  or 
other  law  having  the  force  of  legislative  enactment  in  a 
British  possession  and  made  by  any  authority,  other 
than  the  Imperial  Parliament  or  Her  Majesty  in  Council, 
competent  to  make  laws  for  such  possession. 

16. — (1)  This  Act  shall,  save  as  otherwise  in  this  Act  provided,  Commence- 
come  into  force  in  every  British  possession  on  the  First  day  of  ™^"*  °*  ^<=*- 
July  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-one. 

Provided  that — 

(a)  This  Act  shall  not  come  into  force  in  any  of  the  British 

possessions  named  in  the  First  Schedule  to  this  Act 
until  Her  Majesty  so  directs  by  Order-in-Council,  and 
until  the  day  named  in  that  behalf  in  such  Order ;  and 

(b)  If  before  any  day  above  mentioned  rules  of  court  for  the

Act  may  be  proolaimed  in  that  possession  by  the  Governor 
thereof,  and  on  such  proclamation  shall  come  into  force 
on  the  day  named  in  the  proclamation.

(3)  If,  on  the  commencement  of  this  Act  in  any  British 
possession,  rules  of  court  have  not  been  approved  by  Her  Majesty

Courts  and  in  East  African  Courts  shall  have  effect  as 
rules  made  in  pursuance  of  this  Act,  and  shall  apply  to 
Colonial  Courts  of  Admiralty,  and  may  be  altered  and 
revoked  accordingly.

[4th  August,  1890.] 


Whereas  by  treaty,  capitulation,  grant,  usage,  sufferance  and 
other  lawful  means,  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  has  jurisdiction 
within  divers  foreign  countries,  and  it  is  expedient  to  consolidate 
the  Acts  relating  to  the  exercise  of  Her  Majesty's  jurisdiction  out 
of  Her  dominions : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Queen's  m©st  Excellent  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  :— 

1.  It  is  and  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  to 
hold,  exercise  and  enjoy  any  jurisdiction  which  Her  Majesty  now 
has  or  may  at  any  time  hereafter  have  within  a  foreign  country 
in  the  same  and  as  ample  a  manner  as  if  Her  Majesty  had 
acquired  that  jurisdiction  by  the  cession  or  conquest  of  territory. 
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2.  Where  a  foreign  country  is  not  sutject  to  any  government  Exercise  of

material  for  his  defence  and  whom  he  alleges  himself 
unable  to  produce  at  the  trial  in  the  British  possession. 

(b)  In  such  case  the  British  court  in  the  foreign  country  shall 

proceed  in  the  examination  and  cross-examination  of 
the  witness  as  though  he  had  been  tendered  at  a  trial

1. — (1)  Copies  of  Acts,  Ordinances  and  statutes  passed  (whether  Proof  oi 
before  or  after  the   passing  of  this  Act)  by  the  legislature  of  g^^^^gj^**  ^^ 
any    British    possession,  and    of    orders,   regulations    and    other  possessions, 
instruments  issued  or  made,  whether  before  or  after  the  passing 
of  this  Act,  under  the  authority  of  any  such  Act,  Ordinance  or 
statute,  if  purporting  to  be  printed  by  the  Government  printer, 
shall    be    received   in    evidence   by  all  courts  of    justice  in  the 
United  Kingdom  without  any  proof  being  given  that  the  copies 
were  so  printed.

We,  by  the  advice  of  Our  Privy  Council, 
have  thought  fit  to  declare  and  ordain,  and,  by  the  advice  afore- 
said, We  do  hereby  declare  and  ordain,  that  throughout  Our  said 
Colonies  and  Possessions  at  Sierra  Leone,  the  River  Gambia,  Cape 
Coast,  or  elsewhere  on  the  western  coast  of  the  continent  of 
Africa,  and  the  dependencies  thereof,  the  said  gold  coins  shall 
circulate  and  be  received  in  payment  as  being  of  the  full  value 
and  equivalent  to  current  money  of  the  United  Kingdom,  at  the 
rates  hereafter  specified,  that  is  to  say — 

The  doubloon  of  Spain,  Mexico,  or  the  States  of  South  America, 
at  the  rate  of  sixty-four  shillings  sterling  ; 

The  French  gold  piece  of  twenty  francs,  at  the  rate  of  fifteen 
shillings  and  tenpence  sterling ; 

And  the  said  silver  coins  shall  circulate  and  be  received  in  pay- 
ment, as  being  of  the  full  value  and  equivalent  to  current  money 
of  the  United  Kingdom,  at  the  following  rates,  that  is  to  say — 

The  French  piece  of  five  francs  at  the  rate  of  three  shillings 
and  tenpence  halfpenny  sterling. 

And  in  all  payments  to  be  made  in  Our  said  Colonies  and 
Possessions  above  mentioned,  tender  of  payment  in  the  said  coins 
or  either  of  them  at  the  several  respective  rates  aforesaid  shall  be 
deemed  and  taken  to  be  a  lawful  tender  in  the  same  manner  as 
if  such  tender  had  been  made  in  the  current  coin  of  the  United 
Kingdom.

or  elsewhere  on  the  western  coast  of  the  continent  of  Africa  and 
their  dependencies,  were  regulated  and  established  :  And  whereas 
it  is  expedient  that,  in  addition  to  the  coins  specified  in  Our  said 
Proclamation,  the  gold  coins  of  the  United  States  of  North 
America  shall  be  constituted  a  legal  tender  within  Our  said 
Colonies  and  Possessions : 

Now,  therefore.  We,  by  the  advice  of  Our  Privy  Council,  have 
thought  fit  to  declare  and  ordain  that  throughout  Our  said 
Colonies  and  Possessions  in  Sierra  Leone,  the  River  Gambia, 
Cape  Coast,  or  elsewhere  on  the  western  coast  of  Africa,  the  gold 
coins  of  the  said  United  States  of  the  denominations  herein- 
after mentioned  shall  circulate  and  be  received  in  payment 
as  being  of  the  full  value  and  equivalent  to  current  money  of  the 
United   Kingdom  at  the   rates  hereafter   specified ;   that  is  to 

The  eagle  at  the  rate  of  forty-one  shillings  sterling ; 

The  half-eagle  at  the  rate  of  twenty  shillings  and  sixpence 
sterling ;  and 

The  quarter-eagle  at  the  rate  of  ten  shillings  and  threepence 
sterling. 

And  in  all  payments  to  be  made  in  Our  said  Colonies  and 
Possessions  above  mentioned  tender  of  payment  in  the  said  coins 
or  either  of  them  at  the  respective  rates  aforesaid  shall  be  deemed 
and  taken  to  be  a  lawful  tender,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  such 
tender  had  been  made  in  the  current  coin  of  the  United 
Kingdom.

3.    Declaration  of  Sovereignty  over  Quiah  and  Sherbro. 


AT  THE  COUET  AT  OSBORNE  HOUSE, 
ISLE  OF  WIGHT. 

The  26th  day  of  April,  1862. 

Present : 
The  Queen's  Most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

Whereas  by  oertain  treaties  described  in  the  annexed  schedule 
the  kings,  chiefs,  and  others  in  the  said  treaties  mentioned  did 
cede  to  Her  Britannic  Majesty,  Her  heirs  and  successors,  the  full 
dominion  and  sovereignty  of  the  territories  hereinafter  mentioned, 
that  is  to  say,  of  all  that  part  of  the  Quiah  country,  measuring 
ten  miles  in  width  from  Waterloo  and  Calmunt  creeks  to  the 
Quiah  river  or  creek  and  sixteen  miles  in  length  from  the  River 
Sierra  Leone  to  the  Ribbie  River,  or  thereabouts,  and  bounded  on 
the  west  by  Waterloo  creek  and  Calmunt  creek,  on  the  east  by 
the  Quiah  river  or  creek  (which  empties  itself  into  the  Rokelle 
river  at  Ro  Benkeah),  by  the  creek  known  as  Ma  Sungoh  creek, 
and  by  a  direct  line  running  from  the  head  of  the  southern  branch 
of  the  said  Quiah  river  or  creek  to  the  head  of  the  said  Ma 
Sungoh  creek,  on  the  north  by  the  Sierra  Leone  River,  and  on 
the  south  by  the  river  Ribbie  or  Dibbie,  round  to  the  entrance 
of  Calmunt  creek,  and  also  of  all  that  piece  or  portion  of  the  Sherbro 
country  called  Bendoo  and  Chah,  bounded  on  the  north  and  west 
by  the  Sherbro  estuary  and  the  Jong  river  from  Harry  Tucker's 
island  to  Parrot's  point,  being  a  distance  of  about  fifteen  miles  ; 
on  the  north  and  east  by  the  Paypan  branch  of  the  Jong  river 
and  the  Bayamoh  river  from  Parrot's  point  to  the  confluence  of 
the  Cannwoh  creek  and  Bayamoh  river,  distance  about  thirteen 
miles  ;  on  the  south  and  east  by  the  Cannwoh  creek  to  its  source, 
thence  by  a  line  to  the  source  of  the  Fanemah  creek,  and  by 
said  creek  to  the  Boom  Kittam  river,  distance  about  eighteen 
miles ;  and  on  the  south  and  west  by  the  Boom  Kittam  river  from 
Fanemah  creek  to  Harry  Tucker's  island,  the  place  first  started 
from,  distance  about  thirteen  miles,  together  with  all  the  islands 
thereunto  belonging.  And  also  of  that  piece  or  portion  of 
Sherbro  country  commonly  known  as  the  Turtle  and  Sherbro 
islands,  viz.,  on  the  west  from  the  southernmost  and  westernmost 
island  commonly  called  and  known  by  the  name  of  the  Turtle 
islands,  called  Hoom,  round  to  the  south-east  by  Moote   Foto, 
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Kellebagay,  Shey,  Yelley-a-Byah,  and  all  the  other  islands  com- 
monly known  as  the  Turtle  islands,  together  with  the  whole  of  the 
island  known  among  the  natives  as  the  Island  of  Shey  or  Sherbro 
island,  together  with  all  the  islands  and  creeks  belonging  to  the 
same,  and  also  of  all  that  piece  or  portion  of  the  Sherbro  country 
called  Bagroo  and  Mana  Bagroo  and  Belly,  extending  from  the 
Yall  Tucker  river  on  the  north  to  the  Bagroo  and  Bailey  rivers 
on  the  south,  and  extending  about  thirty  miles  inland  from 
Sherbro  river  which  bounds  it  on  the  west. 

It  is  hereby  ordered  by  the  Queen's  Most  Excellent  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her  Majesty's  Privy  Council,  that  all 
the  territories  hereinbefore  mentioned  shall  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  part  and  parcel  of  Her  Majesty's  Colony  of 
Sierra  Leone,  in  like  manner  and  for  all  intents  and  purposes  as 
if  they  had  originally  formed  part  of  the  said  colony,  and  that  it 
shall  be  competent  to  the  Legislative  Council,  or  other  legislative 
authority  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  colony,  to  make  laws  for 
the  peace  and  good  government  of  the  said  territories  as  parts  of 
the  said  colony. 

And  it  is  hereby  further  ordered  that  all  laws  and  ordinances 
now  in  force  in  the  Colony  of  Sierra  Leone  shall  take  effect  in  the 
said  territories,  and  shall  remain  in  force  therein  until  the  same 
shall  have  been  altered  or  repealed  by  Her  said  Majesty,  or  Her 
successors,  or  by  the  Legislative  Council,  or  other  competent 
legislative  authority  of  our  Colony  of  Sierra  Leone.

Whereas  ty  an  Order-in-Council  bearing  date  the  14th  day  of 
January,  1871,  We  have  thought  fit  to  order  that  the  designs  for 
gold  coins  to  be  coined  at  the  Sydney  branch  of  Our  Eoyal 
Mint,  pursuant  to  Our  Order-in-Council  of  the  19th  day  of 
August,  1853,  establishing  the  said  branch  of  Our  Eoyal  Mint 
at  Sydney,  should  be  the  like  designs  as  now  are  and  from 
henceforth  may  be  from  time  to  time  approved  by  Us,  and  in 
force  for  the  corresponding  coins  of  the  currency  of  this  realm : 

And  whereas  in  pursuance  of  the  said  Order-in-Council  it  is 
provided  that  a  coinage  of  gold  coins  in  accordance  with  the 
standards  of  weight  and  fineness  of  the  various  coins  of  the 
currency  of  this  realm,  and  of  the  designs  aforesaid,  shall  be  made 
at  the  said  Sydney  branch  of  Our  Eoyal  Mint :

Whereas  by  Our  Order-in-Oouncil  dated  the  10th  June,  1843, 
"We  were  pleased  to  order  that  Our  Proclamation  read  at  our 
Council  held  on  the  said  10th  day  of  June,  1843,  declaring  and 
ordaining,  inier  alia,  that  throughout  Our  Colonies  and  Possessions 
at  Sierra  Leone,  the  River  Grambia,  Cape  Coast,  or  elsewhere  on 
the  western  coast  of  the  continent  of  Africa,  and  the  dependencies 
thereof,  the  French  silver  pieces  of  five  francs  shall  circulate  and 
be  received  in  payment,  as  being  of  the  full  value  and  equivalent 
to  current  money  of  the  United  Kingdom,  at  the  rate  of  three 
shillings  and  tenpence  halfpenny  sterling,  and  that  tender  of 
payment  in  Our  said  Colonies  in  the  said  coin  at  the  rate  aforesaid 
should  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  a  lawful  tender  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  such  tender  had  been  made  in  the  current  coin  of 
the  United  Kingdom,  should  take  effect  and  come  into  force  upon 
and  from  and  after  such  day  as  in  Our  said  Order  now  in  recital  is 
directed  : 

And  whereas  Our  said  recited  Proclamation  came  into  effect  in 
Our  said  Colonies  and  Possessions  on  the  30th  of  September, 
1843: 

And  whereas  the  silver  coins  current  in  Our  said  Colonies  and 
Possessions  consist  partly  of  Belgian,  Italian,  and  Swiss  five  franc 
pieces  of  equal  legal  weights  and  fineness  as  the  silver  French 
five  franc  piece : 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  the  rates  at  which  the  said 
Belgian,  Italian  and  Swiss  five  franc  pieces  shall  circulate  in  Our 
said  Colonies  and  Possessions  shall  be  ascertained  and  fixed : 

Now,  therefore,  We,  by  the  advice  of  our  Privy  Council,  have 
thought  fit  to  declare  and  ordain,  and  by  the  advice  aforesaid.  We 
do  hereby  declare  and  ordain  that  throughout  Our  Colonies  and 
Possessions  at  Sierra  Leone,  the  River  Gambia,  Cape  Coast, 
Lagos,  or  elsewhere  on  the  western  coast  of  the  continent  of 
Africa  and  the  dependencies  thereof,  the  Belgian,  Italian  and 
Swiss  silver  five  franc  pieces  of  legal  weight  and  fineness  equal  to 
French  pieces  of  five  francs  shall  circulate  and  be  received 
in  payment  as  being  respectively  of  the  full  value  and  equivalent 
to  current  money  of  the  United  Kingdom  at  the  rate  of  three 
shillings  and  tenpence  halfpenny  sterling. 

And  in  all  payments  to  be  made  in  Our  said  Colonies  and 
Possessions  above  mentioned,  tender  of  payment  in  the  said  coins 
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or  either  of  them  at  the  rate  aforesaid  shall  be  deemed  and  taken 
to  be  a  lawful  tender  in  the  same  manner  as  if  such  tender  had 
been  made  in  the  current  coin  of  the  United  Kingdom.

Whereas  by  Section  18  of  "  The  Extradition  Act,  1870,"  it  is 
among  other  things  enacted,  that  if  by  any  law  made  after  the 
passing  of  the  said  Act  by  the  Legislature  of  any  British  posses- 
sion, provision  is  made  for  carrying  into  effect  within  such 
possession  the  surrender  of  fugitive  criminals  who  are  in  or 
suspected  of  being  in  such  British  possession,  Her  Majesty  may, 
by  the  Order-in-Council  applying  the  said  Act  in  the  case  of  any 
foreign  state,  or  by  any  subsequent  order,  either  suspend  the 
operation  within  any  such  British  possession  of  the  said  Act,  or  of 
any  part  thereof,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  such  foreign  state  and 
so  long  as  such  law  continues  in  force  there  and  no  longer ;  or 
direct  that  such  law  or  ordinance,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  have 
effect  in  such  British  possession,  with  or  without  modifications  and 
alterations,  as  if  it  were  part  of  the  Act. 

And  whereas  by  an  Ordinance  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of 
Sierra  Leone,  the  short  title  of  which  is  "  The  Extradition  Ordin- 
ance, Sierra  Leone,  1878,"  it  is  provided  that  "  all  powers  vested 
in  and  Acts  authorised  or  required  to  be  done  by  a  police  magis- 
trate or  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  relation  to  the  surrender  of 
fugitive  criminals  in  the  United  Kingdom  under  "  The  Extradi- 
tion Acts,  1870  and  1873,"  are  thereby  vested  in  and  may  in  the 
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Settlement  be  exercised  and  done  by  any  police  magistrate  or 
officer  acting  in  his  stead  in  relation  to  the  surrender  of  fugitive 
criminals  under  the  said  Acts." 

And  whereas  it  is  further  provided  by  the  said  Ordinance  that 
the  said  Ordinance  shall  not  come  into  operation  until  Her 
Majesty  shall  by  Order-in-Council  direct  that  the  said  Ordinance 
shall  have  effect  within  the  settlement  as  if  it  were  part  of  "  The 
Extradition  Act,  1870,"  but  that  the  said  Ordinance  shall  there- 
after come  into  operation  as  soon  as  such  Order-in-Counoil  shall 
have  been  publicly  made  known  in  the  Settlement. 

Now,  therefore,  Her  Majesty,  in  pursuance  of  "  The  Extradi- 
tion Act,  1870,"  and  in  exercise  of  the  power  in  that  behalf  in  the 
said  Act  contained,  doth  by  this  present  Order,  by  and  with  the 
advice  of  Her  Majesty's  Privy  Council,  direct  that  the  said  Ordi- 
nance shall  have  effect  in  the  Settlement  of  Sierra  Leone  without 
modification  or  alteration,  as  if  it  were  part  of  "  The  Extradition 
Act,  1870."

Whereas  by  an  Order  of  Her  Majesty  in  Council,  bearing  date 
the  6th  day  of  April,  1889,  Her  Majesty's  Supreme  Court  of  the 
Colony  of  Sierra  Leone  was  constituted  a  Court  of  Eecord  to 
receive,  hear  and  determine  appeals  from  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  Colony  of  the  Gambia ; 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  make  further  and  other  provisions 
for  facilitating  such  appeals  as  aforesaid  ; 

Now  therefore,  in  pursuance  of  the  powers  vested  in  Her  Majesty 
in  Council  by  the  British  Settlements  Act,  1887  ; 
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It  is  hereby  ordered  by  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice 
of  Her  Privy  Council,  as  follows : — 

1.  The  Supreme  Court  of  the  Colony  of  Sierra  Leone  (herein- 

after referred  to  as  the  Appeal  Court)  shall  be,  and  it  is 
hereby,  constituted  a  Court  of  Eecord  to  receive,  hear, 
and  determine  appeals  from  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
Colony  of  the  Gambia  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
Court  of  the  Gambia). 

2.  Any  person  or  persons  against  whom  any  sentence,  judgment, 

decree  or  order  shall  be  given  in  the  Court  of  the  Gambia 
may,  subject  to  the  conditions  contained  in  the  Rules 
regulating  appeals  contained  in  the  Appendix  to  this 
order,  and  any  amending  or  further  Rules  to  be  herein- 
after made  as  provided  by  this  Order,  appeal  therefrom 
to  the  Appeal  Court,  which  shall  thereupon  inquire  into, 
hear,  and  decide  all  questions,  whether  of  law  or  fact, 
arising  upon  any  such  appeal. 

The  Court  of  the  Gambia  shall  in  all  cases  of  appeal  to  the 
appeal  Court,  execute  and  carry  into  immediate  effect 
such  judgments  and  orders  as  the  Appeal  Court  shall 
make  thereupon,  in  such  manner  as  any  original  judg- 
ments or  orders  of  the  Court  of  the  Gambia  can  or  may 
be  executed. 

3.  The  Rules  contained  in  the  Appendix  to  this  order  shall 
govern  the  conduct  of  appeals  both  in  the  Court  of  the 
Gambia,  and  the  Appeal  Court  until  they  have  been 
revoked,  amended  or  added  to  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided. 
•  4.  The  Appeal  Court  is  hereby  authorised  and  required  from 
time  to  time  to  make  and  establish  either  in  addition  to 
or  in  substitution  for  the  Rules  contained  in  the 
Appendix  to  this  order,  such  Rules,  Orders,  and  Regula- 
tions as  to  it  shall  seem  meet,  touching  and  concerning 
all  matters  and  things  necessary  for  the  proper  conduct 
and  despatch  of  business  in  appeals  to  the  said  Appeal 
Court,  whether  in  the  Court  of  the  Gambia  or  in  the 
Appeal  Court,  and  whether  before  or  after  the  final 
judgment  of  the  Appeal  Court,  and  all  such  Rules, 
Orders,  and  Regulations,  and  also  all  Rules,  Orders,  and 
Regulations  contained  in  the  Appendix  to  this  order, 
from  time  to  time  to  revoke,  alter,  amend,  or  renew  as 
occasion  may  require.  Provided  always  that  all  such 
Rules,  Orders  and  Regulations  shall  forthwith  be  trans- 
mitted by  the  Chief  Justice  of  Sierra  Leone  to  the 
Governor  of  the  Colony  of  Sierra  Leone  to  be  by  him 
transmitted  to  Her  Majesty,  Her  Heirs  and  Successors, 
and  shall  be  subject  to  disallowance  by  Her  Majesty,  Her 
Heirs  and  Successors,  but  until  so  disallowed,  shall  have 
as  full  effect  as  if  they  had  been  contained  in  the 
Appendix  to  this  Order-in-Council. 
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5.  Any  person  who  feels  himself  aggrieved  by  any  final  judg- 

ment, sentence,  decree,  or  order  of  the  Appeal  Court,  on 
appeal  may,  subject  to  the  Eules,  Begulations,  Limita- 
tions and  Conditions  which,  for  the  time  being,  shall  be 
in  force  respecting  appeals  to  Her  Majesty,  Her  Heirs 
and  Successors  in  Council  from  any  judgments,  sentence, 
decree  or  order  of  the  said  Supreme  Court  of  Sierra 
Leone  sitting  as  a  Court  of  first  instance  and  subject  to 
such  other  regulations  and  conditions  as  Her  Majesty, 
Her  Heirs  and  Successors  shall  be  pleased  to  direct, 
appeal  to  Her  Majesty,  Her  Heirs  and  Successors  in 
Her  or  their  Privy  Council,  against  any  such  final  judg- 
ment, sentence,  decree  or  order  of  the  Appeal  Court. 
The  Court  of  the  Gambia  shall  in  all  oases  of  appeal  to 
Her  Majesty,  Her  Heirs  and  Successors  in  Council, 
execute  and  carry  into  immediate  effect  such  judgments 
and  orders  as  Her  Majesty,  Her  Heirs  and  Successors 
shall  make  thereupon  in  such  manner  as  any  original  judg- 
ments and  orders  of  the  said  Court  can  or  may  be  executed. 

6.  For  the  purpose  of  this  Order-in- Council,  any  person  law- 

fully appointed  to  act  for  the  time  being  as  Chief  Justice 
of  Sierra  Leone,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  a  Judge 
of  the  Appeal  Court. 

7.  The  said  Order-in-Council,  of  the  6th  day  of  April,  1889,  is 

hereby  revoked,  but  such  revocation  shall  not  affect  the 
validity  of  anything  lawfully  done  thereunder,  or  revive 
any  Order-in-Council  revoked  thereby. 

8.  All  Rules  and  Regulations  relating  to  the  Supreme  Court  of 

the  Gambia  (save  and  except  only  Rules  relating  to 
appeals  therefrom  to  the  said  Appeal  Court)  which  are 
in  force  when  this  Order-in-Council  takes  effect,  may  be 
repealed  or  altered  by  any  Rules,  Orders  or  Regulations 
to  be  made  under  any  Ordinance  of  the  Colony  of  the 
Gambia ,  but  shall  continue  in  force  until  so  altered  or 
repealed. 


APPENDIX. 

Rules  regulating  appeals  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
Colony  or  Sierra  Leone  from  the  Supreme  Court  of 
THE  Colony  of  the  Gambia. 

1.  Every  sitting  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Sierra  Leone  in  the 
Original  Jurisdiction  of  that  Court  shall  be  a  sitting  of  the  Appeal 
Court  under  this  Order-in-Council. 

Provided  always  that  no  Appeal  shall  be  heard  during  the 
vacation  of  that  Court,  and  that  except  by  special  leave  of  a  Judge 
of  the  Appeal  Court  all  matters  originating  in  the  said  Supreme 
Court  of  Sierra  Leone  shall  have  priority  over  Appeal  matters. 
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2.  In  any  appeal  pending  before  the  Appeal  Court,  any 
directions  incidental  thereto,  not  involving  the  decision  of  the 
appeal  may  be  given  by  a  Judge  of  the  Appeal  Court,  and  a 
Judge  of  the  Appeal  Court  may  at  any  time  make  an  interim  order 
to  prevent  prejudice  to  the  claims  of  any  parties  pending  an  appeal, 
as  he  may  think  fit,  but  every  such  order  may  be  discharged  or 
varied  by  the  Appeal  Court. 

3.  Every  person  admitted  to  practise  as  a  barrister  or  solicitor 
in  the  Supremo  Court  of  the  Colony  of  the  Gambia  shall,  upon 
proof  of  his  admission  as  aforesaid,  be  entitled  to  practise  before 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Colony  of  Sierra  Leone  so  far  as  relates 
to  appeals  in  that  Court  from  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Colony  of 
the  Gambia,  but  not  further  or  otherwise. 

4.  Where  any  party  desires  to  appeal,  he  shall  within  14  days 
from  the  date  of  an  interlocutory  decision  and  within  three  months 
from  the  date  of  any  final  judgment,  apply  to  the  Court  of  the 
Gambia  for  leave  to  appeal,  and  thereupon  leave  to  appeal  shall, 
subject  to  the  limitations  hereinafter  contained,  be  granted  to  the 
applicant,  but  not  otherwise. 

5.  No  appeal  shall  lie  from  an  order  made  ex  parte,  unless  the 
person  aggrieved  by  such  order  has  first  applied  to  the  Court 
making  the  order  to  vary  or  discharge  it. 

6.  No  appeal  shall  lie  from  an  interlocutory  order  unless  the 
Court  making  such  order  shall  consider  such  appeal  to  be 
reasonable  and  proper. 

7.  No  order  as  to  costs  only,  or  order  made  by  the  consent  of 
parties,  shall  be  subject  to  any  appeal  except  by  special  leave  of 
the  Court  making  such  order,  or  of  the  Appeal  Court. 

8.  In  no  case  shall  leave  to  appeal  be  granted  unless  the 
appellant  shall,  within  the  times  limited  by  Eule  4,  have  applied 
for  leave  to  appeal  and  ghall  have  given  notice  in  writing  of  his 
intention  to  appeal  to  all  parties  directly  affected  by  the  appeal, 
and  to  such  others,  as  respondents,  as  the  Court  of  the  Gambia 
thinks  fit  to  direct,  and  shall  have  paid  into  the  Court  of  the 
Gambia  the  amount  of  the  expense  of  making  up  and  transmission 
of  the  record  of  appeal,  and  shall  have  given  security  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  said  Court  for  payment  of  all  such  costs  as  may 
be  awarded  to  any  respondent  by  the  Appeal  Court :  Provided 
always,  that  where  at  any  time  within  six  months  after  final  judg- 
ment in  the  Court  of  the  Gambia,  a  motion  paper,  or  verbal 
application  for  leave  to  appeal,  has  been  lodged  with  or  made  to 
the  Eegistrar  of  the  Appeal  Court,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Appeal  Court  to  grant  leave  to  appeal  upon  such  terms  as  to  that 
Court  may  seem  just. 

9.  Where  leave  to  appeal  is  applied  for  by  a  person  ordered  to 
pay  money  or  do  any  other  act,  the  Court  of  the  Gambia  shall 
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direct  either  that  the  decision  to  be  appealed  from  be  carried  into 
execution  or  that  the  execution  thereof  be  suspended  pending  the 
appeal  as  that  Court  thinks  just. 

10.  If  the  Court  of  the  G-ambia  directs  the  decision  to  be 
carried  into  execution,  the  person  in  whose  favour  it  is  given 
shall,  before  the  execution  of  it,  give  security  to  the  satisfaction 
of  that  Court  for  performance  of  such  orders  as  shall  be  made  on 
appeal. 

11.  If  the  Court  of  the  Gambia  directs  the  execution  of  the 
decision  to  be  suspended,  the  person  against  whom  it  is  given 
shall,  before  an  order  for  suspension  is  made,  give  security  to  the 
satisfaction  of  that  Court  for  performance  of  such  orders  as  shall 
be  made  on  appeal. 

12.  The  Appeal  Court,  if  it  considers  that  in  any  case  the  ends 
of  justice  so  require,  may  dispense  with  the  security  directed  by 
the  10th  and  11th  Rules  to  be  given  and  may  admit  the  appeal 
on  such  terms  as  the  Court  may  think  fit. 

13.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  appellant,  if  he  thinks  fit,  within 
seven  days  after  obtaining  leave  to  appeal,  to  file  in  the  Court  of 
the  Gambia  a  statement  of  the  grounds  of  his  appeal,  and  the 
particulars  in  which  the  order  appealed  from  is  considered  by  the 
appellant  to  be  erroneous  or  defective  and  of  the  relief  to  which  on 
the  record  and  evidence  as  it  stands  he  considers  himself  entitled. 
The  statement  shall  be  served  upon  such  persons  as  respondents  as 
the  Court  of  the  Gambia  directs. 

14.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  respondent,  if  he  thinks  fit,  and 
whether  any  statement  has  been  filed  by  the  appellant  or  not, 
within  fourteen  days  after  leave  to  appeal  has  been  granted,  to 
file  in  the  Court  of  the  Gambia  an  answer  which  shall  be  an 
exposition  of  his  case  as  supported  by  the  evidence  already  before 
the  Court,  and  by  the  record  as  it  stands.  Such  answer  shall  be 
served  upon  such  persons  as  the  Court  below  thinks  fit. 

15.  After  the  expiration  of  the  aforesaid  periods,  the  parties 
shall  not  be  at  liberty  to  file  any  pleadings  in  appeal  unless  the 
time  for  so  doing  shall  have  been  extended  by  the  Appeal  Court 
or  the  Court  of  the  Gambia,  but  the  Appeal  Court  or  the  Court  of 
the  Gambia  may,  at  any  time  previous  to  the  time  appointed  for 
the  hearing  if  it  considers  it  desirable  to  do  so,  order  such 
statement  and  answer  to  be  filed  by  the  appellant  and  respondent.

letters  or  documents  produced  in  evidence.  They  shall  he 
returned  to  the  paities  producing  them,  and  they  must  he 
prepared  to  produce  the  originals,  if  required  hy  the  Court  of 
the  Gramhia,  or  hy  the  Appeal  Court,  hefore  or  at  the  hearing  of 
the  appeal.

20.  The  Appeal  Court  may,  where  requisite,  require  greater 
security  for  costs,  or  for  performance  of  the  orders  to  be  made  on 
appeal  than  the  Court  of  the  Grambia  has  thought  fit  to  direct, 
and  may  make  any  interim  order  or  injunction  which  the  Court 
of  the  Gambia  is  authorised  to  make  and  which  may  be  necessary. 

21.  If  the  appeal  is  from  an  interlocutory  order,  the  Chief 
Justice  of  the  Colony  of  Sierra  Leone  shall  not  cause  notice  to  be 
given  to  the  parties  of  the  day  when  the  appeal  will  be  disposed 
of  unless,  under  special  circumstances,  he  thinks  fit  to  do  so ;  but 
where  a  party  to  the  appeal  notifies  to  the  Court  of  the  Grambia 
his  desire  to  attend  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  do  so,  and  to  be  hoard, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  have  notice  through  the  Court  of  the 
Grambia  of  the  day  when  the  appeal  will  be  heard. 

22.  If  the  appeal  is  from  a  final  decision  or  order  after  trial  or 
hearing  of  any  suit  or  matter,  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Colony  of 
Sierra  Leone  shall,  after  the  record  of  appeal  has  been  received, 
fix  a  day  for  the  hearing  thereof,  and  shall  give  notice  thereof 
through  the  Court  of  the  Gambia  to  the  parties  to  the  appeal,  such 
a  day  being  fixed  as  will  allow  of  the  parties  attending  if  they  so 
desire.  But  if  all  the  parties  to  an  appeal  appear  in  person  in 
the  Appeal  Court,  or  appoint  persons  to  represent  them  in  the 
appeal,  and  cause  the  appearance  or  appointment  to  be  notified  to 
the  Appeal  Court,  the  Court  shall  dispose  of  the  appeal  without 
giving  notice  through  the  Court  of  the  Gambia  of  the  day  fixed 
for  the  hearing  thereof. 

23.  The  Appeal  Court  may,  if  it  thinks  fit,  require  the  parties 
to  an  appeal  to  appear  personally  before  it  on  the  hearing  of  the 
appeal,  or  on  any  occasion  pending  the  appeal,  otherwise  personal 
appearance  shall  not  be  obligatory. 

24.  It  is  not  open  as  of  right  to  any  party  to  an  appeal  to 
adduce  new  evidence  in  support  of  his  original  case  ;  but  for  the 
furtherance  of  justice  the  Appeal  Court  may,  where  it  thinks  fit, 
allow  or  require  new  evidence  to  be  adduced.  A  party  may, 
by  leave  of  the  Appeal  Court,  allege  any  facts  essential  to  the 
issue  that  have  come  to  his  knowledge  after  the  decision  of  the 
Court  pf  the  Gambia,  and  adduce  evidence  in  support  of  such 
allegations. 
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25.  No  interlocutory  order,  from  which  there  has  heen  no 
appeal,  shall  operate  so  as  to  bar  or  prejudice  the  Appeal 
Court  from  giving  such  decision  upon  the  appeal  as  may  seem 
just. 

26.  The  Appeal  Court  may  from  time  to  time  make  any  order 
necessary  for  determining  the  real  question  in  controversy  in  the 
appeal,  and  may  amend  any  defect  or  error  in  the  record  of  the 
appeal  and  may  direct  the  Court  of  the  Gramhia  to  enquire  into 
and  certify  its  finding  on  any  question  which  the  Appeal  Court 
thinks  fit  to  determine  before  final  judgment  in  the  appeal,  and 
generally  shall  have  as  full  jurisdiction  over  the  whole  suit  as  if 
the  same  had  been  instituted  and  prosecuted  in  the  Appeal  Court 
as  a  court  of  first  instance,  and  may  re-hear  the  whole  case,  or  may 
remit  it  to  the  Court  of  the  Gambia,  to  be  re-heard  or  to  be  other- 
wise dealt  with  as  the  Appeal  Court  directs. 

27.  The  Appeal  Court  shall  have  power  to  give  any  judgment 
and  make  any  order  which  ought  to  have  been  made  and  to  make 
such  further  or  other  order  as  the  case  may  require.  These 
powers  may  be  exercised  by  the  Appeal  Court,  notwithstanding 
that  the  Appellant  may  have  asked  that  part  only  of  the  decision 
may  be  reversed  or  varied,  and  may  also  be  exercised  in  favour  of 
all  or  any  of  the  respondents  or  parties,  although  such  respondents 
or  parties  may  not  have  appealed  from  or  complained  of  the 
decision. 

28.  The  sentences,  judgments,  orders  or  decrees  of  the  Appeal 
Court  shall  be  enrolled  by  the  Master  of  that  Court  in  a  book  or 
books  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  and  such  sentences,  judgments, 
orders  or  decrees  may  be  inspected  and  copies  thereof  taken  on 
payment  to  the  said  Appeal  Court  of  the  charges  specified  in  the 
Second  Schedule  appended  to  these  Rules. 

29.  All  decrees  and  orders  made  by  the  Appeal  Court  upon 
being  embodied  in  a  certificate  under  the  Seal  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  Colony  of  Sierra  Leone  and  the  hand  of  the  Master 
of  the  Appeal  Court  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  Registrar  of  the 
Appeal  Court  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Court  of  the  Grambia,  who 
shall  forthwith  acknowledge  its  receipt,  and  thereupon  every  such 
decree  or  order  shall  be  carried  out  and  enforced  by  the  Court  of 
the  Gambia  in  like  manner  as  original  decrees  or  orders  of  that 
Court  are  carried  out  and  enforced. 

30.  So  far  as  not  otherwise  herein  provided  the  procedure  and 
practice  of  the  Appeal  Court  shall  be  as  nearly  as  may  be  the 
same  as  the  procedure  and  practice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
Colony  of  Sierra  Leone. 
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31.  When,  in.  any  of  the  foregoing  Rules  or  any  other  rules 
regulating  appeals  to  the  Appeal  Court  from  the  Court  of  the 
Grambia,  reference  is  made  to  any  public  officer  by  the  term 
designating  his  office,  such  term  shall  include  the  officer  for  the 
time  being  executing  the  duties  of  such  office  and  such  other 
officer  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  to  undertake  any 
portion  of  such  duties. 

32.  The  fees  of  Court  specified  in  the  First  Schedule  to  these 
Rules  shall  be  payable  in  respect  of  Appeals  from  the  Court  of 
the  Gambia  to  the  Appeal  Court  and  the  charges  to  be  made  by 
and  allowed  to  practitioners  in  the  said  Courts  in  respect  of  such 
appeals  shall  be  regulated  by  the  scale  of  fees  set  forth  in  the 
Second  Schedule  to  these  Rules.

8.  Rules  amending  the  Exiles  Eegulating  Appeals  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  Colony  of  Sierra  Leone  from 
THE  Supreme  Court  of  the  Gambia  contained  in  the 
Appendix  to  the  Order-in-Council  of  the  24th  day 
OF  November,  1891. 

The  3rd  day  of  February,  1893. 

1.  Rules  16,  17  and  19  of  the  said  Rules  are  hereby  repealed, 
and  the  following  Rules  are  substituted  for  them : — 

Rule  16.  On  the  expiration  of  fourteen  days  after  leave  to 
appeal  has  been  given,  or  such  extended  time  as  may 
have  been  allowed  for  the  filing  of  pleadings,  the  Court 
of  the  Gambia  shall,  without  the  application  of  any 
party,  make  up  the  record  of  appeal,  which  shall  consist 
of  the  Writ  of  Summons,  the  Pleadings  (if  any),  a 
certified  copy  of  all  documents  admitted  as  evidence,  or 
tendered  as  evidence  and  rejected,  the  Court's  notes  of 
evidence,  the  Judgment  Decree  or  Order  of  the  Court, 
and  also  the  reasons  of  the  Judge  where  given,  and  the 
pleadings  in  appeal  (if  any).  The  several  pieces  shall 
be  consecutively  numbered  and  fastened  together,  and, 
together  with  a  list  thereof,  authenticated  by  the 
signature  of  the  Judge  of  the  Court  of  the  Gambia, 
shall  be  forthwith  forwarded  by  that  Court  to  the 
Registrar  of  the  Appeal  Court. 

Rule  17.  With  the  record  of  Appeal  in  cases  where  there  is  no 
written  judgment  and  reasons  of  the  Judge,  the  Court 
of  the  Gambia  shall  prepare  and  transmit  to  the  Appeal 
Court  a  case  stating  the  cause  of  action,  the  facts  found 
by  the  Court  of  the  Gambia,  and  that  Court's  determina- 
tion thereon  in  point  of  law. 

Rule  19.  After  the  record  of  appeal  is  transmitted,  until  the 
appeal  is  disposed  of,  the  Appeal  Court  shall  be  in 
possession  of  the  whole  suit,  as  between  the  parties  to  the 
appeal,  and  every  application  shall  be  made  to  the  Appeal 
Court,  and  not  to  the  Court  of  the  Gambia.  Provided 
that,  in  cases  of  urgency,  the  Court  of  the  Gambia  may 
make  any  interim  order  to  prevent  prejudice  to  the 
claims  of   any  party,  pending  an   Appeal,  but   every 
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such  order  may  be  discharged  or  varied  by  the  Appeal 
Court,  or  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Colony 
of  Sierra  Leone. 

2.  The  following  new  Eule  19a  is  to  be  inserted  between  Eules 
19  and  20  of  the  said  Eules. 

Eule  19a.  The  Court  of  the  Gambia  shall  publish  in  like 
manner  as  its  own  notifications  are  published  all  Notices, 
Eules,  Decrees,  Orders,  and  such  other  matters  as  shall 
be  transmitted  to  it  by  the  Appeal  Court  for  that 
purpose.

Whereas  by  the  Foreign  Jurisdiction  Act,  1890,  it  was  amongst 
other  things  enacted  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty  to 
hold,  exercise,  and  enjoy  any  jurisdiction  which  Her  Majesty  then 
had,  or  might  at  any  time  thereafter  have,  within  a  foreign 
country,  in  the  same  and  as  ample  a  manner  as  if  Her  Majesty 
had  acquired  that  jurisdiction  by  the  cession  or  conquest  of 
territory. 

And  whereas  by  certain  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal 
of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  bearing 
date  at  Westminster  the   28th   day  of  November,   1888,  Her 
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Majesty's  Settlement  of  Sierra  Leone  was  erected  into  a  separate 
Colony,  to  be  called  the  Colony  of  Sierra  Leone,  and  by  the  said 
Letters  Patent  provision  was  made  for  establishing  a  Legislative 
Council  for  the  said  Colony  of  Sierra  Leone,  with  certain  powers 
and  authority  to  legislate  for  the  said  Colony,  as  by  the  said 
Letters  Patent  will  more  fully  appear. 

And  whereas  Her  Majesty  hath  acquired  jurisdiction  within 
divers  foreign  countries  on  the  West  Coast  of  Africa,  near  or 
adjacent  to  Her  Majesty's  said  Colony  of  Sierra  Leone,  and  it  is 
expedient  to  determine  the  mode  of  exercising  such  jurisdiction. 

Now,  therefore.  Her  Majesty  is  pleased,  by  and  with  the  advice 
of  Her  Privy  Council,  to  order  as  follows : — 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Legislative  Council,  for  the  time 
being,  of  the  Colony  of  Sierra  Leone,  by  Ordinance  or  Ordinances, 
to  exercise  and  provide  for  giving  effect  to  all  such  jurisdiction  as 
Her  Majesty  may,  at  any  time  before  or  after  the  passing  of  this 
Order-in-Council,  have  acquired  in  the  said  territories  adjacent  to 
the  Colony  of  Sierra  Leone. 

2.  The  Governor  for  the  time  being  of  the  Colony  of  Sierra 
Leone  shall  have  a  negative  voice  in  the  passing  of  all  such 
Ordinances  as  aforesaid.  And  the  right  is  hereby  reserved  to  Her 
Majesty,  Her  heirs  and  successors,  to  disallow  any  such  Ordinances 
as  aforesaid,  in  whole  or  in  part,  such  disallowance  being  signified 
to  the  said  Governor  through  one  of  Her  Majesty's  Principal 
Secretaries  of  State,  and  also  to  make  and  establish  from  time  to 
time,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  Parliament,  or  with  the 
advice  of  Her  or  their  Privy  Council,  all  such  Laws  or  Ordi- 
nances as  may  to  Her  or  them  appear  necessary  for  the  exercise 
of  such  jurisdiction  as  aforesaid  as  fully  as  if  this  Order-in-Council 
had  not  been  made. 

3.  In  the  making  and  establishing  all  such  Ordinances,  the 
said  Legislative  Council  shall  conform  to  and  observe  all  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  by 
any  Instruction  or  Instructions  issued  by  Her  Majesty  under  Her 
Sign  Manual  and  Signet,  and,  until  further  directed,  the 
Instructions  in  force  for  the  time  being  as  to  Ordinances  passed 
by  the  said  Legislative  Council  for  the  peace,  order,  and  good 
government  of  the  said  Colony  of  Sierra  Leone  shall,  so  far  as 
they  may  be  applicable,  be  taken  and  deemed  to  be  in  force  in 
respect  of  Ordinances  passed  by  the  said  Council  by  virtue  of  this 
Order-in-Council. 

4.  The  Courts  of  the  Colony  qf  Sierra  Leone  shall  have  in 
respect  of  matters  occurring  within  the  said  territories  adjacent 
to  the  said  Colony,  so  far  as  such  matters  are  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  Her  Majesty,  the  same  jurisdiction,  civil  and 
criminal,  original  and  appellate,  as  they  respectively  possess  from 
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time  to  time  in  respect  of  matters  occurring  within  the  said 
Colony,  and  the  judgments,  decrees,  orders,  and  sentences  of  any 
such  Court  made  or  given  in  the  exercise  of  the  jurisdiction 
hereby  conferred  may  be  enforced  and  executed,  and  appeals 
therefrom  may  be  had  and  prosecuted  in  the  same  way  as  if  the 
judgment,  decree,  order  or  sentence  had  been  made  or  given  under 
the  ordinary  jurisdiction  of  the  Court. 

5.  In  the  construction  of  this  Order-in-Council  the  term 
"  Governor"  shall  include  the  officer  for  the  time  being  adminis- 
tering the  government  of  the  Colony  of  Sierra  Leone.

Whereas  by  the  Twentieth  Section  of  "  The  Finance  Act,  1894," 
it  is  enacted  that  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  may,  by  Order-in- 
Couneil,  apply  that  section  to  any  British  Possession  where  Her 
Majesty  is  satisfied  that,  by  the  law  of  such  Possession,  no  duty 
is  leviable  in  respect  of  property  situate  in  the  United  Kingdom 
when  passing  on  death  : 

And  whereas  Her  Majesty  is  satisfied  that  by  the  law  of  the 
Colony  of  Sierra  Leone  no  duty  is  leviable  in  respect  of  property 
situate  in  the  United  Kingdom  when  passing  on  death. 

Now,  therefore,  Her  Majesty,  by  virtue  and  in  exercise  of  the 
power  ]3y  the  aforesaid  Act  in  Her  Majesty  vested,  is  pleased,  by 
and  with  the  advice  of  Her  Privy  Council,  to  order,  and  it  is 
hereby  ordered,  that  the  Twentieth  Section  of  "  The  Finance  Act, 
1894,"  shall  apply  to  the  Colony  of  Sierra  Leone.

The  Queen's  Most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

Whereas  by  virtue  of  the  Coinage  Act,  1870,  it  is  lawful  for 
Her  Majesty  the  Queen,  by  the  advice  of  Her  Privy  Council, 
from  time  to  time  by  proclamation  to  direct  that  the  vsrhole  or 
any  part  of  that  Act  shall  apply  to  and  be  in  force  in  any  British 
possession  with  or  without  any  modifications  contained  in  the 
proclamation  : 

And  whereas  part  of  the  First  Schedule  to  the  Coinage  Act, 
1870,  has  by  virtue  of  Section  two  of  the  Coinage  Act,  1891, 
been  replaced  by  the  schedule  to  that  Act : 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  certain  portions  of  the  said 
Act  of  1870,  as  so  amended,  should,  with  modifications,  apply  to 
and  be  in  force  in  the  following  colonies  or  possessions  and  their 
dependencies,  namely,  Jamaica  (including  the  Turks  and  Caicos 
Islands),  British  Gruiana,  the  Bahamas,  Trinidad  and  Tobago, 
Barbados,  Grenada,  St.  Yincent,  St.  Lucia,  the  Leeward  Islands, 
the  Bermudas,  the  Falkland  Islands,  Malta,  Saint  Helena,  Sierra 
Leone,  Gambia,  the  Gold  Coast,  Lagos,  and  British  New  Guinea, 
and  there  was  this  day  read  at  the  Board  a  draft  proclamation 
for  such  extension : 

Now,  therefore.  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her 
Privy  Council,  in  pursuance  of  the  said  Act  and  of  all  other 
powers  enabling  Her  Majesty  in  this  behalf,  was  pleased  to  order, 
and  it  is  hereby  ordered,  that  the  said  proclamation  shall  be  issued, 
and  that  a  copy  thereof  be  forwarded  to  the  Governor  of  each  of 
the  said  colonies  or  possessions,  and  that  the  proclamation  shall  be 
there  promulgated  by  him,  and  shall  take  effect  in  each  colony  or 
possession  and  its  dependencies  as  from  the  date  of  the  pro- 
mulgation thereof  in  the  colony  or  possession. 
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DRAFT  PRO0LA.MATION  referred  to  in  the  foregoing 

Order. 

By  the  Queen. 

A  Proclamation. 

We  do  hereby,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our  Privy  Council, 
proclaim,  direct,  and  ordain  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Those  parts  of  the  Coinage  Act,  1870,  as  amended  by 
section  two,  and  the  Schedule  of  the  Coinage  Act,  1891,  which 
are  set  out  in  this  proclamation,  shall,  as  herein  modified,  apply 
to  and  be  in  force  in  each  of  Our  Colonies  or  Possessions 
following  and  their  Dependencies,  namely,  Jamaica  (including  the 
Turks  and  Caicos  Islands),  British  Guiana,  the  Bahamas,  Trinidad 
and  Tobago,  Barbados,  Grrenada,  St.  Vincent,  St.  Lucia,  the 
Leeward  Islands,  the  IBermudas,  the  Falkland  Islands,  Malta, 
Saint  Helena,  Sierra  Leone,  Grambia,  the  Gold  Coast,  Lagos,  9,nd 
British  New  Guinea,  and  for  the  purposes  of  this  proclamation 
the  Dependencies  of  each  Colony  and  Possession  are  included  in 
the  Colony  or  Possession. 

(2)  The  said  enactments,  as  modified  and  set  out  herein,  shall 
come  into  force  in  each  of  the  said  Colonies  or  Possessions  at  the 
date  of  the  promulgation  of  the  proclamation  in  that  Colony  or 
Possession ; 

Provided  that — 

(a)  Silver  coins,  which  under  Section  Four  so  set  out  are  legal 

tender — 

(i.)  Shall  in  Malta  be  legal  tender  for  a  payment  of  any 
amount  up  to  but  not  exceeding  one  hundred  shilKngs, 
but  for  no  greater  amount ;  and 

(ii.)  In  any  other  of  the  said  Colonies  or  Possessions  in  which 
the  like  coins  are  at  the  said  date  a  legal  tender  for  a 
payment  of  an  unlimited  amount,  shall  continue  to  be  a 
legal  tender  for  the  payment  of  any  amount ;  and 

(b)  Where  in  any  of  our  said  Colonies  or  Possessions,  any  coins 

coined  in  a  foreign  country  are  at  the  said  date  by  law 
current  and  a  legal  tender  in  the  Colony  or  Possession, 
such  coins  shall,  until  our  proclamation  otherwise  directs, 
continue  to  be  so  current,  and  a  legal  tender,  at  the 
same  rate  and  up  to  the  same,  amount  as  heretofore. 
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(3)  The  said  enactments  as  so  modified  are  the  following  : — 
Section  1. — This  Act  may  he  cited  as  the  Coinage  Act,  1870. 

Section  2. — In  this  Act — 

The  term  "  Treasuiy  "  means  the  Lord  High  Treasurer  for  the 
time  heing,  or  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury  for  the  time  heing,  or  any  two  of  them  ; 

The  term  "  the  Mint "  means,  except  as  expressly  provided, 
Her  Majesty's  Royal  Mint  in  England  ; 

The  term  "  British  Possession  "  means  any  colony,  plantation, 
island,  territory,  or  settlement  within  Her  Majesty's 
dominions,  and  not  within  the  United  Kingdom  ;  and 

The  term  "  person"  includes  a  hody  corporate. 

Section  3. — All  coins  made  at  the  Mint  of  the  denominations 
mentioned  in  the  First  Schedule  to  this  Act  shall  he  of  the  weight 
and  fineness  specified  in  that  schedule,  and  the  standard  trial 
plates  shall  he  made  accordingly. 

If  any  coin  of  gold,  silver,  or  bronze,  but  of  any  other  denomi- 
nation than  that  of  the  coins  mentioned  in  the  First  Schedule  to 
this  Act,  is  hereafter  coined  at  the  Mint,  such  coin  shall  he  of  a 
weight  and  fineness  bearing  the  same  proportion  to  the  weight 
and  fineness  specified  in  that  schedule  as  the  denomination  of  such 
coin  bears  to  the  denominations  mentioned  in  that  schedule. 

Provided  that  in  the  making  of  coins  a  remedy  (or  variation 
from  the  standard  weight  and  fineness  specified  in  the  said  first 
schedule)  shall  he  allowed  of  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
amount  specified  in  that  schedule. 

Section  4.—  A  tender  of  payment  of  money,  if  made  in  coins 
which  have  been  issued  by  the  Mint  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  and  have  not  been  called  in  by  any  proclamation 
made  in  pursuance  of  this  Act,  and  have  not  become  diminished  in 
weight,  by  wear  or  otherwise,  so  as  to  be  of  less  weight  than  the 
current  weight,  that  is  to  say,  than  the  weight  (if  any)  specified 
as  the  least  current  weight  in  the  First  Schedule  to  this  Act,  or  less 
than  such  weight  as  may  be  declared  by  any  proclamation  made 
in  pursuance  of  this  Act,  shall  be  a  legal  tender — 

In  the  case  of  gold  coins  for  a  payment  of  any  amount : 

In  the  case  of  silver  coins  for  a  payment  of  an  amount  not 

exceeding  forty  shillings,  but  for  no  greater  amount : 
In  the  case  of  bronze  coins  for  a  payment  of  an  amount  not 

exceeding  one  shilling,  hut  for  no  greater  amount. 

Provided  that  where  any  coin  issued  by  the  Mint  has  by 
proclamation,  whether  past  or  future,  been  declared  to  he  current 
in  some  specified  part  only  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions,  nothing 
in  this  section  shaU  make  that  coin  current  elsewhere,  exjcept  so 
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far  as  may  be   declared  by   a   further    proclamation   of    Her 
Majesty. 

Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  prevent  any  paper  currency  which 
under  any  Act  or  otherwise  is  a  legal  tender  from  being  a  legal 
tender. 

Section  5. — No  piece  of  gold,  silver,  copper  or  bronze,  or  of  any 
metal  or  mixed  metal,  of  any  value  whatever,  shall  be  made  or 
issued,  except  by  the  Mint,  as  a  coin  or  a  token  for  money,  or  as 
purporting  that  the  holder  thereof  is  entitled  to  demand  any  value 
denoted  thereon.  Every  person  who  acts  in  contravention  of  this 
section  shall  be  liable  on  summary  conviction  to  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  twenty  pounds. 

Section  6. — Every  contract,  sale,  payment,  bill,  note,  instrument, 
and  security  for  money,  and  every  transaction,  dealing,  matter, 
and  thing  whatever  relating  to  money,  or  involving  the  payment 
of  or  the  liability  to  pay  any  money,  which  is  made,  executed,  or 
entered  into,  done  or  had,  in  a  British  Possession  to  which  this 
Act  applies,  shall  be  made,  executed,  entered  into,  done  and  had 
according  to  the  coins  which  are  current  and  legal  tender  in  pur- 
suance of  this  Act,  and  not  otherwise,  unless  the  same  be  made, 
executed,  entered  into,  done  or  had  according  to  the  currency  of 
some  other  part  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions  or  some  foreign  state. 

Section  7. — Where  any  gold  coin  of  the  realm  is  below  the 
current  weight  as  provided  by  this  Act,  or  where  any  coin  is  called 
in  by  any  proclamation,  every  person  may,  by  himself  or  others, 
cut,  break,  or  deface  any  such  coin  tendered  to  him  in  payment, 
and  the  person  tendering  the  same  shall  bear  the  loss. 

If  any  coin  cut,  broken,  or  defaced  in  pursuance  of  this  section 
is  not  below  the  current  weight  or  has  not  been  called  in  by  any 
proclamation,  the  person  cutting,  breaking,  or  defacing  the  same, 
shall  receive  the  same  in  payment  according  to  its  denomination. 
Any  dispute  which  may  arise  under  this  section  may  be 
determined  by  a  summary  proceeding. 

Section  11. — It  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty,  with  the 
advice  of  Her  Privy  Council,  from  time  to  time  by  proclamation 
to  do  all  or  any  of  the  following  things,  namely : — 

(1)  To  determine  the  dimension  of  and  design  for  any  coin  : 

(2)  To  determine  the  denominations  of  coins  to  be  coined  at 

the  Mint : 

(3)  To  diminish  the  amount  of  remedy  allowed  by  the  First 

Schedule  to  this  Act  in  the  case  of  any  coin : 

(4)  To  determine  the  weight  (not  being  less  than  the  weight  (if 

any)  specified  in  the  First  Schedule  to  this  Act)  below 
which  a  coin,  whether  diminished  in  weight  by  wear  or 
otherwise,  is  not  to  be  a  current  or  a  legal  tender : 

(5)  To  call  in  coins  of  any  date  or  denomination,  or  any  coins 

coined  before  the  date  in  the  proclamation  mentioned  : 
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(6)  To  direct  that  any  coins,  other  than  gold,  silver,  or  hronze, 

shall  be  current  and  be  a  legal  tender  for  the  payment 
of  any  amount  not  exceeding  the  amount  specified  in 
the  proclamation,  and  not  exceeding  five  shillings  : 

(7)  To  direct  that  coins  coined  in  any  foreign  country  shall  be 

current,  and  be  a  legal  tender,  at  such  rates,  up  to 
such  amounts,  and  in  such  portion  of  Her  Majesty's 
Dominions  as  may  be  specified  in  the  proclamation; 
due  regard  being  had  in  fixing  those  rates  to  the  weight 
and  fineness  of  such  coins,  as  compared  with  the  current 
coins  of  this  realm  : 

(10)  To  regulate  any  matters  relative  to  the  coinage  and  the 

Mint  within  the  present  prerogative  of  the  Crown  which 
are  not  provided  for  by  this  Act : 

(11)  To  revoke  or  alter  any  proclamation  previously  made. 

Every  such  proclamation  shall  come  into  operation  on  the  date 
therein  in  that  behalf  mentioned,  and  shall  have  effect  as  if  it 
were  enacted  in  this  Act. 

Legal  Proceedings. 

Section  18. — Any  summary  proceeding  under  this  Act  may  be 
taken,  and  any  penalty  under  this  Act  may  be  recovered — 

In  any  British  possession,  in  the  courts,  and  before  such 
justices  or  magistrates,  and  in  the  manner  in  which  the  like  pro- 
ceedings and  penalties  may  be  taken  and  recovered  by  the  law 
of  such  possession,  or  as  near  thereto  as  circumstances  admit,  or 
in  such  other  courts,  or  before  such  other  justices  or  magistrates, 
or  in  such  other  manner  as  any  Act  or  Ordinance  having  the  force 
of  law  in  such  possession  may  from  time  to  time  provide. 

Miscellaneous.

Whereas  by  treaty,  grant,  usage,  sufEerance,  or  other  lawful 
means,  His  Majesty  has  power  and  jurisdiction  in  the  territories 
of  West  Africa  known  as  the  Gambia  Protectorate,  the  Sierra 
Leone  Protectorate,  the  Lagos  Protectorate,  the  Northern 
Territories  of  the  Gold  Coast,  Northern  Nigeria  and  Southern 
Nigeria : 

And  whereas  by  reason  of  the  contiguity  of  the  said  territories 
and  of  the  colonies  and  possessions  of  His  Majesty  in  West  Africa 
known  as  the  Gambia,  Sierra  Leone,  the  Gold  Coast,  Ashanti,  and 
Lagos,  and  the  frequent  inter-communication  between  them,  it 
seems  expedient  to  His  Majesty  and  conducive  to  the  better 
administration  of  justice  therein  that  Part  II.  of  the  Fugitive 
Offenders  Act,  1881,  should  apply  to  the  said  colonies,  possessions 
and  territories,  and  that  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Order 
the  Fugitive  Offenders  Act,  1881,  should  apply  as  if  the  said 
territories  respectively  were  British  possessions  : 

Now,  therefore.  His  Majesty,  by  virtue  of  the  powers  in  this 
behalf  by  the  Fugitive  Offenders  Act,  1881,  the  Foreign  Juris- 
diction Act,  1890,  or  otherwise  in  His  Majesty  vested,  is  pleased 
by  and  with  the  advice  of  His  Privy  Council  to  order,  and  it  is 
hereby  ordered,  as  follows : — 

1.  This  Order  may  be  cited  as  "  The  West  African  Possessions 
and  Protectorates  (Fugitive  Offenders)  Order  in  Council,  1902." 

2.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  order  the  Fugitive  Offenders 
Act,  1881,  shall  apply  as  if  each  of  the  territories  named  in  the 
first  schedule  of  this  order  were  a  British  possession. 

3.  In  the  Fugitive  Offenders  Act,  1881,  as  hereby  applied  to 
the  territories  named  in  Schedule  I.  of  this  Order  and  in  this 
Order  with  reference  to  the  said  territories,  unless  the  context 
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otherwise  requires,  the  expression  "  Grovernor  "  means  the  Officer 
for  the  time  being  exercising  the  functions  : — 

(a)  As  regards  the  Gambia   Protectorate,    the   Sierra   Leone 

Protectorate,  and  the  Lagos  Protectorate,  of  Grovernor 
in  the  Grambia,  Sierra  Leone,  and  Lagos  respectively ; 

(b)  As  regards  the  Northern  Territories  of  the  Grold  Coast,  of 

Chief  Commissioner ; 

(c)  As  regards  Northern  Nigeria  and  Southern  Nigeria,  of 

High  Commissioner  of  Northern  Nigeria  and  Southern 
Nigeria  respectively. 

4.  The  Jurisdiction  under  Part  I.  of  the  Fugitive  Offenders 
Act,  1881,  to  hear  a  case  and  commit  a  fugitive  to  prison  to 
await  his  return  may  be  exercised  in  the  territories  named  in 
Schedule  I.  of  this  Order  by  any  person  having  in  the  said 
territories  authority  to  issue  a  warrant  for  the  apprehension  of 
persons  accused  of  crime  and  to  commit  such  persons  for  trial. 

5.  Part  11.  of  the  Fugitive  Offenders  Act,  1881,  shall  apply  to 
the  colonies,  possessions  and  territories  mentioned  in  Schedules  1 
and  2  of  this  Order. 

6.  The  Grovernor  or  High  Commissioner,  as  the  case  may  be, 
of  each  of  the  colonies,  possessions  and  territories,  named  in  the 
Schedules  to  this  Order,  shall  cause  this  Order  to  be  proclaimed 
therein  and  this  Order  shall  come  into  operation  on  a  day  to  be 
fixed  by  such  Proclamation.

14.  If,  during   the    continuance    of    any  war  in    which    His  Illegal  prize 
Majesty  may  be  neutral,  any  ship,  goods  or  merchandise  captured  brought  mto 
as  prize  of  war  within  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  His  Majesty,  ports* re'stored. 
in  violation  of  the  neutrality  of   His  Majesty,  or  captured  by 
any  ship  which  may  have  been   built,  equipped,  commissioned 
or  despatched,  or  the  force  of  which  may  have  been  augmented, 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  Foreign  Enlistment  Act,  1870, 
or  of    this  Order,  or   any  other  Order  of   the   like   nature,  are 
brought  within   the   limits  of   a  Protectorate  by  the  captor,  or 
any  agent  of   the   captor,  or  by  any  person  having    come   into 
possession  thereof  with  knowledge   that  the  same  was  prize  of 
war  so  captured  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  original 
owner  of  such  prize  or  his  agent,  or  for  any  person  authorised 
in  that  behalf  by  the  Government  of  the  foreign  state  to  which 
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such  owner  belongs,  to  make  application  to  the  Court  for  seizure 
and  detention  of  such  prize,  and  the  Court  shall,  on  due  proof  of 
the  facts,  order  such  prize  to  be  restored. 

Every  such  order  shall  be  executed  and  carried  into  effect  in 
the  same  manner,  and  subject  to  the  same  right  of  appeal,  as  in

the  trial  is  held.

18.  The  Court  having  the  highest  criminal  jurisdiction  in  any 
British  Protectorate  may  by  warrant  or  instrument  in  the  nature 
of  a  warrant  in  this  article  included  in  the  term  "warrant" 
direct  that  any  offender  charged  with  an  offence  against  this 
Order  shall  be  removed  to  some  other  place  either  in  His  Majesty's 
Dominions  or  in  some  other  British  Protectorate  for  trial  in  cases 
wliere  it  appears  to  the  authority  granting  the  warrant  that  the 
removal  of  such  offender  would  be  conducive  to  the  interests  of 
justice,  and  any  prisoner  so  removed  shall  be  triable  at  the  place

22.  Any  officer  authorised  to  seize  or  detain  any  ship  in  respect 
of  any  offence  against  this  Order  may,  for  the  purpose  of  enforc- 
ing such  seizure  or  detention,  call  to  his  aid  any  oonstahle  or 
officers  of  police,  or  any  officers  of  His  Majesty's  Army,  or  Navy 
or  Marines,  or  any  excise  officers  or  officers  of  customs,  or  any 
harhour  master  or  dock  master  or  any  officers  having  authority  by 
law  to  make  seizures  of  ships,  and  may  put  on  hoard  any  ship  so 
seized  or  detained  any  one  or  more  of  such  officers  to  take 
charge  of  the  same,  and  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Order, 
and  any  officer  seizing  or  detaining  any  ship  under  this  Order 
may  use  force,  if  necessary,  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  seizure 
or  detention,  and  if  any  person  is  killed  or  maimed  by  reason 
of  his  resisting  such  officer  in  the  execution  of  his  duties,  or 
any  person  acting  under  his  orders,  such  officers  so  seizing  or 
detaining  the  ship,  or  other  person,  shall  be  freely  and  fully 
indemnified  as  well  against  the  King's  Majesty,  His  heirs  and 
successors,  as  against  all  persons  so  killed,  maimed  or  hurt. 


Special  power 
of  Governor 
to  detain  ship. 


23.  If  the  Governor  is  satisfied  that  there  is  a  reasonable  and 
probable  cause  for  believing  that  a  ship  within  the  Protectorate 
has  been  or  is  being  built,  commissioned  or  equipped  contrary  to 
this  Order,  and  is  about  to  be  taken  beyond  the  limits  of  such 
Protectorate,  or  that  a  ship  is  about  to  be  despatched  contrary  to 
this  Order,  such  Governor  shall  have  power  to  issue  a  warrant 
stating  that  there  is  reasonable  and  probable  cause  for  believing 
as  aforesaid,  and  upon  such  warrant  the  local  authority  shall  have 
power  to  seize  and  search  such  ship,  and  to  detain  the  same  until 
it  has  been  either  condemned  or  released  by  process  of  law,  or  in 
manner  hereinafter  mentioned. 

The  owner  of  the  ship  so  detained,  or  his  agent,  may  apply 
to  the  Court  for  its  release,  and  the  Court  shall  as  soon  as 
possible  put  the  matter  of  such  seizure  and  detention  in  course 
of  trial  between  the  appHcant  and  the  Crown  as  represented  by 
the  Governor. 

If  the  applicant  establish  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Court  that 
the  ship  was  not  and  is  not  being  built,  commissioned  or 
equipped,  or  intended  to  be  despatched  contrary  to  this  Order, 
the  ship  shall  be  released  and  restored. 

If  the  applicant  fail  to  establish  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Court  that  the  ship  was  not  and  is  not  being  built,  commissioned 
or  equipped,  or  intended  to  be  despatched  contrary  to  this 
Order,  then  the  ship  shall  be  detained  till  released  by  order  of  the 
Governor. 

The  Court  may  in  oases  where  no  proceedings  are  pending  for 
its  condemnation  release  any  ship  detained  under  this  article  on 
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the  owner  giving  security  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Court  that 
the  ship  shall  not  be  employed  contrary  to  this  Order,  notwith- 
standing that  the  applicant  may  have  failed  to  establish  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Court  that  the  ship  was  not  and  is  not  being 
built,  commissioned  or  intended  to  be  despatched  contrary  to  this 
Order.  The  Governor  may  likewise  release  any  ship  detained 
under  this  article  on  the  owner  giving  security  to  the  satisfaction 
of  such  G-overnor  that  the  ship  shall  nOt  be  employed  contrary  to 
this  Order,  or  may  release  the  ship  without  such  security  if  the 
Governor  think  fit  so  to  release  the  same. 

If  the  Court  be  of  opinion  that  there  was  not  reasonable  and 
probable  cause  for  the  detention,  and  if  no  such  cause  appear 
in  the  course  of  the  proceedings,  the  Court  shall  have  power 
to  declare  that  the  owner  is  to  be  indemnified  by  the  payment 
of  costs  and  damages  in  respect  of  the  detention,  the  amount 
thereof  to  be  assessed  by  the  Court,  and  any  amount  so  assessed 
shall  be  payable  by  the  proper  financial  officer  of  the  Protectorate 
out  of  any  moneys  legally  applicable  for  that  purpose.  The 
Court  shall  also  have  power  to  make  a  like  order  for  the 
indemnity  of  the  owner,  on  the  application  of  such  owner  to 
the  Court  in  a  summary  way,  in  cases  where  the  ship  is  released 
by  the  order  of  the  Governor,  before  any  application  is  made  by 
the  owner  or  his  agent  to  the  Court  for  such  release. 

Nothing  in  this  article  contained  shall  affect  any  proceedings 
instituted  or  to  be  instituted  for  the  condemnation  of  any  ship 
detained  under  this  article  where  such  ship  is  liable  to  forfeiture, 
subject  to  this  provision,  that  if  such  ship  is  restored  in  pursuance 
of  this  article  all  proceedings  for  such  condemnation  shall  be 
stayed,  and  where  the  Court  declares  that  the  owner  is  to  be 
indemnified  by  the  payment  of  costs  and  damages  for  the 
detainer,  all  costs,  charges  and  expenses  incurred  by  such  owner 
in  or  about  any  proceedings  for  the  condemnation  of  such  ship 
shall  be  added  to  the  costs  and  damages  payable  to  him  in 
respect  of  the  detention  of  the  ship. 

Nothing  in  this  article  contained  shall  apply  to  any  foreign 
non-commissioned  ship  despatched  from  any  Protectorate  after 
having  come  within  the  same  under  stress  of  weather  or  in  the 
course  of  a  peaceful  voyage  and  upon  which  ship  no  fitting  out 
or  equipment  of  a  warlike  character  has  taken  place  in  the 
Protectorate. 

24._  Where  it  is  represented  to  any  local  authority  as  defined  Special  power 
by  this  Order,  and  such  local  authority  believes  the  representation  o*'  local 
that  there  is  a  reasonable  and  probable  cause  for  believing  that  detai^"*v*^° 
a    ship    within    a    Protectorate    has    been    or   is    being    built,  ^' 

commissioned  or  equipped  contrary  to  this  Order,  and  is  about 
to  be  taken  beyond  the  limits  of  the  Protectorate,  or  that  a  ship 
is  about  to  be  despatched  contrary  to  this  Order,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  such  local  authority  to  detain  such  ship,  and  forthwith 
to  communicate  the  fact  of  such  detention  to  the  Governor. 
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Upon  the  receipt  of  such  communication  the  Grovernor  may 
order  the  ship  to  be  released  if  he  thinks  there  is  no  cause  for 
detaining  her,  hut  if  satisfied  that  there  is  reasonable  and 
probable  cause  for  believing  that  such  ship  was  built,  commissioned 
or  equipped,  or  intended  to  be  despatched  in  contravention  of  this 
Order,  he  shall  issue  his  warrant  stating  that  there  is  reasonable 
and  probable  cause  for  believing  as  aforesaid,  and  upon  such 
warrant  being  issued  further  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  in  cases 
where  the  seizure  or  detention  has  taken  place  on  a  warrant  issued 
by  the  Grovernor  without  any  communication  from  the  local 
authority. 

Where  the  Governor  orders  the  shij)  to  be  released  on  the 
receipt  of  a  communication  from  the  local  authority  without 
issuing  his  warrant,  the  owner  of  the  ship  shall  be  indemnified 
by  the  payment  of  costs  and  damages  in  respect  of  the  detention 
upon  application  to  the  Court  in  a  summary  way  in  like  manner 
as  he  is  entitled  to  be  indemnified  where  the  Grovernor  having 
issued  his  warrant  under  this  Order  releases  the  ship  before  any 
application  is  made  by  the  owner  or  his  agent  to  the  Court  for 
such  release.

25.  The  Governor  may,  by  warrant,  empower  any  person  to 
enter  any  dockyard  or  other  place  within  the  Protectorate  and 
inquire  as  to  the  destination  of  any  ship  which  may  appear  to  him 
to  be  intended  to  be  employed  in  the  naval  or  military  service  of 
any  foreign  state  at  war  with  a  friendly  state  and  to  search  such 
ship.

26.  An  appeal  may  be  had  from  any  decision  of  the  Court 
under  this  Order  to  the  same  tribunal  and  in  the  same  manner  to 
and  in  which  an  appeal  may  be  had  in  cases  within  the  ordinary 
jurisdiction  of  the  Court. 

27.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Order  providing  for  the 
award  of  damages  in  certain  cases  in  respect  of  the  seizure  or 
detention  of  a  ship  by  the  Court  no  damages  shall  be  payable, 
and  no  officer  or  local  authority  shall  be  responsible,  either  civilly 
or  criminally,  in  respect  of  the  seizure  or  detention  of  any  ship  in 
pursuance  of  this  Order. 

28.  The  Governor  shall  not  be  responsible  in  any  action  or 
other  legal  proceedings  whatsoever  for  any  warrant  issued  by 
him  in  pursuance  of  this  Order,  or  be  examinable  as  a  witness, 
except  at  his  own  request,  in  any  Court  of  Justice  in  respect  of 
the  circumstances  which  led  to  the  issue  of  the  wan-ant.

His  Majesty,  by  virtue  and  in  exercise  of  the  powers  in  this 
behalf  vested  in  him  by  the  Colonial  Prisoners'  Removal  Act, 
1884,  is  pleased,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  His  Privy  Council,  to 
make  the  following  Order  as  to  the  removal  and  return  of  prisoners 
and  criminal  lunatics  under  the  said  Act : — 

1.  Every  prisoner  renaoved  under  the  said  Act  from  a  British 
Possession  to  the  United  Kingdom  for  the  purpose  of  undergoing 
the  residue  of  a  sentence  involving  confinement  in  a  prison, 
combined  with  hard  labour,  shall,  in  the  United  Kingdom,  be 
dealt  with  as  follows,  that  is  to  say — 

If  the  original  period  of  his  sentence  did  not  exceed  two  years, 
in  the  same  manner  as  if  he  had  been  sentenced  in  the 
United  Kingdom  to  imprisonment  with  hard  labour 
for  the  same  period. 

And  if  the  original  period  of  his  sentence  exceeded  two  years, 
in  the  same  manner,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  as  if  he  had 
been  sentenced  in  the  United  Kingdom  to  penal  servitude 
for  the  same  period. 

2.  Every  prisoner  removed  under  the  said  Act  from  one  British 
Possession  to  another  British  Possession  for  the  pvirpose  of  under- 
going the  residue  of  a  sentence  shall,  in  such  last-mentioned 
British  Possession,  be  dealt  with  in  the  same  manner  as  if  he  had 
there  been  sentenced  to  such  pvinishment  authorised  by  the  law 
thereof,  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Secretary  of  State  signing  the 
Order  of  Removal  shall  most  nearly  correspond  to  the  punishment 
to  which  he  was  sentenced  in  the  first  mentioned  British  Possession, 
and  for  the  same  period. 
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3.  If  the  prisoner  or  criminal  lunatic  is  to  be  removed  to  the 
United  Kingdom — 

(1)  A  Secretary  of  State  shall  make  out  and  sign  the  Order  of 

Removal  in  duplicate,  and  shall  send  one  copy  to  the 
Governor  of  the  Colony  from  which  the  prisoner  is  to  he 
removed,  and  the  Governor  shall  thereupon  make  out 
and  sign  in  duplicate  a  Notification  of  Concurrence  in 
the  Order  of  Removal. 

(2)  One  copy  of  the  Order  of  Removal  shall  be  retained  in  the 

Colony,  and  the  other  copy  shall  be  transmitted  by  a 
Secretary  of  State  to  the  Home  Office  for  record. 

(3)  One  copy  of  the  Notification  of  Concurrence  shall  be  retained 

in  the  Colony  and  attached  to  the  Order  of  Removal, 
and  the  other  shall  be  sent  to  a  Secretary  of  State,  and 
shall  by  him  be  transmitted  to  the  Home  Office  for 
record. 

4.  If  the  prisoner  or  criminal  lunatic  is  to  be  removed  to  a 
British  Possession — 

(1)  A  Secretary  of  State  shall  make  out  and  sign  the  Order  of 

Removal  in  triplicate,  and  shall  send  one  copy  to  the 
Governor  of  each  Colony  concerned,  who  shall  thereupon 
make  out  and  sign  in  triplicate  a  Notification  of 
Concurrence  in  the  Order  of  Removal. 

(2)  The  Governor  of  the  Colony  from  which  the  prisoner  is  to 

be  removed  shall  retain  the  copy  of  the  Order  of 
Removal,  and  one  copy  of  the  Notification  of  Concmrence, 
which  he  shall  attach  to  the  Order  of  Removal,  and 
shall  send  the  second  copy  of  the  Notification  to  the 
Governor  of  the  Colony  to  which  the  prisoner  is  to  be 
removed,  and  the  third  copy  of  the  Notification  to  a 
Secretary  of  State. 

(3)  The  Governor  of  the  Colony  to  which  the  prisoner  is  to  be 

removed  shall  retain  the  copy  of  the  Order  of  Removal, 
and  one  copy  of  the  Notification  of  Concurrence,  which 
he  shall  attach  to  the  Order  of  Removal,  and  shall  send 
the  second  copy  of  the  Notification  to  the  Governor  of 
the  Colony  from  which  the  prisoner  is  to  be  removed, 
and  the  third  copy  of  the  Notification  to  a  Secretary  of 
State. 

Provided  that  the  above  procedure  shall  not  apply  to  the  removal 
of  a  prisoner  or  criminal  lunatic  from  one  British  Possession  to 
another,'  in  pursuance  of  an  agreement  made  between  such 
Possessions  and  sanctioned  by  Order  in  Council  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Colonial  Prisoners'  Removal  Act,  1869. 

5.  A  Removal  Warrant  duly  made  out  and  signed  shall  be 
transmitted  with  every  prisoner  or  criminal  lunatic  who  is  removed. 
The  Warrant  shall  be  handed  over  with  the  prisoner  or  criminal 
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lunatic  to  every  person  from  time  to  time  authorised  to  receive 
him  in  custody  for  the  purpose  of  giving  effect  to  the  Order  of 
Eemoval. 

6.  The  forms  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Order,  or  forms  to  the 
like  effect,  varied  as  circumstances  may  require,  may  be  used 
under  the  said  Act. 

7.  This  Order  shall  commence  and  come  into  operation  on  the 
first  day  of  November,  1907. 

8.  The  Order  in  Council  of  the  thirteenth  day  of  December, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  nine,  made  under  the 
Colonial  Prisoners'  Eemoval  Act,  1884,  shall  continue  in  force 
until  the  commencement  of  this  Order,  and  shall  thereupon  be 
revoked  without  prejudice  to  anything  lawfully  done  thereunder. 

9.  This  Order  may  be  cited  as  "  The  Colonial  Prisoners' 
Removal  Order  in  Council,  1907."

15.    APPEALS  TO  PRIVY  COUNCIL. 


AT  THE  COURT  AT  BUCKINGHAM  PALACE.

Whekeas  by  an  Order-in- Council  dated  the  26th  day  of  February, 
1867,  provision  was  made  for  appeals  from  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  Settlement  of  Sierra  Leone  to  Her  late  Majesty  Queen 
Victoria  in  Council : 

And  whereas  by  treaty,  grant,  usage,  sufferance  and  other 
lawful  means  His  Majesty  has  power  and  jurisdiction  within  the 
territories  known  as  the  Protectorate  of  Sierra  Leone : 

11,2 
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And  whereas  it  is  expedient,  with  a  view  to  the  providing  for 
uniformity  in  the  practice  and  procedure  in  appeals  from  the 
Colonies  to  His  Majesty  in  Council,  to  make  further  and  better 
provision  for  appeals  from  His  Majesty's  Supreme  Court  of  the 
Colony  of  Sierra  Leone  and  Circuit  Court  of  the  Protectorate  of 
Sierra  Leone  to  His  Majesty  in  Council : 

It  is  hereby  ordered  by  the  King's  most  Excellent  Majesty, 
by  virtue  and  in  exercise  of  all  the  powers  in  that  behalf  in 
His  Majesty  vested,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  of  His  Privy 
Council,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  being 
a  party  or  parties  to  any  action  or  other  proceeding  pending  in 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Colony  of  Sierra  Leone  or  the  Circuit 
Court  of  the  Protectorate  of  Sierra  Leone,  to  appeal  to  His 
Majesty,  His  heirs  and  successors  in  His  or  Their  Privy  Council 
against  any  judgment,  decree,  order,  sentence  or  decision  of  either 
of  the  said  Courts,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  the  rules  following, 
that  is  to  say  : — 

1,  In  these  rules,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires — 

"Appeal"  means  appeal  to  His  Majesty  in  Council. 
"  His  Majesty  "  includes  His  Majesty's  heirs  and  successors. 
"  Judgment "  includes  decree,  order,  sentence  or  decision. 
"Court"  means  either  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Colony  of 

Sierra  Leone  or  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  Protectorate  of 

Sierra  Leone. 
"  Record"  means  the  aggregate  of  papers  relating  to  an  appeal 

(including    the    pleadings,    proceedings,    evidence   and 

judgments)  proper  to  be  laid  before    His    Majesty  in 

Council  on  the  hearing  of  the  appeal. 
"  Master  "  means  the  master  or  assistant  master  of  the  Supreme 

Court  or  other  proper  officer  having  the  custody  of  the 

records  in  the  Court  appealed  from. 
"  Month  "  means  calendar  month. 
Words  in  the  singular  include  the  plural  and  words  in  the 

plural  include  the  singular. 

2.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  these  rules,  an  appeal  shall  lie : — 

(a)  As  of  right,  from  any  final  judgment  of  the  Court,  where 

the  matter  in  dispute  on  the  appeal  amounts  to  or  is 
of  the  value  of  £300  sterling  or  upwards,  or  where  the 
appeal  involves,  directly  or  indirectly,  some  claim  or 
question  to  or  respecting  property  or  some  civil  right 
amounting  to  or  of  the  value  of  £300  sterling  or 
upwards ;  and 

(b)  At  the  discretion  of  the  Court,  from  any  other  judgment 

of  the  Court,  whether  final  or  interlocutory,  if,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Court,  the  question  involved  in  the  appeal 
is  one  which,  by  reason  of  its  great  general  or  public 
importance  or  otherwise,  ought  to  be  submitted  to  His 
Majesty  in  Council  for  decision. 
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3.  Where  in  any  action  or  other  proceeding  no  final  judgment 
can  be  duly  given  in  consequence  of  a  difference  of  opinion 
between  the  judges,  the  final  judgment  may  be  entered  ^ro 
forma  on  the  application  of  any  party  to  such  action  or  other 
proceeding  according  to  the  opinion  of  the  Chief  Justice  or  m 
his  absence  of  the  senior  puisne  judge  of  the  Court,  but  such 
judgment  shall  only  be  deemed  final  for  purposes  of  an  appeal 
therefrom  and  not  for  any  other  purpose. 

4.  Applications  to  the  Court  for  leave  to  appeal  shall  be  made 
by  motion  or  petition  within  fourteen  days  from  the  date  of  the 
judgment  to  be  appealed  from,  and  the  applicant  shall  give  the 
opposite  party  notice  of  his  intended  application. 

5.  Leave  to  appeal  under  Rule  2  shall  only  be  granted  by  the 
Court  in  the  first  instance : — 

(a)  Upon  condition  of  the  appellant,  within  a  period  to  be  fixed 

by  the  Court  but  not  exceeding  three  months  from  the 
date  of  the  hearing  of  the  application  for  leave  to  appeal, 
entering  into  good  and  sufiicient  security,  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Court,  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  £500,  for  the 
due  prosecution  of  the  appeal,  and  the  payment  of  all 
such  costs  as  may  become  payable  to  the  respondent  in 
the  event  of  the  appellant  not  obtaining  an  order 
granting  him  final  leave  to  appeal,  or  of  the  appeal 
being  dismissed  for  non-prosecution,  or  of  His  Majesty 
in  Council  ordering  the  appellant  to  pay  the  respondent's 
costs  of  the  appeal  (as  the  case  may  be) ;  and 

(b)  Upon  such  other  conditions  (if  any)  as  to  the  time  or  times 

within  which  the  appellant  shall  take  the  necessary  steps 
for  the  purpose  of  procuring  the  preparation  of  the 
record  and  the  dispatch  thereof  to  England  as  the 
Court,  having  regard  to  all  the  circumstances  of  the 
case,  may  think  it  reasonable  to  impose. 

6.  Where  the  judgment  appealed  from  requii-es  the  appellant 
to  pay  money  or  perform  a  duty,  the  Court  shall  have  power, 
when  granting  leave  to  appeal,  either  to  direct  that  the  said 
judgment  shall  be  carried  into  execution  or  that  the  execution 
thereof  shall  be  suspended  pending  the  appeal,  as  to  the  Court 
shall  seem  just,  and  in  case  the  Court  shall  direct  the  said 
judgment  to  be  carried  into  execution,  the  person  in  whose 
favour  it  was  given  shall,  before  the  execution  thereof,  enter 
into  good  and  sufficient  security,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Court,  for  the  due  performance  of  such  Order  as  His  Majesty 
in  Council  shall  think  fit  to  make  thereon. 

7.  The  preparation  of  the  record  shall  be  subject  to  the 
supervision  of  the  Court,  and  the  parties  may  submit  any 
disputed  question  arising  in  connection  therevdth  to  the  decision 
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of  the  Court,  and  the  Court  shall  give  such  directions  thereon  as 
the  justice  of  the  case  may  require. 

8.  The  master,  as  well  as  the  parties  and  their  legal  agents, 
shall  endeavour  to  exclude  from  the  record  all  documents  (more 
particularly  such  as  are  merely  formal)  that  are  not  relevant  to 
the  subject  matter  of  the  appeal,  and,  generally,  to  reduce  the 
bulk  of  the  record  as  far  as  practicable,  taking  special  care  to 
avoid  the  duplication  of  documents  and  the  unnecessary  repetition 
of  headings  and  other  merely  formal  parts  of  documents ;  but  the 
documents  omitted  to  be  copied  or  printed  shall  be  enumerated  in 
a  list  to  be  placed  after  the  index  or  at  the  end  of  the  record. 

9.  Where  in  the  course  of  the  preparation  of  a  record  one 
party  objects  to  the  inclusion  of  a  document  on  the  ground 
that  it  is  unnecessary  or  irrelevant,  and  the  other  party  neverthe- 
less insists  upon  its  being  included,  the  record  as  finally  printed 
(whether  in  Sierra  Leone  or  in  England),  shall,  with  a  view  to 
the  subsequent  adjustment  of  the  costs  of  and  incidental  to 
such  document,  indicate  in  the  index  of  papers,  or  otherwise,  the 
fact  that,  and  the  party  by  whom,  the  inclusion  of  the  document 
was  objected  to. 

10.  The  record  shall  be  printed  in  accordance  with  the  rules 
set  forth  in  the  Schedule  hereto.  It  may  be  so  printed  either 
in  Sierra  Leone  or  in  England. 

11.  Where  the  record  is  printed  in  Sierra  Leone  the  master 
shall,  at  the  expense  of  the  appellant,  transmit  to  the  Registrar 
of  the  Privy  Council  40  copies  of  such  record,  one  of  which  copies 
he  shall  certify  to  be  correct  by  signing  his  name  on,  or  initialling 
every  eighth  page  thereof,  and  by  affixing  thereto  the  seal  of  the 
Court. 

12.  Where  the  record  is  to  be  printed  in  England  the  master 
shall,  at  the  expense  of  the  appellant,  transmit  to  the  Registrar 
of  the  Privy  Council  one  certified  copy  of  such  record,  together 
with  an  index  of  all  the  papers  and  exhibits  in  the  case.  No 
other  certified  copies  of  the  record  shall  be  transmitted  to  the 
agents  in  England  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  parties  to  the  appeal. 

13.  Where  part  of  the  record  is  printed  in  Sierra  Leone  and 
part  is  to  be  printed  in  England,  Eules  11  and  12  shall,  as  far  as 
practicable,  apply  to  such  parts  as  are  printed  in  Sierra  Leone  and 
such  as  are  to  be  printed  in  England  respectively. 

14.  The  reasons  given  by  the  judge  (or  any  of  the  judges) 
for  or  against  any  judgment  pronounced  in  the  eoiirse  of  the 
proceedings  out  of  which  the  appeal  arises  shall  by  such  judge 
(or   judges)  be   communicated  in   writing  to   the   master,   and 
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shall  by  him  be  transmitted  to   the    Eegistrar   of  the   Privy 
Council  at  ihe  same  time  when  the  record  is  transmitted. 

15.  Where  there  are  two  or  more  applications  for  leave  to 
appeal  arising  out  of  the  same  matter,  and  the  Court  is  of 
opinion  that  it  would  be  for  the  convenience  of  the  Lords  of  the 
Judicial  Committee  and  all  parties  concerned  that  the  appeals 
should  be  consolidated,  the  Court  may  direct  the  appeals  to  be 
consolidated  and  grant  leave  to  appeal  by  a  single  order. 

16.  An  appellant  who  has  obtained  an  order  granting  him 
conditional  leave  to  appeal  may,  at  any  time  prior  to  the 
making  of  an  order  granting  him  final  leave  to  appeal,  withdraw 
his  appeal  on  such  terms  as  to  costs  and  otherwise  as  the 
Court  may  direct. 

17.  Where  an  appellant,  having  obtaioed  an  order  granting 
him  conditional  leave  to  appeal,  and  having  complied  with  the 
conditions  imposed  on  him  by  such  order,  fails  thereafter  to 
apply  with  due  dOigenee  to  the  Court  for  an  order  granting 
him  final  leave  to  appeal,  the  Court  may,  on  an  application  in  that 
behalf  made  by  the  respondent,  rescind  the  order  granting 
conditional  leave  to  appeal,  notwithstanding  the  appellant's 
compliance  with  the  conditions  imposed  by  such  order,  and  may 
give  such  directions  as  to  the  costs  of  the  appeal  and  the  security 
entered  into  by  the  appellant  as  the  Court  shall  think  fit,  or  make 
such  further  or  other  order  in  the  premises  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Court,  the  justice  of  the  case  requires. 

18.  On  an  application  for  final  leave  to  appeal,  the  Court  may 
enquire  whether  notice,  or  sufficient  notice,  of  the  application  has 
been  given  by  the  appellant  to  all  parties  concerned,  and,  if  not 
satisfied  as  to  the  notice  given,  may  defer  the  granting  of  the  final 
leave  to  appeal,  or  may  give  such  other  directions  in  the  matter 
as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Court,  the  justice  of  the  case  requires. 

19.  An  appellant  who  has  obtained  final  leave  to  appeal  shaU 
prosecute  his  appeal  in  accordance  with  rules  for  the  time  being 
regulating  the  general  practice  and  procedure  in  appeals  to  His 
Majesty  in  Council. 

20.  Where  an  appellant,  having  obtained  final  leave  to  appeal, 
desires,  prior  to  the  dispatch  of  the  record  to  England,  to  with- 
draw his  appeal,  the  Court  may,  upon  an  application  in  that 
behalf  made  by  the  appellant,  grant  him  a  certificate  to  the 
effect  that  the  appeal  has  been  withdrawn,  and  the  appeal  shall 
thereupon  be  deemed,  as  from  the  date  of  such  certificate,  to 
stand  dismissed  without  express  Order  of  His  Majesty  in  Council, 
and  the  costs  of  the  appeal  and  the  security  entered  into  by  the 
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appellant  shall  be  dealt  with  in  such  manner  as  the  Court  may- 
think  fit  to  direct. 

21.  Where  an  appellant,  having  obtained  final  leave  to  appeal, 
fails  to  show  due  diligence  in  taking  all  necessary  steps  for  the 
purpose  of  procuring  the  dispatch  of  the  record  to  England,  tlie 
respondent  may,  after  giving  the  appellant  due  notice  of  his 
intended  application,  apply  to  the  Court  for  a  certificate  that 
the  appeal  has  not  been  effectually  prosecuted  by  the  appellant, 
and  if  the  Court  sees  fit  to  grant  such  a  certificate,  the  appeal 
shall  be  deemed,  as  from  the  date  of  such  certificate,  to  stand 
dismissed  for  non-prosecution  without  express  Order  of  His 
Majesty  in  Council,  and  the  costs  of  the  appeal  and  the  security 
entered  into  by  the  appellant  shall  be  dealt  with  in  such  manner 
as  the  Court  may  think  fit  to  direct. 

22.  Where  at  any  time  between  the  order  granting  final  leave 
to  appeal  and  the  dispatch  of  the  record  to  England  the  record 
becomes  defective  by  reason  of  the  death  or  change  of  status 
of  a  party  to  the  appeal,  the  Court  may,  notwithstanding  the 
order  granting  final  leave  to  appeal  on  an  application  in  that 
behalf  made  by  any  person  interested,  grant  a  certificate  showing 
who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Court,  is  the  proper  person  to  be 
substituted  or  entered  on  the  record  in  place  of,  or  in  addition 
to,  the  party  who  has  died  or  undergone  a  change  of  status,  and 
the  name  of  such  person  shall  thereupon  be  deemed  to  be  so 
substituted  or  entered  on  the  record  as  aforesaid  without  express 
Order  of  His  Majesty  in  Council. 

23.  Where  the  record  subsequently  to  its  dispatch  to  England 
becomes  defective  by  reason  of  the  death  or  change  of  status  of 
a  party  to  the  appeal,  the  Court  shall,  upon  an  application  in  that 
behalf  made  by  any  person  interested,  cause  a  certificate  to  be 
transmitted  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Privy  Council  showing  who, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Court,  is  the  proper  person  to  be  substituted 
or  entered  on  the  record  in  place  of,  or  in  addition  to,  the  party 
who  has  died  or  undergone  a  change  of  status. 

24.  The  case  of  each  party  to  the  appeal  may  be  printed  either 
in  Sierra  Leone  or  in  England  and  shall,  in  either  event,  be 
printed  in  accordance  with  the  rules  set  forth  in  the  Schedule 
hereto,  every  tenth  line  thereof  being  numbered  in  the  margin, 
and  shall  be  signed  by  at  least  one  of  the  counsel  who  attends  at 
the  hearing  of  the  appeal,  or  by  the  party  himself  if  he  conducts 
his  appeal  in  person. 

25.  The  case  shall  consist  of  paragraphs  numbered  consecu- 
tively, and  shall  state,  as  concisely  as  possible,  the  circumstances 
out  of  which  the  appeal  arises,  the  contentions  to  be  urged 
by  the   party   lodging   the   same,  and  the   reasons   of   appeal. 
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Eeferenoes  by  page  and  line  to  the  relevant  portions  of  the 
record  as  printed  shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  printed  in  the 
margin,  and  care  shall  be  taken  to  avoid,  as  far  as  possible,  the 
reprinting  in  the  case  of  long  extracts  from  the  record.  The 
taxing  officer,  in  taxing  the  costs  of  the  appeal,  shall,  either  of 
his  own  motion  or  at  the  instance  of  the  opposite  party,  inquire 
into  any  unnecessary  prolixity  in  the  case,  and  shall  disallow  the 
costs  occasioned  thereby. 

26.  Where  the  Judicial  Committee  directs  a  party  to  bear  the 
costs  of  an  appeal  incurred  in  Sierra  Leone,  such  costs  shall  be 
taxed  by  the  proper  officer  of  the  Court  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  for  the  time  being  regulating  taxation  in  the  Court. 

27.  The  Court  shall  conform  with  and  execute  any  Order 
which  His  Majesty  in  Council  may  think  fit  to  make  on  an 
appeal  from  a  judgment  of  the  Court  in  like  manner  as  any 
original  judgment  of  the  Court  should  or  might  have  been 
executed. 

28.  Nothing  ill  these  rules  contained  shall  be  deemed  to 
interfere  with  the  right  of  His  Majesty,  upon  the  humble  petition 
of  any  person  aggrieved  by  any  judgment  of  the  Court,  to  admit 
his  appeal  therefrom  upon  such  conditions  as  His  Majesty  in 
Council  shall  think  fit  to  impose. 

29.  The  Order  of  Her  late  Majesty  in  Council,  bearing  date 
the  26th  day  of  February,  1867,  is  hereby  revoked,  but  such 
revocation  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  thing  lawfully  done 
thereunder  or  revive  any  Order-in-Council  revoked  thereby. 
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1.  Eecords  and  cases  in  appeals  to  His  Majesty  in  Council  shall 
be  printed  in  the  form  known  as  Demy  Quarto  {i.e.,  54  ems  in 
length  and  42  in  width). 

2.  The  size  of  the  paper  used  shall  be  such  that  the  sheet,  when 
folded  and  trimmed,  will  be  11  inches  in  height  and  8 J  inches  in 
width. 

3.  The  type  to  be  used  in  the  text  shall  be  Pica  type,  but  Long 
Primer  shall  be  used  in  printed  accounts,  tabular  matter  and 
notes. 

4.  The  number  of  lines  in  each  page  of  Pica  type  shall  be 
47  or  thereabouts,  and  every  tenth  line  shall  be  numbered  in  the 
margin.
